These  word-s  hail  fii»m  the  pen  of  the  great  Eng- 
lish j)hilo.soi)her,  John  Locke,  whose  '"Thoughts  Con- 
cerning Education"  were  recorded  two  hundred  and 
fifty  years  ago.  Intended  as  advice  to  a  friend,  on  bring- 
ing up  his  son,  Locke's  "Thoughts"  are  still  consulted 
as  the  wisest  ones  an)  hody  ever  liad  on  the  subject. 

Anent  the  importance  of  character-analysis,  as 
a  first  step  in  ])lanniiig  the  education  of  children,  Locke 
Weill  on  to  say  : 

".  .  .  We  should  consider  nhat  they  leant,  n  hcther 
they  be  capable  of  having  it  nrou^'Jit  into  them  Ity  in- 
dustry, and  incorporated  there  by  practice;  and  nhetli- 
er  it  be  north  iiliile  to  endeavour  it.  For  m  many  cases. 
all  that  ice  can  do.  or  should  aim  at.  is  to  make  the  best 
of  nhat  nature  has  niven.  to  jirevent  the  .  .  .  faults  to 
ivliich  such  a  constitution  is  most  inclind,  and  give  it

SHEEPDOGS  OF  THE  SHETLANDS 

Tiif  Shetland  half  <A  this  little  Sheep- 
d<)<i  s  name  furnishes  a  clue  to  the 
loiintry  from  which  he  comes  as  well 
as  lo  his  small  size.  Like  all  other 
animal  inhabitants  of  this  group  of 
haiien  islands,  the  Shetland  Sheep- 
dog is  diminutive  in  stature  partly 
fioin  environmental  influence  and 
partly  from  evolutional  tendency. 
Only  little  horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  Sheepdogs  can  thrive 
in  a  country  where  food  is  far  from  plentiful  even  for  the 
human  ]jo]julation,  where  every  available  inch  of  space  is 
lequired  for  the  few  cro|)s,  and  where  the  climate  is  such 
that  only  the  hardiest  and  smallest  specimens  can  thrive  on 
the  wind-swept  and  weather-beaten  terrain  which  is  entirely 
sill  roimdcd  1>)'  the  sea.  Even  the  name  of  the  breed  has  been 
shortened  to  "Sheltie."

Little  fellows  though  they  are,  Sheities  are 
verycapableworking  dogs  indeed  and  obedi- 
ent and  loyal  members  of  the  family  as  well 


called  Shee])r]ogs.  were  imi)Oitecl  into  the  Islands  from  Scot- 
land and  became  the  basis  for  the  gradual  decrease  in  the 
size  of  the  breed,  aided  in  the  beginning  by  crosses  to  little 
dogs  of  different  breeds  brought  to  the  Islands  by  fisher- 
folk  during  the  summer  season.  Among  these  foreign  types, 
the  yellow  Iceland  clogs  with  smutty  muzzles  and  pricked 
ears  played  a  prominent  part,  as  did  subsequently  dogs  of 
the  old  Toy  Spaniel  type. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  breed  the  requirement  of 
working  ability  was  the  chief  measure  by  which  matings 
were  made.  In  this  way  the  qualities  of  hardiness,  endurance, 
soundness,  bone  and  substance  were  bred  into  the  breed  and 
demanded  by  the  standard,  accompanied  by  speed,  alertness 
and  tremendous  intelligence. 

The   name   of   Sheepdog  has   long  been    considered   a 

misnomer  for  the  breed  in  many  ways.  The  original  title  was 

Shetland  Collie,  but  because  the  dogs  of  the  old  days  bore 

slight  resemblance  to  the  show  Collie,  the  C(dlie  breeders

Club.  "Sheepdog"  suggests  in  many  minds  a  dog  hirger  than 
the  prefix  Shetland  would  denote  and  detracts  from  the  idea 
of  the  Shellie's  desirability  as  a  house  dog  and  companion. 

liut  it  must  be  remembered  that  Sheepdogs  are  not 
necessarily  large.  Witness  the  work  done  at  trials  by  the 
>mall  working  Collie  that  is  little  larger  than  some  Shetlands. 
.\  small  dog  runs  and  turns  faster  than  a  larger  one  and 
farmers  prefer  the  dog  requiring  little  space  and  less  food. 
For  generations  Shetlands  have  done  the  work  of  their  for- 
bears in  the  British  Isles  and  even  the  Welsh  Sheepdogs 
have  been  frequently  crossed  with  them.  Their  work  in 
obedience  trials  rivals  that  t)f  the  far  bigger  breeds  with 
which  they  have  to  compete. 

If  the  term  Sheepdog  is  detrimental  to  the  Sheltie  be- 
<  aiise  of  his  size,  it  is  equally  so  to  his  propensity  as  a  pet 
and  companion  for  which  part  he  is  pre-eminently  fitted.  In 
fat  I.  one  is  more  apt  to  lose  sight  of  his  usefulness  because 
his  a|)|)earaii(e  and  aptitudes  make  him  so  much  to  be 
desired  as  a  house-dog:  the  right  size,  Avith  a  large  range 
of  Collie  colors  and  markings  to  choose  from  and  a  remark- 
aiily  affect ionate  and  docile  jiature.  The  very  hardships  of 
his  ancestors  ha\e  made  him  the  desirable  dog  he  is  toda\. 
ii'(|uiring  little  food,  inclined  to  cling  to  one  family  and 
111  Diic  home,  which  keeps  him  from  roaming,  and  to  be  a 
iiatuiall)  obedient  dog  with  an  iiistiint  for  guarding  and 
watching  persons  or  propciU. 

l)Ut  his  dual  role  of  working  dog  as  well  as  companion, 
must  nc\cr  be  lo>t  sight  of  nor  his  ideal  capacity  for  being 
a  town  (log  in  winter  and  a  country  dog  in  the  summer  when

he  may  give  full  vent  to  his  love  for  freedom  and  farm  life, 
his  joy  at  going  to  walk  in  the  woods  alwavs  with  his  owner, 
and  his  grace  at  leaping  and  racing  over  fields  and  olistacles, 
or  his  fun  in  being  a  playmate  for  young  people.  In  char- 
acter and  disposition  the  breed  has  not  changed  since  the 
days  when  its  engaging  ways  endeared  it  to  the  few  who 
were  fortunate  enough  to  find  the  dogs  in  their  far-away  home. 

In  looks  they  have  altered  somewhat  from  the  rather 
noiidescrij)l  lillle  dogs  whiih  were  bred  iov  work  alone.  The 
show  ring  as  well  as  their  nomenclature  of  Miniature  Collie 
required  an  improvement  in  type  and  the  quickest  way  to 
bring  this  about  was  through  the  medium  of  a  Collie  cross. 
This  accounts  for  the  discrepancies  in  size  and  tyj)e  seen 
at  the  present  time.  The  majority  of  the  breed  are  now 
around  fifteen  inches  or  over  in  shoulder  height  where 
formerly  they  were  around  twehe  to  thirteen  inches. 

The  average  14"  to  15"  Sheltie  which  is  nearer  the 
ideal  size  of  ISVs  "  is  kept  more  for  breeding  purposes  pro- 
vided it  has  the  correct  Collie  type.  At  the  present  time  the 
15"  to  16"  dogs  have  more  of  the  Collie  points  than  the 
smaller  ones,  though  breeders  hope  to  reduce  size  within  a 
short  time  and  still  keep  type.  In  several  cases  this  has  al- 
ready been  done  but  not  sufficiently  to  supply  the  demand 
for  proper  breeding  stock. 

But  to  breeders  who  have  the  betterment  of  livestock 
at  heart,  the  Shetland  Sheepdog  presents  one  of  the  most 
fascinating  of  breeding  problems.  Fortunately  for  its  welfare 
there  are  several  people  with  a  knowledge  of  scientific  breed- 
ing, or  a  background  of  successful  breeding  practice  behind 
them,  now  tackling  this  and  it  should  not  be  long  before 
quality  in  quantity  can  be  produced.  Each  year  shows  tre- 
mendous strides  toward  improvement  of  type,  and  when 
the  goal  is  reached  there  will  be  no  limit  to  the  heights  this 
little  dog  can  attain  in  justified  popularity. 

But  no  matter  how  numerous  Sheltics  becomt'  in  the 
future  they  will  never  become  commonplace.  They  have  too 
great  a  variety  of  color  and  too  definite  an  individuality  for 
that.  All  shades  of  sables  ranging  from  gold,  through  orange 
to  very  dark  browns,  depending  on  the  degree  of  black 
shading;  all  shades  of  the  blue-gray  merles  in  many  patterns, 
from  silver  to  steel;  and  blacks  with  all  degrees  of  white  and 
tan  markings  make  as  wide  a  color  choice  as  there  is  in  any 
breed.  The  best  thing  about  them  is  that  no  two  Shelties  will 
ever  be  the  same  in  personality.  They  are  like  so  many  little 
people  more  than  so  many   little  dogs.

various  migrations  of  cask-rn  siahoard  i}(ni]lc- 
westward  and  the  coming  of  foreign  clcnirnts  to 
our  shores,  various  sections  of  the  country  have 
evolved  their  own  architectural  expressions.  The 
New  England  strain  is  traceable  down  the  Oliio 
Valley  and  the  French  up  the  Mississippi  and 
Texas  even  has  a  German  type  of  architecture 
In  this  issue  we  show  the  hrst  of  a  series  of 
houses  designed  to  express  in  inixlern  form  some 
of  the  characteristics  of  these  regional  designs 
Missouri  Modern,  a  i)roduct  of  New  iMigland 
migration  i)lus  the  local  climate,  is  tlie  liist 
of  Mr,  X'ictor  I'roet/'  visualizations  of  the  past 
in   terms  of   today. 

FuRNlTUKE  TRENDS.  The  plane  lands  a 
home-coming  editor  from  Grand  Rapids.  She  re- 
lates liow  furniture  designers  have  taken  the  hit 
in   their  teeth  an<l  gone  places. 

Mahogany  is  everywhere,  even  in  Modeiii  de- 
signs— mahogany  and  I'rimaveia,  a  form  of  ma- 
hogany— and  for  veneer  Narra,  a  Pliilipiiine 
mahogany.  This  wood  especially  is  going  into  <ie- 
signs  called  Virginia  Federal.  At  la.st  the  effect 
of  the  Williamsburg  restoration  is  producing  its 
influence  on  furniture  design,  especially  for  bed- 
rooms and  dining  rooms  and  occasional  lixing 
room   pieces. 

Good  maple  still  flourishes  in  favor  but,  (x- 
cept  for  traditional  patterns,  the  majile  iiopular- 
ity  will  eventually  show  signs  of  waning. 

Everybody  is  bleaching  woods,  for  the  blond 
furniture  craze  is  going  like  a  house  alire. 

Modern?  Well,  last  fall  Modern  had  already 
ajjpeared  in  the  borax  or  cheajjcr  lines.  Today, 
according  to  Grand  Rapids  authorities,  Modern 
furnitmc  is  no  longer  imjiortant. 


CoxTNTRY  FIRES.  There  was  a  time,  in  the 
good  old  days,  when  every  householder  was  re- 
quired to  keep  on  hand  a  ladder,  a  number  ai 
leather  buckets,  a  canvas  bag  for  valuables  and 
a  bed  key  with  which  to  take  down  four-posters. 
These  were  his  preparations  for  a  fire.  Today 
the  ladder  is  still  necessary  but  our  country  home 
fire-fighting  is  much  simpler  and  more  efficient. 
However,  as  a  safeguard,  make  a  tour  of  your 
house  and  see  that  all  the  fire  extinguishers  are 
in  place  and  a  hose  of  sufficient  length  is  handy. 
Some  of  these  fire  extinguishers  need  yearly  re- 
filling.  The  local  fire  station  will  do   it    for  vou. 


Dici.iiiE.K.ME  imi'I';rekctions.  In  January  the 
llulletin  Hoard  related  how  Gypsies  never  do  a 
perfect  job  on  the  ground  that  ixrfection  is  an 
attribute  of  Deity  alone  and  to  ]iresunu-  ]ierfection 
would  be  sacrilege.

Immigrants  from 
I'.urope  ad(K-d  their  foreign  ingredient.-  and,  in  the  growing 
connnuiu'ties,  local  tradition  developed.  By  gradual  degrees  it 
adjusted  itself  more  perfectly  to  the  dimate,  to  the  [)rovincial 
ai  tivities  and  living  conditions,  and  to  the  (  haracter  and  limi- 
tations ol  the  a\'ailalile  Iniilding  materials.  .And  .^o  it  simmered 
and  strengthened  like  a  pol-iiii-fcii. 

W  itii  the  1 'Mil  C\ntur\-  came  the  redi>cover\-  of  Rome  and 
(Jreece  to  revitalize  the  arts.  In  .America  measured  drawings 
of  tlie  monuments  of  anti(|uity  became  a\'ailable.  Carpenters' 
handbooks  and  builders'  guide,  (onx'erting  the  (lassit-  forms 
into  u.^able  building  details  in  the  "new  Roman  and  Grecian 
.Styles",  were  in  demand  and  were  extensivelx  .-tudied  b}'  the 
craftsman,  the  artisan  and  the  amateur;  for,  e\-en  in  the  ])ro- 
vinces,  Greece  and  Rome  were  the  fashion. 

In  his  adaptations  from  the  handbooks  one  local  builder  in- 
flui'uced  the  ne.xt  and,  b\-  a  series  of  imitations  and  iii\-entions, 
certain  (kvices  be  ame  part  of  the  loi  al  ar(  hitec  ture,  giving  it 
all  the  unconscious  cliarai  ter  and  (listin(  tion  ol  a  lo(  al  piilois. 
In  these  architectural  mannerisms  lies  all  the  tla\-o|-  ot  a  lo- 
talit\-.  A  list  of  them  is  the  special  vo(  abulary  of  a  district. 

'ihe  .Missouri  house,  until  the  Civil  War  -when  ~ucli  a  par- 
tiiulari/.(d  thing  ceased  to  e.xist— had  two  elements  in  ils 
blood:  the  hrst  was  something  the  k'rench  settlers  bi'ought  Lip 
the  .Missi.-^sijjpi  from  Louisiana;  the  second,  something  the 
Yankee  traders  brougiit  down  the  ()hio  from  the  Northeast. 

The  Heiioist  House,  (  1  )  whi(  h  unfortunatel\-  no  hmger  ex- 
ists, serves  to  illustrate  the  I'oults  of  sU(  h  a  blend,  and  the 
moijern  Missouri  house,  the  model  of  whi(  h  appears  in  the 
photographs  on  these  pages,  goes  to  this  as  a  soune  loi'  its 
general  tlavor  and  character.  Its  di'lails  are  borrowe(l  I  rom 
other  sources,  mainh'  fi'om  old  buildings  in  St.  l.oLiis,  which 
was  the  prin(  ipal  center  of  architectural  development  and  cul- 
ture in  the  district.

'Ihe  hrst  lloor  is  entered  from  a  forecoiu't  at  road  level  and 
contain-  the  principal  rooms,  including  the  master's  and  guests 
hedrooms.  'Ihese  overlook  a  garden  at  the  lower  level,  to  which 
two  lurving  staircases  descend  from  a  really  good  terrace

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Every  room  of  William  Morris'  New  York  house  uses  blond 
wood.  The  living  room  tables,  accessories  and  fireplace  open- 
ing are  stripped  pine.  Crimson  sofas,  beige  curtains,  chairs  and 
carpet,  with  buff  walls,  complete  the  scheme.  The  painting  is  by 
Rhana;  a  Soudeiltine  panel  is  over  the  piano.  The  son's  room

Stripped  pine  continues 
to  be  the  decorator's  favor- 
ite finish  for  important  wood- 
work in  decorative  schemes. 
This  vogue  had  its  origin, 
when  the  beauty  of  the  nat- 
ural wood  was  disclosed 
after  removing  the  old,  worn 
painted  surfaces  from  an- 
tique furniture  and  wood 
paneling. 

Joseph  Mullen,  who  dec- 
orated these  rooms,  has 
used  blond  wood  very  effec- 
tively in  Mr.  Morris'  bed- 
room.

The  stripped  pine  furniture  of  the  dining  room  is  placed  against  a  background  of  tabasco 
red  walls,  a  black  floor  and  whi^e  homespun  curtains.  On  the  sideboard  console  and  dining  table 
are  gunmetal  mirrored  tops.  The  chair  upholstery  Is  white  leather.  These  contrasting  colors  have 
made  a  room  of  great  distinction  which  follows  not  alone  the  contemporary  taste  for  blond  woods 
but  the  equally  popular  style  of  dark-toned  walls  as  well. 

The  main  feature  of  the  game  room  is  a  white  leather  bar  backed  by  a  niche  with  shelves  for 
glasses.

Maybe  yours  is  a  Georgian  house  with  a  door  lead- 
ing to  the  garden.  Since  elegance  and  restraint  are 
inherent  in  this  type  of  architecture,  use  a  screen 
door  such  as  this,  with  octagonal  panels.  Designs 
were  suggested  and  drawn  by  Harry  Richardson 


If  you  have  a  door  where  privacy  Is 
essential,  the  "blind"  or  louvred 
screen  door  is  a  perfect  solution. 
While  shown  here  at  the  front  en- 
trance of  a  Modern  house,  It  Is 
equally  adaptable  to  Colonial, 
Georgian  and  French  type  houses 


Perhaps  you  have  a  Regency  house  with  the  typical 
period  portico.  It  can  be  enlivened  by  a  screen 
door  with  a  pattern  taken  from  a  late  Georgian 
bookcase.  There  are  any  number  of  Chippendale 
motifs  that  are  equally  adaptable  to  screen  doors 
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Since  bamboo  Is  one  of  the  latest 
enthusiasms  of  interior  decorators, 
why  not  try  it  on  the  exterior?  Take 
a  stock  screen  door.  Apply  a  light 
exterior  framework  of  split  bam- 
boo. Instantly  that  mediocre  door 
is  lifted  out  of  the   commonplace 


French  doors  should  be  fitted  with 
double  screens.  Those  shown  above 
have  rods  of  Catalin  which  allow 
ample  light  to  pass  and  yet  af- 
ford a  high  degree  of  privacy  by 
breaking  the  spaces  of  open  screen

No  sign 
of  tire.  .\nd  still  that  smoke  alarmed  me.  l'"inall_\-  T 
fell  asleep. 

'J'lie  next  morning  he  said,  "I  thought  I  gave'  \'ou 
lietter  nostrils  than  ndu  demonstrati'd  last  inght.  Yi'S, 
I  smelt  that  smoke  and  1  heard  \ou  go  downstairs.  If 
\'ou  had  the  nose  I  thought  \'ou  had,  \'ou'd  ha\c  known 
tliat  was  ("edar  smoke  and  it  came  from  o\er  four 
miles  away." 

'I'hi'n  he,  heing  Messed  with  seiisitiw  nostrils,  dis- 
(ourstd  e\pansi\'el\-  over  his  hacon  and  eggs  on  the 
fa(t  that  some  peo])le  are  hai'd  (if  smelling  just  as 
others  are  liard  of  hearing.  'That  a  man  with  a  fuie 
palate  with  whiili  to  distinguish  good  wine  and  food 
from  liad  and  a  man  with  a  fine  nose  with  which  to 
relish,  (lassit)'  or  repel  odors,  fragrances  and  smells 
had  a  handicap  over  all  others.  He  had  a  leg-up  on 
the  enjoyment  of  life.  In  fact  such  an  endowment 
made  him  an  aristoi  rat. 

I,  in  my  ignoraiKe  (having  never  given  tliought 
to  such  matters),  had  alwa}s  pictured  an  aristocrat  as 
one  who  went  through  life  with  liis  nose  in  the  air. 
Snooty,  as  the  hoys  used  to  sa}'.  Here  was  a  new  t\])e 
ot  arist(j(  rat — one  who  heiit  down  his  nose  for  enjo\-- 
ment,  who  relished  life  in  sips  and  sniffs. 

Of  I-ATI-;  wars  s(  ienlists  have  tried  to  shove  all 
odors,  good  and  iiad.  into  n.at  little  pigeonholes.  Some 
liave  gone  so  far  as  to  attrihute  spiritual  qualities  to 
them,  and  one  inventor  set  ahout  making  an  organ  of 
Iragrance-  so  that  roM\  intense  and  stinging  salt  .sea 
spray  could  he  produced  hy  j)ulling  out  stops.  Most  of 
us  have  to  get  along  with  the  organ  the  good  God  gave 
us,  and  if  we  only  u^e  it  we'll  luive  all  the  smell  sym- 
jjhonie.-^  we  need. 


These  earl}'  Summer  days  firing  floods  of  enjo)-ment 
to  the  aristocrat  of  the  nose.  There's  the  smell  of 
houses  closed  for  Summer — a  musty  aroma  tinged 
with  camphor  and  creosote  and  palpable  dust.  There's 
the  odor  of  seashore  cottages  newly  opened  for  Sum- 
mer o(CU])ancy — the  mingling  of  .stale  salt,  dried  mat- 
ting and  fresh  soap.suds.  There's  the  smell  of  hot  city 
streets  after  a  rain,  which  differs  vastly  from  hot 
country  roads  when  a  shower  has  laid  the  du.st. 

Dv  THIS  time  of  }'ear  the  memory  of  garden 
fragrances  jiast  are  crowded  out  by  the  avalanche  of 
those  that  keep  coming  on.  \\'e  can  remember  that  we 
enjo\'e(l  the  perfume  of  Daffodils  and  the  rich  aroma 
of  Lilac  plumes  and  the  diverse  odors  of  Mockoranges, 
but  their  penetrating  reality  has  fled.  Today  and  to- 
morrow and  the  next  day  come  on  fresh  incenses — 
old  Roses  heav)'  with  scent,  Sweet  Peas  whose  full 
flavor  can  only  be  relished  if  the  nose  is  buried  in 
them,  the  robust  earthiness  of  newly  dug  Potatoes, 
spic}'  Fennel  foliage,  the  wet  smell  of  sna])ped  String 
Heans  and  the  obvious  individuality  of  )'oung  Onions. 

In  the  warm  sun,  dr3'ing  ha}'  and  Phlox  heads  alike 
send  off  a  hone}ed  fragrance  and  Buckwheat  flowering 
in  the  field  is  so  rich  as  to  rejiel  the  nostrils.  A  damp 
day,  on  the  other  hand,  brings  out  many  a  hidden  odor 
as  we  {oass  through  the  garden — Pinks  become  more 
like  Cloves,  an  incense  drifts  from  the  foliage  of 
Ro$(i  cc(;c  and  Da}'lilies,  whose  scent  is  usually  modest, 
stand  forth  as  an  enjoyable  reality. 

There  are  dawn  smells,  when  all  the  world  seems 
fresh-washed  and  noontide  aromas  when  it  is  faintly 
singed  and  .soft  ])erfumes  at  dusk  when  the  fireeze  has 
died  down  and  there  rise  fragrances  of  night  flowers 
— Nicotiana  and  Evening  Primrose.  Then  in  mid- 
summer nights  comes,  too,  that  whiff  of  terrifying 
smoke  carried  on  the  breeze — eddies  from  a  far-off 
woods  where  some  careless  passerby  leaves  his  mark 
in  singed  grass  and  smouldering  brush.  Or  ma\be  it 
is  only  a  lingering  smoke  from  your  own  bonfire. 

'F'errif\ing  or  enjo}able,  rich  or  faint,  a  new  aroma 
or  one  bringing  back  crowded  memories — the  aristo- 
crat of  the  nostrils  knows  them  all.  His  life  is  one 
long  "Umm — ah!"

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THE     HOUSE     WITH 
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iiAT  du  }0u  mean  by  an  exposure?"  we  asked 
Bradley  Delehunty,  the  architect  who  designed  and 
named  this  house  of  ten  exposures. 

"An  exposure,  as  architects  use  the  term,"  Mr.  Deh^- 
hantv  exjjlained,  "is  any  wall  that  can  have  outside  li.L;ht 
from  a  window  or  docjr  or  any  wall  in  which  a  window 
or  door  can  be  conveniently  placed."  xA.nd  with  that  he 
added  that  his  claim  of  ten  exposures  for  this  house  was 
modest:  he  could  total  twelve  exposures,  not  counting  the 
owner's  exposure  to  first  and  second  mortgages. 

Why  so  many  exposures?  Because  the  more  exposures 
you  have,  the  more  ventilation  and  light  and  views  are 
availaljle.  A  four-sided  house  has  only  four.  An  octagonal 
house  has  eight.  An  octagonal  house  with  wings  has  so 
many  more.  That  is  why  Mr.  Delehanty,  in  his  effort  to 
design  a  house  with  the  greatest  possible  number  of  ex- 


posures chose  an  octagonal  design  (see  the  plans  on  jiage 
72)  with  four  wings,  making  ten  exposures  in  all. 

Off  the  kitchen  to  one  side  he  attaclietl,  li_\-  a  covert'd 
passage,  a  one-story  addition  housing  the  laundry,  a  bath 
and  two  maid's  rooms.  On  the  other  side,  from  the  living 
room  ])orc]i,  another  passage  leads  to  a  tea  house.  These 
two  structures  are  jilanned  with  tlie  idea  of  giving  added 
balance  to  the  mass  of  the  hou^e  itself. 

Primarily  designed  for  mild  climates  where  an  abun- 
dance of  light  and  cross  ventilation  are  desirable,  this 
house  follows  no  es])ecial  ])eriod  st\le.  On  two  facades 
wrought  iron,  reminiscent  of  the  architecture  of  the  Soutli, 
lias  been  introduced  effectivel}'.

One  wonders,  looking  at  suine  of  tlie  liouses 
l)uilt  in  the  early  19CJ0"s,  how  a  designer  could 
have  conceived  so  much  u.gliness.  Take  this  resi- 
dence of  Greer  Alarechal,  at  Hills  &  Dales,  Day- 
ton, Ohio.  As  found  by  its  new  owner,  it  sprout- 
ed prehensile  porticoes  on  two  sides  and  was 
crowned  with  a  ma.gniticent  wart-like  cujiola. 
Then,  porticoes,  cupola  and  all,  it  was  delivered 
into  tlie  merciful  and  imaginative  hands  of  J. 
Douglas  Lorenz,  architect,  who  dressed  it  in  a 
brand  new  suit,  rearranged  the  rooms  and  made 
it  step  forth  fresh  and  livable. 

Where  the  double-decked  side  porch  had  been, 
he  swung  a  roof  supported  by  columns  and  fin- 
ished with  a  slim,  decorative  balustrade  in  the 
most  approved  ^Slount  Vernon  fashion.  The 
cupola's  ugliness  on  the  front  faqade  was  hid- 
den by  a  new  advancing  wing  witli  classical 
eaves  and  a  Palladian  window.  Finally  the 
bricks  were  refined  with  a  stucco  coating  which 
was  later  painted  white. 

Downstairs  the  living  room  and  [jarlor  were 
thrown  into  one,  a  corridor  cut  into  the  dining 
room  and  a  library  ])laced  in  the  new  wing.  The 
chimney  was  rebuilt  to  furnish  a  centrally-lo- 
cated fireplace  in  the  living  room  and  in  the 
master's  chamber  aixive.

Drive  the  nails  in  at  an 
angle,  sink  the  head  with  a  nail  set,  and  cover  the  head  with 
plastic  wood.  If  you  want  to  do  a  more  expert  job,  take  off 
the  molding  which  cowrs  the  joint  between  tread  and  riser, 
drive  wedges  in  and  replace  the  molding.  If  the  stairs  are 
open  underneath,  }-<)u  will  find  little  wedges  if  you  look  care- 
fully. Drive  these  little  wedges  in  tighter — and  out  comes  the 
sijueak.  Cut-up  wood  shingles  make  good  wedges. 

If  pounding  in  the  radiator  wakens  you  every  morning, 
the  (hances  are  that  a  sticky  or  defective  valve  has  caused 
water  to  gather.  Shut  off  the  radiator,  unscrew  the  valve,  and 
the  water  will  spurt  out.  As  it  may  spurt  a  distance  of  four 
or  five  feet,  be  prejiared  for  the  geyser.  Blow  through  the  valve 
to  dear  it,  which  may  be  all  that  is  necessary.  If  it  still  sticks, 
>oak  it  in  gasoline  for  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes.  If  you  still 
have  trouble,  buy  a  new  valve.  And  if  the  radiator  still  knocks, 
\-ou\l  best  call  an  expert,  for  it  might  be  any  one  of  a  hundred 
thing>  wrong  with  the  s}'stem.

\v\\  (uriously  this  ])leasant  feeling  of  having  confjuered 
i>  usuall)-  enjo\ed  only  when  the  cajjtive  is  an  alien.

How  many  jiersons,  for  instance,  are  able  to  grow  Dicfiilni 
cucuUariii,  the  Dutchnian's-lirceches  (Condition  1),  success- 
fully in  the  garden?  And  i)y  garden  I  mean  an  ari-a  plaiuu-d 
and  ma<le  from  the  subsoil  uj),  not  a  tract  of  original  wood- 
land. All  countrA'  wa\'larcrs  know  rock\'  hill>i<les  where  the 
rough  stone  shoulders  from  Inise  to  sky-line  are  literally  \eiled 
with  the  delicate  green  and  cream  hucwork  of  these  fairy-like 
])lants.  It  is  a  sight  not  easil)'  forgntten  and  one  that  anv  gar- 
dener is  bound  to  want  to  reproduce.  .\nd  becaust-  of  the  plant's 
api^iarent  sj)ontaneit}'  and  light-hearted  exulierauce  (in  the 
wild)  lie  feels  that  it  ma_\'  easiK  be  done.  Hut  I  have  to  admit 
that  the  Dutchman's-breeches  will  not  thrive  in  my  garden 
nor  have  I  seen  them  thris'ing  in  an\'  man-made  garden  with 
any  measure  of  enthusiasm.  'I'he\'  linger  along  and  weave  in 
the  early  S[)ring  da}'S  a  little  tentative  green  lace,  and  put  foith 
a  few  cream)-  panties,  but  the  light  heai'ted  exulnTame  is  miss- 
ing. 'rhe\- are  not  breath-taking  in  their  frail  luxuriance;  they 
,>eem  ratlier  little  lost  souls  to  be  _\-earni'd  over.

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OUT  IN  HONOLULU  Mr.  P.  E.  Spalding  has  made 
good  use  of  the  Cacti  and  allied  plants,  creating 
with  them  a  garden  at  once  Impressive  and  In  har- 
mony with  the  region.  In  the  picture  above  the  keen, 
serried  blades  of  the  Spanish  Bayonet  are  overhung 
by  a  Mlllf  Tree's  branches,  with  the  broad  leaves  of 
Tartogo  in  the  center.  The  tropic  flora,  though.  Is 
far  from  limited  to  such  bold  effects.  It  also  pro- 
vides the  perfectly  designed  stems  of  the  Torch 
Cactus,  the  ear-like  lobes  of  Opuntia,  and  the  rib- 
bon form  of  Phyllocactus — seen  In  the  other  views 
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Of  all  the  items  that 
ever  decorated  the  gar- 
den or  dooryard,  the 
old-fashioned  bee-hive 
and  the  dove-cote  were 
two  of  the  most  active 
and  comely.  They  were 
not  only  nice  to  lodk  at,  the  hee-hive's 
diminutive  dome  and  the  gabled  architec- 
ture of  the  dove-cote;  but  the  manoeuvres 
of  their  occu])ants  were  a  constant  source  of 
entertainment.  These  quarters  were  delight- 
ful in  appearance,  but  were  inefficient 
means  of  producing,  in  either  case,  hone\- 
or  birds,  and  they  have  been  supplanted 
almost  entirel}'  for  those  purposes  by  the 
modern  bee-hive  and  the  up-to-date  [ligeon- 
loft.  The  latter  have  many  attractive  possi- 
bilities too,  if  you  j)refer  to  perform  vour 
bee-keeping  and  pigeon-raising  according 
to  Hoyle;  but  if  you  would  rather  let  the 
bees  and  pigeons  shift  for  themselves  in 
dwelling  places  more  pictures(|ue  than  pro- 
fitable, then  I  can  recommend  the  primitive 
devices.  They  are  easy  to  ol)tain  and  erect, 
and  once  their  inhaljitants  are  installed 
will  re(]uire  no  more  attention  than  a  ])atch 
of  Peonies.  In  the  course  of  time  30U  may 
be  tempted  to  become  an  apiarist  or  a\iar- 
ist,  as  the  case  may  be,  but  by  then  }()U  will 
have  outgrown  the  contents  of  this  article 
and  be  ready  for  the  wisdom  of  the  experts. 
I  am  writing  this  for  the  jjcrson  on  the 
small  place  in  the  suburljs  or  country  who 
has  neither  the  time  nor  the  inclination  to 
go  in  seriousl}'  for  either  bees  or  pigeons, 
but  would  like  to  have  either  or  both  of 
them  for  the  fun  and  effect.  .\s  a  matter  of 
fact,  bee-culture  and  pigeon-raising,  when 
carried  out  properly,  either  for  pleasure  or 
for  profit,  require  not  only  skill  and  ex- 
perience (which  of  course  can  be  acquired ), 
but  a  real  taste  and  talent  for  what  is  in 
either  instance  not  an  overwhelming  but  at 
any  rate  quite  an  exacting  task.  As  the  ob- 
ject here   is  merely   to  suggest  decorative 
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features  for  the  grounds  which  contain  a 
livelier  interest  than  a  sun-dial  or  a  bird- 
bath,  yet  are  scarcely  more  trouble  to  main- 
tain than  either  of  those  two  ornaments  of 
the  garden. 

The  old-fashioned  bee-hive,  called  a 
skep,  is  made  of  ropes  of  twisted  rye  straw 
coiled  and  sewn  up  in  the  shape  of  a  tallish 
dome,  aljout  two  feet  high  and  twentx' 
inches  in  diameter  at  the  base.  It  is  set  on 
a  Ijoard  two  feet  square  supported  about 
eighteen  inches  off  the  ground  l)y  one  or 
more  posts  of  some  decay-resisting  wood 
like  Cedar  or  Locust.  It  can  also  be  set  on  a 
small  stump,  if  there  should  happen  to  be 
one  in  the  projjer  place — and  the  place  is 
important.  It  should  stand  in  the  shade  of 
a  not  too  low-branching  deciduous  tree, 
where  it  will  be  protected  from  the  heat  of 
the  sun  in  Summer  and  receive  through  the 
bare  branches  the  sun's  warmth  in  \\'inter. 
The  spot  should  have  a  sheltered  southern 
exposure  where  the  hive  will  not  be  at  the 
mere}'  of  heavy  winds,  and  should  be  far 
enough  away  from  a  path  or  drive  that  the 
bees  will  not  Ijc  disturbed  ];)y  the  constant 
passing  of  ])eople,  animals  or  vehicles. 
Where  Winters  are  severe,  the  hive  can  be 
covered  with  a  conical  straw  ca]),  making 
the  dome  disappear  into  a  spire. 

The  onh'  trouble  with  the  old-fashioned 
Ijee-hive,  the  straw  skep,  is  that  the  honey 
cannot  be  removed  without  destroying  the 
bees,  and  for  this  reason  the  operation  of 
skeps  for  the  honey  is  cruel  and  is  even  pro- 
hibited in  certain  states.  But  if  the  hone}'  is 
left  in  the  hive  for  the  Ix^es  to  live  on,  un- 
disturljed,  there  could  be  no  oljjection  to 
such  a  hive  as  a  home  for  bees,  and  as  an 
animate  decoration  for  the  garden.  If  }-ou 
want  honey,  it  is  always  possi])le  to  buy 
it   at   tile   store.    {Continued  on   pai^f   81)

In  l/'KS  a  Mr.  Wlloni  of  Paris  was  so  eonviiux'd  of  tliis 
idea  that  lie  established  a  magnilki'nt  iee  cream  jiarlor — at 
lU  Houlevard  des  Italiens — outfitted  in  the  most  lu.xurious 
fashion,  with  comfortable  lounges  and  marhle  topjied  tables, 
so  that  his  patrons  might  ])artake  of  fro/en  refresjiments  in 
ease  and  ((imfort.  'The  poor  man  wasn't  a  ver\'  good  manager, 
however,  and  he  eventually  failed  and  later  committed  suicide, 
after  turning  o\-er  his  business  to  'I'ortoni,  an  employee,  who 
made  a  great  success  of  the  business  and  retii'i'd  in  1825  with 
a  ni(X'  fat  income,  lea\'ing  to  the  chefs  and  restaurateurs  of 
posterity  his  world   famous  bisiuit  'i'ortoni. 

Much  earlier  than  that,  in  l(i()(),  Procojie  Cultelli,  r\n  Ital- 
ian, establislu'd  a  coffee  house  in  the  l^ue  de  I'-Ancieiine  Come- 
dii-  of  Paris  and  brought  to  tlfe  attention  of  the  l'"reiicli  public 
his  "frigid  nicetit's"  lla\-ored  with  coffee,  \-anilla,  etc.,  and 
soon  they  were  the  height  of  fashion;  but  they  weri'  indeed 
frigid  and  solid  in  their  te.xture,  for  they  were  notliing  more 
nor  less  than  frozen  blocl-cs  of  iic.  \  atel,  the  famous  chef  who 
committed  suicide  ox'er  a  i  od  which  didn't  arri\-i',  is  accredited 
with  being  one  of  thi'  first  to  perlect  the  art  of  malcing  ices. 
lie  made  a  great  hit  b\'  serving  colored  eggs  as  a  sweetmeat 
when  l.ouis  the  Magnil'u cnt  paid  a  \i>it  to  ('hantilh',  the  eggs 
being  fro/cii  i(i',  compact  as  niarbU'. 

It  wasn't  until  1  7.-)4  that  a  M.  keamur  tried  to  remedy  the 
texture  of  these  ices.  It  bothered  him  terribl\'  that  they  were 
so  hard.  It  was  then  disco\'ered  liiat  if  the  ingredients  were 
stirred  and  scraped  from  the  sides  of  the  container  while 
freezing,  much  betti'r  results  wt-re  obtained. 

Carlo  Gatti,  an  Italian,  is  said  to  liave  introduced  the  trade 
in  ices  in  England  in  lcS42.  Here  in  America  (to  <iuote  from 
the  Wisconsin  Academy  of  Sciences,  Arts  and  Letters)  Dolly 
.Madison  is  accredited  with  having  offu  iall\-  introduced  fro;^- 
en  confections  to  Washington  sociel}'  and  shortly  after,  Nan- 
cy Jolmson,  the  wife  of  a  young  na\-al  officer,  is  su])posed  to 
have  invented  the  pix'sent  day  cream  freezer.  Whether  this 
is  true  or  not,  one  thing  certain  is  that  ice  cream  is  probably 
more  popular  here  than  ainwheix'  in  the  world — and  in  my 
humble  opinion  we  excel  in  its  making. 

Ws  the  \\a\-,  there  i>  a  new  fixczer  out  that  fits  in  the  ice 
freezing  comiiartment  of  electric  refrigerators  w'liich  has  a 
dasher  that  turns  automatically. 

So  mail)'  of  us  ha\-e  exi)t'rienced  licking  the  dasher  of 
N'anilla,  chocolate  or  strawberr\'  ice  c  ream  that  I'm  not  sa\ing 
much  about  them  in  this  article;  but  I  hope  the  b)llc)wing 
recipes  will  be  new  or  at  least  forgotten  delights  to  )ou. 

Kemember  that  the  usual  jiroportion  of  ice  to  salt  for  freez- 
ing in  a  crank  freezer  is  three  of  ice  to  one  of  salt.  This  is 
used  for  creams  or  sherbets  whieli  are  to  be  firm,  velvi'ty  and 
fine  grained.  'J'o  freeze  frappes  and  granites  whi(h  sliould  be 
granular  and  coarse  grained  in  texture — use  two  of  ice  to 
one  of  salt.  'I'lie  good  old  mallet  and  a  strong  canvas  bag  are 
still  the  best  way  of  pounding  tlii'  icc'  in  my  o|)inioii,  but  there 
is   a   sjiecial    iie   chipper   which    tomes    free    with    one   ol    tlie 
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good  freezers  that  is  a  l)ii^  help  in  i-eJucing  the  hig  block  of 
ice  to  small  pieces.  In  jKicking  a  mousse,  or  a  parfait  which 
is  unfrozen  and  not  to  be  stirred,  use  one  part  of  ice  to  one 
of  salt  and  plan  on  its  taking  four  or  five  hours  to  freeze. 

To  repack  ice  creams  or  sherbets  that  have  already  been 
frozen,  use  slightly  coarser  ice  in  the  proportion  of  four  of 
ice  to  one  of  salt. 

The  best  method  of  sealing  molds  which  are  to  be  packed 
is  to  cover  the  cream,  which  has  been  packed  in  to  overflow- 
ing, with  a  sheet  of  heavy  waxed  pa[)er  or  white  jiaper.  Tress 
the  cover  down  tight,  wipe  off  the  excess  cream  which  comes 
out  around  the  edge — and  then  seal  the  crack  with  a  thick 
layer  of  butter  which  hardens  well  when  it  is  cold. 

The  two  fundamental  recipes  for  all  ice  creams  are  Phila- 
delphia ice  cream  (no  eggs)  and  French  or  custard  ice  cream. 
Fruit  may  be  added  to  either  when  the  cream  is  partially 
frozen,  but  I  much  prefer  adding  it  tt)  Philadelphia  ice  cream. 

The  fruit  should  be  mashed,  sweetened  to  ta.ste  with  syrup, 
and  allowed  to  stand  for  an  hour.  Blackberries  and  raspberries 
should  be  mashed  througli  a  sieve  to  remove  the  seeds.  A  table- 
spoon of  lemon  juice  brings  out  the  flavor  of  the  fruit. 

Determining  just  how  sweet  frozen  ices  should  be  is  an  ex- 
tremely complicated  thing.  If  the  liijuid  is  too  sweet  it  won't 
freeze  properly.  Cook  books  tell  }()u  to  use  a  syrup  gauge, 
but  syrup  gauges  are  ver}-  haril  to  find  unless  _\-ou  happen  to 
know  that  they  may  be  obtained  from  wholesale  bakers  and 
confectioners'  supply  shops.  In  case  you  don't  even  know 
what  a  .syrup  gauge  is,  it  is  a  gadget  that  looks  something  like 
a  thermometer — made  of  glass,  with  tiny  little  weights  in  the 
bottom.  This  is  drojiped  slowl\'  into  a  cylindrical  glass  or 
metal  tube  filled  with  the  mixture  to  be  tested,  which  should 
be  at  about  60°  in  temperature  (a  syrup  thermometer  is  used 
to  find  out  the  temperature).  The  gauge  floats  up-and  down 
and  the  syrup  line  to  which  it  sinks  marks,  tho  degree  of  densi- 
ty of  sweetness.  Sorbet  mixtures  should  register  15°,  sherbets 
20°,  granites  14°,  marcjuises  17°,}mnches  17°  and  spoons  20°. 
If  the  mixture  registers  more  than  it  should,  water  or  fruit 
juice  sliould  be  added.  If  it  doesn't  register  enough,  more 
syrup  should  be  added.  Cook  books  tell  you  all  this — but  they 
sometimes  forget  to  tell  you  how  the  syrup  should  be  made: 
2  cups  of  sugar  should  be  moistened  with  V/2  cups  of  cold 
water  and  stirred  on  the  fire  until  it  boils,  wiping  the  edges 
down  with  a  moist  cloth  so  that  no  crystals  form  on  the  edge 
of  the  pan.  Counting  from  the  time  the  syrup  actually  boils — 
\\\<:  minutes — the  sxTup  should  register,  if  tested,  aljout  28°, 
10  minutes  29°,  15  minutes  30°,  20  minutes  31°,  25  minutes 
32".  A  28°  syrup  is  u.sually  used  for  sweetening.  Two  cups  of 
sugar  with  one  and  a  half  cu]js  of  water  boiled  five  minutes 
will  make  about  two  cups  of  28°  syrup. 

Syrup  may  be  made  in  larger  f|uantities  and  kejit  on  hand 
for  a  few  days  in  a  glass  fruit  jar  in  the  refrigerator,  which 
facilitates  making  frozen  desserts  on  the  spur  of  the  moment. 

One  more  little  thing  to  be  remembered  is  that  cream  ex- 
pands at  least  one  third  in  freezing,  so  leave  plenty  of  room, 
e.specially  if  fruit  is  to  be  added.  Turn  crank  slowly  at  first 
and  increase  speed  later.  {Continued  on  p<ii;c  74) 
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PERENNIALS 


Suitable  for  the  Mid- South 


IN'  line  Mi(l-Si)utli,  liIiMim  in  the  iKTcnnial  lior- 
ders  is  sjJiTad  out  over  more  tlian  e'i.^ht  months 
instead  of  hurstin.^  forth  all  at  once  in  a 
brilliant  display  as  it  does  in  colder  climates. 
To  keep  a  garden  in  liloom  for  so  long  a  time  re- 
quires thought  and  labor.  It  is  an  exciting  and  a 
complicated  undertaking.  INIany  plants  and  many 
varieties  are  needed  to  make  a  showing  over  such  a 
long  ])eriod.  My  beds  are  so  full  that  I  cannot 
thrust  the  trowel  into  the  soil  to  make  a  hole  for 
some  new  treasure  without  cutting  into  the  white 
flesh  of  a  dormant  liulh,  or  digging  up  a  plant 
whose  top  iuis  died  down. 

The  first  perennials  to  bloom  in  m\-  garden  earl}' 
in  .Mard)  are  Hardy  Candytuft  and  luiglish  Cow- 
slij)  (I'ruinihi  viih^nris).  The\'  are  |)ermanent 
possessions,  edging  a  bed  of  Canipernelles  and 
early  Daffodils  with  yellow  and  white  year  after 
year.  Vinca  major,  usixl  as  a  ground  cover  for  the 
bull)S,  blooms  at  the  same  time.  Its  si  attered  blue 
flowers  are  pleasing  with  tlu'  \cllo\\'  and  white  and 
the  deeper  sha<k'  of  singk-  blue  Hya(  inths.  V'uica 
minor  grows  closer  to  the  ground  and  can  be 
jjlanted  over  small  bulbs.  The  rare  white  form, 
brought  from  an  old  garden  in  Virginia,  has  an 
e.\(juisite  flower  worthy  of  being  jjlanted  with  the 
most  choice  of  the  little  Daft"odils.  Vvrhnui  vcuosn 
also  comes  very  early,  but  it  must  be  used  with 
care,  for  its  purple  flowers  are  ai)t  to  verge  on  the 
magenta.  Even  so,  it  is  a  relief  from  the  over- 
j)owering  yellow  of  so  many  of  the  early  shrubs 
and  Daft'odils,  and  is  useful  for  filling  in  spots 
where  more  difficult  plants  fail. 

In  the  South  perennial  Ixirders  begin  to  be  effec- 
tive l)y  the  middle  of  March.  Doronicum,  Bleeding- 
heart,  Camassia,  Alyssuni  saxatUe,  Aral.)is,  Iceland 
Poppies,  Siberian  Wallflowers  and  Phlox  divnri- 
cata  make  a  brilliant  showing — too  brilliant  if  one 
is  not  very  careful  with  the  colors,  Tlu'  lavendcr- 
jjlue  of  I'ltlox  diviiricahi   is   best   combined   with 


House  &  G.\RDEN's  .second  flower  print  (llie  firsi  liavinj^ 
uppeared  in  June — a  Provence  Rose  by  Mary  Lawrence 
Kearse)  is  selected  from  the  work  of  Pieter  Casteels.  I'his 
artist  was  born  at  Antwerp  in  1684.  Twenty-four  years  later 
he  migrated  to  England  where  his  paintings  and  engravings 
of  birds  attracted  much  attention.  It  was  an  age  when  tlic 
colored  print  showed  signs  of  rising  popularity.  In  1730 
Casteels  produced  a  folio  called  "Twelve  Months  of  Flow- 
ers", from  which  comes  this  arrangement  nf  Spring  blos- 
soms. They  are  in  the  Flemish  maniici  nf  Casteel's  day. 
Thrsr  jjiints  are   from  the  collection   nf   Ki(hai(N(in   Wright 


pinks  and  \'cr\'  pale  \'e]low  Tulips,  su(  h  as  .Moon- 
light, with  a  few  of  .some  dark  variety,  such  as  La 
Tulipe  Noire,  for  accent;  but  the  clear  blue  of 
Cdiiiassid  Irichlliuii  may  lie  used  with  the  l)rilliant 
yellow  of  Doronicum.  Alyssum  saxalilc  with  stolid 
orange  Wallflowers,  )-ellow  Violas,  and  crinkled 
orange  ;ind  lemon  ro])|)ies  on  slender  stems  make 
a  gay  group  for  the  margin  of  any  Ijorder.  Bleed- 
ing-heart { Pirelli ni  spcrldliilis) ,  a  |)lant  of  great 
distinction,  should  be  ])]anted  by  itself  instead  of 
being  lost  in  a  mass  of  cf)]or.  'i'he  rows  of  ])ink  and 
white  hearts  on  graceful  stems  rising  from  fern- 
like  foliage  are  like  an  old-fashioned  valentine. 

None  of  these  gay  spring  perennials  are  very 
pcrniaiuiit  in  the  South,  but  they  are  worth  raising 
(or  huying)  ever\'  year.  Doronicinn  ma\'  la>t  two 
or  three  }'ears,  and  the  .Al)ssum  will  sometimes  li\'e 
over.  Blue  Phlo.x  can  be  kejjt  in  a  neat  border  if 
it  is  divided  every  spring  and  .set  back  in  the  same 
place.  Bleeding-heart  is  difficult  here,  but  would 
be  permanent,  I  think,  if  once  established. 

Iris  gcriiiaiiifii  and  several  other  species  of 
Bearded  Iris  begin  to  bloom  b\'  the  middle  of 
Alarch.  I  like  the  dark  j)urple  of  /.  korliii  with 
the  fresh  }ellow  of  Cowslips.  Sometimes,  when 
/.  florciiliiiii  and  its  variety  ulhiniiis  bloom  with 
Snowllakcs  and  white  Wistaria,  the  garck^n  is  all 
in  white  for  a  few  days  after  the  early-blooming 
Daffodils  have  faded  and  before  the  'I'ulips  and 
earl\-  perennials  a])pe;ir.  /.  piiiuihi  and  the  inter- 
mediates bloom  late  in  March  and  earl}'  in  April, 
and  are  more  satisfactor\'  than  the  tall  Bearded 
Iris  for  combining  with  'l"uli|)s.  I  have  the  delicate 
Iris,  Bluette,  planted  with  Clara  Butt  Tulii)s  and 
English  Daisies. 

The  tall  Bearded  Iris  blooms  from  the  middle 
of  .^pril  to  the  middle  of  May.  Several  of  the  early 
Hemerocallis  come  at  the  sanie  time.  The  Lemon 
Lily  (//.  fl(iva)  begins  to  bloom  the  first  of  AFa}'. 
Its  ])ale  A'cllow  can  be  used  in  pastel  combinations 
with  light  blue  Iris,  such  as  Souvenir  de  L.  .Mich- 
aud,  and  delicate  jiinks,  such  as  Frieda  Mohr; 
or  in  striking  contrast  to  the  rich  jourple  of  Mme. 
Gaudichau.  The  deeper  yellow  of  Hemerocallis 
Apricot  and  H.  Dr.  Rcgel  is  effective  with  the  more 
brilliant  coloring  of  Iris  Ambassadeur  or  \.  i'ros- 
per  Ltiugier.  The  orange  and  brick  red  (jcums 
bloom  at  this  time  and  prove  ver\'  satisfactor\'  for 
the  South. 

.Vnothcr  valuable  .Ma\'-blooming  perennial  that 
persists  here  is  Baptisia.  (Conliiiuid  on  l'>i;^c  X.'i) 
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The  gleaming  beauty  of  well-kept  silver  — how 
to  achieve  and  maintain  it  for  your  own  pieces

A  prolessoi'  of  art  hi>tor\,  speaking  to  a 
lie^inniiiL;  i  lass  in  art  ap|ire(  iation,  one  e  (.'XpresM'd  tin- 
desire  to  put  sii^ns  liefore  all  statues  and  small  metal 
ohjeets — si^ns   which    wnuhl    read,    "I'lease    Handle!" 

So  it  is  with  \ciur  sihcr.  If  \nu  wish  it  to  accjuire 
that  uni(|Ue,  almcj-t  inclel'uialde  heaulN'  which  is  the 
property  of  antii|ue  pic'ces,  use  it,  and  u>e  it  constantlv. 
Silversmiths  will  tell  \  ou  that  the  tradition. d  i^host  of 
endlc'ss  and  fruition  stru,L;t;le  against  tarnish  can  he 
exorcised  li\-  iiothim^  more'  than  the  ordinar\'  use  and 
care  given  your  china  and  linen. 

A  smith  ol  one  of  the  well-known  hrni.^  commented 
upon  thi>  care  in  a  few  words.  I'eople  come  to  him  with 
complaints  ahoul  their  recently  piua  hased  silver,  sa\- 
inii  that  it  has  lost  its  luster,  has  liecomc-  clint^'v  and 
dull-lookini^'.  He  has  devised  a  satisfactor\-  reph  :  "Do 
}c)u  wa>h  your  hands  and  face?  If  vou  will  do  the 
same'  for  your  silver  and  keep  it  clean,  really  clean,  \tm 
v,ill  have  no  difficult)'  in  keeping  it  as  lovelv  a-  it 
was  the  clay  you  l)0U,!.;ht  it." 

'I  hi.-  is  really  all  there  is  to  maintaining  silver 
iieauty.  Wash  it  in  hot,  soa|)y  water,  takini;  care  to 
remove  all  fcjod,  L^'rease  or  other  matter,  and  rinse  it 
c  arc'fully  in  ver)-  hot,  clear  water,  and  dry  it  thoroush^' 
in  a  .-oft  cloth  or  chamois.  This  should  he  done  every 
time  the  silver  is  used,  and  as  soon  as  ])ossil)le  after 
c  ai  h  meal.  'I'he  treatment  .-hould  he  sU|)plemented  everv 
week  or  two  hy  j)C)lishin^  with  a  i,'ood  brand  of  silver 
'  ream  or  li(|uid.  Huh  each  piece-  hriskly  lengthwise — 
never  crosswise  or  with  a  circular  motion.  If  vour  sil- 
ver lia.-   keen   o.xidi/ed,   take  care   not   to   remove   this 


fiiush  by  too  much  cleaning  and  so  destroy  the  dark 
contrast  it  affords  to  the  lighter  portions.  Here  too  soap 
and  hot  water  are  im|)ortant.  Too  often  the  cream  or 
lic|uid  is  used  generously  and  well,  hut  the  subsequent 
washing  and  rinsing  are  omitted.  Cream  left  on  silver 
will  not  harm  it  noticeably,  but  left  in  the  small  crevices 
of  chased  or  rejjousse  work  it  mars  the  appearance  as 
much  as  does  the  tarnish  it  was  intended  to  remove. 
A  brush  may  be  used  on  detailed  work  to  help  remove 
bits  ol  cream,  but  u.se  of  a  brush  on  plain  surfaces  may 
c  ause  scratc  hes.  Hot,  soapy  water  will  give  a  luster  that 
cream  alone  has  never  been  known  to  do.  The  butler 
admiring  the  tray  at  the  top  of  the  page  has  Ijeen  using 
a  com|)act  kit  which  \c)U  can  easily  obtain  for  your 
own  u>e.  It  contains  cream,  sponge,  flannel,  chamois, 
brushes  and  orange  stacks  for  crevices,  all  in  a  neat 
little  wooden   chest. 

Scratches  are  really  unavoidable.  There  are  some 
who  say  that  the  millions  of  ver}-  fine  scratches  that 
c  cjine  to  an  old  j)iece  of  silver  give  it  an  added  brilliance 
and  beauty.  The  .scratches  caused  by  ill  use  and  care- 
le.■^.■^ness,  howevc-r,  should  never  a])pear.  Only  the  trncst 
of  cleaners  should  be  used,  and  never  should  silver  be 
"scoured";  dry  each  piece  separately  and  bad  scratches 
can  cjuite  easily  be  avoided.  Many  peojjle  take  their 
sihc-r  to  a  good  silversmith  ])eriodically — perhaps  once 
a  year  in  the  fall — to  be  repolished.  Silversmiths  re- 
mo\-e  bad  scratches  and  stains  witli  electric  buffers 
and  i)olishers,  and  can  therefore  do  a  more  thorough 
job  of  restoring  the  original  luster.  Under  ordinary 
atmospheric  conditions  and  reasonable  care,  however, 
this  ma_\'  not  be  necessar\-  at  all. 

'I'he  |)ositi\-e  aids  to  silver  beauty  are  as  few  as 
abo\-e  mentioned.  There  are  man\-  things  which  harm 
,-ilver,  however,  and  real  care  ccjnsists  almost  as  much 
in  the.se  negative  aids  as  in  the  positive  ones. 

Sterling  silver  is  extraordinarily  sensitive  to  at- 
mospheric conditions — steam  heat,  dampness,  salt  air 
and  dust  all  tend  to  dull  it.  This  dullness  is  not  per- 
manent, how-ever;  that  is,  with  daily  use  and  thorough 
washing  adverse  conditions  can  be  neutralized  to  a 
great  extent. 

Stains  are  cau.sed  by  various  foods  such  as  eggs, 
other  sulphurous  foods  and  salt.  If  silver  is  cleaned 
soon  after  use  stains  will  come  off  easily,  but  if  al- 
lowed to  remain  it  is  well  nigh  impossiljle  to  remove 
them.  For  this  reason  sterling  salt  shakers  are  usually 
gilded,  since  it  is  obviously  impossible  to  keep  them 
stainless  if  this  is  not  done. 

Rubber  might  be  called  the  arch  enemy  of  silver, 
and  its  stains  are,  if  an^'thing,  even  more  difficult  to 
remove.  Its  chemicals  are  so  penetrating  that  if  the 
flannel  l)ags  which  hold  silver  are  secured  with  rub- 
ber bands,  the  rubber  will  soon  stain  the  silver.  Ser- 
\-ants  have  been  known  to  clean  silver  on  a  rubber  slab, 
and  then  to  wonder  why  the   (Coutiintctl  on  pdi^c  S2)

Oliviousl)',  therefore,  wc  must  ic)nsider  li}i;htii\i^  a< 
more  than  a  casual  matter  of  putting;  a  few  lam|i>  around 
the  room — sufficient  to  dispel  the  dark  but  |)robalil\'  in- 
acle(|uate  for  most  \isual  work.  'I'his  haphazard  anci 
costh'  method  should  be;  aliaiicloiud.  .\  proper  under- 
standim;  ol  the'  priiu  i|iles  of  good  lii^htinL;  will  result  in 
a  home  which  is  more  altractixc  in  appearance,  more  de- 
li.iihtfully  re>lful  and  which  will  protect,  rather  than 
jeoparcli/.e,  the  e_\es  of  e\-er\'  member  of  the   famil\'. 

Scic'iitists  measure  li.ght  in  terms  of  foohandles.  .\ 
tootcandlf  is  the  amount  of  light  a  candle  casts  on  a 
surface  a  loot  awa_\'.  ( )utclc)ors,  <in  a  bright  daw  we  work 
or  play  in  about  10,0(10  foolc  aiulles.  If  wc'  ri-ad  a  book 
HI  the-  shade-  of  a  tree  we  have  the  benefit  of  ,sOO  to 
1.000  f(]otcandle<  of  .M)ftly  diffu.sed  light.  Ikit  when  night 
comes  and  we  take  our  book  to  an  easv  chair,  we  ma\' 
expect  to  find,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  not  more 
than  ,■)  footcandles  on  the  ])rinted  page.  We  find,  al>o, 
that  instead  of  the  diffused,  even  light  which  made  read- 
ing so  pleasant  in  the  shade  of  a  tree,  we  are  confronted 
by  a  glaring  white  page  .surrounded  by  the  comparative 
darkness  of  the  rest  of  the  room.  The  harsh  contrast  be- 
tween the  two  e-xtremes  is  a  further  irritation  to  the  eves. 

'i'he  aim  of  modern  residential  lighting,  therefore,  is 
'|uite  specific:  To  jirovide  light  of  the  correct  amount, 
whether  for  fine  work,  such  as  sewing,  for  reading,  for 
card-playing  cir  sim])ly  for  normal  seeing;  to  eliminate 
ulare  from  uii'-hadc'd  or  poorly  shaded  bulbs;  to  create 
a  scjft  diffusc'd  light  tlirough  the  room  which  will  help 
banish  harsh  contrasts — the-  vc-ry  common  result  of  hav- 
ing pools  of  light  at  various  jjoints  in  an  otherwise  rather 
dark  room,  .\llractive.  rolful  lighting,  in  otlier  words, 
i-  the  objec  live. 

I  he  mean-  by  wliicli  ihi-  objective  is  attained  are 
neithi  r  my-teriou-  nor  involved.  Resulting  from  \-ears  of 
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careful,  exacting  research  conducted  liy  the  leading  ex- 
]ierts  of  the  country,  modern  lighting  is  now  as  much 
a  "system"  as  arc  heating  and  plumbing.  The  hard  work 
of  finding  out  the  facts  about  light  and  its  application 
has  been  done;  all  we  need  do  is  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  learn,  in  a  few  minutes,  what  these  facts 
are  and  how  they  can  be  used  in  our  own  house. 

Ouantity  and  (luality  are  the  two  important  factors  in 
good  lighting,  and  must  always  be  considered  together — 
(juantity  being  the  amclunt  of  light,  and  cjuality  the  way 
in  whicli  light  is  distributed.  \\'e  want  plenty  of  light  on 
the  printed  ])age  but  we  don't  want  it  to  be  harsh  and 
glaring.  We  want  a  soft,  pleasing  light  in  our  home,  but 
we  want  the  abilit}'  to  control  its  intensity  according  to 
the  rei|uirements  of  our  various  activities.  Our  lighting 
experts,  therefore,  recommend  a  comljination  of  two  kinds 
of  lighting.  'Idle  first  is  called  local  and  is  tyi^ified  by  the 
direct  light  of  the  reading  lamp  or  desk  lamp;  the  second, 
called  general,  is  the  illumination  throughout  the  room 
afforded  by  light  reflected  from  walls  or  ceiling,  or  from 
>ome  s])ecial  rellec  tor  which  serves  the  same  purpose.  In 
other  words,  our  ])rimar\'  source  of  light  for  reading, 
studying,  sewing,  etc.,  comes  directly  from  the  light  in 
exaclh'  the  rec|uired  amount,  this  amount  being  con- 
trolled b\'  the  number  and  wattage  of  bulbs  used  in  the

him|i>  withdul  the  -train  which  we  would  experience  if 
there  were  in>ufticient  general   illumination. 

'I'his  rtitio  lietwi'en  local  and  general  lighting  is  im- 
|i(irtant.  When  \sc  hctir  a  tuinphiint  that  there  is  "too 
mui  h  light"  in  a  ro<im.  the  fault  u.^ualh'  lies  not  in  ex- 
(e>,si\-e  i|uantity  Init  in  poor  qLiality;  thtit  is,  poor  dis- 
triliiition  ;ind  diffusion.  It  ha-  lieen  found  that  a  ratio 
(if  ten  to  one,  hetweeii  loctil  and  general  illumination,  is 
the  minimum  contrast  for  e}'e  comfort.  I'^or  examjile.  if 
t\\enl\  footi  andles  of  light  are  pro\'ided  \>y  a  desk  lamp, 
there  .should  he  two  or,  lietter  still,  four  footcandles  of 
light    in   the  surrounding   areti  of   the  room. 

iUit  how  tire  we  to  measure  the  light  in  our  home?  Our 
e\es  tire  notoriously  uiirelitiMe  in  estimtiting  the  Cjuantity 
of  light  on  ;i  jirinted  [uige.  It  ma}-  seem  to  he  sufficient 
yet  ])rove  inafle(|U;ite  when  we  use  it  for  a  time.  The  best 
and  most  relitihle  method  of  checking  actutil  conditions 
is  to  avtiil  \ourself  of  ;i  free  .-service  which  is  now  offered 
liv  lighting  comptmies  generally  throughout  the  country. 
In  respon.se  to  ;i  |)hone  call  ;i  trained  emiiloyee  will  be 
sent  to  vour  home  with  ;i  snitill  instrument  called  a  light 
meter.  'I'lie  i|Utintit\'  of  light  in  etich  room  tind  at  each 
desk  or  retiding  lamp  can  be  ac(  urtitely  measured  in  terms 
of  footcandh-s  bv  thi.-  meter.  ( )nce  you  know  with  cer- 
ttiintN'  the  wetiknesses  in  }'Our  present  lighting  system,  you 
will  tind  it  neither  difficult  nor  expensive  to  correct  them.

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THE  OLD  TYPE  OF  WIRING 


Wiring  of  the  old-fashioned  type 
consisted  of  a  maze  of  circuits  de- 
signed for  adequate  illuminating 
current  but  hardly  able  to  carry 
the  loads  required  by  the  addition 
(if  new  electrical  a|)|)liances.  The 
failure  of  any  circuit  necessitated 
a  trip  to  the  cellar  where,  with 
matches,  burnt  fingers  and  short- 
ened tempers,  we  sought  the  burnt- 
out  fuse  in  the  fuse-box  and  re- 
placed it  with  a  live  one.  Contrast

'I'lie  I'lrst  tliiiii;  we  notice  is  thtit  these  new  Itimjjs  he- 
Ioiil;  to  no  one  jieriod  or  si  hool  ot  design;  do  not  insist, 
for  e.\;imple,  on  liein,^  "modern"  in  form,  but  onl_\-  mod- 
ern in  fuiKtion  ;tnd  in  the  qualit\'  <if  li.^ht  the\"  gi\x'.  The 
desk  lamp  or  lloor  lamj)  we  purchase  m;iy  be  charmingly 
early  .\merican,  or  it  may  be  extremely  contemporary. 
Hut,  whiihever  it  is,  it  will  certttinly  htive  these  features: 
I'"irst,  it  will  be  high  enough  to  give  ;i  s;itisf;ictor\-  spread 
of  liglit;  second,  the  sluide  Avill  bi'  scieiititictilly  pro])or- 
tioned  and  shtiped,  ;ind  lined  with  a  white,  or  ver\-  light 
material  which  will  reflect  mtiximum  light;  third,  the 
bulb  will  be  (oncetiled  within  ;i  trtmslucent  liowl  or  re- 
llector,  which  diffuses  tlie  light  shining  down  on  a  printed 
page  or  other  surftue,  ttnd  also  contributes  gretiter  timounts 
of  liglit  throtighout  the  room.  A  Itimp  so  made  can  be 
e(|uipped  with  a  strong  bulb  without  ctiusing  any  glare, 
;ind  will  vii'ld  more  ;ind  better  distributed  light  than 
would  several  smtiller  bulbs  in  the  old  types  of  lamps. 
.Modern  lamps  are  mtide  li\'  no  one  concern  ;ind  tire  cjuite 
widel\-  distributed  in  the  mtirket.  However,  to  assist  the 
home-owner  in  hnding  the  iiest  modern  types,  ;i  number 


EM  CONTRASTED  WITH  THE  NEW 


The  new  system,  illustrated  in  the 
drawing  at  the  right,  is  designed 
to  furnish  the  proper  amount  of 
copper  in  the  wiring  to  carry  any 
probable  electrical  load,  for  heat- 
ing, cooking  or  lighting.  .Sim]jlified 
circuits  are  run  from  strategically 
located  circuit  breakers  so  that  if 
the  circuit  should  be  broken  by  an 
overload  it  can  quickly  be  remedied 
by  throwing  a  switch  in  the  proper 
circuit  breaker.

of  different  models  haw  l)een  tested  and  ai)pr()wd  l)y  the 
Illuminating  Engineering  Society  and  hear  a  tag  marked 
with  tile  I.E.S.  insignia.  These  may  he  aecei)ted  as  stan- 
dards of  good  lighting,  tmd  other  new  lamj)s — whieh 
may  also  he  good — comj:)ared  with  them.  We  suggest  tliat 
the  lamps  and  lighting  fixtures  shown  in  the  i)hotographs 
aeconipanying  this  article  he  given  close  attention.  Notice, 
especially,  how  each  type  is  designed  for  its  own  sjiecial 
function  and  that  in  all  cases  the  aim  is  toward  j)lenty  of 
light  well  distriluited — in  other  words,  (|uantity  with 
cjuality. 

We  can  ajiply  the  principles  of  modern  lighting  in  any 
house — regtirdless  of  the  wiring  s_\-stem.  But,  of  course, 
for  maximum  effectiveness,  for  ma.ximum  convenience  and 
adaptahility,  a  modern  planned  wiring  system  will  give 
the  hest  results.  We  need  not  he  ex]:)ert  electricians  to 
see  where  the  advantage  of  the  new  system  of  wiring  lies. 
Fundamentally,  it  is  the  advantage  of  an  adecjuate  system 
over  one  which  is  inadetjuate.  ''Adequate"  may  seem  a 
loose  sort  of  word,  needing  a  little  clearer  definition  in 
terms  of  actual  houseliold  experience.  As  we  use  it  in 
connection  with  modern  wiring  it  means  that  an  adequate 
supply  of  electric  current  is  supplied  to  an  adequate  num-

her  uf()Utli't>.  convcnii'iitl}-  jilaced.  It  means  that  the  current 
which  is  hrou.iiht  into  the  house  is  systematical!}-  appor- 
tioned  to  a  numher  ol'  centers,  or  circuits,  provision  being 
made  lor  the  niaximLUii  load  which  is  to  he  ])laced  on  eacli 
circuit  so  that  no  one  circuit  gets  overhiaded.  Flickering 
lights,  dull  lights,  and  Mown-out  fuses  are  some  ol"  the  re- 
sults oi"  overloading  a  circuit.  'i"he  increasing  use  of  electric 
appiliances  of  all  Mirts  on  sy>tems  which  are  inade(|uate  is 
one  rea.son  whv  all  of  us  are  familiar  with  the  effect  of 
loading  a  circuit  heyoiid  its  capacity. 

Convenience  is  another  im[)ortant  item  in  modern  wiring. 
When  we  want  to  plug  in  a  lamp,  a  vacuum  cleaner  or  other 
electric  device,  we  should  he  ahle  to  hnd  an  outlet  ccm- 
veniently  clo>e  to  any  jiart  of  the  room.  Minimum  re(|uire- 
ments  for  an  adeiiuate  s}stem  s|)ccif_\-  that  no  point  along 
the  tloor  line  in  an\  unhrokcn  wall  space  should  he  more 
than  (i  feet  from  an  outlet  in  that  >paic'.  (joing  even  further 
than  this,  a  product  recenth'  |)lacc'(l  on  the  market  makes 
electricity  availahle  at  ()Utlc't>  placed  at  six  inch  interval-. 
It  ccjnsists  simph'  of  a  narrow  channel,  which  ma\  he  in- 
c  c)r|)orate(l  in  the  hasehoard,  and  which  has  incon-picuous 
])lug-in  openings  e\'c'r\'  six  inches  of  its  length.  This  de- 
\'ice  has  numerous  applications  and  ma\',  for  example,  he 
installed  at  lahle  height  in  kitchen  or  pantr\'  where  a  nuni- 
her  of  elc'ctric  de\'icc-s  may  often   he  in   simultaneous  use. 

("arr\  ing  this  idea  to  its  extreme  point  is  another  t\pe  c)t 
outlc-t  >trip  which  pro\-icles  two  continuous  groo\-es  ;it  tlu' 
pro])er  distance  apart  to  rc-c  c'i\e  a  Jilug.  'Ihis  strip,  in  eflect. 
proN'ides  a  ccmtimiou-  outht  ahmg  its  eiilii-e  Ic'iigth. 

.Vnothc'i-  modern  impro\'ement  which  .-liould  haw  an 
immecliate  appeal  is  a  switch  which  make-  uiuiec  essar\-  the 


changing  of  Ijlown-out  fuses.  Fuses  cannot  hlow  out  hecause 
no  fuses  are  used.  The  switch,  which  looks  like  the  ordinary 
tumbler  switch,  incorjjorates  a  circuit-breaking  device 
which  o])erates  in.stantly  when  the  circuit  is  overloaded.  In 
other  words,  if  lightning  strikes  nearby  and  overloads  the 
wires,  the  lights  go  out  as  usual.  But,  instead  of  hunting  for 
the  l)lown-out  fuse,  we  simpl\-  throw  the  wall  switch  and, 
the  cau.se  of  the  overload  having  pas.sed,  the  lights  go  on 
again.  If  the  overload  is  caused  by  tcjo  many  apfjliances  on 
the  same  circuit  the  switch  will  not  operate  until  the  ex- 
cessive load  has  been  lightened. 

If  you  are  modernizing,  or  building  a  new  home,  consult 
your  architect  or  local  contractor  about  adecjuate  wiring. 
-Man}-  home-owners,  for  e.xample,  have  found  that  they  can 
Use  their  lighting  and  wiring  systems  to  give  to  their  homes 
and  family  a  greater  measure  of  security  at  night.  A  master 
switch,  installed  in  the  owner's  bedrocjra,  can  be  wired  to 
throw  on  one  or  more  lights  in  any  or  all  rooms  in  the 
liou>e;  these  lights  may  not  then  Ijc  turned  off  bv  an}-  of  the 
local  switches,  .\nother  device  which  has  proved  discon- 
certing to  night  ])rowlers  is  a  strong  flood  light  concealed 
at  the  corner  of  the  house  and  again  connected  with  the 
master's  bedrooiii.  I'^)r  ob\-ious  reasons,  light  is  the  natural 
cnen-i}-  of  those  who  work  in  the  dark,  and  a  little  thought 
when  the  wiring  is  being  installed  niakes  this  jjotent  weapon 
immediately  available.  * 

-Many  other  uses  of  nioderi-i  lighting  and  wiring — many 
more  than  wc  have  space  here  to  record — might  be  suggested 
to  }ciu.  'i'lu'}-  are  the  results  of  careful  research,  careful  de- 
velopment, 'i'he}-  have  real  value.  Inc|uire  about  them  from 
}'C)ur  local  power  compan}-,  froni  }dur  arch.itect  or  dealer.

There  are  any  nunilier  of  ways 
in  which  to  deeorate  a  bar  room. 
It  depends  largely  on  the  period 
in  which  your  house  is  decorated, 
and  on  your  own  particular  taste 
and  individual  hobbies.  If  you 
want  to  carry  out  the  old-fa.shion- 
ed  idea  of  a  tap-room,  you  might 
u.se  wallboard  treated  with  wood 
veneer  to  simulate  paneling  on  the 
walls.  If  the  ceiling  is  not  to;) 
high  you  could  build  a  shelf  about 
two  feet  from  the  ceiling  d\\ 
around  the  room,  on  which  to 
place  pewter  mugs  and  dishes. 
Red  and  white  checked  curtains 
would  be  attractive  at  the  win- 
dows and  an  additional  touch  of 
red  could  be  brought  out  by  hang- 
ing hunting  prints  on  the  walls. 
Red  chair  seats  and  possibly  a 
red  and  white  checked  table  cloth 
on  the  table  would  be  a  bright 
note.  A  tiled  linoleum  could  be 
used  on  the  floor.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  you  feel  that  the  panel- 
ing will  make  the  room  too  dark, 
I  should  advise  your  painting  the 
walls  a  rich  cream  which  woukl 
harmonize  with  your  oak  trim. 

Should  you  decide  to  have  the 
room  very  modern,  you  can  carry 
out  a  red,  white  and  black  color 
scheme,  or  navy  blue  and  white. 
Chromium  furniture  with  bright 
colored  seats  is  used  a  great  deal. 
Vou  might  have  white  Venetian 
blinds  with  red  or  blue  tapes.  The 
curtains  should  he  of  a  modern 
print  combining  the  predominant 
colors  in  the  room.  Linoleum  for 
walls   and    floors   is   being   u.sed   a 


great  flcal  in  modern  bar  rooms. 
For  instance  if  you  are  fond  of 
sailing,  you  could  decorate  the 
room  in  the  nautical  manner; 
navy  blue  linoleum  floor  with  a 
white  anchor,  cork  bar,  fish  net 
curtains,  ship's  clock  and  hell, 
rope  moldings,  etc.

Can  yon  tell  me  lioie  to  make  a 
Hc;i'  lawn  that  ivill  nut  have  crab 
grass  f  The  present  one  has  been 
renovateil  for  several  .Springs,  but 
by  July  it  is  a  thick  carpet  of 
crab  gr<iss  in  spite  of  all  I  can  <lo.

This  is  a  difficult  ]irnbkni,  as 
crab  grass  is  i)ractically  impos- 
sible to  get  out,  onte  a  ,goo,l 
growth  of  it  has  started.  Since 
you  are  jilanning  a  new  lawn,  I 
would  suggest  that  you  cover  the 
whole  area  with  two  or  three  inch- 
es of  good  top-soil.  Be  sure  thftt 
this  soil  comes  from  a  place  where 
there  is  no  crab  grass  seed.  In 
the  early  Spring  sow  this  soil  with 
good  lawn  grass  seed.  It  would  be 
well  to  sow  it  thoroughly  in  ordei' 
to  get  a  good  solid  lawn  started. 
Then,  if  crab  grass  seed  should 
blow  in  later  on,  it  will  not  have 
a  place  to  take  root.  The  layer  of 
top  soil  on  top  of  the  ground  will 
also  smother  any  crab  grass  which 
is    already    there. 


WATER  IN  THE  CELLAR 

Recently  I  built  a  house  and 
am  having  a  great  deal  of  '.eater 
in  the  cellar.  The  foundations  are 
laid  in  solid  rock,  the  ground  is 
clay,  and  there  is  a  hill  above  the 
-.vest  side  of  the  Iiuuse.  There  is 
no  storm  se-icer.  but  the  laundry 
traps  and  cellar  bottom  ',eere  plan- 
ned to  be  taken  care  of  by  a  dry 
-eell,  -eliich  is  located  about  3.^ 
feet  from  the  house.  It  so  far  has 
proved  ineffective.  The  architect 
neglected  to  -,eaterproof  the  cellar 
or  lay  tiles  around  the  footings, 
and  as  the  cellar  is  only  under 
the  center  of  the  house,  it  is  im- 
possible to  reach  these  lealls  note. 
.Small  holes  Iiave  been  appearing 
in  the  cement  blocks.  Idling 
streams    of  -.eiiler    into    llie   cellar. 


I  '.eill  appreciate  your  advice 
as  to  -.vhat  material  '.eill  close 
these  holes  permanently  am! 
:vhether  there  is  any  zeater  proof - 
ing  material  -.vhich  can  be  applied 
to  the  inside  of  the  walls  ami 
seams  of  the  floor,  which  '.eill 
really  seal  the  cellar  and  be  'worth 
tlie  expense.  The  grading  has  not 
been  done,  O'ving  to  '.veather  con- 
ditions, but  I  ha-ee  been  advised 
to  lay  leaching  tiles  on  the  -.vest 
side  to  lake  care  of  the  surface 
'.eater.

It  is  unfortunate  that  footing 
drains  were  not  installed  and  that 
the  outside  of  the  foundation  walls 
was  not  plastered  with  water- 
proofed cement,  as  is  ordinarily 
(lone.  Inasmuch  as  the  grading 
has  not  been  done,  the  condition 
\vill  lie  much  worse  until  this 
work   has   been   completed. 

The  real  solution  of  your  prob- 
lem lies  in  having  the  floor  and 
walls  of  the  cellar  waterproofed. 
This  is  a  job  for  an  expert  and 
is  expensive,  ^\'hether  you  have 
the  work  done  or  not,  it  would  be 
advisable  to  have  an  inspection 
made  by  some  reliable  concern. 

It  would  be  possible  to  plaster 
the  side  walls  with  waterproofed 
Cement,  dig  a  trench  in  the  floor 
and  lay  tile  drains,  carrying  them 
out  to  a  i)oint  below  the  cellar 
floor  to  drain.  In  doing  this,  it 
might  be  necessary  to  carry  a  line 
of  drains  across  the   floor. 


LILY  POOL 

I  ha:-e  recently  built  a  concrete 
lily  pool,  using  an  expansion  joint 
between  the  walls  and  floor.  This 
joint  lias  t'vo  layers  of  building 
paper  bctivecn  the  surfaces,  and 
is  then  sealed  -eith  a  coat  of  tar. 
but  nevertheless  the  pool  leaks 
badly  in  places  'which  are  'very 
hard  to  find. 

Can   you   advise   any    treatment 

'vhich  'would  correct  this,  or  any 

other  material 'which  'would  seal  the 

joints  more  efjecti'vely  tlianthe  tar  f

Wo.  suggest  that  you  try  a  coal 
of  cement  and  water  mixed  to  the 
consistency   of   ]iainl    ,ind    applied 


to  the  entire  inner  surface  with 
■an  old  \\  hiskliroiim.  Let  it  dry 
and  get  hard  before  filling  the  pool 
up  again.  This  may  be  more  .sat- 
isfactory  than    tar   sealing. 


PRUNING  WISTARIA 

( 'an  you  give  me  some  advice 
and  instruction  as  to  ho'w  to  prune 
Wistaria  'vines?

If  the  vine  has  grown  to  the 
size  you  want,  and  you  do  not 
wish  it  to  climb  any  further,  keep 
all  the  new  growth  back.  Cut  the 
new  shoots  back  until  you  are  one 
liud  from  the  main  stem.  The 
whole  vine  should  be  cut  ([uite 
heavily  in  this  manner  and  about 
three  cuttings  a  Summer  would 
be  lequired.  The  last  cutting 
should  lie  done  in  the  late  Sum- 
mer or  early  Fall  when  the  growth 
has  stopped. 

This  cutting  will  keep  the  vine 
from  straggling  all  over  the  place, 
and  you  will  find  that  clumps  of 
blos.soms  will  eventually  appeal' 
at  the  i)i)ints  where  the  cutting 
back    has    been    done. 


RESTORING  OIL  PAINTINGS

As  a 
matter  of  fact,  regular  weekly  attention  with  a  good  cultivating 
tool,  rain  or  no  rain,  is  the  only  sure  and  certain  wa}'  of 
ki'ejiing  all  weeds  in  check  throughout  the  season.

a  fc-w  shingle  ends  hclween  beams  and 
tlnor  boards,  the  squeak  lieing  quickly 
located  by  having  somebody  upstairs 
|iress  down  on  the  loose  boards.  But  if 
the  under  side  of  the  beams  is  covcr- 
•  ,],  some  detective  work  is  necessary, 
locate  the  floor  beams  or  joists  so  that 
a  nail  can  be  driven  through  the  flioor- 
iiiL,  and  into  them.  Generally,  you  can 
Idcate  the  direction  in  which  the  beams 
!un  by  hitting  the  ceiling  and  listening 
fur  the  solid  sound  which  indicates  a 
ii  ist  above.  As  floor  joists  are  spaced 
sixteen  inches  on  centers,  you  merely 
'  have  to  locate  the  center  of  one  and 
the  centers  of  the  others  will  be  in 
multiples  of  sixteen.  The  trick  is  to 
locate  the  first  joist.  As  the  joists  usu- 
ally start  from  the  wall,  consider  a 
I'lam  in  the  house  construction  at  that 
lu.int.  Then  try  to  figure  si.xteen  inches 
fiom  the  center  of  that  beam.  You  can 
till  if  you  are  right  by  the  way  the 
latter  part  of  a  two-inch  finishing  nail 
siiiks  in  at  the  end.  Drive  the  nails 
ill  at  an  angle  and  use  a  nail-set  when 
the  head  gets  close  to  the  floor  so  that 
\(iu  do  not  dent  the  wood. 

THOSE   NOISY    WINDOWS 

Rattling  windows  arc-  even  mnie  an- 
noying than  squeaky  tloois,  for  they 
always  seem  to  indulge  in  a  line  ser- 
niade  at  just  the  wrong  times.  They 
lattle  because  they  are  loo.se.  I'roliably 
the  best  thing  you  can  do  is  to  have 
them     weather-stripped,      wlii(  h     will 

»pioliably  cut  down  your  fuel  l)ills  so 
iiuich  that  the  saving  will  (juickly  jiay 
I'oi    the   weather-stripping. 

If  there  is  a  strong  draft  around  (he 
outside  of  the  window  frame  (not  the 
sash,  which  is  remedied  by  weather- 
st lipping)  then  you  need  ti  calking 
jnl).  That  calls  for  expert  attention. 
Cinerally,  a  good  weather-stripping 
lirm  can  take  care  of  this  for  you,  and 
.It    very    little    cost    in    the    long    run. 

Doors  that  don't  latch  are  always 
,1  nuisance,  because  you  can't  make 
thrm  stay  closed  and  can't  lock  them, 
rile  trouble  may  be  because  the  door 
has  sagged,  in  which  case  you  check 
■n  the  way  in  which  tlie  latch  hits  the 
plate.  Sometimes  just  filing  the  little 
liar  across  the  plate  will  do  the  trick. 
Maybe  you  will  have  to  move  the  plate 
\\]<  or  down  or  out.  You  will  have  to 
hi^ure  that  out  for  yourself.  It  is  easy. 
I'.ut  if  the  door  stands  away  from  the 
jaiiib,  leaving  such  a  wide  space  that 
I  lie  latch  clears  the  plate  entirely,  then 
> '  lu  have  to  move  the  whole  door 
(  loser  to  the  plate.  Take  the  door  off, 
1  ut  wood  or  metal  plates  where  the 
liinge  goes  on  the  frame  so  as  to  set 
the  hinges  away  from  the  frame  when 
it  is  replaced,  fill  up  the  old  screw 
holes  with  wood  plugs  or  plastic  wood 
land  replace  the  door  and  its  hinges. 

INSfLATKlX    f.OLVES    THE    PROBLEM 


Have  you  one  of  those  rooms  where 
the  temperature  is  always  wrong — too 
hot  in  Summer  and  too  cold  in  Win- 
ter? Then  you  need  an  insulation  job, 
which  can  be  done  in  two  ways.  First, 
by  packing  the  construction  with  a 
loose  fill  insulation.  .Second,  by  using 
insulation  board,  with  which  you  can 
get  some  nice  decorative  effects  quite 
ine.Ypensively.  Then  you  will  prob- 
ably have  no  more  trouble,  unless  the 


h.eating  system  is  at  fault.  I'.ut  you  can 
probably  tell  for  yourself  where  the 
tiouble  lies  before  you  start. 

Maybe  you  have  a  floor  that  is  al- 
ways cold  in  Winter,  which  is  quite 
a  likely  thing  in  older  houses  or  over 
un-e.xcavated  portions.  Insulation  is 
the  answer.  It  can  easily  be  nailed  to 
the  under  side  of  the  floor,  or  under 
the  beams. 

It  has  always  seemed  to  me  that 
lawn  hose  connections  are  invariably 
placed  behind  thick  planting — particu- 
larly behind  rose-bushes.  And  that  the 
hose  is  never  long  enough  to  reach  to 
where  you  want  the  water.  About  the 
best  way  to  provide  greater  convenience 
is  to  indicate  where  you  want  the  hose 
connections,  and  then  call  a  plumber. 
The  chances  are  that  the  job  will  cost 
less  than  vou  think. 


PLrMI'.ING    TROUBLES

aiiccls  that  hum  arc  always  a 
nuisance.  Probaljly  one  of  two  things 
i,>  wrong.  The  pipes  themselves  may  be 
loose  enough  to  vibrate,  in  which  case 
an  investigation  will  locate  the  loose 
fastening  which  can  tJien  easily  be 
fixed.  Or  the  valve  seat  is  loose.  In  the 
latter  case,  a  new  washer  is  generally 
iKCessary.  Don't  forget  to  turn  off  the 
water  before  fixing  the  faucet.  If  your 
noise  is  a  definite  thump,  then  the 
fault  is  in  the  design  of  the  system, 
and  a  jjlumber  should  be  called. 

Certainly  you  need  a  plumber  if  your 
water  sujiply  has  dwindled  to  a  thin 
trickle  that  leaves  rusty  stains  in  tub 
and  lavatory.  Probably  your  liest  bet 
will  l)e  to  have  new  piping  put  in. 
The  new  flexilile  cop|)er  tubing  is  ex- 
cellent for  this  kind  of  work,  as  it  can 
easily  be  threaded  through  partitions 
so  that  plaster  does  not  have  to  be  re- 
mfived.  If  your  plumber  shows  you  a 
section  of  jjiiie  all  clogged  U)),  then 
maybe  you  had  best  save  future  trouble 
l)y  installing  a  water  softener.  And  if 
the  water  supply  is  always  dirty,  have 
him  ])ut  in  a  filtering  system  while  he 
is  about   it. 

While  your  plumber  is  at  work,  have 
him  ]ir()vide  faucets  so  that  all  the 
water  can  be  drained  out  of  the  heating 
and  water  supply  pipes,  and  either  pro- 
\ide  labeled  valves  or  a  written  label 
on   each  pipe   telling   what    it   is. 

WATER    TOO    (OI.II? 

Maybe  you  have  awakened  on  a  cold 
morning  and  found  that  the  water 
pijies  are  frozen.  As  .soon  as  they  are 
thawed  out,  you  will  save  yourself  a 
lot  of  future  trouble  by  having  them 
insulated. 

Is  your  cold  water  always  luke  warm, 
or  must  it  run  for  a  long  time  before 
it  gets  cool?  The  chances  are  that  the 
cold  water  pipes  are  too  close  to  the 
hot  water  pipes.  It  is  probably  cheajier 
to  insulate  the  hot  water  pipes  than 
to  move  the  pipes  further  apart. 

.'\  pet  peeve  of  most  servantless  men 
is  that  pesky  getting  up  on  a  cold 
morning  to  start  the  boiler  or  furnace. 
It  is  so  easy  to  provide  a  thermostat 
and  clock  to  take  care  of  the  job  that 
I  wonder  everybody  doesn't  .sjiend  the 
money  for  this  contribution  to  com- 
fort.

Peddlers  ;uid  conunission  salesmen 
ha\'e  |)riibal)ly  caused  many  a  \{xing 
miinient,  |iarli(  ulai  ly  with  thcii  early 
nuirning  inten  upliniis.  Have  you  ever 
thought  of  installing  a  voeal  phone  to 
Ihe  front  door,  so  that  these  :;entle- 
meii  can  be  talked  to  from  the  kitchen.-' 
ll  makes  it  very  nuu  h  easier  lo  gc-t  rid 
of   them. 

Probably  you  have  often  desired 
nuire  electric  outlets,  or  been  ])lague(l 
by  long  cords  from  the  neansl  outlet 
which  often  is  so  far  aw'a\'.  There  arc- 
new  moldings  wliiih  make  it  possible 
lo  have  elc-ctric  ity  whcrc-ver  you  want 
it — even  c\(iy  six  iuehes.  Put  they 
must  be  installed  by  an  electrician,  not 
by  a  handy  man  aiound  the-  house. 

If  you  have-  many  outlets  going  at 
once-,  a  fuse  may  blow  out  because  the 
circuit  is  overlo.ided.  You  can  have 
the  fu.se  box  repkiced  by  a  circuit 
breaker  so  that,  instead  of  having  to 
kec'ii  a  su|iply  of  fuses  on  hand,  all  you 
have  lo  do  is  to  throw  the  switch  back 
and  the  line  is  in  ojieration  again. 

CONSIDER    THE   GUEST 

Have  you  ever  been  a  guest  in  a 
house  where  you  had  to  fumble  around 
for  the  lighting  switch  wdiich  was 
there  all  the  time  but  you  couldn't  find 
it  in  the  dark?  You  cin  have  switches 
with  a  little  (iot  on  the  button  that 
glows  in  the  dark  so  that  yain  guests 
need  never  have  that  experience. 

Another  thing  that  your  guests  might 
ajipreciate  is  a  mark-time  switch, 
which  leaves  the  light  on  for  a  few 
seconds  after  it  is  tuiiu-d  off.  .\  person 
can  then  easily  find  his  way  to  bed 
or  out  of  a  hall  or  room  wdic-n  otherwise 
he-  might  be  barking  his  shins  in  the 
d.uk.

l)c]or  closers  are  now  made  that  arc 
c^iuite  inconspicuous.

Cellar  floors  of  concrete  that  dust 
arc  a  real  nuisance,  especially  to  one- 
who  likes  to  do  things  best  done  in  the 
Cellar.

And  of 
course  you  know  that  you  can  buy 
tacks  with  dujjlicate  numbers  on  the 
lieads,  one  lack  on  the  window  and  the 
other  on  the  screen  so  that  you  can 
easily  find  out  wliich  goes  where  when 
Summer  comes. 

Do  you  like  to  sit  out  on  the  porch 
of  a  warm  Summer  night,  with  a  light 
burning?  Put  don't  like  the  idea  of 
sla]i]iing  fitfully  at  night  insects  and 
n:osquitoes?

We  plan  today  facing  a  whole  new 
ran.ne  of  problems  and  opportunities. 
The  mechanization  of  the  home,  thanks 
to  the  inventive  genius  of  manufac- 
turers, has  simplified  and  reduced  in 
the  space  required  the  clumsy  and  in- 
adeciu.ite  machinery  of  two  generations 
a;-;o.  'I'his  leaves  more  space  for  the 
modern  architect  lo  assign  to  living 
ciu;niers.

ive  manifestation — in  half-shaded  sec- 
tions of  the  rock  garden,  spreadint; 
ibout  and  increasing  year  by  year  so 
that  I  am  able  to  view  calmly  the  out- 

ageous  prices  charged  in  this  country 
For  the  little  tubers.  lUit  all  I  get  from 
Hepatica,  even  after  the  most  careful 
planning  of  soil  and  situation,  is  a  few 
furry  blobs  of  hostility  from  which 
issue  one  or  two  weak-eyed  blossoms — 
that  is,  after  the  first  year  or  two  dur- 
ing which  time  they  have  seemingly 
lived  on  hope. 

But  hope  is  a  diet   weak  in  vitamin 
this   or   that    and    does   not    suffice    for 

ong.  The  European  Wood  Anemone, 
A.  nemorosa,  and  its  charming  little 
powder  puff  doubled  form  are  as  lu.\u- 
riant  here  as  buttercups  in  a  June  mea- 
dow, rambling  in  and  about  the  thick- 
wadded  Heather  bushes  and  out  into 
the  path,  indifferent  apparently  to  soil 
or  aspect,  while  its  American  sister, 
Anemone  quinqite folia  (Condition  1), 
will  not  stay  whatever  I  do  for  it  and. 
though  growing  with  the  utmost  free- 
dom in  situations  chosen  by  itself,  is 
one  of  the  most  difficult  of  native 
plants    to    reconcile    away    from    them. 


The  Rue  .\iienione,  A  iifiiKiiii'lIu 
thiilictrniilis  (('(imtition  I  ),  ofleii 
fnund  L;riiwing  with  il,  is  fa  i  iiinn-  am- 
iable, and  its  other  bcum  i  i)m|iani(in, 
the  .Spring  lieauly,  (Inylnni.i  vir- 
ilinifii  (Condition  1  or  2),  is  a  very 
kindly  small  soul,  often  devoting  itself 
w  ith  considerable  concentration  to  sa\- 
iiig  our  face  for  us  when  we  have  fail- 
ed  with   more  captious  individuals. 

Silciir  niiiiliitiiiiiuiii  (Condition  1  or 
3)  will  not  stay  in  my  ganlen  for  any 
Ic'iigtli  of  time  though  the  surrounding 
hills  of  Westchester  are  sprigged  with 
it  and  just  across  the  lane  it  grows  in 
wadded  luxuriance  in  my  neighboi's 
garden.  lUit  Silcnc  Wlicnyi  (Condition 
1  or  .■!),  its  almost  e.x.ict  counter|jart 
fiom  out  Ohio  way  (the  ])lant  has  not 
the  stickiness  of  the  eastern  raroUni- 
(iiunu,  but  seems  otherwise  the  same), 
is  perfectly  satisl'ied  with  the  bed  and 
board  given  it  here,  is  hearty  and  llo- 
riferous  and  the  very  pink  of  all  the 
most  gracious  jierfections.  The  Pink 
Lady's-slipper,  Cypripcdiiiiii  acaulc 
(Condition  1  ),  is  a  most  difficult  plant 
to  establish  in  the  garden;  the  yellow 
one,  C.  parzifloruiii  (Condition  I),  on 
the  contrary,  is  very  willing  in  any 
half-shaded  spot  and  lives  long  and  lus- 
tily.

The  e.xtiuisite  Twinleaf,  Jrffcrsoiiia 
ilipliylla,  called  Rheumatism  Root  in 
some  localities,  looks  a  difficult  plant. 
It  lielongs  in  woods  jjut  it  is  growing 
here  in  my  gaiileii  in  full  sun.  holding 
up  its  pairs  of  green  leaves  shaped  like 
aniiil's  wings,  and  maturing  its  pearl- 
like- liuds  and  snowy  bells  with  free- 
dom, and  even  sowing  its  seed  aliout 
and  st;irting  new  colonies.  The  yellow 
JJelhvort,  too,  I'vidnria  firandijloin. 
grows  anywhere  witli  nie  but  I  know 
gardens  when-  it  ne\ir  hangs  out  its 
lung  twisted  yellow  bells  ihiiugh  con- 
siderable pains  ate  expi  tided  to  en- 
courage it.  Iwen  the  common  wild 
( '.i-r:inivnn,  f/.  muruhiluni  (any  condi- 
liiiii)  is  not  alw.iys  friendly,  \v\\-  is

'-;,irden  once  it  is  inlroducid 
but  it  does  not  always  by  any 
means  stay  where  we  jiut  it. 
I'lanted  at  the  lop  of  a  bank 
this  colony  may  disappear 
after  a   year  or   two,    hut   at 


the  bottom  will  arise  a  mustering  of 
these  r|uaint  shawled  figures — the  big 
leaves  wrapped  about  the  stem  with 
the  bud  protruding  like  a  head  from 
the  "shawd" — and  thereafter  they  will 
continue  to  manage  their  affairs  and 
their  increase  with  no  help  from  the  ' 
anxious  gardener.  In  some  gardens  the 
little  Quaker  Lady,  Hou.ttonia  caeruica, 
that  lirushes  whole  meadows  with  soft 
color  in  the  spring,  refuses  to  stay, 
and  in  the  .same  garden  its  prostrate 
sister,  H.  scrpylUjolia,  may  make  itself 
quite  at  home.  The  loved  Trailing  Ar- 
butus, Epigrica  repcns  (Condition  1), 
is  notoriously  difficult  under  cultiva- 
tion, though  now  that  Robert  Lemmon 
is  growing  it  from  seed  and  teaching 
us  how  to  encourage  and  care  for  this 
darling  of  the  si^iring  from  earliest  in- 
fancy, it  may  be  numbered  among  the 
almost  certainties — if  we  scrupulously 
do  our  part,  .^nd  there  are  rumors 
that  he  is  "conquering"  (wdiich  means 
gaining  an  understanding  of)  the  two 
I'ijjsissewas.  the  shy  Diapensia  lap- 
pon-ira.  and  its  relative  the  dainty 
I'yxie  ]Moss,  Pyxidanthcra  barbulata, 
which  has  so  far  resisted  the  blandish- 
ments of  most  gardeners.  All  of  these 
call  for  the  most  acid  of  soils,  as  does 
also  that  dwarfest  and  most  winning 
of  the  Dogwoods,  Corniis  canadensis, 
its  6  inch  carpets  starred  with  white 
blooms  in  May,  followed  by  clustered 
xarlel  benies.  .\s  with  so  many  of  our 
choice  native  plants,  they  can  be  grown 
far  from  their  natural  range  and 
haunts,  jirovided  that  due  regard  is 
given  to  their  .shade,  moisture  and  soil 
]iri  firences,

llower,  TiarcUa  cordifolia  (Condition 
1  ),  flowing  between  rocks;  now  I  can- 
not establish  it  anywhere  in  the  garden.

hese  minute  one-celled  organisms  that 
rork  so  powerfully  with  or  against  us 
n  the  soil,  as  they  do  in  the  human 
lody,  but  more  and  more  arc  they 
oming  to  be  recognized  as  prime  fac- 
ers in  our  success  or  failure.  There  is 
hat  as  yet  narrowly  understood  science 
f  ecology — that  branch  of  biology 
i'hich  deals  with  the  relations  of  plants 
o  their  surroundings,  their  habits  and 
nodes  of  life — that  is  opening  up  a 
rorld  of  understanding  concerning  the 
.eeds  and  preferences  of  the  so  called 
difficult"  i)lants,  and  aboul  wliidi  all 
;ardeners  will  soon  have  1o  know  sonie- 
hing  more  than  a  little  if  tlii>'  would 
)ass  the  blithe  state  of  t>  loliood  ami 
pproach  their  craft  with  real  intelli- 
jence  and  seriousness.  There  are  buciks 
vritten  on  the  subject,  some  of  them 
ouched  in  simple  understandable 
erms,  and  those  who  would  compre- 
lend  the  seeming  inconsistencies  of 
he  green  world  about  them  are  ad- 
ised  to  do  some  research  and  exi)eri- 
nent  along  this  liire.  (I  shall  be  glad 
;o  furnish  the  names  of  books  on  this 
subject  that  would   be  helpful.) 

It  should  be  generally  known  that 
the  majority  of  American  wild  tlowers 
row  in  soil  that  is  on  tl'.e  acid  si<le. 
The  acidity  may  spring  from  two 
ources — from  the  ty|)e  of  rock  from 
which  the  mineral  soil  is  derived  (gran- 
te,  for  instance)  or  from  decomposed 
vegetation,  that  from  Oaks,  Chestnuts, 
leedle  evergreens  and  the  members  of 
the  Heath  family,  in  particular.  Not 
many  plants,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  re- 
quire a  soil  of  extreme  acidity — such, 
for  instance,  as  is  found  in  sphagnum 
bogs  or  the  long  accumulated  vegetable 
deposit  beneath  old  Hemlock  trees. 
But  plants  that  grow  naturally  in  soil 
that  is  even  a  little  acid,  though  they 
may  thrive  well  enough  in  a  neutral 
soil  (one  that  is  neither  acid  nor  alka- 
line) are  apt  to  die  out  after  a  time, 
though  they  may  not  do  so  at  once, 
if  set  to  grow  wdiere  there  is  much  lime. 
In  the   Eastern  States,   save   in   a   few- 


definite  localities,  the  soil,  because  of 
the  rock  formation  and  of  the  natural 
vegetation,  is  ai)t  to  be  acid  in  some 
degree,  occasionally  neutral.  The  first 
thing  the  earnest  garden-maker  com- 
monly does,  and  this  usually  without 
considering  the  tyjjc  of  plants  he  in- 
tends to  grow,  is  to  lime  his  new  soil. 
Occasionally  he  varies  the  process,  also 
without  considering  what  he  wants 
ultimately  to  grow,  by  digging  in  a 
quantity  of  peat  moss,  which  increases 
the  acidity.  The  first  impulse  is  highly 
satisfactory  from  the  standpoint  of  a 
\ast  number  of  plants — for  Roses,  an- 
nuals generally,  most  of  the  hardy 
jierennials  and  a  majority  of  funign 
rock  ].ilants — but  it  is  liar<l  on  a  great 
number    of    American    wild    flowers. 

Thus  in  my  own  garden  the  fa(  t 
that  I  wanted  parlieidarly  to  grow 
Euro|iean  rock  jilants,  mnsl  of  which 
arc  lime  lnvi-rs,  an<l  so  steadily  have 
increased  the  lime  content  of  my  soil, 
explains  many  of  my  troublis  and  dis- 
asters wilh  .\meri(an  ]>l,m1s.  I  lia\e 
ina<le,  in  fait,  a  limy  oLisis  in  the  midsl 
of  an  acid  sdII  ,irea,  .and  coinjilain 
because  the  Silenes  and  Fciam-nowei  s, 
the  Quaki  r  f.adies  and  olhers  have  lied 
fmm  nie.  I  h  ive  relaimd  a  small  coi- 
ner of  original  woodland,  but  in  the 
beginning  the  Inp  soil  was  sci.ipid  off 
by  assi<luous  assistants  and  lias  had  lo 
In-  rem.ule.  I'^allen  leaves  are  allowed 
now  to  lie  there  and  rot  ccimforlably, 
and  graclually  a  rich  wood  soil  will  be 
lestnred,  and  there  gr.idually  the  wild 
flowers  ;u"e  being  I'eintroilucecl  and 
many  have  already  made  themselves 
at  home — though  many  still  hold  off. 
(For  further  information  see  "Acid 
and  .\lkali  Soils"  in  TJir  Gardrn 
Dictioniny.  and   allied  articks.) 

.\n(l  so  it  will  be  seen  that  growing 
the  common  .American  wild  flowers  is 
not  the  simple  and  straightforward 
jirocess  that  we  are  apt  to  think  il  — 
until  we  have  tried  it.  Not  only  are 
tact  and  intuition  retiuired  where  they 
are  coiuarned,  but  a  great  deal  of 
definite  knowledge  and  a  willingness 
to  go  to  consideralile  trouble  in  their 
In-half.  He  who  wishes  to  surmount 
difficulties  in  the  jilant  w-orld  and  as- 
sert his  mastery  over  the  green  ten- 
antry need  not  travel  far.  Let  him  turn 
his  attention  to  his  little  wild  neigh- 
bors; they  will  occupy  him  fully,  will 
give  him  a  good  run  for  his  money  or 
his  trouble,  and  when  he  succeeds  wilh 
them  he  is  justified  in  patting  him.self 
uiion  the  back. 

I  would  urge  buying  all  wild  flowers 
from  nurseries.  Not  only  does  this 
serve  the  ends  of  conservation,  Init 
when  grown  froni  seed  or  otherwise 
jiropagaled  under  nursery  conditions 
they  are  the  niore  ready  to  settle  dow-n 
in  the  garden  than  when  removed  di- 
rectly from  the  wild.

The  best  way  to  go  about  setting  out 
a  hive  is  to  put  the  whole  thing  into 
the  hands  of  the  local  apiarist ;  there  is 
sure  to  be  one  in  the  neighborhood.  If 
he  has  any  trouble  obtaining  a  skep, 
you  can  send  for  one  from  the  Dadants 
in  Hamilton,  Illinois,  the  most  famous 
bee-firm  and  bee-family  in  the  country, 
if  not  in  the  w-orld.  The  local  bee-man 
will   set   up   the   hive,   install   a   colonv 


of  bees  and  give  you  any  instruction 
you  may  need.  If  you  have  more  than 
one  hive  (and  in  case  he  forgets  to  tell 
you)  you  should  paint  the  board  at 
the  entrance  to  each  hive  a  different 
color  .so  that  the  bees  will  have  no 
difficulty  in  finding  their  right  home. 
Some  people  may  have  the  notion 
that  a  bee-hive  is  a  menace  in  the  gar-

Xi  stin,n-bowls  (which 
are  earthenware,  Ii!;e  flower-pots) 
should  be  cliantie-el  from  lime  to  time 
and  kept  half  full  of  cedar  sawdust. 
This  is  another  unnecessary  matter, 
as  llie  pi,t;eons  will  build  their  own 
nesis  if  you  don't  do  it  for  them;  but 
they  \c  ill  iiidbahly  build  them  of  coarse 
straw  and  slicks  and  have  a  pretty 
nie.s.sy  home-  in  no  time.  One  important 
precaution  to  observe  in  putting  up  a 
dove-ieite  is  some  means  of  preventing 
rats  or  mice  or  cats  from  reaching  llv 
( omiiartments.  When  the  cote  is  on  .i 
po>t  or  waill  the-se  enemies  of  the  pig- 
c-ons  are  ;ii  a  disadvantage,  'but  keep 
the-  cleverness  of  the  maiauders  in 
mind. 

.\ec-dless  to  say,  the  dove-cote  should 
afford  the  birds  iirotection  from  the 
wc-alhc-r  ;it  all  seasons  of  the  year.  A 
sunny,  sheltereel  situation  is  best.  Two 
or  thre-e  small  holes  bored  near  the 
lop  of  each  compartment  through  the 
b.ick  of  the  dove-cote  will  provide, 
with  the  oiien  entrance,  all  the  ventila- 
tion nc-cc-.ssary.  If  the  inside  of  each 
ceimpartment  is  whitewashed  after  it  is 
cle-ane-d,  your  piigeons  will  be  housed 
piae  tic  ally  to  perfection.  Left  as  they 
will  be  to  their  own  devices,  the  only 
other  attention  they  will  rer)uire  is 
tee-dint;,  Oood  sound  red  wheat  and 
sm.ill-ke-i  nele-d  corn  are  as  good  a  mix- 
lute  as  the-y  ((luld  ask  for.  They  won't 
li.ive-  lo  be  ]iampered  as  they  might 
h;ive  to  be  if  they  were  confined.  After 
all,  I  am  discussing  pigeons  that  are 
to  be  allowed  their  liberty  at  all  times. 
They  can  come  and  go  as  they  please, 
and  you  may  be  sure  that  they  will  find 
plenty  of  food  el.sewhere,  in  addition 
to  wh;it  lliey  ,gc-e  at  home.  But  feed 
tlie-m  well  and  ke-ep  them  comfortable 
anel  the-y  will  not   he  apt  to  leave  you.

When  you  become  aceiuainted  will 
the  iii,g(-on  world  you  will  learn  that 
till-  most  highly  jiri/i-d  birds  among 
llu-  ri-Lil  aviarisls  are  those  which  have 
I  haractc-ristics  definitely  different  from 
the-  niany  varieties  of  common  i)igeons. 
They  are  generally  less  hardy  and  easy 
lo  manage  than  the  so-called  "com- 
mon" pige-ons,  and  thus  le-.ss  .suitable 
for  the-  fre-c--an(l-easy  life  of  the-  dove- 
cote-. The-  be-ginner  had  h<-lter  slick  to 
the-  Tmnblers,  or  al  any  rale  start  with 
them. 
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has  dark  blue  Pea-shaped  flowers 
d  graceful  gray-green  foliage.  The 
Flax  {Linum  pcrcnnc)  is  tlu- 
rfect  perennial  for  planting  with 
As  because  its  light  foliage  contrasts  so 
ettily  with  the  Iris  swords,  and  does 
it  keep  the  sun  off  their  rhizomes. 
ne  must  breakfast  in  the  garden,  bow- 
er, to  enjoy  the  pale  blue  flowers  that 
de  by  the  middle  of  the  morning.  The 
rly  varieties  of  Peonies  (which  are 
e  satisfactory  ones  for  the  South ) 
30  bloom  with  Iris.  The  silvery  pink 
les  are  lovely  planted  in  masses  with 
pallida  diiliiiaticii.

The   early   edging   plants,   the    Alys- 
,m,  Phlox  and  Wallflowers,  are  past 
eir  best  by  May,  and  some  new  peren- 
als  are  needed   to  take   their  places. 
wo  attractive  low-growing  Veronicas 
ill  provide  blue  at  this  time.  The  deep 
;ure  spikes  of  V.  incana  are  very  strik- 
g  against  the  silver  leaves  that  clus- 
r  at  their  base.  It  is  a  plant  that  per- 
sts,  and  can  be  divided  and  increased. 
True  Blue  is  more  like  a  taller  form 
the  prostrate  Veronicas.  It  lias  nuni- 
ous  clear,  light  blue  flowers.  .Another 
w-growing  perennial  for  ]May  is  Sul- 
a  prntciisix.  It  is  a  brilliant  dark  lilue. 
lyssuiii  rostratuin,  blooming  after  s<ix- 
ilc,   is  a  rather  garish  yellow,  but  it 
one   of   the    perennials   that    persist, 
id  it  has  the  additional  merit  of  en- 
uring   drought.    It    is    jileasing    in    a 
oup   with   the   early   l)looining    Elder 
aisles  and  Sal:-i<i   piatciisis. 
Pyrethrum,  Oriental  Poppies,  Coluni- 
ine,    Heuchera — the    perennials    most 
equently  used   to  make   up  the   May 
ower  borders  in  the  North — are  not 
dapted  to  our  climate.  Except  in  the 
ountainous  parts  of  the   South  they 
ill  never  reach  the  perfection  of  those 
own  in  the  North.  And  even  if  they 
loom  fairly  well  the  first  season,  they 
ill  not   i)crsist.  A   much   better  effect 
jn  be  achieved  by  using  perennials  that 
e  adapted  to  our  climate.  An   inter- 
ting  little  Gladiolus  species  that  can 
bought  from  the  country  women  in 
narket    is   delightful    in    a    border    of 
Ichillca   rosea   and    pale    pink    amiual 
arks|.iur    (which   is  at  its  best  in  the 
outh),    with    a    touch    of    the    glow- 
ng  crimson  flowers  and  silver  foliage 
the    ]Mullein    Pink     (Agrosteiinua). 
nd  for  accent  the  heavy  stalks  of  yel- 
o\v  flowers  and  the  enormous  woolly 
eaves  of  the  giant  ^Mullein  {I'cibasciiiii 
ilympicuiu). 
The  Beardless  Iris  bloom  at  this  time 
an  endless  variety  of  form  and  color, 
rhey  are  eminently   suited  to  cultiva- 
ion   in   the    South.   No   one    who   can 
lave    the    brilliant    Iris,    Dorothea    K. 
Villiamson,  need  regret  anything  that 
ie  cannot  grow.  The  wide  purple  flow- 
rs    marked    with    yellow    are    charac- 
eristically  arranged  on  tall  stems  ris- 
ng  from  the  vigorous  clumps  of  sword- 
like foliage.  Dorothea  K.  \\'ilIiamson  is 
I  hybrid  of  those  ^lississippi  Iris  which 
ire  becoming  better  known  in  gardens, 
ind   are   well   adapted    to   the    South. 
Iris  ochroleuca  is   the   most   distin- 
guished of  the  Spurias,  another  grouji 
with  which  we  are  successful.  The  deli- 
cately formed  white  flowers  look  as  if 
they  had  lighted  upon  the  stiff  stems.  It 
is  a  very  shy  bloomer  with  me.  The 
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Siberian  Iris  with  smaller  flowers  and 
narrower  leaves  are  also  good  subjects 
for  a  perennial  border,  especially  the 
vivid  blue  variety,  Emperor. 

By  the  last  of  May  the  Japanese  Iris 
are  in  bloom.  They  make  a  splendid 
display  in  my  garden  if  they  are  water- 
ed during  the  growing  season,  and 
after  they  have  bloomed.  ^Masses  of  the 
single  white  varieties  with  heavy  droop- 
ing petals  are  imposing  with  the  flat, 
mustard-yellow  heads  of  Achillea  fili- 
pendula,  and  the  shorter  stemmed  light 
blue  Iris  in  the  foreground.  The  gor- 
geous purple  forms  are  planted  with 
branching,  douhk-flowered  white  Lark- 
spur. At  the  end  of  June,  when  tlie 
Japanese  Iris  are  gone,  Tiger  Lilies 
dominate  the  Ixirder.  Their  i)inkish 
orange  flowers  are  lovely  \vith  the 
drooping,  creamy  sprays  of  Artemisia 
lactiflora,  their  uncompromising  stiff- 
ness softene<l  by  its  graceful,  finely  cut 
foliage.  It  smells  like  \\'aterlilies. 

.After  the  first  of  June  the  borders 
begin  to  have  a  look  of  sunmier  rather 
than  s])ring.  Hardy  ]>hliix,  the  X'eroiii- 
eas  and  Salrin  jaiinaeea  will  he  in 
bloom  from  then  on,  making  a  liack- 
ground  for  the  more  transitory  flowers. 
The  \"eronicas  keep  the  border  supplied 
with  blue  from  May  until  October.  V. 
li>ni;ili)lia  suhscssilis  has  enormous 
si)ikes  of  bright  blue  flnuers,  hut  its 
growth  habit  is  not  as  gond  as  that  of 
the  bushy  and  erect  P.  spicata  or  1'. 
a)iielhysti)ia.  The  white  form  of  T. 
spieata  is  one  of  the  loveliest  things  in 
the  sunmier  border. 

'I'he  Chinese  liellflowers  supiilement 
the  blue  of  the  Wronicas.  I  have  very 
little  luck  with  them,  but  I  see  them 
blooming  in  other  people's  gardens  all 
summer  long,  and  late  into  the  fall, 
esijccially  the  dwarf  variety,  Platycodon 
iiiuriesii.  Blooming  in  June  in  the  front 
(if  the  border  with  the  \'eronicas  ami 
Ilemerocallis  Florham  is  the  .Maska 
Daisy.  .\  form  of  Chrysantlieiiiitiii 
)im.\iiiiuiii,  it  is  much  more  satisfactory 
than  the  Shasta  Daisy. 

IN   SPITF.  OF   HE.\T 

The  idea,  prevalent  in  the  South,  that 
it  is  futile  for  us  to  try  to  have  flowers 
during  our  hot  summer  months  is  fost- 
ered by  those  who  go  away  for  the 
summer,  and  do  not  like  to  think  that 
they  are  missing  anything,  and  by  those 
who  do  not  want  to  garden  in  the  heat. 
Last  sunmier  I  stayed  at  home  and 
labored,  and  my  garden  w'as  so  beauti- 
ful that  I  made  up  my  mind  never  to 
leave  it  again.  In  order  to  keep  the  gar- 
den fresh  and  gay  in  spite  of  the  re- 
lentless heat  of  midsummer,  we  must 
strive  for  brilliant  effects  instead  of 
delicacy  of  form  and  color.  The  coarser 
flowers,  skilfully  groujied,  can  be  as 
ititeresting  as  some  of  the  more  choice 
varieties  whose  delicate  colors  fade,  and 
whose  petals  droop  when  the  sun  is  on 
them.  The  flamboyant  pink  and  red 
Mallows  with  their  thick  leaves  and 
fleshy  roots  are  ideal  hot  weather  plants. 
Too  large  for  the  border,  they  are  styl- 
ish planted  in  clumps  for  background, 
or  with  the  pink  and  crimson  shades 
of  the  early-blooming  Cosmos. 

Hemerocallis  are  the  center  of  in- 
terest in  July.  H.  ihunbcrgii  produces 
jiale  yellow  lilies  in  profusion  in  all

■livii!.  ddie  latter  alone  can  bring  a 
hedi.iggled  garden  lo  life.  Aster  Novae-

than  llie  jialer  kinds.  I  am  also  pleased 
with  the  new  dwarf  varieties  which  I 
had   l.isl  >ear   for  the  first  time.

I  find  111,1  ny  iierennials  such  as  Bol-  i 
toiiia,  I'lumhago  oi'  Arlruiisia  lacti- 
itiiiii  on  fall  lists,  but  they  bloom  for 
nie  in  ihe  summer,  and  cannot  be  de- 
pended upon  for  any  real  effeet  later 
on.  Others,  such  as  .\conite,  are  not 
successful  here.  The  Japanese  .Ane- 
mones are  among  the  fall  flowers  that 
do  will  for  us,  and  do  bloom  at  the 
liriiper  time,  which  is  in  October,  The 
silvery  pink  Queen  Charlotte  is  lovely 
wilh  the  reinonlant  Iris,  Autumn  King, 
and  the  pale  blue  Scnbiosa  japonica, 
whiili  Ik  gins  lo  bloom  two  months 
ahead  of  lime,  hut  is  still  making  a 
show  when  tlie  .Xnemones  appear. 

Since  our  schedule  is  moved  up,  we 
must  depend  nune  on  the  very  late  va- 
rieties. .\  brilliant  Sunflower  comes  into 
bloom  early  in  October.  I  think  I  have 
ideiitihed  il  Aii  HrliaHlltus  angustifolius, 
called  .\uluinn  Cdory.  It  grows  to  four 
feel,  has  many  Luge  heads  of  deep 
yidlow  Daisies,  and  makes  a  gorgeous 
displ.iy  w  iih  the  C.aillar<lias,  wdiich  are 
still  in  bloom,  and  annuals  such  as 
/.imii.is  and  Marigolds  iilanled  late-; 
enough    for  a   fall  effect. 

.\iiolher  treasure  for  October  is  the 
Kiuigh-I(  ,ived  .'\slcr,  A.  macrophyllus. 
Il  is  \i  i\'  tall  (sometimes  to  nearly 
7'),  and  iiroduces  clouds  of  lavender- 
blue  llowers  for  over  a  month.  Last 
year,  e.irly  in  November,  I  saw  it  still 
in  bloom  wilh  annual  .Ageratum,  pink 
I'liunias,  jiink  Zinnias,  Salvia  far- 
iuiifcii.  yellow  (dn-ysanthenmms  and 
some  n.iiing  single  Dahlias  of  a  soft 
cinary  >(  How.  Salvia  jarinacca  is  one 
of  our  standbys.  Its  thin,  silvered,  blue 
s]  likes  are  iiroduced  in  abundance 
ihidughoul  the  summer,  and  in  the 
hill-  .\nother  Salvia,  resplendent  in  the 
Lite  summer  and  fall,  is  S.  pitcJicrii. 
Il  grows  to  four  feet  and  is  a  mass 
of   intense   blue. 

Chi>  s.intlu mums  arc  at  their  best 
wilh  us  late  in  October.  The  early 
varieties  are  not  so  .satisfactory  here, 
as  they  come  too  early  and  are  affected 
by  the  he, It,  Hut  we  can  have  the  late 
kinds  (such  as  Christmas  Gold),  usu-t 
ally  caught  by  the  frost  when  they  are 
grown    out-of-doors   farther   north. 

V.ww  in  November  there  are  still 
]ierennials  in  bloom.  This  year  the  first 
killing  frost  came  later  than  usual,  and 
Gaillardias,  Physostcgia  'vivid,  the  lacy 
white  Verbena,  while  Veronica,  Poten- 
tilla  •varrnisi,  Chinese  and  Tom  Thumb 
I)eli)hinium  were  slill  in  bloom  with 
a  number  of  annuals  and  .some  late 
Chrysanlhemuins  on  November  fif- 
leeiilh.

'ovcry  is  found  an  unconscious  ini- 
jression  of  size.  Acting  on  this  premise, 
le  blocked  out  the  main  planting  area 
into  three   distinct   units:   The   formal 

arden  on  the  main  a.xis  of  the  house; 

he  wholly  different  nook  and  secluded 

tepping-stone  shrub  garden  at  one 
dde ;  and  the  informal,  simple  and 
notably  private  lawn  hidden  in  the 
jlanting  at  the  other.  Each  of  these  is 
separate,  both  in  character  and  by  phy- 

ical  placement.  Yet  all  are  convenient- 
ly connected  in  such  a  way  as  to  invite 
the  eye  and  foot  to  follow  a  pathway 
or  desii'nd  a   pair  of  steps  to  sn-  what 

At  right  and  below  are 
the  before-and-aftrr- 
planting  views  of  the 
soutli  side  of  the  house. 
Sheared  Privet  is  used  to 
face  the  scalloi)ed  brick 
wall,  accented  by  a  groujj 
of  Lilacs  at  the  corner  as 
a  contrast  to  the  purely 
architectural  lines.  Veina

fresh  effects  may  be  beyond.  So.  in  the 
end,  one  feels  that  the  garden  is  really 
C|uite  a  large  one,  after  all. 

And  there  were  other  considerations, 
too,  besides  the  ever-present  necessity 
of  developing  a  landscape  that  would  be 
in  full  harmony  with  the  architectural 
character  of  the  hou,se.  For  one  thing, 
the  jilant  material  must  be  thoroughly 
modern  and,  without  any  risk  of  being 
monotonous,  it  must  jirovifle  year- 
round  beauty  to  a  marked  degree.  Nat- 
urally, this  called  for  the  free  use  of 
woody  ]>lants  as  distinguished  from 
flowers  ]>roi)er — choice  evergncns  like 
Taxiis  ntspiiliita.  Pachysumlni,  Rhodo- 
dendrons and  ^fountain  Laurel,  and 
fleciduous  species  such  as  se\'iral  forms 
of  hardy  .\/alca.  I'rivct  and  Lilacs,  an<l 
(CiilHillKril    1,11    p,i;^r    .SO) 


The  r.\w,  ungraded  area 
at  the  rear  has  hei-n  con- 
verted into  a  two-level 
garden  which,  though 
mall,  gives  a  marked 
feeling  of  substantiality.

Many  g.irdeniis 
after  s)iiiiiliiig  l.iige  sums  of  money 
Ujinn  ihi-ir  water  gardc-ns  have  invitc'd 


s]H-cial  guests  to  come  out  .and  see  them 
only  to  have  the  ]iimi]i  clog  u]i  ,ind  re- 
fuse to  wcirk.  l'uni]is  of  innunieralile 
Ivjies  leave  lieeii  tiied  and  while  a  m.i- 
jority  are  i|uite  satisfactory  in  the  he- 
ginning,  many  quickly  lose  their  elTi- 
c  iency  liecau.sc-  s;inil  and  grit  scouis 
them  out.

,\  suivey  of  the-  ]irolilein  finds  our 
needs  to  he  a  ]ium]i  lli:it  will  run  in- 
ilel"initel>'  with  ;i  minimum  of  care, 
that  will  not  clog  u|i  with  liehris  wliiili 
iiKiy  get  inln  the  w.iter  such  as  le;iyes. 
]il, lilts  and  olhei  things,  that  will  make 
no  mechanical  noise  in  the  garden,  and 
that  will  lie  economical  to  (i]ier:ite  all 
d.iy,  every  d.iy  without  thinight  as  In 
lost.  (Itheiwise  il  will  he  used  u]inn 
s]iecial  occasions  ciiily  and  this  defeats 
a  huge  miMsuie  of  its  desiraliility. 
I'iii|ierly  installed,  meiily  the  ]nishing 
of  a  liutlon  will  start  or  stoji  it  with 
no  \:iKes  to  iilieii  or  close.  Fxcejit  to 
make  u|i  fnr  ewqioiation  no  aclditional 
water  will  he  needed  if  construction 
is  right  and  llieie  are  no  le.iks. 

A  variety  of  laimps  is  :iv:iil.ilile, 
each  aikijited  to  .sniiie  ]i.ii  ticul.ir  use- 
while  il  is  most  elficieiit.  (liven  inccl 
of  high  ]iressure,  ]iis|on  ]iuiii|is  gener- 
ally defe.it  ccimjietilioll  though  they 
quickly  scour  out  if  there  is  sand  or 
sediment  in  the  water.  Turhine  ]ium]is 
ate  usually  hest  for  clei|i  wil's.  For 
medium  lifts,  medium  ]iiessure  and 
with  ahsolute  cert:iint>'  of  jirniiei  cue, 
the  centrifugal  ]iunip  is  ide:il.  This  is

ular luliric-ation.  Most  |iutn|is  of  this 
ty]ie  require  locating  helow  the  le\c-l 
of  the  ]iniil  to  a\iiid  ]iriining  and  this 
means  a  ckimji,  messy  joh  every  time 
they  need  attention.

.Many  amateur  gardeners  have  rig- 
ged U]!  their  own  ]iumiiiiig  outfits, 
mostly  using  small  centrifugal  ])uni])s. 
Some  have  even  gotten  ]iuin])S  from  okl 
automohiles  which  if  ])roi)erly  installed 
;incl  given  regular  attenticm  can  he 
maile  to  ojic-ratc-  with  a  degree  of  sat- 
isfaction. The  difficulty  with  ]irac- 
tically  all  kinds  of  |min]is  li.is  generally 


heen  that  they  are  sadly  neglected.  Too, 
they  are  seldom  installed  right.  .\s  the 
]iumi)  should  be  located  below  the  level 
of  the  water  in  the  jiool,  this  generally 
means  construction  of  a  i>it  or  under- 
ground jiump  room  somewhere  in  the 
\icinity  of  the  pool.  For  artistic  rea- 
sons this  should  be  comiiletcly  con- 
cealed and  still  the  jiump  and  motor 
must  lie  easily  accessible  because  wdien 
running  every  day,  regular  lubrication 
is    absolutely    necessary. 

The  ]iroblem  of  keeping  the  water 
flowing  to  the  pump  free  from  refuse 
calls  for  .screens,  but  these  can  not  be 
fine  enough  to  exclude  a  certain  amount 
of  sediment  and  sand  all  of  which 
jilays  h:iyoc  with  any  mechanical  pump, 
eventually  resulting  in  much  lowered 
el'ficienf \'.  This  sediment  may  be  re- 
moved from  the  water  by  building  a 
setiling  tank  of  such  i^rojiortions  that 
the  w.iler  will  remain  in  it  sufficiently 
long  for  the  foreign  matter  to  settle 
away.  The  size  of  the  tank  will  depend 
u]ion  cajiacity  of  the  pump. 

The  care  a  ]5ump  receives  has  every- 
thing to  do  with  the  ultimate  satis- 
faction it  gives.  Properly  constructed 
and  regularly  lubricated,  it  should  run 
many  years.  Of  course,  the  packings 
will  have  to  lie  kept  tight,  the  screens 
cleaned  and,  unless  made  of  rustproof 
metal,  ri]ilaced  occasionally.  Care  will 
have  to  be  used  that  the  pump  does  not 
free/e  u]i  and  burst.  Neglect  of  lubrica- 
tion c|uickly  results  in  ruined  bearings — 
thereafter  subjecting  its  owner  to  the 
cinliarrassment  of  mechanical  growd- 
ings,  w  hirrings  and  rumblings  attendant 
u]ion  wcirnout  bearings  in  any  machine. 

^lany  gardeners  are  going  to  say, 
"Well,  all  this  is  very  nice.  If  I  had  a 
hillside  rock  garden  and  pool  at  its 
base.  I  would  have  a  stream  and  water- 
fall, but  unfortunately,  my  lot,  like  the 
great  majority,  is  perfectly  level.  I 
dnn't  see  how  it  can  be  developed  into 
the   alluring   ])icture   you   describe."

Practically  any  level  lot  may  be 
made  into  an  mdevcd  naturalistic  land-  ( 
scajie  by  the  exercise  of  a  little  in- 
genuity. Il  c:in  not  lie  <lone  without 
some  work,  but  the  task  is  not  over- 
whelniing.  In  a  general  way  the  cen- 
tral ]icirtion  of  the  lot  is  excavated, 
making  .1  sunken  garden  about  two 
feet  below  the  Original  level  with  a  pool 
at  the  lowest  point.  The  excavated 
snil  is  11, inked  towards  the  rear  of  the 
lot  into  a  slightly  semi-circular  hill  or 
iiini.mel,  four  or  five  fec-t  above  the 
fnrmer  Ic-yel,  making  a  total  rise  above 
I  he  water  in  the  jiool  of  six  to  seven 
feet.  The  level  of  the  sjjring  should 
be  about  five  feet  aliove  the  water  | 
surface  of  the  jiool. 

This  grading  problem  is  very  simple 
— not  nearly  as  large  a  job  as  digging 
a  cellar.  The  stream  in  two  or  more 
jiarts  meanders  down  the  hill  till  it 
jilunges  into  the  ]iool.  Stream  levels 
should  be  kejit  a  bit  lower  than  the 
locks  and  soil  ujion  either  side  of  theni^ 
just  as,  in  Nature,  streams  cut  their 
way  through  the  .soil.  In  fact,  all  plan- 
ning and  construction  in  the  garden 
must  be  ilone  in  a  natural  manner.  The 
more  cof.i]iletely  you  ]iattern  after  Na- 
ture the  more  successful  your  garden 
will  be.  The  narrow  jjools  for  the 
stream  will  be  made  of  concrete  but  all 
the  eclges  should  be  entirely  concealed 
by  rocks,  ]ilants  and  soil.  The  bottom 
of  the  stream  bed  can  he  ceivered  with 
differc-nt-si/.ed    ]iebliles.

FLOWING  WATER  IN  THE  GARDEN 


havin.i^  the  utmost  bearing  ujjon  suc- 
cess of  such  a  garden  is  the  backgrountl. 
Witliout  a  tall  dense  background  the 
entire  scheme  would  be  a  failure.  Xo 
matter  how  cleverly  you  plan  and  con- 
struct the  stream,  falls  and  pool  or 
liow  carefully  you  plant  margins  and 
ai range  rocks,  if  you  don't  plant  a  tall, 
dense,  naturalistic  background  of 
slirubs  and  evergreens,  the  entire  lay- 
out becomes  a  blemish  upon  the  land- 
scape. This  is  one  of  the  reasons  for 
building  the  hill  quite  high,  enabling 
you  to  carry  the  den.se  planting  all 
around  the  rear  and  to  continue  it  well 
down  the  slopes. 

Paths  lined  with  ferns,  low  growing 
shrubs  and  perennials  suitable  for 
woodland  walks,  help  to  give  the  gar- 
den a  natural  air.  The  more  coni|ilcte- 
ly  you  can  imitate  Nature,  the  more 
successful  your  garden  will  lie.  Your 
hillside  brook  demands  that  all  artifi- 
ciality be  screened  out.  Pergolas,  arbors, 
rustic  seats,  earthenware  figures,  bird- 
baths,  fountains,  gnomes,  cement  toad- 
stools and  all  such  obviously  artificial 
features  should  be  religiously  excluded. 

The  sunken  garden  may  have  dry 
walls  upon  two  sides  and  a  gradual 
slope  down  from  the  terrace.  The  walls 
air  planled  witli  niik  jilanls  and   trail- 


ing varieties  ca.scade  from  the  top.  The 
jiaths  through  the  hillside  garden  cro.ss 
the  stream  at  narrow  places  where  one 
can  easily  step  over.  Bridges  in  such 
small  gardens  look  out  of  place  and  arc 
obviously  C|uite  unnecessary.  Where 
stei)s  are  needed  in  these  woodland 
jiaths  they  are  merely  rough  logs  em- 
bedded in  the  earth.  Many  trailing, 
creeping  plants  and  dwarf  evergreens 
are  massed  among  the  rocks  where  they 
add  materially  to  the  natural  look  of 
the    garden. 

Streams,  cascades  and  falls,  if  well 
handled,  are  the  ultimate  in  water  ef- 
fects. They  are  at  once  an  opportunity 
and  a  challenge,  an  opportunity  to  pro- 
duce unusual  garden  pictures,  a  chal- 
knge  to  make  them  worthy  of  Nature's 
masterpieces  you  strive  to  reproduce. 
The  chcj-(Yiiiuvre  you  create  will  be  in 
e.xact  accord  with  the  attention  you 
give  the  details,  the  little  things,  which 
all  together  make  up  the  garden.  As 
your  garden  develops,  as  it  more  nearly 
equals  the  prototype  Nature  offers  you, 
the  more  proud  of  it  you  have  a  right 
to  be.  Such  a  garden,  perfect  in  detail, 
featuring  running  water,  is  naturalistic 
gardening  which  has  lieen  evolved  to 
the   highest  degree.

GARDEN  SCRAPBOOK 


•  It  is  about  this  lime  of  year  that 
the  disease  known  as  curl  may  appear 
on  the  Peach  foliage.  The  remedy  for 
it  is  thorough  spraying  with  a  combin- 
ation of  Bordeaux  mixture  and  ar- 
senate of  lead.  Besides  this,  pick  off 
and  immediately  burn  any  leaves  which 
are  affected. 

•  The  great  majority  of  garden  soils 
are  more  or  less  deficient  in  humus, 
an  essential  factor  in  the  growth  of 
good  iilants.  One  of  the  most  effective 
ways  of  remeflying  the  defect  is  to 
]ilant  cover  crops  now  and  dig  them 
under  later  on.  Use  Clover,  Vetch  or 
Rye  for  this  purpose. 

•  Promiscuous  soaking  of  seed  to 
liasten  germination  is  wrong  in  princi- 
I)le  and  often  does  more  harm  than 
good.  At  this  season,  especially,  the 
best  plan  is  to  soak  the  soil  instead  of 
the  seed,  before  sowing.  Tlie  moisture 
then  penetrates  and  encourages  deep 
subsequent  rooting. 

•  Hot,  dry  weather  is  favorable  to  the 
propagation  of  all  kinds  of  plant  lice. 
Many  different  types  of  plants  are  sub- 
ject   to   the   attack   of  these    pests,    but 


the  most  susceptible  an-  those  with 
soft  foliage.  Daily  inspection  is  advis- 
alile,  supplemented  by  a  frequent  nico- 
tine spray. 

•  .\rtificial  watering  is  essential  in 
dry  times,  but  be  very  sure  to  do  it 
correctly.  Remember  that  the  natural 
soil  moisture  is  preferable,  provided 
there  is  enough  of  it.  If  you  must  water 
artificially,  soak  the  ground  thorough- 
ly and,  after  the  surface  has  dried,  cul- 
tivate. 

•  If  the  Sweet  Peas  are  heavily  nmlch- 
ed  their  roots  will  be  kept  cooler  and 
their  season  prolonged  Use  rough  lit- 
ter or  grass  clippings.  If  aphis  ajjpear, 
spray  with  a  nicotine  preparation.  A 
little  shade  at  midday  will  help  to 
maintain  the  quality  of  the  flowers  an<l 
prolong  the  season. 

•  The  lawn  trees  should  be  examined 
now  for  bark  injuries.  If  any  are  found, 
cut  the  wound  back  to  the  live  bark 
and  paint  thoroughly.  Stubs  where 
branches  have  been  improperly  cut  or 
decay  has  set  in  should  be  removed. 
'\\'atch  carefully  and  constantly  fur 
signs  of  fire  blight.

CONCERNING    POODLE    HISTORY 

>Ar  e  ha\e  piihlished  several  versions  of  our 
ini])ressions  of  the  Poodle,  but  realizing  the 
active  inlerest  now  displayed  in  this  breed. 
we  ha\e  decided  to  present  now  a  resume 
of  the  history  of  the  Poodle  as  written  by 
Vero  Shaw,  circa  lo70,  in  his  volume  en- 
tilled  The  Bnol.-  (>l  llie  Doc;.  Vero  Shaw  was 
a  noted  scholar  and  student  of  the  pure- 
bred dog,  and  his  book  was  and  still  is 
considered  an  autiiorilalive  work  on  all  the 
recognized  lireeds  of  dog.  He  writes  of  the 
Poodle  as  follows: 

'"The  Poodle  is  one  of  the  least  under- 
slood  and  aj^jjreciated  breeds  of  dog  in  this 
( Dunlry.  Of  late  jcars  there  has  been  a 
>liglit  iiioM-mcnt  in  his  fax  or:  but  e\en  in  the  present  day 
man)  powerful  claims  upon  doggy  people  appear  to  have 
been  greatly  overlookecL  though  those  who  have  devoted 
thcmseKf's  to  liis  stiidx  are  loud  in  llieir  praises  of  his 
sagacit)'  and  general  ulility.  whii  h  a  Poodle's  antecedents 
certainly  seem  to  fully  entitle  him  to. 

"The  hisloi  y  of  the  Poodle  and  the  details  of  his  lineage 
are  somewhat  obscuic.  That  he  is  of  German  origin  there 
is  no  doubt,  the  name  being  identical  in  both  languages — 
Pudel — anil    ihcic    he    is    oidinaril\-    classed    as    the    Canis

To  most  people,  a  Poodle  is  just  a  Poodle, 
but  in  reality  he  varies  considerably  in 
the     different     countries    of     his     origin 


familiaris  Aqiiaticiis,  being  very  closely  allied  U>  th(^  more 
crisp  and  curly-haired  water-fowl  dog  well  known  to  (tur 
sportsmen  of  the  marshes.  He  assuredly  dates  his  existence 
from  some  centuries  since,  for  in  various  illuminated  manu- 
scripts of  the  16th  Century,  and  notably  in  one  depicting  an 
episode  in  the  life  of  Margaret  of  York,  the  third  wife  of 
Charles  the  Bold  of  Burgutidy,  and  in  another  representing 
a  family  group  of  Maximilian  of  Austria  and  his  wife  and 
child  (The  Abridged  Chronicles  of  Burgundy)  there  is  cer- 
tainly the  portrait  of  a  shaven  dog,  which,  allowing  for  the 
artistic  shortcomings  of  that  period,  closely  resembles  the 
Poodle  of  the  present  day.  Again,  in  Martin  de  Vos'  picture 
of  'Tobit  and  his  Dog',  which  also  dates  from  the  16th 
Century,  the  faithful  animal  is  an  uimiistakable  shaven 
Poodle,  while  in  two  of  the  series  of  paintings  of  the  story 
of  'Patient  Griselda',  by  Pinturicchio  (1451-1513),  in  the 
\ational  (iallery,  a  small  shaven  Poodle  is  conspicuous 
amongst  the  various  spectators  of  Griselda's  viiissitudes  ol 
fortune.  Thus,  as  far  as  ancestry  goes,  he  is  doubtless  en- 
titled to  the  numerous  quarterings  so  valued  by  the  Teutonic- 
nobility. 

"Why,   however,   the   Poodle   should   have  been  half- 
shaved  from  time  immemorial  is  not  clear,  uidcss  it  be  to 
iinilalc  ihe  Lion  Dog   (Caiiis  Leoninus).  of  wliirli  a  degen-

prate  scion  slill  exists,  I  l)elie\'e,  in  Malta.  At  the  present  day 
the  Poodle  is  found  throughout  Eiiro|je  from  Amsterdam  to 
Naples,  where,  completely  shaven,  he  may  be  seen  taking 
his  siesta  under  the  shadow  of  some  friendly  wall  or  door- 
way. Poodles,  however,  considerably  differ  in  the  various 
coiuitries.  Thus,  in  Eastern  Germany  and  on  the  confines  of 
Russia  he  is  as  a  rule  black,  and  the  Russian  Poodle  proper 
sliould  ]>e  lithe  and  agile;  while  coming  more  into  Central 
Germany  the  black  Poodle  seems  to  thicken  in  the  legs  and 
to  shorten  slightly  in  the  muzzle,  assuming  more  staid,  sturdy 
and  aldermanic  proportions.  The  while  Poodle  also  presents 
marked  variations,  ranging  from  the  great  muscular  fellow 
who  draws  a  milk-cart  in  Antwerp  and  Brussels  to  his  more 
slender  French  brotlier  familiarly  called  Mouton,  who  is 
so  constantly  met  with  on  the  Paris  boulevards.  The  size  of 
the  two  breeds  differs  considerably,  the  larger  one  averaging 
some  30  or  40  lbs.,  while  the  smaller,  generally  known  under 
tlie  name  of  Barbet,  only  weighs  about  half  that  figure.  Of 
the  \aiious  breeds  mentioned  the  Russian  is  the  most  valu- 
able. As  a  rule  he  is  highly  intelligent,  and  is  altogether  a 
handsomer  and  more  giacefulK -formed  dog,  while  his  coat, 
being  black,  is  free  from  tiiat  soiled  appearance  which  is  so 
great  a  drawback  to  the  white  breed.  The  hair  of  the  various 
breeds  is  also  somewhat  different — that  of  the  Russian  being 
more  wiry  and  less  wnolK  than  the  French,  who,  from  the 
texture  of  his  coat,  freijuently  merits  his  pastoral  nickname. 
There  is  also  a  'sheep'  Poodle  in  Germany,  but  his  coat  is 
long  and  pendent,  in  bunches  something  resembling  those 
of  the  Musk  sheep,  and  presenting  altogether  a  heavy  and 
imcoiilh  appearance.  The  Poodle  a])j)ears  to  have  been  intro- 
duced into  England  during  the  Continental  wars  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  century,  although  performing  dogs  were  known 
pre\i()us  to  this  era;  but  he  was  a  favorite  in  France  long 
before  that  date,  and  in  a  fashion  plate  of  the  time  of  Louis 
.\V1,  he  is  represented,  shaven  and  shorn,  begging  hard  for 
a  biscuit  from  a  child  of  the  period.

"A  word,  to  conclude,  about  training  Poodles.  In  the 
first  place,  teach  your  dog  when  you  give  him  his  meal  of 
biscuit,  letting  him  ha\e  it  piece  b)  piece  as  every  trick  is 
performed:  secondly,  never  attempt  to  teach  him  two  new 
tricks  at  a  time,  and  when  instilling  into  him  a  new  trick,  let 
jiim  always  go  through  his  old  ones  first;  thirdlv.  never  l)e 
])eaten  by  him.  If — as  is  frequently  the  case  with  young  dogs 
— he  declines  to  perform  a  trick,  do  not  pass  it  over  or 
let  him  g(i  through  sometliing  that  he  nui)  like  lietter,  but 
when  you  see  that  he  definitely  refuses,  tell  him  that  he 
cannot  eat  without  working,  and  put  away  his  food  for  an 
hour  or  two.  If  he  once  sees  he  can  tire  you  out  vou  will 
have  no  further  authority  o\er  him,  while  if  you  are  firm  he 
will  not  hold  out  long;  and,  once  beaten,  will  not  make  a 
second  attempt.  It  is,  however,  a  bad  plan  to  make  a  dog 
go  through  a  trick,  which  he  may  apparently  dislike,  too 
many  times  during  one  lesson.  A  wliip  is  of  little  use  when 
training,  as  the  dog  will  learn  to  associate  his  tasks  with  a 
thrashing,  and  go  through  them  in  that  unwilling,  cowed,  tail- 
between-legs  fashion  which  too  often  betrays  the  unthinking 
hastiness  of  a  master,  and  is  the  chief  reason  why  the  Poodle 
has  so  often  been  dubbed  a  spiritless  coward.  The  Poodle, 
properly  treated,  is  a  true  and  intelligent  friend,  and  dis- 
serves more  allcnlion  llian  is  Ijestovved  upon  him  by  English 
fanciers.

''Herr  R.  \  on  .Schmiedeherg.  the  great  German  author- 
ity on  canine  and  sporting  sulijecLs.  writes  as  follows: — 

"  'We  distinguish  two  breeds  of  Poodles,  one  the 
woolly  breed,  or  as  we  say,  the  Schaaf  Pudel — .sheep  Poodle. 
The  other  is  the  Schuner'  Pudel — pedigree  Poodle.  The 
lormer  has  long  woolly  hair,  whith  naturallv  forms  little 
Ijuiiches,  but  which  by  combing  becomes  silky,  and  forms 
single  hairs.  The  latter  has  its  hair  grown  in  long  spirals, 
which  sometimes  touch  the  ground,  even  from  the  ears  and 
tail.  Some  writers  distinguish  Poodles  from  each  other  on 
account  of  their  size,  but  that  is  not  correct.  Poodles  have 
all  other  peculiarities  alike.  Color  is  either  white  or  black, 
and  sometimes  brown,  which  is  considered  a  bad  one.  (See 
note  below.)  White  ones  with  black  or  brown  jiatches  appear 
also,  but  thin'  are  discarded.  The  long,  curly  liair  grows 
on  the  whole  body,  even  on  the  muzzle  and  the  legs.  Fre- 
(|iicnlK  il  is  shaven,  so  that  there  is  a  sort  of  moustache 
growing  louiul  the  nose;  the  feet  are  also  shaven  from  jjelow 
the  knee.

(JesMicr  ill  ]r>r>r>.  but  it  seeins  the  ancients  knew  the  breed,  as 
little  I'oodlcs  arc  re|)resented  upon  some  monuments  about

SECOND  CITY^The  majority  of  well-to-do  Chicagoaiis 
liave  built  their  lionies  and  estates  northward  along  Lake 
Michigan — the  famous  North  Shore,  one  of  the  three  or 
four  most  beautiful  residential  communities  in  the  country. 
Not  only  is  the  housing  situation  in  this  section  interesting 
to  those  who  live  there  and  to  those  who  are  planning  to 
move  to  Chicago,  but  it  is  also  interesting  as  an  index  of  a 
(rend  in  all  the  better  communities  in  the  United  States.  In 
Wilmetle,  Glencoe,  Highland  Park  and  Lake  Forest  new 
building  had  been  negligible  for  the  five  years  prior  to 
last  fall,  the  percentage  of  vacancies  had  been  high  (due 
largely  to  families  doubling  up  or  moving  to  less  attrac- 
tive suburbs  during  the  depression),  lake  frontage  that 
formerly  sold  for  $100  a  foot  had  dropped  to  half  that 
price.  At  this  writing  seventy-five  houses  are  being  built 
in  Highland  Park  alone,  vacancies  are  less  than  1%,  lake 
front  lots  are  liack  to  .$2.50  a  foot  and  rapidly  increasing, 
s])eciilative  Iniilding  has  reappeared — nine  such  houses 
built  in  Highland  Park  since  the  first  of  this  year.  We 
have  been  for  some  time  of  the  group  jjredicling  not  only 
recovery  but  a  ]»oom — here's  evidence. 

OKLAHOMA  CITY.  — News  of  activity  in  the  better-homes 
class  conies  to  us  from  a  correspondent  in  Oklahoma  City. 
He  sees  the  growing  real-estate-mindedness  of  people  in 
his  vicinity,  owing  both  to  the  increase  in  rents  and  the 
lower  interest  rales  jjrevailing,  thus  encouraging  people 
to  build  their  own  homes.  In  the  exclusive  subdivision  of 
Nichols  Hills  houses  ranging  in  price  from  .$15,000  to 
$125,0(J0  have  been  built  this  year.

fiiamercy  is  one  of  those 
unusual  Jiarks  where  the 
tenant  automatically  re- 
ceives a  lodging  for  Jiis 
bench.  In  other  words,  or 
\iie  vii'sa,  when  you  are  fortunate 
enough  to  rent  a  habilat  in  60  or  44 
Gramercy,  the  park  is  yours.  Even 
so,  it's  only  a  minor  attraction  com- 
pared to  the  apartments  themselves — 
especially  the  dujjle.xes. 

In  44  Gramercy,  one  group  of  9 
rooms  includes  refectory  and  tap  room, 
library,  and  landscaped  terrace  beside 
the  usual  space.

James  Pendleton  reproduces  it  in 
natural  bamboo,  raffia  and  wire.  The  bird,  if 
you're  not  up  on  birds,  is  a  yellow-nape  Panama 
parrot,  from  the  ]Ma.x  Geisler  Bird  Com]Kiny,  and 
has  a  magnificent  vocabulary  of  winning  remarks 
and  winsome  epithets.  After  assembling  these  oli- 
jects,  Anton  P.ruehl  of  the  Bruehl-Bourges  twin- 
ship  made  the  com|josition  and  priduced  this 
cover. 


Cherry  P.ell.  There  once  was  an  ancient 
farm  woman  in  our  valley  who  had  a  favorite 
Oxheart  Cherry  tree.  Her  weakness  for  O.xheart 
Cherries  was  known  all  round  the  neighborhood, 
and  they  were  the  only  things  she  fought  over 
with  the  birds.  Not  real  gun  fighting;  just  friend- 
ly fighting.  She  had  a  bell  hung  in  the  tree  and 
a  long  string  from  it  to  the  back  of  her  rocking 
chair.  \^'hen  the  Cherries  began  to  ripen,  she'd 
sit  all  day  long  in  that  chair  knitting  and  rocking 
vigorously  back  and  forth  every  time  a  bird  ap- 
lieared.  We  used  to  hear  the  tinkle  of  her  Cherry 
hell  from  dawn  to  dusk  and  we  knew  there'd  be 
enough  Cherries  for  her  and  us. 


Gke.\t  doixgs  in  purniture.  Custom-made 
furniture — the  sort  of  which  only  one  piece  is 
made  for  one  fortunate  client — offers  the  widest 
field  for  the  designer's  inspiration.  Take  leather 
bookcases,  for  instance.  There  were  recently  com- 
pleted two  bookcases,  one  of  mahogany  and 
lirowir  leather  with  brass  tacks  and  the  other  of 
elm  and  black  calfskin  tooled  in  gold  like  a  gi- 
gantic fine  book  binding.  The  insides  were  cover- 
ed with  marbleized  paper  oiled  and  wa.xed.  An- 
other interesting  pair  of  small  tables  caught  their 
inspiration  from  the  mariner's  brass-bound  bo.x 
of  nautical  instruments.  One  was  made  of  cherry 
bound  with  brass,  the  other  pine  with  pewter 
bindings.  These  bo.xes  were  sujiported  on  simple 
sturdy  legs.  They  could  be  made  with  either 
liftable  lids  or  with  drawers. 


New  Lamps  for  Old.  While  there  has  been 
a  lot  of  talk  about  obsolescence  in  this  part  of 
the  house  and  that,  no  one,  apparently,  has  done 
much  about  lamps.  True,  the  bulb  has  been  im- 
jiroved  and  provided  in  a  dazzling  variety,  but 
the  lamp  itself  and  the  light  control  and  all  that 
are  just  beginning  to  be  noticed.  We  jn'ophesy 
that  a  whole  lot  of  lamps  you  and  I  have  been 
sitting  under  will  be  going  the  way  of  the  junk 
heap  when  we  discover  that  something  infinitely 
better  is  now  on  the  market.

c^^^  T  SEE^rs  that  long  before  she  aehieved  the  title  role  of 
^l^v.  Victoria  Regina,  Helen  Hayes  (Mrs.  Charles  Mac- 
Arthur)  had  been  collecting  Victorian  furniture  and 
memorabilia  of  this  gracious  Queen.  What  more  natu- 
ral, then,  that,  the  role  and  the  collections  coinciding,  she 
should   furnish  her  house  in  the  Victorian  manner? 

Since  Victoria's  reign  covered  several  eras  of  taste — with 
Regency  at  the  beginning  and  William  Morris'  nouveau-art  at 
the  end — the  typical  Victorian  furniture  and  decorative  access- 
ories must  be  chosen  from  those  middle  years,  that  high-noon 
of  her  influence  in  domestic  decoration,  when  one  could  still  be 
stuffy  and  smart. 

Miss  Ha}es  had  to  begin,  of  course,  with  the  right  sort  of 
house.  It  is  of  the  Hudson  River  type,  built  at  Nyack  about 
eighty  }'cars  ago — roomy,  high-ceilinged,  wide-porchetl.  X'o 
radical  changes  were  made  to  this  except  to  add  the  outside 
staircase,  which  Herman  Rosse  designed  to  conform  with  the 
period  of  the  house.  The  ceilings  of  the  porches  are  painte<l 
cerulean  blue,  which  is  the  vernacular  of  that  time  and  district. 
That  a  pool  and  bath-house  and  terraced  rose  garden  were 
added  to  the  amenities  need  not  enter  into  our  story.  \\'e  are 
concerned  with  the  Victorian  interiors. 

In  the  manner  of  Victorian  houses,  this  can  boast  both  a 
front  parlor  and  a  sitting  room  down.stairs.  It  is  difficult  to 
say  which  is  more  attractive — perhaps  the  sitting  r(K)in  is  a 
little  less  formal.  The  walls  are  an  innocuous  putty  color,  which 
affords  a  good  background  for  the  crowned  curtains  and  the

This  pale  olive  is  found 
in  the  gra_\'-l)lue  and  nliw  satin  curtains  with  wood  hell  fringe. 
The  same  fal)ric  in  reverse  makes  the  draped  valance  helow  the 
gilt  crown.  The  ceiling  is  tlie  original  Victorian  ty])e  of  mold- 
ed |)laster  with  a  fine  heavy  cornice.  In  this  atmos])here  are  set 
such  other  objects  of  the  ]ieriod  as  an  ivory  and  gilt  finish 
settet'  in  ivor\-  moire,  a  brocaded  piano  bench,  a  cliair  with  blue

Miss  Hayes'  bedroom  maintains  the  Victorian  atmosphere 
above  .stairs.  Its  crowning  achievement  is  the  bed  with  its  head- 
board made  from  a  Victorian  sofa.  From  a  great  gilt  valance 
above  it  hang  curtains  of  ice-blue  moire  fringed  with  glass 
balls.  Behind,  in  the  same  .shade,  the  walls  are  covered  with  a 
faintl)'  striped  pa])er.  A  portrait  of  the  young  (jueen  hangs 
al)ove  the  bed.  I'his  hapjjcns  to  be  one  of  many  ])ortraits  of 
Victoria  that  Miss  Hayes  has  collected.  To  the  right  of  the  bed 
is  an  unusual  ])edestal  taljle  in  the  design  of  a  bow  gilded  and 
carved  continuously  to  the  floor.  While  the  lower  walls  are 
covered  w-ith  the  faintly  striped  ice-blue  i)aper,  the  border 
above  is  a  Victorian  scroll  design  in  white. 

^^'hile  the  remaining  rooms  of  the  house  api)roach  our  own 
era  in  decoration,  these  Victorian  rooms  set  its  st_\'le;  they  are 
charming  mementoes  of  a  day  that  was  leisurely  in  its  dec- 
oration as  well  as  its  manners. 


SILVIA   SAUNDERS 


/\l,MOST  three  hundred  years  have 
elapsed  since  the  great  French  land- 
scape architect,  Andre  Le  Notre,  laid 
out  the  grounds  of  Hall  Barn  in 
Buckinghamshire,  just  forty  miles 
west  of  London — and  Hall  Barn 
today,  almost  completely  unchanged, 
proclaims  undeniably  the  genius  of  its 
celebrated  designer.  It  is  now  the 
estate  of  Col.  the  Hon.  E.  F.  Lawson 
and  Mrs.  Lawson. 

Beautiful  long  vistas  were  fashion- 
able in  the  17th  Century  French  gar- 
den, but  it  was  one  of  Le  Notre's 
maxims  that,  while  a  magnificent  view 
from  the  house  was,  of  course,  agree- 
able, this  view  should  never  reveal 
at  a  single  glance  the  garden  in  its 
entirety,  thereby  failing  to  awaken  any 
sense  of  mystery  or  create  any  desire 
to  e.xplore  further. 

So  at  Hall  Barn,  one  is  led  to  walk 
on  down  the  wi<le  grass  terrace,  since 


the  higli  Box  hedge  allows  us  from 
the  house  only  a  glimiise  of  a  great 
rectangular  artificial  lake,  and  only 
until  we  have  reached  the  far  end  of 
this  lake  do  we  notice  the  lovely  broad 
straight  avenues  cut  so  neatly  through 
a  magnificent  forest  of  Beech  trees 
and  Rhododendrons. 

The  attractive  French  fashion  of 
creating  a  beautiful  vista  within  the 
forest  by  terminating  these  avenues 
with  a  graceful  statue,  temple  or 
obelisk  contrasts  sharply  with  the 
traditional  English  manner  of  leaving 
a  forest  pretty  much  alone,  exceiJt  for 
perhaps  one  naturally  wild  and  wind- 
ing path  which  tries  its  best  to  be 
scarcely  there  at  all. 

The  two  early  ])rints  of  Hall  Barn 
shown  here  offer  an  interesting  com- 
parison with  photographs  of  the  same 
scenes  as  they  are  today.  The  sum-

M.ANV  little  islands  are  hard  to  reach  and  harder 
to  k'a\i'.  Once  \-ou  are  on  them,  there  \-ou  staw  You 
simply  must  adjust  yourself  to  the  limitations  set  on 
living.  This  sort  of  deliberate  insulation  against  out- 
side influences,  tliis  sinking  one's  self  and  one's  habits 
in  the  primitive  circumstances  of  i.slands,  is  a  form  of 
the  ])rotective  coloring  such  as  animals  assume.  Color- 
ing that  blends  in  with  the  scenerv  saves  manv  a  wild 
beast  frcjm  its  foes.  Island  insulation  saves  ])eople 
from  the  overwhelming  circumstances  of  their  every- 
day life.  We  can  hide  on  little  islands  and  take  time  out 
to  .'-ee  life  in  its  true  jiroportions. 

.Again,  even  the  mo.st  downtrodden  of  individuals, 
the  most  suppressed  and  domestically  or  commercially 
belittled,  as.sumes  nol)le  jiroportions  in  direct  ratio 
lo  the  limitations  of  his  surroundings.  Little  islands 
(an  make  luroes  of  us  all. 


'rhe\  liave  a  third  characteri.stic,  these  little  islands. 
Thev  awaken  a  .sense  of  adventure  and  romance.  One 
(omes  to  them  expectantly.  For  all  time  Robinson 
Crusoe  set  the  standard  of  surprise  when  he  found  the 
footprints  of  his  man  Friday.  We  never  know  what  w'e 
will  find  on  little  islands,  what  coves  and  strange  forma- 
tion; what  liirds,  what  other  human  beings  seeking  the 
same  ])rotective  coloring  from  the  ]iressure  of  modern 
life.  Even  if  for  the  time  being  we  are  obliged  to  live  a 
narrow,  circumscribed  existence,  illiberal  and  contract- 
efl,  what  is  this  to  compare  with  venturing  into  a  fresh 
world?  Perhaps  sometimes  it  is  wiser  deliberately  to 
become  insular.  To  find  roniiince  and  adventure  in  a 
limited  area,  splendidh'  isolated,  and  be  satisfied  with 
them    then'. 

Now  all  these  vagrant  thoughts  on  little  islands 
haw  been  caused  b\'  thinking  about  families  and  homes. 
Today  the  world  is  in  a  clash  between  internationalists 
and  nationalists,  between  those  who  think  of  life  in 
ttrm.s  of  Kintinents  and  those  who  think  of  it  in  terms 
of  isolated  islands.  We  have  also  had  preached  to  us — 
and  the  doctrine  is  an  estimable  one — the  necessity  of 
being  good  neighbors.  We  are  bidden  to  think  of  our 
country  and  our  home  as  one  little  piece  of  a  cosmic 
cut  up  |)U/./,le  which  must  fit  snugly  into  the  facets  of 
the  adjoining  pieces.  After  listening  to  protracted 
preaching  of  that  sort  of  starry-eyed  gospel  we  feel 
inclined  to  go  completely  nationalist,  to  bar  the  front 
door  and  jiroclaim  everyman's  house  to  be  his  castle. 
'I'o  go  insular  with  a  grim  \-engeance  and  let  the  rest 
of  the  world  struggle  along  as  best  it  can. 

A  J  KW  vears  ago  we  learned  that  rugged  in- 
dividualism was  a  thing  of  the  past.  Doubtless  we  .shall 
be  told  that  the  individuality  of  the  home  no  longer 
counts  for  much.  We  shall  learn  that  a  man's  house  is 
not  his  castle,  that  his  home  cannot  be  barred  and 
i.solated,  that  no  longer  can  he  insulate  it  against  in- 
jurious outside  influences,  that  no  longer  will  it  be  an 
i.sland  and  a  refuge. 

Still,  to  many  of  us,  this  evil  dream  is  far  beyond  the 
realm  of  realization.  Still  men  and  women  will  come  to 
their  homes  as  to  c|uiet  little  harbors,  safe  from  storm, 
will  find  in  them  a  lessening  of  bewilderment  and  the 
calm  of  peace,  will  realize  that  within  those  four  walls 
is  room  enough  for  any  and  all  to  become  heroes  and 
each  to  find,  after  his  own  manner,  all  the  adventure 
and   romance  he  is  capable  of  enj<)\ing.

All  my  life,  too,  I  had  heen  scaven,i;in,ti  wild  Hower 
seeds,  (oUedinf^  tluiii  in  I'jigland,  in  Canada  and  the 
.Middle  W'e-t,  the  h'.a^t  and  the  h'ar  West  and  at  way 
stations  in  that  period  of  my  life  wiieii  stops  were  made 
iietween  a  home  on  th<-  West  ("oast  and  a  S(  hool  in  the 
I'last.  'I'hese  seeds  were  tried  out  at  whatever  stopinn.ii 
phur  I  found  myself— often  without  a  very  s<|uare  deal 
for  till'  seeds. 

When  1  had  a  home  of  iny  own  in  the  Ka-4,  with  ])lenty 
of  grtiund,  -(rd  collectini;.  especially  in  California,  took 
on  a  nevv   imjiulse,  and  many  a  trial  was  made  on  that 


lon.n  eastward  looking  slope  whi.  h  dropi)ed  down  to  meet 
the  wild   woodland  tj;arden  helow. 

I  have  the  Kn.i^li.diwomanV  natural  i)a.ssion  for  ])lants 
and  had  shared  my  hnds  with  .some  of  my  countrymen 
overseas,  so  it  was'not  hard,  when  1  came  to  California 
to  live,  to  vield  to  the  damor  of  Kn.^lish  gardeners  for 
more  slrd  'from  the  We.-t  Coast.  So  it  was  that  a  hohby 
became  a  semi-commeri  ial  occupation  and  my  life  as  a 
collector  hetjan  in  earnest. 

Here  was  a  long,  hroad  State  for  a  playground;  it  con- 
tained deserts,  valleys,  much  coa.st  line  and  mountains 
14(100  feet  high.  Within  its  hounds  were  live  or  more 
different  climates  and  a,,  many  different  floras.  For  nine 
months  in  the  year  I  could  live  in  the  out-of-doors,  day 

and  night. 

At  hrst  I  took  .short  tri])s  with  much  unnecessary  mi- 
pc'dimenta  and  in  a  car.  Gradually  the  excess  dunnage 
was  eliminated  an<l  I  hegan  to  advance  upon  the  more 
out  of  the  wav  places.  'J-his  was  living;  play  and  work 
were  one  and  there  was  no  end  to  what  I  could  learn. 
.\fter  the  first  night  in  my  sleeping  bag  I  became  an  ad- 
dict, and  now  I  never  drive  away  from  home  without  it. 
H„w  do  1  know  when,  on  the  way  to  or  from  a  city,  I 
may  liave  the  chance  of  making  a  side  tri|.  to  a  moun- 
tain peak  or  a  desert.''

Reseue  work  must 
and  should  he  done  if  some  of  ("alifornia's  mo>t  ])reeious 
species — even  i^enera — are  to  sur\ive.  'J'here  ari'  times 
wlicn  I  am  tempted  to  regret  that  I  am  siding  with  Na- 
ture in  this  matter.  \\'hen  1  tliscover  a  small  stand  of  a 
rare  or  iliminishing  plant  it  takes  much  strengtii  of  will 
to  gi\e  haek  to  her  what  ardent  horticulturalists  across 
the  water  would  welcome  so  eagerly,  and  to  sow'  in  some 
suitahle  neighboring  location  the  seeds  of  this  vanishing 
treasure. 

1  soon  found  that  there  was  more  to  the  work  than  the 
actual  collecting.  In  order  to  he  projjerly  thorough  one 
should  also  be  a  trained  botanist  and  an  expert  photog- 
rapher as  well  as  a  gardener.  One  should  also  be  twins  (if 
not  i|i.iintupK'ts).  For  to  lie  at  home  for  onh-  a  few  da_\-s 
at  a  time  between  March  and  Novenil)er  has  its  unde- 
niable drawbacks.  One  twin  could  round  up  the  plants 
and  seeds  and  tlu-  other  stax-  at  home  and  try  them  out.

'I'he  Indians  agreed  to 
sell  I'enn  land  ])arallel  to  the  Delaware'  Riwr  for  "a  da\''s  jour- 
ne_\'"  from  Wrij^^htstovvn.  \\'hereu|)on  a  white  man  went  into 
special  training;  for  tlie  event,  and  wlien  the  "Indian  Walk"  took 
place  he  coviTi'd  nearh'  twice  the  estimated  distance,  leavini;  the 
e.xhausted   Indians  paTitini^  at  the  halfway  mark! 

Mr.  .Morgan's  house  took  an  ''Imlian  Walk"  of  its  own. 
Ar<  hitects  helic-ve  the  original  hcnise  to  liave  lieen  huilt  in  ahout 
172.^;  an  addition  was  made  in  l.SOO.  and  another  in  1S40  or 
18.^0.  The  additions  rc-ulted  in  a  simple  ri-ctangular  huilding, 
of  good  proportion,  liuilt  of  natix'e  stone,  and  conforming  in 
stvle  to  the  earliest  I'enn  huilding-  in  tlu'  I'hiladelphia  district. 
Al  right  i-  the  e\terior  of  the  lioii^e.  and,  ahove,  the  ^tnne  t'ireplace 
in  the  living  room,  with  its  unusual  niantel  of  moulded   wixid.

To  (|uote  from  Mr.  Frank 
Oowninshield's  foreword  to  the  translation  of  I'liyslolDi;)-  oj 
Taslr  li_y  Jean  A.  Brillat  Savarin,  "W'iu're  lies  the  hody  of  that 
mute  American  who  hrst  marrird  the  pork  to  the  liean.-'  Name 
if  vou  (an  the  early  citi/.en  of  lioston  who  sus])ectt'd  that  heiweeii 
(odfish  and  lirown  bread  there  raged  a  mysterious,  almost  illicit 
amour." 

A  trip  through  New  ]']ngland,  and  s(Joner  or  lati'r  one  is  sure 
toencounler  hroiled  lolister  wilh  johmi\-  takes,  Indian  ]iud(hng, 
a  lioiled  dinner,  haked  lieans,  (cdhsli  lialls,  Hoston  brown  bread, 
liroiied  si  rod,  h-h  i  howdt'r,  (lam  <  howder,  rt'd  llamiel  hash, 
api)le  pie,  fried  s(  allops  wilh  'I'arfar  sauie,  oyster  i)ie,  and  the 
ine\-itable  dam  bake.

Remove  and  keej),  separately,  tlu'  green  part  anil  the  red  (oral 
if  there  i^  aiiw  ihitter  the  meat  and  shells  with  soft  butt(.-r  and 


phuc  sliell  sidi'  up  on  a  buttered  grill.  I'lace  under  hot  grill  for 
tweh'e  minutes;  then  turn,  reduce  heat  slightl\-  and  cook  meat 
side  up  about  .seven  ininutes.  In  the  meantime  clarify  ^4  cup  of 
butter  by  melting  it  slowly,  pouring  off  the  clear  part  into  a 
.■~au(e  pan  arid  throwing  away  the  milky  part.  Add  the  juice  of 
1  lemon  and  salt  and  freshly  ground  ]iepper  to  the  butter,  also  a 
da>h  of  tabasco,  and  \\'orcestershire  and  the  coral  chopped  into 
little  i)ieces.  Place  lobsters  on  a  hot  platter,  garnish  with  lemon 
and  .serve  at  once  with  the  butter  sauce  which  you  have  heated 
.^lightl}-.  .\lso  serve  with  the  lobsters  tlie  following  johnny  cakes 
(  I  forgot  to  sa\-  that  the  green  ])art  \ou  haw  saved  is  j)Ut  back  in 
the  lobster  before  serx'illg.  )  : 

joii.x.w  I  .AKi.s  ink  SIX.  I'ut  2  tups  of  Rhode  Island  white 
cornmeal  in  a  pan  in  the  o\'en  to  heat  through,  but  don't  scorch 
it.  Remo\-(.'  from  (j\'en  and  stir  in  1  scant  teaspoon  of  salt  and 
enough  boiling  water  to  make  a  very  stiff  paste.  Then  add  a  lit- 
tle sweet  milk  and  l)eat  hard.  It  should  be  smooth  and  free  from 
lumps  but  not  at  all  li(|uid.  It  should  be  of  the  con.si.stency  to 
be  drop])ed  by  heaj)ing  spoonsful,  not  ])oured,  onto  a  hot  iron 
griddle  well  greased  with  beef  drip|)ings,  if  possible.  Bacon  fat 
will  do.  Cook  slowl}'  hfteen  minutes  on  each  side.  The  cakes 
should  be  about  3  inches  in  diameter  and  ■)j^  inch  thick.  Serve 
butter  and  jelly  with  these. 

n.AKKD  ixui.AN  fUODixr,  FOR  SIX.  Scalil  1  quart  of  milk  and 
add  2  level  tablespoons  of  butter;  stir  until  melted.  Sift  together

erate oven  to  hake  slowl)'  for  four  hours.  At  the  end  of  eacii  liour 
of  baking  [jour  over  the  surface  of  tlie  pudding  y,  cup  of  cold 
milk  hut  do  not  stir,  adding  in  all  1,'  <  cups  of  milk.  Serve  hot 
with  thick  cream  in  which  you  have  put  at  the  last  minute  2 
tahles])Oons  of  maple  sugar  liroken  or  grated  into  little  lumps. 

BOILED  DINNER  EOR  SIX.  Soak  for  one  hour  in  cold  water  5 
pounds  of  properly  cured  brisket  of  corned  heef.  Drain,  cover 
witii  fresh  cold  water,  l)ring  hri.skly  to  a  hoil,  skim  carefully, 
reduce  iieat,  and  simmer  gently  for  about  four  hours.  In  the 
meantime  j)eel  ()  carrots,  (>  j)arsni])S,  0  little  white  turnips  and 
6  potatoes.  Quarter  1  small  white  cabbage  and  remove  the  core. 
Scald  V:  ])Ound  of  salt  ]iork.  Put  the  p;>rk  in  a  large  ])ot  and 
cover  with  plenty  of  cold  water.  Bring  to  a  Ijoil  and  simmer  verv 
gently.  One  liour  before  the  dinner  is  to  be  served  add  the  car- 
rots, parsnips,  and  turnips  to  the  pork  and  cook  until  tender. 
Twenty  minutes  before  dinner  add  the  cabbage  to  the  pork  and 
vegetables,  and  ])ut  the  ])otatoes  on  to  l)()il  sei)aratelv.  Add  a 
little  of  the  corned  beef  water  to  the  vegetables  if  they  look  as  if 
the\'  need  more  water. 

In  the  meantime  you  will  have  jjrepared  the  dessert,  which  is 
to  be  a  boiled  apple  pudding  cooked  in  the  corned  beef  water 
while  the  dinner  is  being  eaten.  Butter  and  flour  copious!}'  a 
I)udding  cloth.  I'eel  and  slice  0  tart  apples.  Sprinkle  them  copi- 
ously with  granulated  sugar,  cinnamon  and  a  j)inch  of  mace. 
Make  a  j)aste  by  sifting  together  1  cups  of  ])astr}'  flour  with  1 
teaspoon  of  cream  of  Tartar,  'j  teaspoon  of  soda  and  J  2  tea- 
spoon of  salt.  Work  into  tiiis  2  tablespoons  of  butter  and  moisten 
with  cold  milk.  Roll  out  to  al)out  ,' s  i''"-''''  thickness.  Spread  the 
jjudding  cloth  out  flat  on  a  table,  lay  the  dough  out  on  it  in  the 
center,  pile  tlie  ajiples  in  the  (enter,  trim  the  dough  into  an  even 


stiuare,  gather  the  four  corners  to  meet  in  the  center,  jjinch  the 
edges  together,  gather  the  four  corners  of  the  pudding  cloth  to- 
gether and  tie  .securely.  Be  sure  t(j  leave  plenty  of  room  for  the 
])udding  to  swell. 

Fifteen  minutes  Ijefore  serving  the  dinner  add  V;  cup  of  sugar 
to  the  corned  beef.  When  ready  to  serve  |)lace  the  meat  on  a  hot 
])latter  and  i)ut  tiie  pudding  immediatel}'  into  the  boiling  corned 
beef  water;  cover  tightly  and  don't  remove  the  cover  for  forty 
minutes.  Garnish  the  meat  platter  with  cabbage,  potatoes,  car- 
rots, turni])s  and  parsni])s  and  rub  a  little  butter  over  the  Ijeef. 
Serve  at  once  with  a  pot  of  mustard.  \\'hen  the  i)udding  is  done, 
turn  it  out  carefull}-  and  serve  with  it  eitiier  hard  sauce  made 
in  the  usual  way  or  a  pitcher  of  cream  and  a  bowl  of  powdered 
sugar  mi.xed  with  a  little  cinnamon.

Drain  the 
beans  and  put  them  in  the  pot.  ^lix  together  ^'4  cup  of  maple 
syrup,  3  tablespoons  of  granulated  sugar,  2  teasjioons  of  <lr}- 
mustard,  1  level  teaspoon  of  salt  and  1  cup  of  boiling  water. 
Bury  the  second  piece  of  pork,  leaving  just  the  rind  exposed,  and 
|)our  the  mixture  over  all.  Pour  enough  boiling  water  over  all 
just  to  cover  the  beans.  Cover  the  pot  and  bake  slowly  for  eight 
hours,  adding  more  boiling  water  if  necessary.  Look  at  them 
once  in  a  while,  and  half  an  hour  before  they  are  cooked,  re- 
move the  cover  and  let  them  brown.

stone  gutter  on  the  roof.  With  luek,  this  hole  is  dui^  in  the 
soft,  iJerniuda  stone,  wiiieh  is  partlv  coral  dust  and  ]iartly 
sand,  pressed  down  to  a  i onsi.^'.ency  easil}'  cut  with  an 
ordinary  saw  or  trimmed  with  a  dull  hatchet.  In  the  old 
da\s  tlie\  used  the  stone  from  tlu'  foundation  hoU'  U)V 
huilding  stoni's,  wliic  h  in  I5i,'rmu(la  are  cut  in  neat  lilocks.

li  \our  water  sujiply  is  not  to  come  from  a  tank  under 
the  bouse  it  will  lie  sup|)lied  from  a  cistern  with  a  c\lin- 
dricai  top  located  near  the  house  and  built  half  below 
the  ^urhuc  of  the  ground  and  half  above.  'I'he  t^oldfish

.\s  soon  a.>  the  louiid.ition  is  in,  the  fun  begins.  The 
mason  lays  out  the  (  omplete  |)lan  of  tlie  house  in  bis  neat 
white  laiildini^  stone,  all  cut  exactly  to  measure.  In  a  fi'w 
days  time  _\ou  are  able  to  see  e.xacth'  how  big  ever\-  room 
will  be.  .\l  this  stage  it  is  likt'  having  a  full  size  archi- 
tect's plan  all  put  out  on  the  ground  for  xou  to  inspect 
and  walk  around  in.  The  wall  goes  up  all  around  at  the 
same  time,  course  by  course. 

Xe.xt  come  the  lloor  joists  of  pitch  ])ine — never  resting 
directly  on  the  masonr_\-,  but  on  Bermuda  cedar  strips  to 
pre\cnt  rot.  'I'his  pitch  ])ine  comes  from  I'lorida  and  you 
are  a] it  to  see  it  luiloaded  in  Hamilton  fi'om  a  weather- 
beaten  tramp  schooner  u])  alongside  of  Front  Street. 

Door  and  window  frame  are  made  of  very  heavy  stock 
in  Bermuda  (all  sills  are  cedar)  but  the  actual  sashes 
and  doors  are  imported  from  the  I'nited  States  from  com- 
panies that  have  been  suppl}'ing  Bermuda  for  over  a 
generation.  The  exterior  door  and  window  frame,-^  arc  set 
in  ])lace  and  the  walls  are  built  up  aroLUid  them.  .All  win- 
dows and  doors  liaw  a  concrete  lintel  over  their  head, 
which  often  carries  right  around  the  hou.se.  Even  the 
thinnest  si.x-inch  partition  walls  are  made  of  stone  on 
the  first  floor. 

Wood  framing  in  Bermuda  is  rir>t  cciusin  to  ship  join- 
ery. 'I'he  carpenters  discuss  endlessly  ties  and  braces  and 
knees  as  if  the  hou^c'  were  to  breast  the  high  .seas  in.stead 
of  merely  the  high  winds.  It  is  (Covtinurd  on  pii[;c  09) 
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Drii.Dlxo  a  liousc  in  Ktrmuda  is 
a  whole  new  expericntc  in  archi- 
tecture. P'or  one  thing,  the  celhir 
isn't  a  cellar,  hut  a  water  tank 
with  goldfish  in  it;  for  another, 
the  house  will  have  a  heavy  stone 
rot)f :  and  for  a  third,  the  walls 
are  built  of  rock  blocks  which 
are  cut  out  with  a  saw.  Finally, 
the  men  who  do  the  building 
may  look  like  jiirates  but  they 
are  really  the  essence  of  courtesy

House  construction  in  Bermuda 
is  very  largely  hand  rather  than 
machine  work,  and  as  such 
places  strong  emphasis  on  the 
human  element.  Generally  .speak- 
ing, the  workmen  are  good — 
some  of  them  outstandingly  so; 
they  come  in  all  shades  from 
ivory  to  ebony,  including  a  nice 
reddish-brown.  The  cost  of 
building,  when  figured  on  the 
basis  of  house  cubage,  is  ap- 
proximately the  same  as  it  would 
be  in  the   region   of  New   York

'I'his  impression  in  the  public 
mind  prohahl)'  develo])ed  from  the  connota- 
tion of  the  two  words,  "wneer"  and  "solid". 
Other  than  in  furniture  we  use  the  word 
\eneer  t(j  mean  an  artificial  or  llimsy  co\-- 
iTing,  as,  "Inherent  ( rudities  in  Miss  Dex- 
pointi-r's  nature  would  occasionally  hreak 
thi-ough  her  culturi'd  veneer".  We  often 
(oml)int'  "x'ent'er"  with  "oiih",  as,  "oidy  a 
Ncneei'".  On  the  other  hand  the  word  "solid" 
implies  something  most  substantial  and 
Well  built.  Tlu'refore  the  interior  dei  ora- 
tor or  salesman  must  almost  in\'ariabl\  gi\'c 
a  K'(ture  on  furniture  ((instruction  to  ox'er- 
(ome  the  (  bent's  natiual  i)rciudi(c  against 
N'eneers;  for  most  of  the  good  furniture  on 
the  mark(.'t  today  is  N'eneered. 

\'cneering,  liowe\'er,  is  not  a  new  prac- 
tise. The  I\g\ptians  occasionalK-  X'eneered 
their  fm'niture  and  \-eneere(l  |iie(c>  were 
found  still  inta(t  in  King  'lilt's  tomb, 
Contrar\'  to  the  general  imi)ression  .-^ome 
of  the  finest  examples  of  tlu'  art  of  the 
("hip])eiidales  and  their  contemporaries  ex- 
tant today  are  veneiTed.  'I'hese  old  crafts- 
men Used  wneer  jjrimarily  for  the  sake  of 
beauty.  Wood  with  lo\'e]\-  interesting  swirls 
and  markings  in  the  grain  could  be  ap|ilied 
as  decorative  ])aneks,  when  the  very  irreg- 
ularit}-  that  made  them  beautiful  made 
them  also  un>uitable  to  be  used  solidly  in 
the  constru(  tion  of  the  piece. 

Today  we  likewise  use  veneer  for  its 
de( orative  effect.  Many  of  the  coi)ies  of  the 
Eighteenth  Century  French  and  P^inglish 
pieces  have  charming  tops  or  ]ianels  of 
(  rotdi  or  butt  mahogaii}',  burl  or  laitt  wal- 
nut. It  is  interesting  to  note  in  |)as.-ing  how 
these  pleasing  \-ariations  in  the  flow  of 
the  grain  are  produd'd.  Some  (le\-eloped 
naturall}-:  butt  walnut,  for  instance,  is 
formed    at    the    point    the    roots    lea\'e    the 


trunk,  ami  (rotdi  mah."gan\  where  a  limb 
branches  oft'.  Other  grain  distortions  are 
(  aused  b\'  disease.  Burl  walnut,  for  exam- 
ple, comes  from  a  burl,  or  large  wart-like 
jirotuberance.  Again  adx'antage  ma}'  be 
taken  of  a  deformity  caused  b_\'  some  ob- 
struction to  natural  growth,  such  as  ;i 
barbed  wire  fence,  an  (werhanging  ledge, 
or  a  windfall.  Sedions  of  a  log  with  varia- 
tions from  the  straight  growth  of  the  grain 
(duld  not  be  used  for  structural  jiurposes 
but  are  very  N'aluable  for  veneer  because  of 
their  unusual   beauty. 

.Modern  furniture  in  particular  derives 
a  great  deal  of  its  appeal  from  the  richness 
of  the  material  of  whii  h  it  is  ((instructed. 
\'eneer  has  made  it  possible  to  employ  rare 
and  costh'  woods,  many  of  which  have  to  be 
imported  from  foreign  lands,  .\mbo\na,  a 
mottled  and  ( urled  grain  var\ing  from 
oi'ange  to  (hestiuit  brown,  comes  from  the 
Spice  Islands;  king-wood,  from  Hra/il, 
(ailed  also  \-iolet-wood  is  beautifully 
streaked  with  purplish  tints.  Snake-wood  or 
letter-wood,  from  Guiana,  has  black  spots 
like  a  snake  or,  as  .>ome  take  it,  like  letters 
or  hierogl\-phi(  s.  I'sed  in  both  Georgian 
and  modern  furniture  is  ('ar|)athian  elm, 
whose  grain  is  ( haracteri/,ed  b\-  its  small  in- 
terlaced rings.  Ebony  is  not  only  the  fa- 
miliar black,  but  sometimes  red  or  green. 
It  comes  from  Cexlon,  ^Madagascar,  or 
Ma(assar  on  the  island  of  Gelebes  south 
of  the  I'iiilippines.  Zebra  wood  from  South 
.America  is  stri|ied  black  and  brown  on  a 
\\hite  ground.  Then  s\-camorc,  elm  and 
white  holl\-  from  luigland  are  popular.  Also 
in  vogue  are  Brazilian  walnut,  |)almwood, 
jialisander,  and  bamboo,  thuja,  tulip  and 
lemon  woods,  and  many  kinds  of  ro.sewood. 

These  exotic  trees  afford  a  wide  range 
of  unusual  color  and  t(.'Xture.  But  the  mod- 
ern craftsman  pursues  the  unu.sual  still 
further.  He  now  obtains  other  beautiful 
efl\'(ts  1>\  the  use  of  dyes  as  distinguished 
from  surface  stains.  .At  one  time  lumliermen 
emplo}'e(l  by  furniture  manufacturers  gave 
living  Irt'es  a  ch'e  {Coul iiiiicd  on  p'li^c  (>'))

JNoT  much  is  kiKTwn  of  the  Hfc 
of  lli-ori^c  Hrookshaw,  who 
(hx-w  House  &  Gar(Jcn's  third 
reproduction  of  famous  flower 
and  fruit  jirints.  His  work, 
however,  is  well  known.  In 
1806  appeared  the  thirty  num- 
bers of  "Pomona  Britannica", 
a  folio  of  English  fruits.  The 
year  after  he  died,  1823,  was 
pubHshed  "The  Horticultural 
Repository",  another  study  of 
fruits  from  his  pen  and  etch- 
ing needle.  Between  these 
dates,  in  1818,  he  brought  out 
"A  New  Treatise  on  Flower 
Painting;  or  Every  Lady  Her 
Own  Drawing  ISIaster".  The 
next  year  he  undertook 
"Groui>s  of  Flowers,  Drawn 
and  .\ccurately  Coloured  After 
Nature,  with  Full  Directions 
for  the  Young  .\rtist,  six  large 
colour  ])lales,  with  ]ilain  plates 
for  colouring". 
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CoxxKCTici'T,  in  addition  to  being  a  state  of  thrifty  habit?,  is  also  a 
region  that  can  boast  a  great  quantity  of  classical  architecture.  Con- 
se(|uently  when  Roljert  C.  Carr  set  aliout  designing  this  Connecticut  house 
lor  House  &  Garden,  his  precedents  lay  ready  to  hand. 

One  feature  found  in  many  of  the  oUl  houses  is  the  indented  arch,  which 
makes  a  j)anel  in  which  are  set  doors  and  windows.  It  is  used  here  on  both 
the  front  and  the  back,  the  latter  arches  framing  three  French  doors  and 
leacb'ng  to  the  garden  terrace. 

.Vnotlier  detail  is  the  gentle  pitch  of  the  Greek  Re\'ival  roof  and  the  pedi- 
ment it  forms  with  tlu'  cornice.  Below  this,  running  continuously-  arountl 
the  house,  is  a  broatl  flat  band.  Still  another  local  feature  is  the  front  and 
back  .^tucco  finish  and  clapboards  used  only  on  the  side  walls. 
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designed  for  House  &  Garden  by  Robert  C.  Carr 

A s:\rALL  house,  designed  for  a  country  site  or  the  suluirlis,  tliis  supplies 
a  two-car  garage,  with  maid's  room,  kitchen  and  pantry  all  in  a  wing 
under  a  long  side  roof.  The  front  hall  gives  easy  access  to  the  living  room 
and  beyond  that  the  dining  room.  For  the  man  of  the  house  there  is  reserved 
a  bookroom  directly  at  the  end  of  the  hall  and  opening  at  the  farther  end 
onto  the  terrace.  The  lord  and  master  of  this  establishment  can  come  and 
go  with  the  least  domestic  interference.  Upstairs  are  three  bedrooms,  two 
with  connecting  baths  and  the  third  served  by  a  bath  in  the  upper  hall. 

The  rear  terrace  is  a  pleasant  feature.  From  it  one  steps  down  to  the 
garden  or  into  the  garage. 

Of  course,  if  this  house  is  to  follow  Connecticut  precedent,  it  will  be 
painted  white  with  bottle  green  blinds.

The  various  forms  of  Italian  well-heads,  employing  a  base  or 
curb  of  cast  stone  and  a  superstructure  of  wrought  iron,  are  adapt- 
able to  many  different  types  of  gardens.  The  one  at  the  left,  from 
the  Howard  Studios,  is  a  replica  of  an  original  in  Padua.  Its 
relative  simplicity  commends  it  to  any  garden  of  moderate  size

A    modern    argument   for   the    old    oaken    bucket 
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THE  story  of  well-heads  is  an  odd  blend  of  mankind's  love  of      _  rtlR^RY    ^* 

ornamentation  and  dependence  ujKjn  one  of  the  ])rime  essen-  'J*^'-'''-'    •-  / 

tials  of  life.  From  ver\'  early  days  the}'  have  served  not  merely,^  ''"rfintfain*' 
as  protected  and  m<jre  or  less  controlled  sources  of  water,  but 
also  in  many  cases  as  consciously  decorative  garden  elements. 
Even  today,  in  the  face  of  all  the  improvements  of  our  modern 
age,  they  remain  valued  features  of  countless  country  homes. 
Without  being  unduly  sentimental  about  either  the  utility  or  the 
ornamental  importance  of  the  old  oaken  bucket,  and  the  water 
it  carried,  one  can  safely  state  that  well-heads  are  still  just  as 
much  to  be  desired  as  ever. 

^^'ell-heads  as  a  rule  should  be  in  accord  with  the  architec- 
tural spirit  of  the  hou.ses  with  which  they  are  associated — or, 
at  least,  with  the  character  of  the  gardens  in  which  they  are 
often  used.  Thus,  for  the  home  of  Old  World  jjrecedent,  there 
are  the  many  iron-work   designs  of   Italy   and   Spain. 


The  American  Colonial  hou.se  in  its  many  variations  can 
utilize  one  of  the  numerous  indigenous  styles,  of  which  three  are 
shown  on  this  page.  In  each  instance,  it  is  well  to  keep  the  area 
immediately  around  the  well  quite  clear  of  encumbering  plant- 
ing, for  the  sake  of  practical  convenience  no  less  than  for  the 
appearance  of  the  feature  itself.  Such  plants  as  are  used  had 
better  be  confmed  to  background  effects,  with  the  exception  of 
such  crevice  species — Sedums,  dwarf  Veronicas  and  the  like — ■ 
which  may  be  used  to  touch  up  the  base  or  platform  paving.  Li- 
lacs, dwarf  fruit  trees — in  fact,  almost  any  of  the  flowering 
woody  plants — are  suitable  for  the  background.  So,  also,  are  the 
taller  perennials  like  Delphinium  and  Mallow,  or  the  al\va\s 
useful  l)iennial  Hollyhocks. 

Essentially,  well-heads  consist  of  three  ])arts:  the  curli  or 
built-u])  Ijase,  whose  main  jjurjiose  is  to  jirevent  all  foreign  sub- 
stances from  falling  into  the  water;  the  su])erstructure,  or  over- 
head support  for  the  hoisting  apparatus;  and  the  actual  water- 
lifting  assembly  of  bucket,  rope,  or  endless  chain  (as  in  the 
Ijoxed-in  wheel  t}pe  in  the  lower  left  corner  of  this  page).  Some 
variation  of  the  pulley-wheel  jirincijile  is  used  in  the  great 
majority  of  the  hoisting  devices,  but  perhaps  more  picturestjue, 
especially  on  large  grounds,  is  the  old-fashioned  well  sweej) 
whose  counter-balancing  pole  is  in  itself  heavy  enough  to  lift  a 
full  bucket  jiractically  to  the  rim  of  the  curb. 

Whatever  be  the  style  selected,  though,  let  it  be  in  harmony 
with  the  spirit  of  its  surroundings.  Only  thus  can  \ou  know  the 
well-head  at  its  Ijest. 
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o  MODERNIZE  her  residence  at 
Concord,  N.H.,  Mrs.  Richard  L.  Thomp- 
son asked  her  architects,  Henry  Otis  Chap- 
man and  Harold  W.  Beder,  to  (1 )  improve 
its  appearance,  (2)  improve  its  service  fa- 
cilities and  (3)  add  a  living  room,  Ijedroom, 
dressing  room  and  hath.  Taking  the  steps  in 
order,  the  architects  first  removed  the  so- 
called  "Dutch  Colonial"  cornices  and  ef- 
fects, added  brackets  and  a  molding  under 
the  main  cornice  and  covered  the  roof  with 
new  slate.  Single  windows  were  substituted 
for  the  mullioned  ones  and  a  new  I'ntrance 
doorway  was  also  jirovided  for. 

In  the  second  place,  the  dining  room  was 
enlarged  and  a  new  pantry  and  kitchen 
made  from  the  old  entry,  stair  hall  and 
part  of  the  garage.  Increasing  the  size  of  the 
old  garage  made  it  wide  enough,  and  long 
enough,  for  two  cars.  A  new  wing  built  on 
the  house,  which  was  the  third  step,  ])ro- 
vided  the  new  living  room,  bedroom,  dress- 
ing room  and  bath.  To  secure  access  to  the 
new  living  room  it  was  necessary  to  move 
the  stair  back  and  carry  a  second  stur\-  hall 
through  the  middle  of  tiie  house  and 
through  the  old  chimne\-  in  ovdw  not  to  sac- 
rifice a  bedroom.  Access  on  tli,'  lirsl  floor 
was  easily  obtained  through  tiie  frnnt  por- 
tion of  the  old  living  room,  the  remaining 
portion  becoming  the  new  librar\-.

Your  IV'tunias  should  be  plant- 
ed about  eight  inches  apart.  With 
the  exeeplion  of  the  Diener's  Pet- 
unias, ni|i  the  tops  off  when  the 
])lants  are  aliout  four  inches  hii^h. 
There  is  no  way  of  telling  ahead 
of  time  what  color  tJie  Petunias 
which  have  re-seeded  themselves 
are  going  to  be.  Generally  speak- 
ing there  is  not  much  difference 
between  the  hardiness  of  green- 
house and  garden  Snaijdragons. 

Sun  Room 

Can  you  suggest  colors  and 
type  of  furniture  to  be  tised  in  a 
sun  room?  The  floor  is  red  tile. 
The  room  is  14'  x  S',  :i'i7/;  win- 
dows on-  three  sides.  As  we  do 
not  own  our  house,  wc  leish  to  be 
practical  in  selecting  the  furni- 
ture, so  that  wc  can  use  it  later 
on  terrace  or  porch.

Since  you  plan  to  use  the  fur- 
niture for  a  terrace  later,  it  may 
be  more  practical  for  you  to  get 
painted  iron  furniture  instead  of 
reed  or  rattan.  You  could  have 
the  furniture  painted  white  and 
use  tile  colored  cushions  to  match 
the  floor.  Very  pale  yellow  walls 
will  make  a  good  background. 
The  window  curtains  could  be  of 
linen  or  cotton  with  a  pattern 
which  contains  the  yellow  of  the 
walls,  red  of  the  tiles,  green  and 
white.  Touches  of  bright,  dee]) 
green  such  as  pots  of  Ivy  woukl 
look  very  well. 

In    buying   your   furniture,    tell 


the  salesman  that  you  plan  to  use 
it  outdoors  later,  and  perhaiis 
you  may  iie  able  to  find  some- 
thing suitable  in  a  weather-re- 
sistant rattan  with  waterijroof 
cushions.  The  same  color  scheme 
could  be  ke])t.  However,  if  you 
are  at  all  skeptical,  it  would  be 
advisable  to  choose  an  attractive 
design  in  iiainted  iron. 

Oak  Floor  Finish 

Will  you  phase  tell  me  the  cor- 
rect -I'ay  to  finish  an  oak  fioor.' 
In  this  part  oj  the  eounlry  they 
are  all  finislietl  naturally:  no  stain 
is  tised  and  the  floors  are  a  very 
light  tan.  Thev  are  sanded,  then 
a  filler  is  use,!,  followed  by  t-.eo 
or  more  coals  of  clear  z'arinsh 
and  then  wax.  In  most  cases  the 
jli'ois  are  as  light  as  the  :ealls. 
(J.  L.  C.  Rogers.  Ark. 

'Jhe  finish  which  you  describe 
is  widely  used;  the  e.xact  tone  is 
a  matter  of  taste,  but  it  should 
never  be  so  dark  as  to  obscure 
the  grain  of  the  wood.  A  stain 
made  up  of  oil  color  may,  if  de- 
sired, be  added  to  the  filler  or 
applied  after  the   filler. 

A  very  durable  finish  which 
darkens  considerably  the  natural 
color  of  the  wood  is  obtained  with 
oil.  Use  three  jiarts  of  pure  boiled 
linseed  oil  to  one  jiart  of  turpen- 
tine. .\i)ply  with  a  strong  stiff 
brush;  ruli  well  into  the  wood: 
slir  frequently  while  using.  Clean 
off  all  surplus  oil.  Oiled  floors 
should  be  wi|ied  with  an  oiled  rag. 

Ground  Cover 

Will  you   please   tell    me   what 

types  of  low  ground  covering  will 

grow    in    wet    clay    soil    in    deep 

shade?  No  grass  will  grow  there.

.Since  you  have  such  difficult 
conditions  to  contend  with,  in 
planting  in  a  deeply  shaded,  wet 
section,  we  woukl  sug.gest  that 
you  try  ^lyrtle  {Vinca  minor). 
You  can  get  this  from  any 
nurseryman  and  it  will  make  an 
attractive  and  hardy  ground  cov- 
ering if  the  conditions  are  not 
too  adverse  for  it. 


Soot  in  the  Patio 

Can  you  give  me  information 
about  a  dezice  to  absorb  soot.' 
We  have  a  patio  in  our  house 
which  is  tiseless  because  of  the 
soot  from  the  chimney  above  it. 
]\'c  burn,  oil  in  our  furnace  and 
also  in  our  cooking  stove,  both 
flues  of  which  are  in  the  chimney. 
If  you  liavc  any  suggestions  about 
raising  the  height  of  it.  or  about 
anytliing  which  would  help,  we 
woidd  greatly  appreciate  it.

In  burning  oil  you  are  bound 
to  get  sooty  deposits  in  the  chim- 
ney which  will  eventually  blow 
out,  and  the  best  thing  we  can 
advise  is  to  have  the  chimney 
cleaned  ])eriodically.  If  you  have 
it  cleaned  out  two  or  three  times 
a  year,  I  believe  you  will  find 
that  this  will  eliminate  your 
trouble. 

The  dealer  from  whom  the  oil 
burning  eciuipment  was  pur- 
chased should  be  able  to  recom- 
mend some  one  to  clean  the  chim- 
ney  for   you. 

New  Ceiling  Beams 

My  problem  is  a  living  room 
ceiling  which  is  now  wall-board- 
ed. There  is  a  definite  sag  to  the 
ceiling  anil  as  the  house  is  rather 
old  ( 1S~0)  and  the  bathroom  di- 
rectly above  the  living  room,  I 
would  like  sonie  way  of  repair- 
ing the  floor  above  before  I  put 
in  a  new  ceiling.  I  think  I  need 
ne-.v  beams,  but  I  do  not  kiun,' 
just  how  to  go  about  it.

In  reference  to  the  sagging 
floor  beams  over  your  living  room, 
it  is  obvious  that  on  account  of 
the  weight  of  the  bathroom  and 
also  probably  because  the  beams 
were  cut  and  reduced  in  size  for 
the  installation  of  plumbing 
pipes,  the  floor  beams  need  to  be 
reinforced.  The  proper  thing  to 
do  is  to  remove  the  ceiling  ma- 
terial and  strengthen  the  beams. 
This  is  work  that  can  be  done 
by  any  good  carpenter  or  builder, 
and  there  is  little  chance  to  be 
wrongly   advised    or   overcharged. 


Anthurium  Crys+allinum 

Can  you  tell  me  somithing 
about  the  requirements  anil  meth- 
od of  propagation  of  .Inthurium 
crystallinum  ?

It  needs  a  warm,  hundd  at- 
mosphere. Ke])otting  is  necessary 
every  two  or  three  years.  The  soil 
used  should  be  a  mi.xture  of  fi- 
brous loam.  Orchid  |)eat,  sphag- 
num moss,  broken  charcoal  and 
sand.  This  plant  has  a  tendency 
to  rise  up  out  of  the  i)ot.  When 
this  occurs,  the  stem  should  be 
mounded  with  the  above  soil  mix- 
ture to  keep  the  roots  covered. 

.\s  to  propagation,  this  is  done 
liy  suckers  or  cuttings  of  the  thick 
root,  which  are  taken  in  January 
and  set  in  small  pots  filled  with  a 
filirous  peaty  soil  such  as  you 
used  before.  Place  the  cuttings 
in  a  glass-enclosed  box  with  a 
temperature  of  75  to  81)  degrees 
Fahrenheit.  This  jjlant  can  also 
be  projiagated  by  seeds  sown 
in  chojiped  moss  and  iibre. 
They  should  be  kept  very  humid 
in  a  glass  case  or  under  inverted 
jars. 

Your  greenhouse  conditions 
will  have  to  be  well  regul.itrd  in 
order  to  grow  these  |>lams  as  their 
propagation  will  not  be  easy. 

Aluminum  Priming 

/  a)ii  gidng  to  repaint  my  house 
in  the  .Spring  ami  -..•oulil  like  a 
little  ailviee. 

The  house  is  peeling,  so  I  am 
having  all  the  paini  removed  anil 
am  wondering  what  your  opinion 
would  be  on  using  an  aluminum 
paint  for  the  priming  coat.  I  wish 
to  have  the  house  wliite  :ehen 
finished.  Ho'e  many  coats  of  paint 
will  be  required  after  the  priming 
coat  of  aluminum    is   used.'

The  aluminum  paint  which 
you  i)lan  to  use  fm-  a  priming 
coat  will  be  perfectly  satisfactory. 
.\  white  lead  or  zinc  white  prim- 
ing coat  would  also  be  satisfactory. 

It  would  be  best  to  use  two 
finish  dials  on  top  of  the  [iriming 
coal  of  aluminum. 
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The  garden  gate,  symbol  of  ap- 
proach, should  embody  certain  definite  principles  of 
design.  Always  it  should  invite,  never  repel.  Its  prov- 
ince is  to  protect  and  partially  conceal  what  lies 
beyond — often  to  create  a  certain  sense  of  mystery, 
revealing  just  enough  to  make  one  wish  to  enter  and 
discover  the  entire  picture.  Upon  such  bases  its  va- 
riations    may     be     charming     and     all     but     endless 
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These  five  original  doorways  from 
houses  In  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  dafe  from  the 
late  18th  Century  through  the  early  part  of  the  19th.

Mu(h 
material  has  heen  |i|-e|  lai'ed  on  thi.-  sulijeet  for  the  husiness 
man,  Usuall\'  relating;  to  engineering  and  cost,  liut  I  liave  seen 
little  (jr  nothiiiL^  written  for  the  housewife  telliuLj  her  of  its 
ad\'antaL,'es.  '|'|k'  home  is  her  dominion,  the  phuc  where  she 
spends  most  of  her  lime,  and  she  is  olili^ed  to  run  it  (()mf(jrt- 
ahly,  eflu  iently,  and  economic  all\  ;  therefore  I  feel  she  has  a 
riLjht  to  he  inlormed  of  these  new  inno\-ations. 

l'"irst  of  all  we  need  a  defniition.  'l"o  jiut  it  into  simple  words, 
one  woidd  sa}'  that  air  ( onditioninL;  does  foLU"  things;  it  Jieats 
and  luuiiidil'ies  the  air  in  Winter,  cools  and  tiehumidifies  it  in 
Summer,  and  circulates  and  hlters  it  the  }'ear  around. 

Hefore  the  new  s\stem  was  installed  in  cnu-  home,  we  thou.i^ht 
that  we  had  reac  hed  the  acme  of  [jcrfection  in  comfort  for  all 
time.  We  had  a  simple  Colonial  house  situated  on  the  crest  of 
a  hill,  overlooking  a  river  in  eastern  New  York,  where  we  were 
suljjecl  to  c:old  waves  which,  at  times,  depressed  the  mercury 
to  25  below  zero,  anfl  heat  waves  which  lifted  it  juhilantly  to 
104.  We  were  protected  as  well  as  ])os.-ilile  from  Winter  winds 
hy  .-torm  doors,  and  the  last  word  in  lu.xury,  an  oil  furnace 
Never  until  receiith'  dicl  we  dream  that  an\  thing  coulcl  lie  done 
ahout  the   Summer  heat. 


I  hen  we  |)repared  to  air  condition.  Since  we  had  steam 
heat  we  realized  that  some  planter  would  have  to  he  remo\'ed 
in  each  room  in  order  to  make  wa\'  for  the  ducts  which  were 
to  carr}'  the  air  from  the  conditioner  to  the  second  floor.  You 
can  imagine  the  liousewife's  reaction  at  the  tliought  of  this. 
.\s  I  look  back  on  it  now,  it  seems  to  have  been  another  case  of 
"Much  ado  about  notiiing''.  A  ver\'  small  portion  of  wall  was 
icmoved  and  c]uickly  repairec:].  Next  came  the  insulation  of 
the  attic  to  reduce  heat  transfer  through  the  roof.  Awnings 
were  purchased  for  the  sun-porch  to  eliminate  the  radiant  heat 
from  the  sini  through  the  windows.  'I'hese  additions  were  in 
themseh'es  an  improxenient ;  I  don't  know  why  we  had  not 
thought  of  them  before. 

.Most  of  the  real  work  went  on  in  the  basement  out  of  my 
sight,  thank  gocjdness.  I  he  conditioner  and  compressor  for 
tooling  were  brought  in  and  installed  without  confusion.  I 
did,  however,  see  a  large  e.xhaust  fan  which  I  learned  was  the 
attic  ventilator  on  its  way  to  the  upper  regions.  The  ])ur]jose 
of  this,  I  found,  was  to  keep  the  outside  air  circulating  through 
the  attic  in  Summer,  thus  reducing  the  temijcrature  in  that 
region  and  thereby  the  lead  on  the  cooling  unit. 

While  all  these  preparations  were  going  on  I  had  a])])rehen- 
sions.  Would  the  noise  from  the  air  forced  through  the  ducts 
.sound  like  a  continual  wind-storm?  Wouldn't  it  be  dreadful 
not  to  be  able  to  open  the  windows?  I  loathe  sleeping  in  a 
clo.sed  room.  \\  ould  it  take  an  engineer  to  keep  things  running 
pro])erlv  ?  And,  worst  of  all,  I  feared  the  stale  odor  of  air  which 
has  not  been  proj)erly  freshened.  Naturally  these  are  the  first 
(|uestions  in  the  minds  of  most  peojjle,  and  I  was  not  yet  suf- 
hciently  informed  to  realize  that  such  fears  were  groundless. 

The  next  thing  we  knew,  the-  installation  was  complete  and 
we  were  readv  for  the  first  trial.  We  were  told  that  the  stand- 
ards which  were  ideal  and  which  would  be  maintained  by  our 
aiJparatLis   were   7U  '    Fahrenheit,   50%    relative  humidity  in 
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Defork  an  air  conditioning  unit  was 
installed  in  the  author's  house  she 
suffered,  figuratively,  the  enervation 
of  the  lady  in  our  little  sketches.  I5ul 
the  magic  of  the  conditioner,  which 
is  shown  below,  brought  her  ease  and 
contentment.  Now  when  she  decides 
to  build  another  home,  she  says,  she 
will  begin  with  the  conditioner,  set  it 
up  firmly  in  her  building  lot  she  has 
(  hnsen  and  erect  her  house  around  it 


Winter,  and  cSO°  Falirc-nlicit,  30%  relative  liuniitlity  in  Sum- 
mer. ']'lie  switcli  was  thrown  and  witli  the  faintest  "swish" 
the  conditioned  air  emerji;ed  into  each  room.  A  day's  visit  or 
even  a  week's  sojourn  witii  this  divine  invention  of  man  will 
not  tell  the  full  story,  but  a  year's  living  with  it  brands  it  as 
indispensable. 

First  we'll  dwell  upon  the  Winter  operation.  All  my  life  I 
have  jjeen  somewhat  appreliensive  of  the  approach  of  Winter 
because  I  must  have  cold  feet  and  be  uncomfortable  through- 
out the  whole  season.  A  friend  of  mine  once  remarked,  "I'm 
so  tired  of  being  cold,"  and  this  expresses  my  feelings  exactly. 
Now  for  the  first  time  in  my  life  I  was  comfortable  all  Winter, 
during  what  proved  to  be  one  of  the  severest  cold  spells  on 
record.  Pre\'iously  the  temperature  in  our  rooms  Ijetween  floor 
and  ceiling  had  differed  from  15'  to  IS  '  on  cold  days.  This 
difference  was  reduced  to  3  "  or  4".  \\'e  were  no  longer  sending 
all  the  heat  to  the  ceiling,  and  incidentally  this  reduced  the 
cost  of  heating.  I  might  add  that  the  gust  of  cold  air  from  the 
stairs  and  all  other  drafts  were  eliminated. 

Did  you  know  that  the  introduction  of  moisture  into  the 
atmosphere  enables  one  to  be  comfortable  in  Winter  at  a  lower 
and  healthier  temperature?  Having  had  that  experience  I  can 
vouch  for  it.  Not  only  were  we  more  comfortable,  Iiut  we  also 
found  that  this  accorded  additional  economies.  The  furniture 
did  not  dry  out,  my  oriental  rugs  seemed  less  Ijrittle,  and  the 
piano  functioned  proiu^rly.  Even  my  skin  ceased  to  peel  from 
Winter  dr}-ness  as  if  from  sunburn. 

In  talking  once  with  our  doctor  I  said  I  thought  we  certainly 
ought  to  be  healthier  now  that  we  liad  air  conditioning.  He 
ju.'^t  smiled  and  replied  that  he  had  advocated  something  of 
the  sort  for  vears  because  bacteria  glide  about  through  the  air 
on  dust  particles;  therefore  lack  of  dust  means  fewer  bacteria. 
He  was  right.  For  the  tirst  time,  our  son  attended  school  with- 
out a])sence  during  the  entire  year.   (CoiiliiiiicJ  on  pdi^c  70)

that  is   in   it. 

Now,  let  us  he  frank  and  sa\-  at  the  out- 
let that  l-'rilillarias  almost  ne\'er  act  as  we 
think  lhe\'  should,  as  we  haw  heen  told 
the\'  will.  'I'o  write  ahout  tlu'm  in  a  lit^dit- 
hearted,  cnthusiastit'  mood  is  to  misU'ad  a 
trusting  gardening  puhlic.  'I'he  memhers  of 
this  commonly  .s.id-hued  race  are  seemingly 
a  law  unto  themseho,  their  hehavior  lui- 
predictahle.  'I'hert'  is,  ne\'ertlu'less,  some- 
thing i-xtraordinarily  prox'oi  ati\^i'  ahout 
these  strange,  war\-  "Lilies".  Omc  started 
in  |)ursuit  of  them,  we  go  on,  and  that  in 
the  lace  of  lre(|ucnt  disappointment,  a 
lack  of  I'xact  knowledge  concerning  their 
needs,  and  usualh  no  cooperation  on  the 
part  of  the  l'"ritillarias. 

()\'er   the    de<k    where    Montaigne    wrolt' 
are  c  .irved  the  words  : 
I    do   not    understand; 
I   pau^e;   I  examine. 

That  is  exactly  where  I  stand  with 
l''ritil]arias.  1  ha\'e  had  m\-  golden  moments 
with  them  hut  they  ha\-e  heen  few  enough 
to  .stand  out  as  momentous.  (  )ne  is  on  fairl\- 
firm  ground  with  ( 'rown  Imperials  and  the 
little  Chetkered  I.il\,  hut  after  that  a 
Strang^',  misted  fionlier  h:gin^.  'Ihe  tinu'd 
had    heller    turn    ha(k. 

l''ritillarias  are  native  to  the  north  lem- 
])erate  /one,  so  they  may  he  as>unied  to  he 
])retty  generally  hardy  'I'lie\  hegin  on  the 
north  side  of  the  Atlantic  in  l'"urope,  cross 
Asia  and  end  on  the  I'acil'ic  side  of  North 
Anieriia.  Less  than  half  the  known  spe- 
cies are  in  cultivation  and  of  the  thirt\-  or 
so  that  apj)ear  from  time  tcj  time  in  catalogs, 
very  t\'w  are  grown  save  1)\-  a  narrow  group 
of  ohdurate  gardeners  with  a  ven  for  con- 
(|uest.  Two  men  in  tlu-ir  daA',  ]\hix  Leicht- 
lin  and  Heiu-y  l^lwes,  found  out  a  good  deal 
ahout  Fritillarias,  hut  the  race  as  a  whole 
still  awaits  a  master,  a  skilled  grower  and 
a  careful  monographer. 

Now,  just  what  is  the  special  charm  ahout 
the.se  tlow^ers?  For  the  most  part  tliev  are 
garhed  in  somhre  colors — in  tones  of  hrown 
and  muli)erry,  green  and  fawn,  often  mot- 
tled, streaked  or  cluckered — toad-colon-d. 
someone  has  called  them — hut  none  that  I 
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have  seen  could  lie  called  dowdy.  There  is  a 
curious  elegance  aliout  them,  a  look  of  dis- 
tinction ;  they  niay  appear  gloomy  hut  it  has 
to  he  admitted  they  do  their  gloom  awfully 
well.  N(jw  and  then  one  escapes  the  dour 
tradition  and  appears  in  flaming  colors, 
now  and  then  one  appears  in  virginal  white. 
'I'he  flowers  are  hell-shaped,  u.sually  of  a 
S(|uare-shouldered  or  rectangular  form.  The 
l)uds  of  some  are,  hoth  in  coloring,  in  form 
and  in  [lose,  much  like  the  head  of  a  snake 
poised  to  strike.  The  foliage  is  often  silvery 
or  |)ale  green,  in  lovely  harmony  with  the 
flowers.  .\nd  man\'  of  the  kinds,  if  they  do 
not  intend  to  flower,  send  up  a  single  leaf, 
hut  this  is  not  invarialfly  the  case.  There 
are  something  over  a  hundred  species 
known. 

With  all  Fritillarias  early  jflanting  is 
of  the  first  im])ortance.  If  left  long  out  of 
the  ground  th'ey  (|uickly  deteriorate.  The 
.\siatic  si)ecies  will  stand  a  good  deal  of  sun 
and  these  like  a  dash  of  lime  in  their  soil. 
The  North  .Americans  do  not  care  for  lime 
hut  like  humus  and  .some  grow  in  sun  and 
others  in  shade.  The  hulhs  of  certain  of  the 
North  .Americans  appear  to  he  made  up  of 
grains  of  rice,  which  accounts  for  the  trivial 
name  of  Riceroot.  If  doing  well  it  is  not 
desirahle  or  necessary  to  replant  Fritilla- 
rias fre(|uently.  Leave  them  alone  and  be 
thankful.  If  hulhs  must  he  moved  let  it 
he  done  i|uick]\',  with  as  little  e.x]:)osure  to 
the  air  as  possihle. 

'I'o  hegin  with  the  alien  species  that 
grow  here  I  will  mention  first  the  little 
( 'hei  kered  Lil\-,  Frltilhirin  niclengris.  It 
is  for  gardeners  concerned  with  this  race 
the  white  hope.  Given  a  damp  situation  in 
rich  sand\-  soil  witli,  in  our  climate,  shade 
for  a  ])art  of  tlie  da\',  it  nearly  always 
endures  and  increases,  and  it  is  a  very 
charming  thing.  'Lhe  stems  arise  to  a  height 
of  about  a  foot;  the  narrow  leaves,  which 
appear  along  the  upper  ])ortion,  might  be 
termed  incidental.  The  bell-shaped  flower 
is  ([uaint  and  engaging.  Two  flowers  usually 
hang  from  a  stem.  They  are  square-shoul- 
dered hells  with  garnet  checkers  on  a  pale 
ground.  Tlie  Chec|uered  Lily  aliounds  in 
meadows  in  certain  sections  of  England, 
particularl)-  about  O.xford.  There  is  a  pure 
white  form  with  faint  greenish  checkerings, 
))ulciiiiris  (ilhd,  that  is  very  beautiful,  and 
the  Dutch  have  raised  numerous  named 
varieties  in  which  (Coulimicd  an  fuiiic  7<S)

he  matter  of  style 


for  silver  monograms 


ONE  by  one  they  fall — all  the  things  that  have  long  resisted 
the  invigorating  touch  of  style!  Silver  engraving,  one  of 
the  most  inflexible  of  the  old  die-hards,  has  been  the  latest  to 
succumb  to  the  demands  of  the  moderns. 

Hitlierto  we  have  demanded  style  in  our  hats — Ijut  not  in  our 
silver!  In  selecting  a  new  hat  that  is  to  last  but  a  season  we  have 
used  much  more  discrimination  as  to  line  and  jjroportion  than  in 
choosing  for  our  silver  the  monogram  that  will  face  us  daily 
for  years  to  come. 

We  have  demanded  silver  of  fine  design,  yet  for  years  we 
have  meekly  permitted  many  caricatures  in  the  form  of  en- 
graved monograms  to  deface  these  patterns.  The  letter  M  has 
gaily  waved  Mickey  Mouse  feet  at  us.  More  than  one  F  or  L 
has  lain  supine  to  conform  to  an  oval  shape,  and  the  twirling 
curves  of  an  S  have  suggested  the  coil  of  a  cinnamon  l)un. 

Now  that  the  ensemble  idea  has  forced  us  to  a  critical  ex- 
amination of  each  unit  in  the  group,  the  combination  of  silver, 


china,  crystal,  linen  and  furnishings  makes  us  turn  a  search- 
ing eye  on  that  most  important  silver  detail — monograms. 

Table  silver  is  selected  before  the  wedding,  and  at  this  time 
the  Ijride  decides  what  initials  she  will  use.  For  a  three  letter 
monogram  she  may  use  the  initials  of  her  maiden  name,  or 
those  of  her  own  first  and  last  names  with  the  groom's  last  ini- 
tial added.  Again,  reviving  a  quaint  custom,  she  may  place 
above  a  large  initial  of  the  groom's  family  name  smaller  initials 
of  her  first  and  his  tirst  names,  joined  by  a  small  plus  sign. 

If  she  prefers  only  two  letters,  she  selects  her  last  and  the 
groom's  last  initials  separated  by  a  small  engraved  star  to 
represent  the  joining  of  two  families.  When  only  one  initial  is 
u.sed,  it  should  be  that  of  the  groom's  family  name. 

Names  beginning  with  De,  Mac,  O',  Van,  antl  Von  present 
difficulties  that,  when  nicely  solved,  can  result  in  the  most  in- 
teresting monograms. 

If  an  elaljorate  silver  pattern  has  been  chosen,  tlie  amount 
of  plain  surface  available  determines  whether  three,  two  or  only 
one  letter  can  l)e  used,  and  the  character  and  period  of  the  de- 
sign should  influence  the  type  of  letter  selected,  ^\'ith  a  ])lain 
silver  jjattern,  however,  your  fancy  may  have  free  rein,  for  by 
vour  choice  of  monogram  you  make  your  silver  what  >ou  will — 
traditional  or  modern.  If  you  prefer  the  traditional  style,  use 
the  plain  surface  as  a  background  for  rich,  ornate  script  or 
for  tall  and  deeply  cut  Roman  letters.  {Continued  on  page  71)

Do  not  think,  though,  that  all  )()U  need  to  do  is  to 
plant  ewrgreens  thi>  month  and  forget  about  them.  <  )n 
the  contrary,  Summer  planting  ])resU|)i)ose.>  careful  at- 
tention to  plentiful  and  regular  watering  right  up  to  the 
time  the  groimd  free/.es.  It  is  absolutel}-  necessary  tiiat 
c\'ergreens  liiter  the  Winter  witli  an  aluuidaiid'  of  ntois- 
ture  in  t-\'ery  branch,  twig  and  leaf. 

Okii:xiai.  Pop[)ies  are  fast  coming  into  their 
own,  now  that  the  hybridizers  have  given  tlu'm  to  us  in 
suc  h  a  wide  range  of  pleasing  colors.  This  is  the  time  to 
set  thi'iii  out.  too.  for  at  this  season  their  earl\'  foliage  has 
died  down  and  their  regular  autumn  growth  has  not  \(t 
started.  To  all  intents  and  ])urposes  the  plants  are  dor- 
mant. whi(h  mean>  that  new  one-  lan  be  put  in,  or  <iM 
ones  divided,  with  success. 

IrISKS,  too — at  li'ast.  those  \\hi(  h  ha\'e  hni-hed 
flowering — can  be  moved  now.  With  them,  the  situation  i- 
like  that  with  evergreen-:  topgrowth  is  completed,  and 
new  root  growth  is  under  way.  Generally  s|)eaking.  gi\'e 
the  Ik'ardi'd  types  an  alkaline  soil,  and  the  beardless  oiir- 
either  neutral  or  motleratel}'  acid  conditions.  Practically 
all  Irises  like  plenU'  of  sim.  \'arieties  can  be  selected 
which  will  bloom  suicessi\'ely  from  early  Spring  to  I'^all. 

M.AXV  lirst-class  gard.'ii  flowers  have  tlu'  fac- 
ulty of  setting  an  abundance  of  seed  which  germinates 
readily.  At  first  glance  this  would  seem  to  l.i-  a  whollv 
desirable  characteristic,  but  in  actual  practice  it  ma\-  be 
a  decided  liabilit}-.  \\'hc-n  such  plants  are  allowed  to 
scatter  their  seeds  at  will  the}-  are  likely  to  take  ])rett\- 
full  jwssession  of  the  whole  garden.  The  remedy  is  to 
remove  all  seed  heads  before  the}'  riijen. 

I  HK  problem  of  preventing  undue  drying  out 
of  plants  in  j)ots  (apart  from  tho.se  used  decoratively  in 
the  hou.se)  can  be  at  least  partially  solved  by  keeping  the 
pcjts  plunged  to  their  rims  in  damj)  peatmoss.  This  ma- 
terial is  weed-free,  sanitary  and  ca])al)Ie  of  retaining  an 
amazing  amount  of  water  without  becoming  sour  o:' 
otherwise  objectionable'.  Altogether,  it  is  an  ideal  |)limg- 
ing  medium  for  eitlier  the  summer  greenhouse  or  cold- 
frames,  but  if  ycju  want  it  to  rlo  it>  bc-st.  be  -ure  \cni 
never  lc_-t  it  bc-come  thoroughl}-  drv:  once  jjone-drw  a  bed 
of  peatmoss  is  verv  hard  to  re-wct.

There  are  bantam  tvjies 
in  almost  all  the  breeds  of  regular- 
sized  poultry  as  well  as  independent 
varieties  of  true  dwarfs,  so  that  any 
atleiiiiit  to  list  the  many  kinds  in  this 
limited  space  would  only  be  confus- 
ing. Most  of  the  lireeders  of  game  and 
fancy  fowl  keep  Cochins  (fluffy  with 
feathered  legs),  Silkies  (with  feathers 
like  silky  down)  and  the  trim,  alert, 
attraitive  Rose-eomb  liantam,  which 
more  or  less  re](resent  the  various 
types.  It  is  said  that  banlam  fanciers 
are  the  most  rabid  of  all  fanciers,  and 
after  having  seen  riuite  a  few  good  ex- 
amples of  these  amazing  little  fowl  it 
is  easy  to  see  why  this  is  so. 

In  a  way  you  might  compare  the 
(|uail,  grouse  and  ]iartridge  lo  the  wil<l 


garden,  the  pheasants  to  the  exotic 
gardens  under  glass  (except  that  most 
jiheasanls  are  perfectly  hardy),  and  the 
bantams  to  the  rock  garden.  If  you 
were  to  make  this  rough  comparison 
all  around  you  could  call  the  regular  , 
lyjies  of  ]ilain  and  fancy  pouhry 
(chickens)  the  old-fashioned  herbace- 
ous garden.  As  I  said  at  the  beginning, 
a  pair  of  Plymouth  Rocks  can  be  ex- 
tremely decorative  if  given  a  proper 
setting,  and  if  they  weren't  such  a 
familiar  fowl  they  might  be  considered 
in  this  connection.  However,  there  are 
many  of  the  less  ordinary  varieties, 
such  as  the  Polish,  Houdan,  Favcrolle, 
Crevecoeur,  Silkies,  Sultans  and  Gueld- 
ers,  which  would  make  a  very  orna- 
mental pen. 

If  you  have  a  place  for  ducks  and  a 
taste  for  these  amusing  and  fascinating 
fow  I,  you  will  find  a  wide  variety  avail- 
able, from  the  tiny  Grey  Call  midget 
($10  lo  $20  a  pair)  to  the  Australian 
Shelduck  (at  .S4IK)).  One  breeder  lists 
.seventy  varieties.  Geese  are  more  im- 
pressive, less  amusing  and  more  dif- 
hi  ult  lo  manage;  but  if  you  have  the 
loiiin  and  the  time  to  give  to  them  and 
a  taste  for  dignity  and  grandeur  in 
fowl,  they  \\ill  satisfy  your  desires. 
.\nd  if  >'ou  think  that  a  goose  is  just 
a  goiisi-  you  will  only  have  to  see  some 
of  the  Spurwings,  Barheads,  Orinocos 
and  Emperors  to  get  a  different  im- 
]iression,  and  price  a  pair  of  Sandwich 
Island  gee.se  (at  .^1630)  to  find  that 
they  are  far  from  the  least  expensive  of 
fowl.  You  can  get  a  jjair  of  Mute 
While  swans  for  about  ,$43,  a  pair  of 
llhuks  for  .SI  23,  a  pair  of  \\'hoopers 
ior  SI  73,  and  a  pair  of  Trumpeters  for 
S'3ii.  I'lUt  for  these  extravagantly  grace- 
ful and  magnificent  birds  you  must 
have  at  least  a  small  sheet  of  water  to 
give  them  the  setting  they  not  only  de- 
serve but  require. 


Pe.ifowl  can  be  kept  in  a  pen,  but  i  i,, 
they  also  deserve  an  appropriate  back-  j  ■, 
ground  for  their  stateliness  and  the  in- 
credible sjdendor  of  the  male's  plumage. 
They  were  once  quite  popular,  and  al- 
most every  fine  lawn  had  its  peacock;. 
but  for  some  reason  they  are  now  sel-  > 
dom  seen,  though  they  are  by  no  means 
difficult  to  keep.  Perhaps  it  was  their 
un|)Ieasant  voices,  but  that  is  only  an 
occasional  call,  and  you  soon  get  used 
to  it.  .\  ])air  of  full  grown  Indian  Blues 
wduld  cost  about  $30,  a  pair  of  Whites 
from  .$100  up,  and  a  pair  of  full 
jilumaged  Green  Java  peafowl  $150.  jBrji 
The  latter,  according  to  Davenport,  is  I  :y 
"the  most  beautiful  of  all  known  birds, 
jiossessing  in  its  magnificent  plumage 
every  color  of  the  rainbow,  every  tint' 
and  tone  in  the  prismatic  scale.  Its 
neck  feathers,  less  rich  in  hue  than  the 
blue  of  its  rival,  have  a  particularly 
beautiful  effect,  as  if  made  of  metal; 
and  the  almost  equal  beauty  of  the  hen 
lilaces  her  far  above  the  dowdy  mate 
of  the  common  peacock.  They  are  much 
l.irger  than  other  species,  breed  readily  r^ ; 
in  any  climate,  and  are  a  handsome 
ornament  to  any  country  home.  Most  sij 
important,  perhaps,  is  the  fact  that  they 
do  not  utter  that  shrill,  ear-splitting 
scream  which  makes  the  common  pea- 
cock a  rather  unjioijular  bird."  One 
breeder  has  this  footnote  under  pca^

OYSTER  PIE  FOR  si.x.  Put  I'/j  pints  of 
oysters  and  their  liquor  in  a  deep  bak- 
ing dish,  sprinkle  with  1  teaspoon  of 
onion  juice,  salt  and  freshly  ground 
pepper.  1  teaspoon  of  grated  lemon 
rind,  a  dash  of  mace,  a  light  sprinkle 
of  flour,  and  if  procurable  a  few  thin 
slivi-rs  of  fat  from  veal  kidneys,  and 
dot  well  with  butter.  Paint  the  edges 
of  the  dish  with  beaten  egg,  and  put 
a  narrow  strip  of  pie  crust  around  the 
edge  of  dish.  Use  same  recipe  as  for 
apple  pork  pie.  for  the  paste.  Paint 
the  strip  with  egg  and  cover  with  the 
rest  of  the  paste.  Secure  the  edges  by 
pressing  them  together  and  crimp 
prettily.  Cut  a  few  slits  in  the  pie  and 
brush  the  surface  with  egg.  Bake  in 
hot  oven  for  ten  minutes,  then  reduce 
the  heat  and  cook  half  an  hour  longer. 
Serve   at   once. 


fLA.M  H.\KE  FOR  TEN.  .\  clam  bake 
just  can't  be  hustled  together  in  a  few 
minutes.  It  takes  at  least  a  day  to  pre- 
jjare  it.  a  couple  of  hours  to  cat  it 
and  ages  to  get  over  it.  The  clams  are 
dug  the  day  before,  it  not  being  con-  < 
sidertd  sporting  to  buy  them.  When 
collected  they  are  put  into  a  large  wire 
basket  and  are  well  washed  in  salt 
water.  They  are  then  allowed  to  remain 
overnight  in  water  where  the  tide  will 
flow  gently  over  them.  For  ten  clam 
bake  enthusiasts  ]/■  bushel  of  clams  are 
none  too  many.  .\  large  pile  of  smooth 
stones  must  be  collected,  about  the  size 
of  bricks.  Heaps  of  drift  chips  and 
wood  are  gathered  on  the  beach  the  day 
before  and  spread  out  to  dry.  You  will 
need  besides  this  a  huge  pile  of  heavier 
wood,  a  heavy  canvas  tarpaulin,  a  big 
wooden  barrel,  a  pitch  fork  and  a 
shovel,  a  wheelbarrow  full  of  salt  hay 
from  salt  meadows — and  don't  let  an 
old  sea  captain  hear  you  call  it  sea- 
weed ;  it's  rockweed. 

.\t  seven  the  next  morning  the  differ- 
ent members  of  the  party  assemble  on 
the  beach,  each  one  bringing  his  con- 
tribution to  the  bake.  10  ears  of  com 
partially  hu.sked,  10  small  live  lobsters, 
a  few  onions.  1  lemon.  10  baking  pota- 
toes, the  afore-mentioned  clams.  1 
[lound  or  more  of  butter,  dry  mustard, 
salt  and  pepper,  matches,  catsup, 
Worcestershire  sauce,  a  hammer,  nut 
crackers,  a  bread  board  to  open  the 
lob.sters  on.  a  good  sharp  heavy  knife, 
a  big  coffee  pot,  sugar,  coffee,  cups, 
I)aper  najjkins  galore,  and  fresh  water. 
If  you  are  frightfully  greedy  a  hand- 
some bluefish  stuffed  with  bread  dress- 
ing and  carefully  wrapped  in  cheese- 
cloth  may   be  added  to  the  collection. 

Xow  the  fun  begins.  Make  a  bed  of 
stones  on  the  beach.  On  top  of  this  put 
.some  strips  of  paper,  a  few  chips, 
some  little  blocks,  more  chips  and  a 
few  heavier  pieces  of  wood.  In  other 
words,  build  a  grand  fire  and  when  it 
is  blazing  merrily  throw  in  two  or  three 
buckets  of  stones — which  will  probably 
jjut  out  the  fire,  but  never  mind.  Build 
it  up  again,  add  more  stones  and  more 
wood,  keeping  it  wigwam  shaped.  \\'ith 
luck,  at  the  end  of  an  hour  or  so  the 
stones  should  be  good  and  hot.  In  the 
meantime  somebody  digs  a  deep  hole 
in  the  sand,  a  barrel  is  sunk  into  it 
within  3  inches  of  the  top.  Xow  pour 
about  K'  inch  of  sea  water  into  the 
barrel,  and  with  the  shovel  and  fork 
throw  plenty  of  red  hot  stones  into  the 
l)arrel  and  cover  at  once  with  a  layer 
of  rockweed,  then  pour  in  the  clams 
and  put  on  .some  more  hot  stones.

In  the  m<^ntinie  make 
plenty  of  black  coffee  on  the  remains 
of  the  fire,  and  prepare  the  butter  sauce 
which  is  eaten  on  everything.  Mix  2 
teaspoons  of  dry  mustard  with  a  little 
cold  water  until  smooth,  melt  1  pound 
of  butter  slowly  and  add  it  to  the 
mustard.

.surface  is  not  the  only  thin  layer  of 
wood  in  the  to]3  of  that  new  drop-leaf 
table  of  yours.  The  outer  surface  is 
one  of  iji'ohably  five  or  more  layers  or 
]ilies,  as  they  are  called,  the  grain  in 
eacli  ply  running  at  ris^ht  angles  to  the 
adjoining  ply.  .Xs  wotxl  is  much  strong- 
er the  long  way  of  the  fiher,  putting 
one  layei-  across  the  grain  of  the  pre- 
ceding layer  helps  to  equalize  the 
strength,  so  that  if  there  were  enough 
plies  the  ijoard  would  Ijc  just  as  strong 
one  u'ay  as  the  other.  You  can  see  how 
ihis  construction  prevents  splitting  and 
makes  a  much  stronger  table  top  than 
a   jjiece  of  "solid"  wood. 

Ply  construction  also  prevents  your 
table  to])  from  warping.  Wood  shrinks 
when  diying  much  more  across  the 
grain  than  with  it.  It  is  the  uneven 
sluinkage  that  makes  a  lioard  warp, 
^\'hen  several  layers  are  jiressed  and 
glued  tightly  together  there  can  be 
practically  no  shrinkage  in  any  of  the 
layeis  and  therefore  no  distortion. 
Modern  methods  of  pressing  and  glu- 
ing are  so  vastly  iniiirnve<l  that  venrei- 
does  not  |ieel  off  as  it  did  formerly. 
\e\v  and  belter  glues  are  constantly 
being  dis(()vired  aiul  emiiloyed.  For 
examplr,  lasein  glue,  costing  little 
more  lluiu  tlie  non-waterproof  vege- 
table an<l  animal  glues,  is  infinitely 
more  eff((tivi\  Still  more  efficient  is 
a  phenol  resin  com)iouiid,  allied  to 
bakelile,  that  lan  be  imjiregnaled  into 
the  \ery  pores  of  the  wood  so  that 
tile  various  layers  become  actually  one 
"solid"  |)iece.  Resin  glue  prevents  what 


is  known  as  checking,  a  condition 
fi.uiid  most  often  in  crotch  or  butt 
mahogany.  Checking  is  caused  by  mois- 
ture which  opens  slight  cracks  and 
gaps  between  the  fibers  of  the  wood. 
Even  a  lily  construction  docs  not  al- 
together prevent  checking,  as  all  the 
irregular  swerving  lines  in  the  top 
surface  cannot  be  compensated  for  by 
the  direction  of  the  grain  in  the  under- 
lying layers  of  veneer.  In  antiques, 
checking  is  often  considered  to  en- 
liance  Ihe  mellowness  of  the  piece,  but 
wlun  our  friend,  Mrs,  Rutherford, 
buys  a  new  secretary  she  naturally 
wants  one  without  any  cracks  in  the 
surface.  Resin  glue  so  permeates  the 
plies  that  checking  is  almost  impossible, 

Wneers  have  come  into  their  own 
in  airoplane  construction,  because  of 
I  heir  coniliination  of  strength  and 
lightness,  and  all  pianos,  (even  Stein- 
ways),  are  veneered.  There  are  on  the 
niaiket  today  veneers  sliced  .so  thin 
thai  they  must  be  glued  to  muslin, 
and  are  sold  in  rolls  like  paper  for  use 
on  your  walls.  You  can  have  your 
Colonial  living  room  "done"  in  knotty 
pine,  your  English  tap  room  in  Oak, 
or  your  Louis  Seize  boudoir  in  "bois- 
erie",   as  simply   as  repapering. 

It  can  easily  be  seen  that  veneered 
pieces  are  not  of  cheap  construction. 
In  fact,  for  the  same  general  quality 
of  material  and  workmanship,  the  cost 
is  forty  to  fifty  percent  more  than 
"solid"  construction  and  requires  much 
skill  and  accuracy,  as  well  as  a  certain 
amount  of  real  artistic  craftsmanship 
in  selecting  and  matching  the  grains.

We  did  a  good 
f  experimenting  along  this  line, 
aally  it  was  I,  the  main  objector, 
uled  that  the  windows  be  kept 
The  advantages  were  three- 
first,  dust  was  eliminated,  next, 
ermostat  controlled  the  tempera- 


ture so  that  it  was  ideal  for  sleeping, 
and  finally  the  room  was  at  the  proper 
temperature  for  dressing  on  the  follow- 
ing morning. 

The  attic  ventilator  deserves  a  word 
of  mention  here  for  it  has  other  ad- 
vantages when  used  without  air 
conditioning.  In  our  case  it  was  un- 
necessary to  use  it  in  this  way,  but 
we  could  not  resist  experimenting.  It 
is  an  established  fact  that  from  sun- 
down to  sunrise  in  Summer,  the  out- 
door temperature  is  several  degrees 
cooler  than  that  in  our  homes.  During 
this  time  the  fan  can  be  operated  with 
a  number  of  windows  open  through- 
out the  house.  The  fresh  air  is  drawn 
in  and  the  air  in  the  house  thus  ex- 
pelled, thereby  cooling  the  house  quick- 
ly, effectively  and  efficiently. 

After  making  all  these  glorious  dis- 
coveries, our  life  in  Olympus  was  sud- 
denly cut  short.  My  husband  was  trans- 
ferred permanently  to  another  city. 
There  was  nothing  left  to  do  but  sell 
our  house  and  move.  I  might  add  that 
the  offer  on  the  market  was  snatched 
up  so  promptly  that  it  fairly  made  our 
heads  swim. 

I  unpacked  in  our  new  home  in  the 
height  of  the  hay-fever  season,  and 
with  the  utmost  difficulty.

There  has  long  been  a  fetish  that 
style  must  touch  but  lightly  all  arti- 
cles of  intrinsic  worth,  as.  for  example, 
our  table  silver.  Consequently  these 
finer  things  have  often  suffered  from 
bad,  grotesque  and  mediocre  designs 
unworthy  of  style  sponsorship. 
"Pseudo-oriental,"  "Bent  Twig"  and 
"Macaroni  Elbow"  inspirations  have 
all  found  their  way  into  these  silver 
engravings  of  the  past. 

Script,  Roman  or  block  letters  of 
good  proportions  have  fundamentally 
sound  form;  therefore  the  apiilication 
of  today's  style  influence  to  these  let- 
ters used  for  engraved  monograms  will 
not  unhappily  date  your  silver  but  will 
perpetually  add  to  its  charm.

He  fought  against  the  repeti- 
tinii  of  any  one  design,  for,  as  one 
\\  I  iter  oil  Le  Xotrc  says,  "It  would 
he  disagreeable  to  find  the  same  thing 
on  both  siiJes ;  and  when  a  man  lias 
SI  in  one,  there  is  nothing  to  invite  his 
curiosity  to  see  the  other,  which  makes 
a  garden  .so  rejieated  justly  reckoned 
as  no  more  than  half  a  design." 

Thus  we  have  the  novel,  basic  idea 
of  garden  implements  carried  through 
til  a  degree  which  gives  full  evidence 
of  the  inexhaustible  invention  of  the 
great  designer.  Indeed,  one  might  call 
the  arrangement  in  its  entirety  a 
veritable  theme  and  variations  in  gar- 
den design.  The  liandsome  wrought- 
iron  gate  announces   the   idea   in   three 


gracefully  symmetric  "bouquets"  of' 
tools  and  flowers.  We  are  pleasantly 
consciiius  at  once  of  subtle  variations 
in  each  of  these  "bouquets",  and  \ve| 
p.re  immediately  led  on  to  a  closer  in- 
s|iection.

^'ou  must  steel  yourself  to  bear  the 
.ii;onizing  disappointment  of  some  prc- 
i  ious  seed  or  flower  missed  by  just  a 
day  or  two,  of  high  wind  on  the  one 
chance  of  a  good  photograph,  of  de- 
vastation wrought  by  cattle,  sheep  or 
deer.  You  may  go  five  hundred  miles 
or  more  in  search  of  a  certain  jilant 
only  lo  find  that  the  bloom  is  just 
s]ieiit  or  the  seed  just  fallen,  or  tliat 
it  will  not  !)C  ripe  for  a  fortnight.  Or 
that  a  whole  stand  of  Lupinus  con- 
)i  litis  or  L.  lynilii  has  been  carried  off 
to  the  burrows  of  ground  squirrels. 
Or  in  the  case  of  rescue  work  nearer 
home,  tli.it  the  ardent  real  estate  de- 
veloper has  outstrii)ped  you  by  a  cou- 
]ile  of  days,  torir  out  the  rare  endemic 
dwarf  Manzanitas  and  planted  in  their 
libiee   the  ubiciuitous  Pittosporums. 

Kut  the  law  of  comjiensation  holds 
.good  in  this  work  also.  The  hot  desert 
gives  its  sheids  of  early  spring  bloom, 
its  sunrises  and  sunsets  and  starry 
nights.  Roeky  rattlesnake-infested  hill- 
sides bring  riches  to  the  collector's  bag. 
The  poorest  roads  lead  to  the  loveliest 
Imds.  Tlurc  are  delicious  swims  in 
luki-  and  river  and  oeean.  Rosy  finches 
|ieck  .ibmit  the  e<lge  of  snow  banks, 
daik  crows  ihalter  among  the  wind- 
swept I'iiui.s  iilhiciiulis,  the  water  ou/el 
bdbs  and  tiiiisies  on  the  bouldei*  in 
the  sticim,  lifting  its  thrilled  voice 
above  the  w,ilerf:dl  in  i-iichanting  oli- 
bligalo.  .\iid  if  the  special  object  of 
til. it  paititiihir  sc-.ucli  is  not  forlliecim- 
ing,   there   is  an  extreilielv  good  chance 


that  some  unlooked-for  treasure  will  1 
be  discovered.  Also,  no  matter  how 
jioor  the  luck,  there  is  always  the  feel- 
ing that  round  the  next  corner,  over 
the  crest  of  that  hill,  down  in  this  can- 
yon, some  marvelous  plant  find  awaits 
me.  .\nd  nothing  can  equal  the  pleasant 
e\xitement  of  finding  a  flower  for  the 
first    time. 

In  the  field,  no  timepiece  is  needed, 
and     hours     and    minutes     lose    their  ' 
significance.    A    day    is   the    space   be- 
tween the  rising  and  the  setting  of  the  ' 
sun  and  twilight  brings  an  instinctive 
casting  about  for  a  good  bedding  place. 
These  vary  in  comfort,  but  among  my 
happiest  recollections  are  nights  spent 
on  lonely  islands,  on  the  floor  of  thai 
desert,  among  soft  coastal  sand  dunes, 
in   the   shelter  of  chaparral,  under  the 
lee   of  a    mountain  crag. 

\\'hen  I  turn  homeward,  my  last 
night  out  is  often  spent  near  some  wide 
spreading  oak.  My  note  book,  seed 
bags  and  flower  press  bulge  with  my 
findings  on  rocky  ledge  and  mountain  j 
meacJow,  a  few  more  scratches  are  on 
my  car  and  the  anticipation  of  a  prop- 
erly cooked  and  served  meal  is  unde- 
nialily  jjleasant.  Cultivated  fields  have! 
taken  the  jilacc  of  untouched  stretches 
of  Manzanita  and  Wild  Lilac,  the  air 
is  soft  and  gentle  and  scented  with' 
Tarweed.  \^'hen  darkness  falls,  instead 
of  the  cautious  footfall  of  deer  and! 
the  blundering  tread  of  bear,  I  hear 
the  coyote's  howl  and  the  answering' 
challenge  of  ranch  house  dogs.  And  in 
the  morning  the  crowing  cocks  assure' 
me  that  I  liave  come  back  again  to  the 
liiijiulateil    world.

To  show  at  their  best  the  C'heck- 
cicd  Lilies  should  fie  grown  in  mas.ses 
— a  dampish  copse  suits  them  well,  or 
it  is  said  they  will  grow  in  <iamp  mead- 
ows. 

The  Crown  Imperial,  F.  iiiipriidlis, 
is  |iic)bably  the  best  known  of  the  race 
in  this  or  any  other  country.  This  "jo- 
c unci  lierl)",  this  super-bulbous  pl.iiit, 
may,  if  it  so  chooses,  be  the  glory  of 
any  spring  garden.  Those  who  cannot 
endure  a  slight  skunkish  odor  must  do 
without  it.  liut  it  is  worth  enduring 
something  for.  It  has  long  been  grown 
in  gardens  and  came  probably  original- 
ly from  the  East.  According  to  old 
writers  it  first  ap|jeared  in  the  gardens 
of  the  Emperor  at  Vienna  in  1576,  but 
so  effectively  did  it  take  the  gardening 
world  by  storm  that  Parkinson  could 
write  of  it  in  1629 — a  bare  fifty-three 
years — that  it  was  so  well  known  that 
il  needed  no  description,  and  that  in 
a  day  when  transportation  was  slow 
aiul  diffieult  and  news  was  transmit  led 
cliiefly  from   pi'rson  to  person. 

The  chariest  gesture  on  the  iiart  of 
s]iring  starts  the  Crown  Imperials  into 
activity.  The  great  noses  apiiear  above' 


ground  very  early  indeeel  and  edge 
upwards  at  a  most  spectacular  rate. 
In  .Vjuil  they  materialize  the  crowns  of 
belfs — reel,  yellow  or  orange — with  usu- 
ally a  tuft  of  foliage  flying  victori- 
ously over  all.  Xo  wonder  they  took 
the  gardening  world  by  storm.  They 
are  superb,  arresting.  But  these  bulbs 
tire  heavy  feeders  and  soon  exhaust 
the  soil  and  when  they  begin  to  bloom 
jioeirly,  or  not  at  all,  they  should  be 
taken  up  and  the  soil  conditions  im- 
proved by  the  addition  of  bonemeal  or 
some  very  old  manure  well  dug  in. 
."some  per.sons  go  so  far  as  to  say  that 
the  bulbs  should  be  taken  up  every 
year  when  the  foliage  has  ripened, 
dried  oft'  in  a  cool  airy  place  and  re- 
jilanted  in  good  soil  in  August  or  early 
September. 

Crown  Imperials  should  be  grown 
in  groups  in  the  borders  or  shrubberies, 
in  sunny  locations.  I  have  seen  them 
making  a  splendid  display  also  in  a 
large  rock  garden.  There  are  many 
named   varieties   and  all  are  good.

The  first  group,  the  sun-lovers,  are 
distinguished  by  Lily-like  bulbs  an<l 
a  circle  of  leaves  about  the  base  of  the 
stem.  They  like  full  sun  and  a  rather 
heavy  soil,  moist  during  the  growing 
.season.  All  Fritillarias,  it  may  lie  said, 
like  plenty  of  moisture  while  they  are 
in  growth,  though  most  of  them  like  a 
good  drying  during  their  resting  sea- 
■son.  To  this  sun-loving  group  belong 
F.  Purdyi,  F.  agratis,  F.  liliacrac,  and 
F.  pluriflora  and  F.  striata.  These  are 
dwarfish  sjjecies,  rjuaint  and  unusual 
in  coloring,  liut  only  one,  F.  pluriflora, 
lireaks  away  from  the  sombre  greenish 
brown  tradition,  and  ajiiiears  in  a  soft 
rose  wine-color,  its  bell  long  and  with- 
out checkering.

This  is  the 
most  brilliantly  colored  of  the  race, 
and  indeed  bows  its  head  to  no  flower 
in  point  of  scarlet  coloring.  It  looks 
like  a  Lily — its  ]ietals  recurving,  the 
bells  ample  and  from  few  to  many  on 
a  stem.  They  are  brilliant  scarlet  on 
the  exterior  and  scarlet  streaked  with 
bright  yellow  within.  It  flowers  from 
quite  .small  bulbs,  but  the  stronger  the 
bulb  the  more  freely  it  will  bloom.  The 
leaves  are  in  several  whorls  from  the 
middle  of  the  stem  upwards  and  are 
somewhat  coppery  in  color.  It  has  been 
truly  sai<l  that  the  Red  Bell  has  brought 
more  tears  to  the  eyes  of  gardeners 
than  any  other  bulbous  plants.  To  see 
it  is  to  desire  it  with  intensity,  but  it  is 
not  an  easy  plant  to  grow  away  from 
its  natural  haunts.  It  is  growing  here 
in  a  sunny  situation  in  the  rock  garden 
and  has  flowered  very  well  for  two 
successive  seasons.  The  form  coccinca 
is,  if  possible,  more  brilliant,  and  it  is 
distinctly  less  amiable.  I  have  flowered 
it  here  only  once  and  then  it  wore  a 
decidedly  unamiable  expression.  It  ap- 
jieared  to  be  red  with  rage,  rather 
than  with  exuberance  of  life.

.\nd  then  in  a  section  all  by  itself 
is  the  little  Yellow  Bell,  F.  puilica,  an 
ideal  subject  for  the  rock  garden.  It 
has  the  appearance  of  a  golden  snow- 
drop, flowering  about  the  middle  of 
Aiiril.  It  grows  from  four  to  six  inches 
high,  with  erect  narrow  basal  leaves,  and 
from  one  to  several  pure  yellow  bells, 
al)out  an  inch  long.  Mr.  Purdy  writes 
ine  that  this  species  is  of  rather  wi<le 
distribution  in  the  semi-arid  regions 
east  of  the  central  section  of  California 
and  extends  to  British  Columbia,  Idaho 
and  Utah.  There  it  is  found  in  a  silty, 
sandy  loam  near  or  under  Sagebrush.  It 
is  quite  hardy  and  amiable  in  our  rock 
gardens  and  planted  in  little  colonies 
makes  an  attractive  show  in  April. 

.\ll  the  Fritillarias  known  to  me 
llower  before  the  middle  of  May.  ll 
must  be  said  again  that  they  are  not 
easy  subjects,  but  they  do  offer  interest 
by  their  unusual  appearance  and  a 
fillip  to  gardeners  who  like  to  try  their 
hand  at  the  less  obvious  and  easy-going 
plants.

The  Dalmatian  or  Coach  Dog 

Tlie  Dalmatian  or  Coach  Dog  came  from  the  Province 
i>f  Dahnatia,  in  the  southern  part  of  Austria,  and  from  this 
province  it  derives  its  name.  In  France  the  breed  is  known 
as  the  Braque  de  Bengale. 

But  in  tracing  the  history  and  development  of  this  re- 
markably hairdsome  dog,  one  is  apt  to  become  so  engrossed  in 
its  origin  that,  for  the  minute,  the  personality  and  other 
I  haracteristics  of  the  Dalmatian  itself  are  forgotten.  But  it 
is  only  for  the  moment.  One  somehow  never  loses  sight  of  its 
striking  appearance,  its  fidelity,  endurance,  intelligence  and 
courage,  even  though  one  becomes  fascinated  with  the  back- 
ground of  the  breed. 

It  is  thought  by  many  that  the  Dalmatian  is  apparently 
llic  result  of  a  cross  between  the  Hound  and  the  Pointer,  but 
Id  speak  with  any  degree  of  certainty  concerning  the  real 
cii'igin  .'icems  impossible.  Although  some  English  breeders 
(■oiitcnd  that  the  breed  is  the  result  of  a  cross  between  a  Bull- 
ion icr  and  a  Pointer,  neither  form  nor  markings  seein  to 
justify  this  claim.  The  breed  does  not  resemlde  a  Bullterrier, 
lull  does  strikingly  resemble  the  Pointer,  and  possesses  one 
<if  his  jdoiiiincnt  characlcfcislics.  In  fact,  many  sportsmen 
have  found  thi;  Dalmatian  can  be  readily  broken  to  the  gun, 
iiiid  in  tins  capacity  lie  enjoys  a  good  reputation  on  the  Con- 
liiK'iit  where  lie  has  worked  in  the  role  of  Pointer  for  a  great 
many  years. 

In  I'digland  at  the  second  recognized  show  held  in  1860, 
of  ihe  fi\e  breeds  cxhibiled,  one  was  the  Dalmatian;  and 
from  the  contemporary  literature  and  })aintings  of  the  18th 
(lentiiry  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  Dalmatian  was  known  and 
used  as  a  coacli  dog  over  two  centuries  ago.  Going  loack  even 
further  than  the  England  of  George  III,  models  of  a  spotted 
dog,  Itearing  some  rei^emblance  to  the  Dalmatian,  have  been 
found  in  the  excavations  of  ancient  Greece.  E.  C.  Ash  in  his 
/)«^5  and  Their  History  refers  to  one  on  a  tablet  of  Anteloa 
II,  whith  dates  back  to  about  2,000  P>.  C.  These  are  but  a 
few  of  the  earlier  records.

When  the  world  grew  motorized  it  looked 
as  if  the  Dalmatian  might  lose  his  job, 
but  instead  he  has  staged  a  come-back 


Prior  to  the  coming  of  the  autonioljile  the  Dalmatian 
was  seen  regularly  on  the  highways  where  with  unrestrained 
liberty  he  followed  or  preceded,  hut  mostly  followed,  his 
master's  carriage,  seemingly  taking  the  keenest  enjoyment 
in  the  exercise,  the  protection  of  his  master's  property  and 
the  companionship  of  his  great  friend,  the  horse.  Evidence  of 
the  understanding  between  horses  and  Dalmatians  is  clear. 
But  jiow  the  coach  dog  has  lost  his  old  position  since  tlie 
speedy  motor  has  replaced  tlie  horse  and  carriage,  and  the 
highways  are  no  longer  safe  for  any  unleashed  dog.  In  this 
respect,  however,  the  Dalmatian  seems  to  have  the  advantage 
over  other  breeds,  for  the  training  he  has  received  through 
generation  after  generation  has  endowed  him  with  a  very  gen- 
erous amount  of  "road  sense"  and  he  can  well  take  care  of 
himself  except  in  the  fastest  traffic. 

While  his  love  for  horses,  his  lleetness  of  foot,  his 
sagacity  and  courage  as  a  guardian  of  j)roperty  left  in  his 
charge  make  him  the  dog  par  excellence,  it  seems  to  be  com- 
mon today  to  suppose  that  the  breed  is  devoid  of  intelligence 
and  unsuitable  for  use  in  any  other  capacity  than  around  the 
stable.  But  to  own  and  study  the  sterling  qualities  and  en- 
dearing characteristics  of  even  one  good  specimen  is  to  dispel 
quickly  any  such  idea.  For  general  usefulness  and  intelli- 
gence, as  a  housedog  and  as  a  companion,  the  Dalmatian  ex- 
cels. He  has  the  most  amiable  of  dispositions.  This  is  borne 
out  by  the  ease  with  which  he  is  trained  to  perform  tricks  or 
run  errands,  the  methods  employed  being  the  same  as  with 
any  other  breed.  Of  course  kindness  is  essential  in  the  train- 
ing and  handling  of  this  as  well  as  of  any  other  dog.  You  must 
secure  the  dog's  love  and  confidence  before  you  can  hope  to 
make  him  obey  you.

This  would  come  as  news  to 
what  our  statesmen  called  the  Founding  Fathers. 
First,  it  was  not  unlil  the  country  was  fairly 
well  founilerl  that  the  outsides  of  houses  wen- 
painted  at  all,  and,  second,  they  weren't  painted 
white.  In  Connecticut  few  if  any  houses  were 
jiainted  before  17(10  and  in  Massachusetts  it  was 
not  unlil  Will  into  the  P'lh  Century  that  houses 
in  country  towns  knew  jiaint.  The  i'nst  or  second 
in  that  state  was  the  Andrews  house  at  Tojjs- 
field,  Mass.,  built  about  171(1,  which  went  giddy 
with  India  red  on  its  w  indow  fr.mus  and  corner 
boards.  The  cl.ipboaids  remained  un|iainted. 
This  India  re<l — today's  e(itii\'alent  is  b.irn  re<l — 
was  made  by  mi.xing  red  ochre  with  I'lsh  oil.  In 
( 'iiimecticut,  which  was  alwa>s  :i  wilful  colony, 
old  ri'Cords  show  that  houses  were  sometimes 
l):iinteil  red  or  yellow  or  blue.  'I  he  (  iistom  of 
|iainting  houses  white  did  not  come  into  gen- 
eral practice  until  the  Revolutionary  ]}eriod. 

l'l.i  in  Salem  they  tell  the  story  of  a  merchant 
who  ])ros]iered  and  thought  to  outdo  his  neigh- 
bors by  ha\  ing  his  house  ]iainted.  They  remarked, 
'A\'al.  I  see  Sam's  fi-elin'  his  o.its — he's  begun 
lo  ]iaint  his  house."  That  was  in  ISdI. 


Save  the  hi mik  kxivi-.s.  We  would  like-

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Founders'  Colonial  Wc  hrar  -i-cat  talk  tlicsc  days  alxmt  the  "Foundin-^- 
l'\allKi".s",  tliosc  leaders  in  the  intaney  of  tiur  ecuntry,  whose  opin- 
ion^  laid  the  basis  of  our  national  ideals.  IdTe  way  these  founders 
li\-ed — {he  tyi)es  of  Imuses  they  built,  the  chairs  and  tables  and 
beds  and  \valli)a])ers  with  which  they  turnished  them — is  also  coni- 
niandin,^'  interest  anionic;  those  who  are  buildinj^"  and  fiu'nishin,;:;' 
new  homes  today. 

Whether  in  Xew  Iuii;land  or  Pennsyhania  or  in  the  Southern 
Colonies,  the  men  who  built  and  furnished  homes  were  inspired 
by  classical  exami)les.

])rinciples  can  be  sensed  in  this  drawin.i^-rooui  \iew  of  the  home 
of  Air.  and  .Mrs.  1  lenry  Rid^elv  at  ]  )o\-er,  Delaware. 
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TiDKS  of  decoration  taste  crce]  tin  andcreeitout  slow- 
ly. From  a  lon,<^-  distance  a  tendency  can  be  watched  coniin.i^-  in. 
Often  its  importance  may  not  be  realized  till  it  near.s  the  flood  tide 
of  popular  acceptance.  Part  of  House  «&  Garden's  service  to  its 
readers  is  to  watch  these  tides,  prophesy  how  they  will  flow  and 
wlien  they  will  fall.

Tides  of  Virginia  Colonial 

For  a  year  or  more  now  we  liave  said  that  tliose 
who  bought  ISth  Century  iLngiish  furniture,  whether  of  tlie  ("hi])- 
pendale  era  or  Sheraton,  couldn't  go  wrong".  In  this  cotmtry  we 
class  this  under  the  general  head  of  Georgian  furniture.  That 
which  followed  the  Revolution  and  on  into  the  early  years  of  the 
19th  Century  is  called  Federal  furn.iture.  Today  the  eddy  takes  a 
new  name.  Williamsburg"  restorations  ha\'e  captivated  popular 
imagination.  Reproductions  of  both  (ieorgian  and  Federal  pieces 
now  come  to  us  as  Virginia  Colonial.  This  is  not  only  finding" 
acceptance  along"  the  Atlantic  seal)oard  but  is  meeting  with  en- 
thusiasm on  ])arts  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  WHiile  most  of  the  jtieces 
are  authentic  in  scale,  detail  and  finish,  the  enthusiasm  may  s])read 
into   the    .\merican    bjn])ire    stvie   and    e\en    Louisiana    I'jn])ire. 


Maple  Still  Commands  Attention 

Periiai'.s  because  it  is  an  American  tradition — and 
we  Americans  cling  loxingly  to  otu"  traditions — mai)le  furniture 
still  maintains  its  place.  Tt  has  been  with  us  for  several  seasons  and 
has  ap]ieared  in  several  guises,  some  good,  some  lamentably  bad 
taste.  That  era  of  reddish  maple  we  can  only  remember  with 
shudders.  Today  any  number  of  excellent  New  England  i  arm- 
house  models  are  a\"ailable  and  some  of  them  are  so  superbly 
finished  as  to  have  a  i)atina  we  once  thought  only  time  and  human 
handling  could  give.  The  birthrate  of  illegitimate  designs  in 
American  maple  furniture  is  droi)i)ing"  shar])ly.  We  can  lia\e  all 
the  traditions  we  want — exact,  authentic  and  well-made — and  at 
a  favorable  price.  Since  Early  American  houses  are  ])0])ular  today, 
we  can  exi)ect  good  mai)le  furniture  to  remain  popular. 
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Is  Victorian  Only  a  Pose? 

AViiiLE  as  yet  we  cannot  report  that  marble-topped 
tables  are  comin,s4"  into  fashi(_)n,  we  still  can  hold  out  hope  for  those 
\vh( >  l)elie\e,  and  don't  mind  letting  the  world  know,  that  the  old 
rocking"  chair  is  one  of  the  most  comfortable  and  contentment- 
l)reedin.<4"  pieces  of  furniture  the  mind  of  man  has  ever  conceived. 
What-nots,  occasional  sofas,  occasional  chairs  and  real  old  front- 
parlor  rockers  in  horsehair  are  to  be  had.  One  firm  has  been  dis- 
ci A'ered  re\'i\"in_g  the  A'ictorian  bureau  with  shelf  and  drawers 
and  attached  heavy  mirror.  Xow  it  is  easy  to  slide  from  Late 
American  Empire  into  \Mctorian,  so  that  black  walnut  furniture 
in  lari^'e  scale  and  late  Emi^ire  and  X'ictorian  rosewood  may  be 
just  an  lund  the  C(  )rner.  Tllim  lis  A^icti  )rian,  whatever  that  is,  appears 
to  be  considered  chic  l)v  the  smart  set  of  Chicay'o. 


Pickled  or  Blond  Woods 

Tin-:  nudist  movement  in  furniture  has  been  S'^^ing" 
on  for  some  time.  It  be.gan  'way  back  in  France  when  every  one 
demanded  fruit  wood  pieces.  The  demand  outrunnint^'  the  supply, 
next  we  found  ])erfectly  res])ectable  old  furniture  beini^"  stripped 
of  its  ])aint  and  presented  an  nafurcl.  Then  furniture  makers  be- 
L';an  ])icklin,!4'  or  blondini;'  their  woods.  So  today  we  have  pickled 
jiine,  ])ickle(l  mahogany,  bleached  mahogany,  amber  mahog'any 
and  any  numbt'r  of  \-ariations  of  blonds.  This  wood  is  being  made 
u])  into  loxx'l}'  occasional  ])ieces — flower  tables,  coffee  tables,  card 
tabU's,  ti])-top  tables,  couch-end  tables,  desks  and  sofas  in  /\dam 
and  Sheraton  designs.  Incidentally  these  two  Engiish  styles  seem 
to  be  forging  ahead,  whereas  Chip[)en(lale.  so  popular  the  last  few 
seasons,  is  rather  on  the  wane. 


Molded  Plaster  a  New  Note 

Last  S])ring"  Holsi-:  &  G.vrdex  began  showing  its 
readi'rs  the  new^  notes  in  molded  plaster.  White  plaster  lamps  and 
\ases  ai)i)eared  in  the  best  decorators'  shoi)s,  and  those  who  are 
leaders  began  to  use  more  and  more  of  this  medium.  Especially  is 
it  being  emi)loved  on  walls.  Sometimes  the  walls  are  draped  with 
a  rough  fabric  and  then  coated  with  plaster  or,  as  the  latest  de- 
velopment shows,  ])laster  is  being  molded  in  a  decorative  fashion 
on  walls.  This  new  vogue  should  pay  its  respects  to  the  Brothers 
Adam,  who  first  went  into  plaster  decoration  a  century  and  a  half 
ago.  It  has  never  entirely  disappeared  as  a  ceiling  treatment.  But 
the  latest  manifestations  are  not  necessarily  Classical ;  they  are 
amusing,  not  too  refined  in  execution,  and  make  a  delightful  back- 
ground for  French  Pro\incial  pieces. 
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Revival  in  French  Provincial 


Just  about  the  time  most  every  one  thought  French 
Provincial  furniture  had  run  its  course — a  course  set  on  its  wav  bv 
House  &  Garden  in  a  series  of  articles  in  1926,  recent  demands  of 
customers  in  the  Middle  West  ha\-e  led  to  a  re\'i\al.  Alsatian, 
Hrittany  and  Lorraine  types  are  popping  up  here  and  there.  Some 
are  in  dark  wood,  some  in  butternut.  The  revival  may  be  the  be- 
ginning of  a  new  tide  or  merely  an  eddy  of  local  currents.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  French  influence  is  definitely  being  felt.  Instead  of 
traditional  fruitwood  finishes,  many  pieces  are  in  light  blond 
woods — round  Empire  tables,  side  chairs,  graceful  sofas  and 
canapes.  Some  are  slightly  smaller  in  scale  than  the  original  Louis 
X\\  while  others  are  fairly  faithful  to  Louis  X\'l.  The  coverings 
ha\-e  pale  ground  and  the  (juilted  chintzes  are  in  muted  colors. 


The  Return  to  Elegance 

With  every  evidence  that  we  are  out  of  the  depres- 
sion woods  and  on  the  road  toward  an  era  of  relative  i)rosperitv,  a 
return  to  elegance  is  natural.  Here  and  there  one  sees  pieces  of 
highly  lac(piered  furniture — a  st}le  both  elegant  and  expensive. 
More  and  more  people  are  asking  for  excjuisite  jtieces,  for  copies 
of  unusual  museum  objects.  They  are  no  longer  satisfied  to  have  a 
Copy  of  any  kind  of  Sheraton  chair;  it  must  l)e  a  i)articular  Shera- 
ton chair  from  So-and-So's  collection.  The  connoisseur  taste  is 
everywhere — in  the  choice  of  fabrics,  walli)ai)ers,  floor  cowrings 
as  well  as  furniture.  This  taste  demands  quality.  Mere  outward  aj)- 
])earance  and  style  at  a  cheap  price  are  not  enough.  The  definite 
attraction  of  English  18th  Century  designs  is  an  indication  that 
authoritative  taste  is  makint"'  itself  heard. 


Take  Your  Choice  of  Modern 

When  first  announced.  Modernism  was  to  be  the 
symbol  of  a  brave,  new  world.  P^y  now  it  has  grown  old  and  rather 
tired.  It  is  no  longer  brave  nor  new.  In  the  higher  and  fancier 
brackets,  it  is  merely  an  echoing  of  what  came  out  of  A  ienna,  Per- 
lin  and  Paris  a  decade  or  more  ago.  In  the  lower  brackets  it  has 
settled  down  to  good,  honest,  sensible  furniture — as  it  was  intended 
to  be  by  its  original  Teutonic  designers  many  years  back.  In  the 
mass  production  of  plain  Alodern  furniture,  the  movement  finds 
its  natural  category.  It  is  the  furnitiu'e  i^roduced  for  Modern 
houses,  just  as  Craftsman  furniture  was  the  style  produced  for  the 
bungalow.  William  Alorris.  Gustave  Stickney  and  Elbert  Hubbard 
are  bungalow-era  names  not  to  be  forgotten  or  ashamed  of;  they 
l)lanned  honest,  sim])le  furniture  without  (  Coufiitucd  oji  f^iu/c  X7  ) 
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M.  Jcan-Chark-s  ^roicux  has  dcsigiud  for  the  Comtc  de  Mousticr  this 
distinctive  modern  Paris  Garden.  The  floor  is  paved  in  large  square  blocks 
of  cement  and  pebbles  between  which  grass  is  grown.  A  raised  star-shaped 
pool  lies  smartly  in  the  exact  center — the  only  ornament  on  the  paving, 
he  strict  coldness  of  this  background  finds  relief  in  the  corner  trellises 
of  wrought  iron  and  Ivy.  The  wrought  iron  fence  is  faced  by  a  heavy 
Ivy  hedge,  against  which  lies  a  lower,  clil>ped  Box  hedge  of  darker 
green   and   two   rows  of   pale   pink   llegonias  and   potted  pink   Geraniums 
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AI.  Albert  La  Priulc,  iiKKkiu  anhilcti,  l-xl'cuIc<1  this  pallcrncd  K'H- 
den  for  the  Paris  rcsidi'iicc  of  the  Conilcssc  Joan  dc  Vogue.  SynmiLiry 
is  evident  in  every  detail,  even  to  the  little  pots  of  Pox  bushes  aion^ 
the  border  edge.  Flag  paving  makes  a  checkerboard  of  squares  of  Rose 
bushes,  alternating  with  clumps  of  evergreens  in  squares  of  smooth 
grass.  The  two  features  whicli  most  eharacteri/.e  the  mixlernisni  of  this 
design  are  the  pink  Roses,  the  sole  flowers  in  the  garden,  and  the  bor- 
der,   which    substitutes    mulberry    shale    for    the    traditional    gra.ss    walk

waitress  asked  the  (ook  for  a  suggestion.  A  rose  was  promptl\" 
exti'acted  from  the  dining  room  talile,  [lulled  apart  and  a  ])etal 
was  lloated  in  each  howl;  and  as  a  crowning  touch  one  dnjp  of 
rose  water  was  placed  on  each  petal  to  represent  dew  drops.  Not 
a  had  idea  at  that.  While  we  are  on  the  suhject  of  linger  bowls, 
(h'd  \du  know  that  there  are  at  least  half  a  dozen  different  fra- 
grant leaves  whii  h  may  lie  u.sed?  lemon  verbena,  rose  geranium, 
nn'nt  geranium,  apple  geranium,  mitmeg  geranium,  and  I  have 
even  heard  of  using  tarragon  lc'ave>.  .Another  little  suggesticjn : 
the    water   in    linger   liowls  should   be   lukewarm,    not    ice  cold. 

T(i  go  back  to  our  cook,  >he  had  a  passion  for  pa])er  frills; 
cho|is,  ham  bonc'S,  lamb  bones,  drum  sticks,  hors  d'ceuvres- 
toothiiicks  and  c'ven  diickeii  wings  were  invariably  dressed  in 
frills,  all  of  which  ^he  made'  herself.  ()ncc  in  a  while  the}-  were 
made  of  ("elloiihane:  light  piid<,  red  or  green.  \\'e're  not  Cjuite 
^urc'  whethca-  the  book  of  eti(|uelte  would  approve,  liut  they 
were  ver}'  gay  and   festive  looking. 

Soup  was  garnished  with  crisp,  uniformly  cut,  hot  croutons 
or  powdered  parsle\-,  or  paper  thin  .•slices  of  lemon,  or  vegc^tables 
cut  in  fancy  shaj:ies  with  cutters  sold  espec  ially  for  this  ]Uirpo.se. 
Sometimes  for  varietv  clear  soups  would  have  thinl}-  shredded 
IVc-ndi  [lancakes  or  little  cubes  of  k'rench  fried  potatcx^s  added 
at  the  last  moment.  On  state-  occasions  she  made  tiny  little 
llowc-rs,  ])ink,  green  and  white,  cut  out  of  Royal  custard  for  the 
clear  consomme''. 

Fish  was  generally  decorati-d  with  a  generous  supply  of  fried 
pars]e\-,  nice  and  crisp,  and  lemon,  cut  in  ever}  conceivable 
shape  from  baskets  to  slices,  the  edges  of  which  were  rolled  in 
paprika  or  powdered  parsle}'.  .Mso  for  very  fancy  parties  she 
decorated  hatelets   within   an   indi  of  their  lives  with  shrim])S, 
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crawfish,  mushrooms  and  lemon.  In  case  you  don't  know  what 
a  liatelet  is,  it  is  a  collection  of  suitable  and  decorative  Ijits  of 
food,  placed  on  a  long  silver  skewer  with  a  fan(  y  top.  llie  skewer 
is  then  inserted  as  a  crowning  touch  either  into  the  food  itself; 
or  into  the  socle  on  which  it  is  mounted. 

Meat  platters  were  decorated  with  white  or  red  camellias  cut 
out  of  raw  turnips  or  Ijeets.  Sometimes  the  white  ones  were 
faintly  blushed  witii  ])ink.  Calla  lilies  were  made  of  raw 
turnips,  carrots  and  jjarslc}'.  She  had  a  grand  time  clipping  tight 
bunches  of  ])arsley  into  formal  shapes  tliat  would  put  an 
English  Ijox  garden  to  shame.  The  hatelets  for  her  meat  dishes 
were  decorated  with  truffles,  mushrooms,  or  vegetable  flowers. 

Birds  were  garnished  with  cri>p  watercress  or  jnirsle}-,  the 
liatelets   composed   of   truftles,    muslirooms    and    cocks'   comlis. 

She  showed  great  restraint  with  her  salads,  liul  was  ]a\'isli 
with  chopped  chervil,  tarragon  and   ihi\'es. 

Her  desserts  were  so  fancy  that  I  couldn't  ])u»ibl_\-  begin  tn 
describe  them.  Spun  sugar  nests  for  ice  cream  eggs,  meringue 
bee  hives  filled  with  ice  cream  with  little  Ijees  made  of  almonds 
with  caramel  glazed  wings,  souftles  \\ith  souffles  on  toj)  of  them, 
crowned  with  a  wafer-thin,  gold-leafed  lid,  and  so  on  and  so 
forth.  But  flavor  was  never  sacrificed  for  beauty. 

Fruit  was  alwa}-s  decorated  with  grape  leaves  or  calax.  Cher- 
ries and  strawberries  appeared  in  a  perfect  mound  on  green 
leaves,  the  stems  Ijeing  all  carefully  concealed  within. 

Cold  meats  were  garnished  with  aspic  chojjped  or  cut  in 
fancy  shapes,  watercress,  parsley,  and  the  most  intricate  of 
intricate  hatelets  made  of  cocks'  combs  glazed  with  aspic,  truf- 
fles, lemons,  pickled  lamf)s'  tongues,  and  bits  of  chicken  lireast 
(  ut  in  fancy  s]iai:)es,  miraculousl}'  encased  in  a^pic. 

She  made  ice  cubes  of  orange  juice  for  orange  juice, 
ice  cubes  of  ginger  ale  for  ginger  ale,  siie  sometimes  amused 
herself  by  decorating  the  frozen  cubes  with  maraschino  cherries, 
blackberries,  strawberries  and  an  occasional  sprig  of  mint  or  a 
tiny  little  forget-me-not. 

I  could  go  on  forever  telling  }i)U  h(;w  she  decorated  her  cakes 
with  real  flowers,  inlaid  jelly,  or  powdered  sugar.  How  she 
made  baskets  of  raw  potato,  macaroni  and  partially  cooked 
noodles,  then  fried  them  in  deep  fat,  all  just  to  have  something 
suitaijle  to  serve  jjommes  souffles  in.  How  she  curled  her  celery, 
and  shaped  her  rolls,  and  peeled  her  Ijaked  apples  and  sliced 
her  cucumbers,  and  powdered  her  parsley.  I  know  that  any 
minute  now  you  are  going  to  tell  me  you  don't  believe  a  word 
of  it,  but  my  answer  to  that  will  l)e  please  to  remember  that  I 
started  this  .story  with  "once  ujion  a  time."  It  just  haplx■n^  that 
I  know  how  to  produce  some  of  these  fancies,  in  case  you  want 
to  inckdge  in  a  bit  of  frivolity.  Here  are  directions  for  a  few 
of  them : 


C.\KKCJT    GOLDFISH   lOR   iIX(JEK-IiU\\I,S 

\\'ith  a  sharjj  knife,  car\-e  out  of  small  tender  red  carrots  as 
man}-  one  inch  long  ovals  as  }'ou  will  want  fish.  Flatten  tliem 
slightly  on  tlie  bottom  and  try  to  have  the  ovals  come  to  a  sharj) 
edge  down  the  center  of  the  top.  These  ovals  will  make  the  Ijody 
])art  of  the  fish.  The  fins  and  tail  are  made  of  almost  pai^er 
tliin  slices  of  either  radish  or  wliite  turnij).  ^lost  dictionaries 
give  a  picture  of  a  g'jldfish  which  }'ou  ma\-  use  as  a  guide  in 
cutting  the  fins  and  tail,  Ijut  f)e  sure  to  leave  a  little  extra  on 
tiie  pieces  so  that  they  may  be  inserted  into  slits  in  the  carrot 
to  secure  them  in  place.  Caraway  seeds  are  inserted  for 
e\es.  I'hey  are  shar])  and  go  in  easily.  Tlie  sharp  ends  sticking 
out  should  Ije  snipj)ed  off  with  scissors.  Put  the  fish,  once  as- 
sembled, into  ice  water  in  the  refrigerator  to  keep  crisp  until 
ready  to  ])lace  in  finger-bewls,  along  with  a  Ijit  of  geranium  or 
a  little  flower.  The  bodies  must  be  cut  carefully  so  that  they 
are  not  lopsided  and  tlie  tw(j  lower  fins  should  lie  inserted  at  a 
45"'  angle  so  the  fisji  will  balance  on  their  tail  and  fins  in  the 
bottom  of  the  bowl.  These  fish  keep  beautifully  in  the  refrigera- 
tor for  several  da}'s  and  ma}'  therefore  be  used  several  times. 

L.AKOE  VKLLOW  BUTTER  ROSE 

Pirst  scald  }our  butter  paddles  several  liours  before  ^■ou  will 
be  making  the  ro.se,  and  put  them  in  the  refrigerator  right  under 
the  ice  freezing  compartment  so  that  they  will  l)e  well  chilled. 
Xow  put  some  ice  in  a  large  bowl  of  water,  and  when  the  water 
is  cold  cut  j/>  pound  of  butter  in  various  sizes.  One  small  piece, 
three  slightly  larger  pieces,  then  five  pieces  even  bigger  and  last 
of  all  seven  pieces  bigger  than  the  rest.  Put  the  pieces  of  butter, 
as  }'ou  cut  them,  into  the  ice  water.  When  they  are  all  ready 
proceed  to  make  butter  Ijalls  in  the  usual  manner,  rolling  the 
pieces  around  and  around  until  nice  and  round,  on  the  rough 
side  of  the  paddle.  Work  ([uickl}'  because  the  butter  must  not  be 
too  hard  for  the  next  process,  which  consists  in  ])utting  tiie  balls 
one  bv  one  on  the  smooth  side  of  one  paddle  and  slapping  them 
with  the  smooth  side  of  the  other  paddle  until  you  haw  flattened 
them  well  out  into  thin  wafers  not  more  than  an  eighth  of  an 
inch  thick.  Put  them  back  into  the  ice  water  as  you  make  them. 
Xow  take  the  smallest  wafer  and  roll  it  up  Avith  \()ur  fingers  to 
fashion  the  center  or  heart  of  the  rose,  ha\'ing  a  slight  flare  at 
the  top,  and  the  bottom  closed.  Then  take  the  three  .'^lightly 
larger  pieces  and  secure  them  to  the  heart  .slightly  overlapping 
each  other  and  flaring  out  a  bit,  just  like  a  real  rose.  Put  the 
rose  as  vou  form  it  back  into  the  water  for  a  second  or  two  so 
that  it  remains  firm.  Next  add  the  lix'e  petals  (ivc'rla])ping  them 
well  at  the  bottom  and  opening  them  out  well  at  the  top.  I'inch 
and  roll  the  edges  here  and  there  imitating  the  jietals  of  a  real 
rose,  as  realisticall}'  as  possible,  but  {Continued  on  pdgc  78)

READ  THIS  ANALYSIS   OF  THE   PLANS   OF   OUR   FOUR   NEW  AMERICAN   HOMES 


r  MIGHT  lie  stated  as  an  axiom  that  a  Imuse  is  no  ln-tter 

Itlian  its  jjlan.  No  matter  how  attractive  in  appLMraiu  e 
the  hcjuse  ma}-  he,  no  matter  how  charminii;  the  arehi- 
tectural  and  decorative  treatment,  if  tlie  jihui  i>  inadeijuati' 
or  poorl}'  organized,  the  house  must  he  inherenll}-  unsat- 
isfactory. And  the  weaknesses  of  tlie  phui  will  (ontinue 
to  make  themselves  felt  until  the\'  are  corrected — if,  in- 
deed, they  can  he  corrected,  once  the  house  is  huilt. 

What  constitutes  a  .i^ood  j)lan?  What  are  the  factors 
which  ought  to  he  considere(l  when  drawing  the  plans  for 
a  house;  and  \vhat  slioidd  he  looked  for,  in  a  plan,  to  see 
if  these  conditions  ha\-e  been  met? 

The  answers  to  tliese  (|uestions,  which  we  sidimit  in  thi^ 
article,  result  from  a  conscious  and  thorough  effort  on  the 
part  of  Hoi'SE  &  Garden  to  consider  the  jirohlem  eiitirel\- 
in  the  light  of  contemporar\'  needs  and  ( ontem|)orar\  fanv 
il\'  life.  I'"irst,  •we  confe-rred  with  the  distinguisiied  archi- 
tects and  designers,  Allmon  Fordyce  and  William  I.  Hamhy, 
whose  reputation  for  original  researth  in  contemporar\- 
planning  is  well  known  in  the  ari  hitectural  held,  and  a>ke(l 
them  to  design  a  house  whiih  should  he  moderate  in  co^l 
)'et  ])lanned  to  meet  sqrnirely  the  conditions  (ommonly 
imjjosed  hy  the  requirements  and  activities  of  the  aver- 
age contemporary  famil}'.  Then,  as  a  c  hei  k  on  their  re- 
search, we  conducted  our  own  independent  surwy  h_\-  send- 
ing out  live  hundred  (juestionnaires  to  those  of  our  readers 
who  had  indicated  t(j  us  that  they  were  huilding,  or  ahout 
to  build,  new  homes.  We  a.sked  them  what  kind  of  hou.se 
they  liked,  what  kind  of  ])lan.  We  asked  them  to  tell  us 
how  manv  and  what  kind  of  rooms  the\'  wanted  and  how 
they  would  use  them.  We  tried  to  get  a  picture  of  how  some 
of  our  active,  up-to-date  readers  lived,  in  order  to  check 
their  needs  against  the  house  we  were  Iiaviiig  phunird. 
'I'heir  full  and  enthusiastic  re- 
sponses have  been  of  enormous 
hel])  to  us  and  to  the  architects, 
and  we  shall  have  occasion  to 
quote  .^ome  of  our  readers'  ob- 
servations in  this  article. 

But  first  let's  turn  to  the  ar- 
chitects for  an  expression  of 
their  l)asic  ideas  on  planning  a 
hou.se.  It  .should  be  hel])ful  to 
anyone  considering  building  a 
home  to  find  out  how  a  skillful 


Not  an  architectural  exercise  but  four  actual 
"New  American  Homes"  for  which  working 
drawings  and  specifications  have  been  pre- 
pared. The  designs  and  plans  pictured  and  an- 
alyzed in  this  article  are  based  on  a  question- 
naire sent  to  SOD  readers  and  on  previous 
planning    studies    conducted    by    the   architects 


and  experienced  ai'chitecl  approaches  the  problem  of  evoh' 
ing  a  well-organi/ed,  aclcc|uate,  and  attractive  plan. 

"I  he  im|)ortant  consideration  in  liou^e  design,"  sa\' 
architects  r"ord_\ie  and  Hamhy,  "is  a  thorough  and  clear 
understanding  of  hou.sehold  requirement.s — that  is,  the  re- 
i|uirements  of  the  indix'idual  family  who  will  occup}-  the 
liouse.  Given  this,  the  architect  has  a  real,  factual  basis 
for  evolving  his  j)lan.  And  planning  is  of  the  utmost 
importance.  Aside  from  materials  and  construction,  which 
are  reall)-  technical  problems,  the  basic  pattern  for  the 
house  is  its  plan;  and  the  ba>ic  inspiration  for  the  plan 
should  alwa}'s  be  lire  daily  life  of  the  family  itself. 

"We  a])prc)ach  oin-  job  of  ])lanning,  therefoi'e,  on  this 
basis:  the  hunily  works,  pla\s,  eats,  sleeps;  the  fami]\"s 
acti\'ities  are  as  clix'erse  as  are  the  ages  and  inlc'rests  of 
its  members.  'I  here  will  be  guests  for  coc  ktails,  for  diiuiers, 
for  games,  for  the  week-encl,  for  small  and  large  gatherings. 
The  c_hanging  .seasons  will  alter  somewhat  the  familv's 
mode  of  li\'ing.  But  under  all  circum.stances  and  all  con- 
ditions the  house  must  adapt  itself  readih'  to  all  rei|uire- 
ments,  ])rovicling  (|uiet  and  sechr-ion  where  it  is  desired, 
aclei|uate  space  \\lien  guests  are  eiiterlained,  warmth  in 
winter,  tool  air  in  summer,  and  always  economy — economy 
of  cost,  footsteps,  operation  and  maintenance.  The  modern 
wa_\'  of  li\-ing  recjuires  that  a  home  shall  be  no  lai-ger  than 
normal  nec'ds  dictate,  }c't  shall  have  sui  h  llexibility  in 
herent  in  the  plan  as  will  enable  it  to  meet,  as  comfortabl) 
as  jiossible,  the  occasional  extraordinary  demands. 

"So    far  as   arcliitectural   st_\le — the   appearance  <if   the 
house — is    concerned,    tlie    taste    and    predilections    of    the 
indi\-idual  have  certainly  to  be  consid>-red.  .\ll  this  attem|)f 
to  ^ell  moclei'n  architec  tm-e  is  futile'.  When  the  de-ign  of  a 
house   is  a   true  expressicjn   cif  the  needs,  the  comhirt,  the 
activities    of    a    modern    famiU', 
(hen  thai   house  is  in  the  reale>( 
sense    mocK'rn    regai'dless    of   ar- 
chitectural slxle.  The  honest  use 
of   different   materials   and    con- 
struction      methods       ine\atabl_\' 
leads  to  c  haracleristic  differences 
in    apiiearaiice." 

'I'his  expi'es>ion  fi'om  the  ar- 
c  liilec  t>,  defining  a  good  hou-e  as 
a  true  expression  cif  wjiat  is  re- 
i|uired  of   it,  appears  to  be  very 
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nuiili  in  lino  willi  i  ur  n-ailiTs'  point  of  virw  as  relliHted 
i:i  tli','  R'sj)uii>cs  to  our  (|ui'stioiniaiiv.  "I\Iy  house,'"  .says 
(•:k-  natirr,  "is  alioul  .-10  yi-irs  old  and  there  is  an  apjjal- 
linti  \\a>te  of  >|)ace  in  it.  such  as  a  too  larj^e  tlinint;  room. 
u>ek>s  liallwavs,  hathrooni  too  large,  windows  badly 
located,  etc.,  etc."  Another  says,  "I  don't  want  any  waste 
.-|iaei'  in  the  house;  I  want  plenty  of  light  and  ventilation.'' 
The  great  majority  found  their  closet  and  storage  space 
inadequate  and  jjoorly  designed.  We  noted  a  very  decided 
trend  towards  a  second  living  room,  such  as  a  study  or 
lihrarw  on  the  first  tloor.  Many  of  our  readers,  we  found, 
avail  themselves  of  the  wa-te  space  in  their  hasement  by 
having  a  game  room  or  1u)Ij1»\-  room  there,  hut  said  cm- 
])hatically  that,  if  it  were  ])ossil)le  ut  no  greater  cost,  they 
wovdd  prefer  to  carry  on  the.se  activities  in  the  light  and 
air  of  the  hr>t  floor. 

'J'he,-e  and  innumerable  other  oljservations  poured  in  on 
us,  all  tending  to  sujiport  our  architects  in  their  contention 
that  as  the  conditions  and  activities  of  household  life 
(liange  so  must  the  scheme  of  the  house  change,  if  it  is  to 


offer  maximiun  usefulness,  comfort  and  econoniw 

So  much  for  the  factors  involved.  Now  let's  refer  to  the 
]ilans  drawn  for  us  b_\'  Fordyce  and  Hambw  These  houses 
were  designed  not  as  a  criterion  of  what  all  houses  should 
he  but  as  a  specific  solution  of  the  s])ecific  needs  of  an 
a\-erage  famil}'  of  House  &  Garden  readers. 

In  the  first  ])lace,  to  clear  up  any  m}-stery  that  might 
develop,  these  are  not  four  different  ])lans  but  one  plan 
with  four  suggested  architectural  treatments  which  could 
be  applied  to  it  with  e(|ual  success.  The  .slight  differences 
that  occur  are  merely  differences  in  window  treatment,  ter- 
races, etc.,  incidental  to  the  development  of  different  wall 
and  roof  treatments.  In  all  cases  the  arrangement  of  the 
rooms  of  the  house  remains  the  same,  so  we  can  take  any 
plan  as  tyjiical  for  the  purposes  of  tliis  discussion. 

\\'e  shall  not  repeat  here  all  the  pertinent  observations 
made  in  the  captions  accompanying  our  plans.  Instead,  we 
sliall  suggest  an  answer  to  our  Cjuestion  about  what  to  look 
for  in  a  plan  by  dividing  this  plan  into  its  major  com- 
])onents  and  seeing  how  they  work.

Briefly,  this  house,  like  any  house,  is  composed  of  three 
separate,  integrated  major  unit.s — a  service  unit,  a  living 
unit,  and  a  sleeping  unit.  These  have  their  own  separate 
requirements  and  mu.st  be  developed  accordinsrly;  but  they 
also  relate  to  one  another,  and  tliis  relationship  must  Ije 
clearly  e.xpressed  in  the  plan. 

The  service  unit  comprises  a  kitchen;  a  laundry  next 
the  kitchen;  a  heater  room  between  kitclien  and  fireplace, 
with  access  from  the  rear  hall;  a  servant's  room  and  bath; 
a  service  entrance.  The  important  ])oints  in  composing 
these  items  into  a  unit  are  compactness  and  efficiency.  This 
is  the  working  area  of  the  house  and  there  should  be  no 
waste  space,  involving  waste  of  time  and  footsteps.  The 
architect  has,  however,  recognized  the  possibility  that  in 
some  cases  servants'  quarters  might  not  lie  required  on 
this  floor,  and  the  room  and  Ijath  are  therefore  adaptable 
to  the  recjuirements  of  an  extra  guest  room. 

The  arrangement  of  the  living  unit  evolves  from  a  quite 
different  need.  Comprising  dining  room,  living  room,  study, 
j)layroom  and  front  entrance,  the  scheme  is  conditioned 
by  a  need  for  decentralization  of  the  rooms,  so  that  the 


var}'ing  activities  of  memlx-rs  of  the  househ(jld  ma}-  be  ac- 
commodated without  conflii  ting.  Yet  this  conscious  s])read- 
ing  out  of  the  plan  must  be  composed  in  such  a  wa_v  that 
two  or  more  of  the  rooms  can  be  opened  up  to  form  a  large 
and  attractive  area  for  entertaining.  This  feature  oft"ers  the 
llexil)ilit}'  which  is  so  important  in  a  small  house. 

Tile  sleejjing  unit  obvi(;usly  demands  (|uiet,  ])ri\'ac_\% 
maximum  ventilation,  ade(|uate  closet  S])a  e,  and  a  con- 
venient location  of  bathrcjoms  in  relation  to  beth'oonis. 
That  these  qualifications  have  l)een  recogiii/ed  b\'  our  ar- 
chitects is  quite  oljvious  from  the  ])lan  of  the  st'cond  floor. 
Our  readers  have  been  very  ex])licit  in  their  demands  lor 
adequate  ventilation,  so  we  find  every  bedroom  a  corner 
room,  and  two  of  the  three  boasting  three  ex])osures.  The 
great  majorit}'  of  the  ([uestionnaires  returned  to  us  al.-o 
showed  that  an  outside  area  on  tlie  second  floor — a  sun- 
deck  or  ])i)rch — is  a  desirable  feature. 

In  addition  to  these  major  units,  we  might  list  .storage — 
dead  .storage — as  another  consideration.  So  in  place  of  an 
unorganized  space  in  the  basement  we  find  a  cari'tuliy 
jilanned  aiul  conveniently  accessil)le  space  adjaci'nt  to  the

Not  :i  (opv  r.f  ;in  iild  liousc,  but  a  new  hnusc  (l(sii;ncil 
in  the  spirit  and  Iradilion  of  tlic  early  architecture  of 
uur  country.  An  iiitrre.-iting  effect  is  gained  by  keeping 
the  roof  sloijis  jiaraHel  with  one  another,  l)y  a  skilful 
balancing  of  the  various  masses,  and  by  such  conven- 
tional touches  as  tlie  window  lilinds  and  the  small 
windows  of  the  ujiper  floor.  The  sun  deck,  a  feature 
seldom,  if  ever,  considered  desirable  in  Colonial  limes, 
lure  makes  itself  coniforlalilv  at  home  as  a  concession 
to  a   latter-day  urge. 

The  jilan  of  House  &  Garden's  Xew  .\nu  rican  home 
benefits  very  noticeably  by  the  omission  of  a  basement. 
S]iace  for  a  modern  heating  and  air-cnndilioning  plant  is 
jirovided  between  the  kitchen  and  the  chimney,  with 
convenient  access  from  the  rear  hall.  The  space  usually 
wasted  in  the  basement  is  brought  up  to  the  first  floor 
where  it  takes  the  useful  form  of  a  study,  a  large  game 
iDoin   and  a  convenient,   well-jilaced  storage  room. 


to 
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garage.  This  space,  together  with  the  garage — which  may 
also  he  classed  as  storage — is  j^roperly  kept  remote  from 
the  main  rooms  and  yet  conveniently  near  the  entrance. 

Studying  a  plan  in  this  way  we  are  in  a  position  to 
estimate  how  well  it  will  serve  our  needs  when  the  jjlan 
becomes  a  Ijuilding.  The  broad  general  scheme,  as  briefly 
outlined  above,  is  the  iirst  point  to  consider;  then  we  can 
come  down  to  all  the  big  and  little  details  which  are  sub- 
ject to  adjustment  and  refinement  as  the  plan  becomes  more 
and  more  an  expression  of  our  personal  needs. 

l\ike  for  example  that  portion  of  our  plan  which  houses 
the  playroom,  study,  and  garage.  This  section  could  be 
modified  in  a  variety  of  ways  without  changing  its  shape 
or  its  cubic  content.  We  could  plan  it  for  a  two-car  garage 
and  a  larger  pla}T()om,  or  a  one-car  garage,  study,  and 
larger  playroom.  (Incidentally,  the  pla\-room,  as  planned, 
is  large  enough  to  accommodate  a  ping-pong  table  com- 
fortably.) Other  u.ses,  suggested  for  this  space  by  our 
reader  survey,  are:  a  physician's  private  office;  a  work- 
room for  the  amateur  photographer,  or  other  hobliyist; 
a  second  living  room  where  older  children  may  enter- 
tain their  friends.  We  found  a  great  many  readers  who 
stressed  the  im])ortance  of  a  powder  room  on  tlie  first  floor, 
preferably  adjacent  to  the  study.  Unquestionaljly,  space  for

I X  I'LACING  a  house,  with  reference  to  tlic  compass  points, 
we  liavc  to  consider  such  important  factors  as  prcvailini^ 
breeze,  perhaps  a  view,  and  the  pathway  of  the  sun  across 
the  sky.  Here  are  shown  four  studies  of  our  plan  in  which 
the  main  rooms,  in  each  case,  face  south,  toward  the 
bottom  of  the  jjage.  Hut  the  garat^e  and  front  entrance 
successively  face  south,  north,  west  and  east.  Of  course, 
any  otlier  point  of  the  compass  can  be  substituted  for 
.south.  If  you  wish  an  eastern  exposure  for  your  main 
rooms,  consider  the  bottom  of  the  page  east  and  your 
garage  and  entrance  will  then  face,  successively,  east,  west, 
south  and  north.  And  so  on  for  any  given  orientation. 
.\ny  of  these  schemes  are  adaptable  to  any  of  our  designs, 
or,  to  put  it  differently,  any  of  the  designs  can  be 
oriented  as  shown  here.  This  easy  flexibility  is  possible 
because  the  garage-study-game  room  unit  is  a  square 
within  wliich  the  parts  may  be  shifted  without  ahering 
the  form  or  position  of  the  total  area 


this  could  be  arranged  between  the  study  and  ])ia\Toom. 

In  this  article,  however,  we  have  not  attem])ted  to  hold 
ourselves  si)ecifically  to  the  consideration  of  the  houses 
shown  here.  Wa  leave  much  of  that  to  the  captions.  Our 
aim  has  been  to  suggest  a  reasonable  and  logical  ap- 
jiroach  to  good  jjlanning.  Review  the  steps  as  we  have 
outlined  them — the  steps  we  and  our  architects  followed 
in  developing  these  houses:  First,  consult  yourself,  and 
list  as  accurately  as  possible  the  facts,  the  needs,  the  ac- 
tivities of  }'our  hou.sehold  life.  Out  of  that  j)icture,  will 
grow  the  plan  of  your  house.  Then  study  the  plan,  looking 
for  compactness  and  efficiency  where  they  are  essential ; 
comfort,  flexibility,  adecjuate  space  where  these  are  im- 
portant. See  if  the  rooms  stand  in  convenient  relationshij) 
to  one  another,  see  whether  the  normal  ;icti\'ities  and  move- 
ment around  the  house  can  be  carried  on  without  undue 
walking,  or  climbing  up  and  down  stairs.  See  if  the  space 
provided  is  sufficient  yet  not  excessive.  Waste  .space  is  poor 
economy  in  every  sense.  And  check  up  on  the  orientation  of 
tile  house  (n(jte  Ijelow). 

In  short — when  }ou  build  a  home  you  want  it  to  be 
emphatically  your  own  home,  ideally  suited  to  your  needs, 
your  whims,  your  way  of  living.  The  surest  way  to  ^et  it 
is  to  let  the  scheme   of  the  house   develoi)  out-'^lathcse.  , ...    ,. 
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Of  ff.w  flowcis  can  it  iie  f.iirly  said  lliat 
ihry  stanil  lKa<I  am!  sIiouIiIlis  aliovc  all 
ntlicrs  tlial  an-  contemporaries  in  blos- 
soming. Tiie  hardy  Chrysanthemum. 
lhoui;h,  nerd  never  dnulit  its  claim  to 
such  distinction,  iuv  it  is  as  much  the 
king  of  .\ulunin  llowers  .is  the  Tulijis 
and  Daffodils  .are  the  rulers  of  Spring. 
One  might  say  that  it  is  all  things  to  all 
gardeners,  with  ei|ual  genius  jjlaying  its 
n')le  in  the  tiniest  dooryard  planting  and 
in  great  borders  such  as  those  of  the 
lirooklyn  Botanic  Garden,  where  the  ac- 
coniijanying  photograi}hs  were  taken. 

These  outdoor  Chrysanthemums  come 
in  an  inuiiense  variety  of  forms,  sizes  and 
(oliirs.  In  flowering  season,  they  range 
from  laie  .\ugust  to  hard  frost.  Give  them 
good  soil,  sun  and  a  shelteretl  but  well 
drained  situation.  Like  other  Fall  flow- 
ers, they  should  be  planted  in  Spring  ju.^t 
as  growth  starts,  so  that  their  develop- 
ment shall  be  unhampered.  \\'ater  them 
well  in   dry   weather. 
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TAVO  of  tlie  most  amusinjj;  and  onicinu-ntal  items  for  the 
small  place  are  Capra  hircus  and  Ovis  arics;  hardv, 
l)eautiful,  entertaining,  and  of  the  easiest  culture.  Thev 
will  also  come  when  }-ou  call  them. 

I  am  thinking  of  the  goat  and  the  .sheep  in  connection 
with  the  city  ]U'rson  in  the  country,  whose  ownership  of 
animals  has  been  limited  to  dogs  or  cats  or  canaries.  He 
now  feels  that  he  need  no  longer  resist  the  imjiulse  to  keep 
wliat  is  commonl}-  known  as  livestock;  not  as  an  under- 
taking, but  merely  as  a  decorative  diversion.  In  his  case 
the  horse  or  cow  might  he  more  than  he  cares  to  cope  with, 
and  as  his  tastes  may  not  run  to  rabbits,  guinea  (or  regu- 
lar) pigs,  or  poultrw  lie  tinds  himself  in  the  delightful 
])redicament  of  having  to  get  a  kid  and  a  lamb  to  keep 
each  other  com|)an)-. 

After  his  selection  the  care  and  shelter  of  these  creatures 
should  be  his  chief  consideration;  but  nothing,  no  matter 
how  practical,  should  supersede  in  im[)ortance  the  ap- 
pearance of  their  f|uarters.  Such  matters  as  comfort  and 
convenience  cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed,  but  the  plea- 
sure of  having  animals  will  amount  in  the  end  to  much  less 
than  it  otherwise  might  if  their  li\'ing  arrangements  are 
not  an  attractive  element  in  the  layout  of  the  grounds.  In 
the  ca.se  of  the  goat  and  the  sheep  these  arrangements  are 
very  moderate,  consisting  of  a  simple  shelter  and  en- 
closure. The  shelter  can  Ije  a  lean-to  against  a  stable  or 
garage,  or  be  made  a  section  of  any  such  l)uilding;  it  can 
be  combined  with  a  toolhouse  or  workshoj),  or  it  can  of 
course  be  an  independent  structure.  It  should  be  large 
enough  to  have  a  stall,  six  feet  scjuare,  for  each  animal, 
a  storage  sjiace  for  hay  and  grain,  and  a  three-foot  pas- 
sageway along  one  side.  A  gate  from  each  pen  o|)ens  into 
this  passageway,  and  a  small  door  from  each  pen  opens 
into  the  enclosure,  which  should  lie  on  the  south,  or  shel- 
tered, side  of  the  building. 

The  size  of  the  enclosure  w'ould  depend  to  a  certain 
extent  upon  the  space  available.  It  really  shouldn't  be 
smaller  than  sixteen  by  thirty,  and  even  then  the  animals 
should  be  allowed  outside  occasionally,  not  so  much  for 
exercise  as  for  a  change  of  scener}-.  The  enclosure  should 
l)e  extremely  well  drained,  as  much  for  the  a|)pearance 
of  the  yard  as  for  the  good  of  the  animals.  The  fence 
should  be  five  feet  high,  strong,  naturally,  and  styled 
to  its  surroundings.  One  thing  about  the  fence  as  far 
as  the  goat  is  concerned.  She  will  not  try  to  leap  a  five- 
foot  barrier  from  the  ground  unless  she  is  desperatel}' 
anxious  to  get  out.  But  if  there  should  be  a  lx)x  or  a 
branch  or  any  possible  intermediate  foothold  onto  which 
in  her  playfulness  she  can  Ijounce  and  bound  her  way 
over,  there  is  a  chance  that  she  might  try  it.  Goats  are 
great  leapers.  and  a  clever  one  in  an  effort  to  get  over  a 


high  fence  will  often,  in  lieu  of  anything  else,  make  use 
of  another  goat's  back  as  a  kind  of  liounding  block.  A 
shee]i  will  not  in  this  connection  R"(|uire  any  particular 
precautions,  except  that  she  might  Ijc  u.sed  as  a  bound- 
ing lilock. 

A  sheep  is  an  excellent  grazer  and  can  do  a  neat,  close- 
cropped  job  on  the  lawn.  A  goat,  on  the  other  hand,  is 
more  interested  in  nibbling  the  leaves  from  underbrush, 
going  in  for  grass  in  only  the  most  half-hearted  fashion. 
On  the  small  place,  therefore,  a  goat,  when  it  is  allowed 
outside  its  enclosure,  should  either  be  tethered  or  closely 
watched  in  order  to  keep  it  from  doing  damage  to  low- 
growing  trees  and  shrubbery.  A  sheep,  with  a  little  sujier- 
vision  and  training,  can  be  allowed  the  freedom  of  the 
lawn.  Both  animals  should  be  guarded  against  the  ])os- 
sibility  of  attacks  from  dogs. 

I  will  return  to  the  care  and  the  (juarters  of  the  goat 
and  sheep  but,  having  given  a  ski'tch)-  notion  of  their 
homelife  as  pets  on  the  small  place,  I  would  like  to  in- 
terrupt with  a  brief  consideration  of  their  selection  with 
regard  to  age,  .sex,  type  and  Ijreed.  These  matters  have  of 
course  a  different  importance  for  the  jierson  who  is  going 
to  keej)  a  few  animals  for  pleasure  than  they  have  for  the 
person  who  hopes  to  create  with  them  a  profitable  eiiter- 
jirise,  just  as  in  each  case  certain  details  ol  care  and  up- 
keep would  be  quite  different.  Here  we  are  concerned 
with  them  as  attractive  pets  and  with  their  ([uarters  as 
a  decorative  jxirt  of  the  architectural  and  landscajie 
.scheme  of  the  place.  .-Xnd  the  choice  of  the  animals  will 
be  discussed  from  this  [joint  of  view. 

The  five  |>rinci[)al  breeds  of  goats  in  this  country  are 
the  Nubian,  .Aliiine,  Saanen,  Toggenluirg  and  Angora. 
The  Angora  is  raised  for  its  fleece,  called  mohair,  with 
wliicli   it   is  draped    in  a   wliite    {Coiiliiiurd  on  piii^^c  8'))

Of  the  hardy  kinds  that  are 
a\-ailal)le  it  may  be  said  with  emphasis  that 
there  are  few  m.ore  satisfai  tor\'  hidhous 
plants  for  use  on  a  wide  scale,  few  that  with 
suih  contklence  ma\'  he  left  to  tlu'mselves  to 
ini  rease  and  create  certain  heaut}'  once  they 
are  ])lanted.  They  are  scarcely  fussy  as  to 
soil  and  situation,  accepting  sun  or  shade, 
reasonahh'  drv  or  moist  ground  with  equal 
ei|uanimitv,  and  tlie\-  will  llower  in  shade 
so  dense  that  almost  any  other  plant  is  dis- 
louraged  and  gives  up  the  struggle.  More- 
o\cr  lhc\-  iiu  rease  so  geiu-rousl\  thai  start- 
in;;  with  a  handful  one  soon  has  two  hand- 
luls  and  so  is  soon  on  the  road  to  luidreamed 


wealth.  Ikit  the  small  ()nion-like  seedlings 
must  he  watched  for  and  protected  and  never 
rooted  out  in  an  excess  of  orelerl)'  zeal. 

'J'he  flowers  are  either  Ijell-shaped  or 
starry,  usually  the  former,  and  they  come 
in  many  tones  of  blue  and  lavender,  also 
white,  jiale  and  deep  pink  and  rose.  The 
season  co\'ered  by  the  different  kinds  is  a 
long  one,  beginning  with  the  Snowdrops  and 
lasting  through  tlie  May  Tulips,  and  be- 
ginning again  in  late  August  and  carrying 
on  through  September.  Now  is  the  time  to 
order  them  so  that  their  gentle  beauty  ma\' 
be  in(or|)orated  without  dela}'  in  our  gar- 
di'n"s  scheme  of  decoration. 

About  the  first  week  in  ^Nfanh  the  small 
burnished  red  noses  of  Srilla  hijolin  make 
their  appearance  above  ground.  'I'his  is  the 
Two-lea\ed  Si|uill  said  to  be  found  in 
shaded  groves  in  parts  of  Central  Europe. 
The  noses  soon  sjilit  to  form  the  two  leaves 
and  between  them  arises  the  reddish,  rather 
llexuous  stem,  some  three  inches  high,  strung 
with  starry  flowers  of  a  .somewhat  .slaty  blue, 
or  (Team}-  white,  or  more  rarely  a  rose-pink. 
'1  hese  are  modest  flowers  liut  quite  telling 
when  usi'd  in  the  rot  k  garden  about  the 
skirts  of  the  small  shrubs,  or  massed  in 
greater  numbers  along  half  shaded  jiaths. 
]k'(  ause  of  the  inclement  season  at  which  it 
elects  to  iiloom  sheltered  situations  are  the 
best   for  it. 

Much  more  showy  and  flow'ering  only 
about  a  fortnight  later  is  the  well  known 
Siberian  S(|uill,  Srilhi  .sihiriru.  This  is  the 
bluest  of  all  spring  flowers;  ])erhaps  only 
certain  Gentians  compete  with  it  in  ]ioint 
of  blueness  at  an}'  season.  And  it  is  one  of 
the  most  useful  and  accommodating  of  its 
I'ac  e. 

Scillii  ^iihirirn  looks  a  little  like  a  Chiono- 
do.xa.  Both  are  richly  blue  yet  they  should 
not  be  planted  together  for  their  individual 
hues,  w'hile  not  differing  greatly,  are  curious- 
1\'  antagonistic,  suft'iciently  so  to  be  disturb- 
ing to  the  fastidious  eye.  'l"he  Siberian 
Sc|uill  is  a  brilliant  flower  but  for  all  the 
power  of  its  splendid  color  it  needs  a  com- 
plimentary hue  or  white  to  bring  out  its 
strength  -a  fleet  of  white  Crocuses,  say,

Procure  some  thin  wdiite 
architects'  tracing  paper  or,  failing 
that,  thin  typewriter  paper  or  tissue 
]iaper;  jiaste  or  rubber  cement,  a  pen- 
cil; a  ruler;  and  fine  sharp  scissors.; 
.\lso  some  round  smooth  sticks  varying;

To 
make  frills  for  chops  cut  the  paper  in 
strijis  one  and  three-quarters  inche.4 
w  ide  by  nine  inches  long.  Fold  these  in 
two  evenly  so  as  to  make  strips  nine 
inches  long  by  seven-eighths  of  an  inch 
wide.  Now  measure  half  an  inch  down 
from  the  fold  at  either  end  and  draw  a 
straight  faint  line  all  the  way  across. 
The  next  process  is  to  cut  the  paper 
in  tiny  stri|is  a  sixteenth  of  an  inch 
apart  from  the  fold  lo  the  guide  line, 
the  w  hole  way  across.  To  speed  things 
up  a  bit  the  paper  may  be  folded  once 
more  in  two,  jicncil  side  out  beforfi 
cutting.  When  all  the  frills  are  cutj 
open  them  all  up  and  place  them  he-' 
fore  you  jiencil  side  up ;  pencil  lines 
lo  the  top.  Now  take  one  at  a  time, 
liut  a  little  paste  along  the  entire  bot- 
tom edge  and  fold  the  paper  up  until 
the  edge  meets  tlie  pencil  line  abovejl 
forming  thereby  a  rolled  edge  of  cmt 
frill  on  the  bottom.  Press  the  glued 
jiarts  gently  to  stick  the  edges  togetherj 
then  allows  the  paper  to  dry  well  be-; 
fore  the  next  process  of  rolling  th? 
frill  slightly  diagonally  and  spirally 
around  the  half  inch  stick.  Manage  tc 
have  the  bottom  edge  of  the  frill  end 
up  straight  around  the  bottom  and  se- 
cure it  with  ])aste.  Don't  wrap  the  fril! 
loo  tightly  around  the  stick  or  it  wil! 
be  dilTicult  to  slip  it  off  the  slick  with- 
out  mussing  or  tearing  it.

Chickt-n  frills  are  made  with  the  same 
sized  pieces  of  paper,  unless  for  tiny 
broilers,  in  which  case  cho]j  frills 
would  lie  a  bi  iter  size.  .\s  ham  and 
lamb  bones  vary  so  in  si/f.  it  is  well 
to   wind  a  f'W  on  even  tliirkcr  sticks. 

nORS-n"ir.T-VRES    TOOTHPlrK    TRILLS 

.\11  nf  the  aliove  mentioned  frills 
may  lie  made  of  different  colored  Cello- 
jihane  ]japer,  but  it  is  mnri-  suitable 
for  the  toothpick  frills.  They  should 
be  glued,  howuver,  with  a  cement  made 
especially  for  Cellophane.  Cut  the 
Cellophane  in  strips  four  inches  lon,g 
by  one  and  a  half  inches  wide.  Fold 
in  two,  making  the  strip  fovu-  inches 
1  nig  by  tliree-quarters  of  an  inch  wiijc. 
ISIark  the  cutting  gui<le  line  half  an 
inch  down  from  the  fold  and  cut  in 
tiny  one-sixtrcnth  of  an  inch  strijis  all 
the  way  across  as  for  the  other  frills. 
Unfold,  lay  the  strip  before  you,  pencil 
guide  line  out  and  to  the  tsp,  and  roll 
boltom  edge  up  to  meet  the  line.  Gjuc 
it  down  with  Cellophane  cement.  Now 
<lip  a  toothpick  halfway  into  the 
(iinent  and,  st.irting  at  the  lop,  roll 
ihe  frill  tiglitly  around  the  toothpick. 
Se(  ure  it  wilh  more  cement  at  the  liot- 
tom. Xote:  if  you  want  to  make  Cello- 
pliane  frills  for  large  bones  they  arc 
jirellier  made  with  piroportionately 
more  Cellophane,  so  cut  the  strips  six: 
inches  wide  by  sixteen  inches  long. 
l''old  once  making  the  strip  sixteen 
inches  long  liy  three  inches  wide,  then 
again,  making  the  strip  sixteen  inches 
liy  one  and  a  half  inches,  ilake  a  guide 
line  for  culling  one  inch  from  the  fold 
and  cut  in  striiis  down  to  the  guide 
line  all  the  way  across.  Proceed  ex- 
actly as  for  other  frills,  only  when  you 
unfold  it  to  roll  it  over  to  form  the 
rolled  fringe  the  Cellophane  will  be  of 
four  thicknesses  instead  of  two.  The 
fi  ill  will  be  prettier  and  stronger  if  you 
make  a  foundation  for  it  by  cutting  a 
])I,iin  strip  of  while  letter  iiaL'cr  two 
and  a  half  inches  wide  by  four  and  a 
half  inches  long,  wrajiping  it  around 
the  big  stick  and  securing  the  ends 
with  glue.  Now  j^roceed  by  winding  the 
Cellophane  frill  onto  this  foundation, 
securing  it  from  time  to  time  with  a 
little  Cellophane  cement.  To  make  them 
even  fancier,  end  off  wilh  a  white 
ji.iper  frill  at  the  bottom  (chop  ^i7e ) 
an<l  as  a  crowning  touch  tie  a  Cello- 
])hanu  rib])on  around  the  bottom.

There  must  be  an  uneven  number  oi 
spokes  for  the  weaving  to  come  oul  ) 
right.  The  spaghetti  must  be  cooked 
just  long  enough  to  be  pliable  but  not 
soft.  ^Manage  to  secure  all  the  ends  on 
the  inside  of  the  basket.  When  thej 
basket  is  made  it  is  dropped  into  boilr; 
ing  deep  fat  and  cooked  until  a  deep 
golden  brown  and  crisp.  The  difficult 
I-iart  about  these  is  that  they  have  a 
tendency  to  collapse  or  cave  in  at  the 
sides.

goat  be  sure  that  it  is  liornless  or  that 
it  has  been  cleanly  and  i)ermanently 
disbudded;  as  horns  on  a  goat,  no  mat- 
ter how  innocently  handled,  can  be 
troublesome  and  even  dangerous.  Some 
horns  after  disbudding  have  a  tendency 
to  grow  again,  .so  make  certain  that  in 
the  case  of  your  purchase  this  cannot 
possibly  occur. 

The  choice  from  among  these  five 
breeds  for  jiets  is  altogether  a  matter  of 
taste.  They  are  all  by  nature  {and  train- 
ing) quiet,  gentle  and  affectionate.  The 
.\ngora  would  have  to  be  sheared  oc- 
casionally and  its  coat  kejjt  in  condi- 
tion, which  would  !)e  quite  a  job,  but 
worth  it  for  the  eff(-ct.  The  others,  liy 
nature  and  breeding,  are  milk  produc- 
ers, and  at  maturity,  if  allowed  to  lead 
a  normal  life,  should  at  certain  inter- 
vals be  bred,  and  over  the  proper  ]x-ri- 
ods  milked  twice  a  day.

Tlie  "mutton"  sliee|i, 
of  whieli  there  are  many  varieties  wjiose- 
names — Suffolk,  .Shropshire,  South- 
down, Ilanipsliire,  Cotswold,  Lincoln, 
Oxford,  Leicester,  etc.,  etc.  dr-note  their 
IjigHsh  origin — arc  raised  for  tlieir 
wool  ,is  well  as  for  their  mutton.  I'er- 
lia|>s  a  lireeil  hke  tlii'  .Southdown,  which 
is  smaller  than  most,  with  hni\  short, 
straight  while  lleece,  would  be  fine  of 
the  easiest  botli  to  raise  and  to  keep 
liresentable. 

In  the  lase  of  both  goats  and  sheip 
only  the  females  should  be  eonsidererl 
for  pets.  Till-  buck  (iKirticuIarly )  aiul 
I  lie  ram  acquire  a  disagreeable  odor 
from  whi(  li  the  doe  and  ihc'  ewe  are 
entirely  free,  and  in  addition  the  latter 
are  apt  lo  be  gentler  and  more  aTffec- 
lionate.  The  best  age  at  whiih  to  buy 
lilher  a  lamb  or  a  kid  is  at  about  two 
months.  Ily  this  time,  if  they  are  sound 
and  healthy  (and  of  this  you  niust 
make  absolutely  certain),  they  will  not 
iii|uire  the  spec  iai  attentions  and  nurs- 
ing which  they  would  in  infancy.  Tin; 
only  objection  to  getting  tliein  when 
they  are  nm(  h  older  is  that  you  w  ill  not 
only  miss  the  fun  of  a  most  aiijiealing 
jieriod  in  their  li\es  but  lose  the  chance 
to  train  them  thoroughly  from  early 
(hildhood.  This  liaining  can  ]iro(ced 
along  the  lines  of  your  own  ]i,ii  tic  ular 
fancy,  but  for  piactical  jiurposes  they 
should  lie  taught  to  come  when  called, 
to  stay  within  a  jire.scribed  area  (if  al- 
lowed to  run  loose),  and  to  be  gentle.

Where  they  are 
not  hardy  they  may  be  taken  up  like 
Gladiolus,  and  jjlanted  again  in  the 
si)ring.

.\mong  the  sunimer-blnoniing  bulbs 
of  the  Iris  family,  Tritoni,!  (or  Mont- 
bretia)  and  W'atsonia,  two  half-hardy 
Irids  from  South  Africa,  are  particu- 
larly desirable  for  .southern  gardens. 
Ulooming  in  June  when  there  is  apt  to 
be  a  gap  between  high  spring  and  early 
sunmier,  ^^■at.sonias,  brilliant  in  color 
and  distinct  in  form,  are  preferaljle  to 
perennials  such  as  tlie  Painted  Dai.sy 
or  Canterbury  liells  to  which  our 
climate  is  not  favorable.  Growing  from 
large  corms,  having  sword-like  foliage 
and  sjiikes  of  wide  open  flowers.  Wat- 
sonias  are  something  like  Gladiolus: 
and  for  me  their  delicately  formed 
flowers  on  thin,  wiry,  l)ranched  stems 
have  more  charm  than  the  heavy,  solid 
spikes  of  the  Gla<liolus.  There  are 
crimsini,  ro.se  anti  white  s|)ecies,  and 
tlie  hybrifls  come  in  a  number  of  deli- 
cate and  brilliant  shades  from  flesli 
jiiiik   and   (r)ral   to   orange  and   scarlc-t. 


Tritonias.  much  like  Wat.sonias  cx- 
ce[it  that  they  arc  smaller,  bloom  gay- 
ly  in  the  midsummer  heat.  I  plant 
T.  cmcosniacflora.  the  common  garden 
form  (which  multiplies  very  fast),  as 
I  do  Nerines,  wherever  there  is  a  free 
spot  in  the  borders  so  that  they  will  be 
<lominant  when  they  are  in  bloom.  The 
sprays  of  brilliant  orange  carry  the 
borders  through  July  and  August.  An 
old  form  with  .scarlet  edged  petals  is 
to  be  avoided.  The  hybrid  Tritonias 
are  larger  than  the  type  and  have  a 
wide  range  of  color,  some  with  inter- 
esting markings.  Fire  King  is  red.  Star 
of  the  East  golden  yellow  with  a  paler 
eye,  and  Una  apricot  with  a  carmine 
blotch.  The  small  corms  should  In- 
planted  from  four  to  six  inches  deep 
in  a  sandy  loam  mixed  with  leafmold. 
They  should  be  carefully  examined  be- 
fore planting,  as  it  is  very  easy  to 
mistake  the  top  for  the  bottom  and  set 
them  upside  down.

Torch  Lilies  ( Kniplinfid)  are  mostly 
of  doubtful  hardiness  north  of  Philadel- 
phia. They  are  not  Ijulbs,  but  are 
usually  classed  as  such.  The  tall  Ked- 
hot-jioker-plants  (K.  pfit'-rri),  with 
brilliant  red  spikes  shading  to  yellow, 
make  a  brilliant  di.splay  in  the  fall.  The 
dwarf  hybrids  arc  ever-blooming,  and 
very  effective  in  the  front  of  the  border. 
.'\  ])ale  yellow  form  that  I  have  had  for 
years  blooms  fitfully  from  the  middle  of 
May  to  late  fall.  The  grassy  foliage  and 
solid  flower-heads  give  character  to  a 
marginal  planting  of  Alaska  Daisies 
and  white  Petunias  in  front  of  a  clum)) 
of    orange    Tritonias. 

These  are  only  the  more  obvious  of 
the  iniunnerable  liiilliant  and  exotic 
bulbs  from  tropical  .\nieiica,  .South 
Africa,  INle.xico  or  the  West  Indies, 
tolerant  of — or  even  demanding — heat 
and  lack  of  moisture  in  tin-  resting 
]>criod.  They  require  a  minimum  of 
care,  arc  not  subject  to  disease,  and 
— with  the  e.xce|)tion  of  a  rare  .\eiinc 
or  choice  Crinum — they  are  amazingly 
cheap.  In  a  carefully  planned  garden 
these  bulbs  will  bloom  alnunt  continu- 
ously   from   early   sjiring   until   fiost.

ly  coinpanion.shiii  for  it  is  cnnlrivLcl 
with  pale  yellow  or  while  rriniroscs, 
or  even  pink  ones.  To  be  truly  effective 
this  bright  little  flower  should  be  plant- 
d  in  close  masses  and  if  possible  there 
should  be  a  green  ground  cover.  The 
belled  stems  do  not  show  up  well 
against  the  dark  moist  earth.  One  plant 
in  particular  I  have  found  esijecially 
happy  as  a  ground  cover  for  Scilla 
sibirica.  The  smaller  Celandine,  or 
Pilewort  (Ranunculus  ficnria),  is  ciuite 
ideal,  preferring  to  grow,  as  do  the 
Scillas,  in  partial  shade.  It  forms  a  flat, 
close,  advancing  mat  of  small  shining 
leaves  spattered  all  over,  while  the 
Scillas  are  in  bloom,  with  brilliant  yel- 
low highly  varnished  stars.  The  dis- 
play is  dazzling  while  it  lasts  but  there 
is  a  drawback.  As  tlie  leaves  of  the 
Scilla  ripen  and  die  away  so  do  those 
of  the  Celandine  and  bare  spots  are 
the  result.  .\  few  small  wood  Ferns 
plante<i  among  them  will  serve  to  cover 
this  defection.

Earlier  to  flower,  coming  along  witii 
Gulanthus  nii'nlis,  is  Scilla  sihirica 
taurica.  Its  bells  are  a  ]jaler  bhie  lone 
than  those  of  the  tyjje  and  then-  is  a 
dark  blue  line  down  the  center  of  each 
petal.  This  is  a  charming  kind  and 
may  be  broadcast  among  Snowdrops 
and  Winter  Aconites.  The  variety 
atrococrulca  is  much  taller  and  al- 
together of  more  circumstance  than 
other  sibiricas.  It  grows  more  than  six 
inches  tall  and  each  bulb  sends  up  sev- 
eial  stalks  of  deep  blue-purple  bells. 
I  like  it  in  little  close  colonies  in  thr 
rock  garden  against  a  Tliyme-coverc<l 
rock  and  neighbored  by  some  of  the 
lovely  Chrysanthus  Crocuses,  white  or 
cream  or  warm  yellow,  or  that  hot 
little  number.

ISut  perhaps  of  all  Scillas  none  is  .so 
important  to  the  color  scheming  gar- 
dener as  the  Spanisli  Bluebell,  Scilla 
hispanica  (S.  ca}iipanulata ) .  It  grew  in 
Parkinson's  garden  (1629)  and  con- 
tinues to  blossom  in  the  pages  of  the 
Paradissji.K  and  must  have  been  popu- 
lar wherever  it  was  known.  It  is  one  of 
the  big  bears  of  the  Scilla  tribe,  its 
strong,  erect  stalk  growing  from  a  foot 
to  fifteen  inches  tall  and  well  set  with 
am|ile  bells  widely  open  at  the  mouth, 
and  rnch  hung  upon  a  little  stalk  of 
its  own.  While  somewhat  resembling 
the  English  Bluebell,  5.  nnnscripta.  it 
is  laiger  and  more  sturdy  in  all  its 
jiarts,  an  altogether  showier  jilant  for 
garden  use  with  a  proud  carriage  and 
long-lasting  qualities.  It  flowers  in 
]May  and  its  ]iossibililies  are  almost  in- 
finite and  seldom  demonstrated.  Going 
through  my  note  book  I  am  astonished 
at  the  number  of  suggestions  for  using 
it  in  combination  with  other  flowers 
of  its  season.  It  comes,  too,  in  the  most 
lovely  colors — soft  porcelain  blues,  deep 
blues,  silvery  lavender,  gleaming  white, 
many  tones  of  jiink  from  pale  to  deep. 
It  increases  with  the  utmost  generosity 
and  one  may  have  fine  plantations  in 
a  comparatively  short  time.  Every  three 
or  four  years  the  bulbs  may  be  lifted 
after  the  foliage  has  died  away  and 
given  more  space,  or  the  sui|ilus  hand- 
ed  across  the   fence   to  a   neighbor. 

JFOST   .VDAPTAIiLE 

It  lends  itself  to  all  sorts  of  situa- 
tions with  charming  grace.  It  is  lieau- 
tiful  planted  in  broad  masses  in  o|)en 
woodland  or  on  lightly  shaded  banks, 
or  naturalized  in  grassy  places ;  it  is 
lovely  in  shaded  borders  among  Ferns 
and  r.loodroot  and  Spring  Beauties, 
the  white-flowered  kinds  in  particular, 
or  thickly  strewn — white,  pink  or  blue 
— along  woodland  walks,  as  well  as 
used  freely  in  the  borders  in  combina- 
tion with  other  plants  of  like  blossom- 
season. 

Here  are  a  few  companionships  for 
it  that  will  prove  delightful  in  any  gar- 
den, I  have  a  ma.ss  of  the  blue-flowered 
Ancliusa  uiyosotidiflora  used  as  a  back- 
ground for  a  jjlantation  of  S.  hispanica 
Peach  Blossom,  whose  name  bears  out 
its  lovely  hue  of  pink.  Again,  some

warded and   Ml.  Vernon  was  preserved. 

Vernon  is  as  il  was  oiiginalK.  bul  progress 
and  (lc\('lopmenl  have  made  wi(l(^  strides  in  the  area  sui- 
iiiunding  ihe  portion  of  Washington'.s  estate  preserved  by 
ihe  Ml.  \Ciiion  Ladies  Association.  Lovely  estates  grace 
llie  I'oloiiiac  on  Ceorge  Washington's  "River  Farm",  now- 
bisccled  by  ihe  lo\eI\  Mt.  Vernon  Memorial  Boulevard, 
( iinnectiiig  the  Nalioiis  Capital  with  the  home  of  her 
grcalesi  leader.  Following  llie  example  of  the  Federal 
()o\ei nmciil.  Virginia  built  the  extension  of  the  Boulevard 
lioiii  .Ml.  Vernon  to  Wnodlawn,  ihe  home  of  Nellie  Custis, 
pa\iiig  the  way  bu'  proj)er  development  of  the  acres 
Liio\Mi  lo  \\  ashinglon  as  "Muddy  Hole  Farm"',  "Union 
laiin  .  and  '"Dogue  Run  Farm'.

Ix  Mosr  of  tlir  captions  duscriliiim  tlie 
Iiouscs  .sliown  in  this  Portfolio,  we  have  pulilislied  ( 1 ) 
llie  numlier  of  cubic  feet  the  house  contains,  (2)  tiie 
amount  it  cost  to  Ijuild  jxt  cubic  foot,  and  (3)  the  total 
tost  of  liuildin.i.;.  This  is  the  accepted  way  of  estimatini; 
and  ])reSc'ntin^  residential  l)uildin<^  costs.  It  has,  how- 
ever, numerous  disadvanta.tjes.  In  the  fir.st  jilace  arch- 
itects estimate  cul)ical  contents  in  different  ways.  Some 
include  ."parages,  some  do  not;  some  have  different  bases 
for  figuring  porches,  storage  S])a(e,  basements,  etc., 
than  others.  'J'here  is  no  accejited  ])ractice.  Thus  two 
;irchitects  figuring  the  cubical  contents  of  tiK-  same 
house  may  return  different  results. 

Anoihkk  source  of  confusion  (whidi  we 
have  ;i\'oi(k-(I)  is  the  fait  tluit  cost  figures — the  cost 
percubii  foot  and  the  total  liuilding  cost — may  include 
much  or  little.  They  may,  or  may  not,  include  the  arch- 
itect's fee,  the  j)lumbing  fi.xtures  and  the  furnace.  \\'hen 
we  .secured  the  costs  of  building  the  houses  .shown  in 
this  Portfolio  we  a.sked  the  architects  to  report  them 
"ini  luding  architect's  fee  and  all  .standard  e<|uipment — 
heating,  lighting,  bathrooms,  etc."  Figures  for  hou.ses 
shown  in  the  Portfolio  therefore  rejiresent  the  cost  of 
houses  in  the  condition  i  ommonl}'  found  in  specu- 
latively built  bouses  when  they  are  o])en  for  ins])ettion 
but  are  without  furnishings,  r;inge  or  refrigi-riitor. 

^A/^E  ii.WE  given  culiages  and  costs  in  our 
captions  because  they  show  the  a])proximate,  relative 
sizes  of  the  houses.  But,  in  \'iew  of  the  confusion  of 
practices  and  the  f;ict  that  building  costs  vary  from 
week  to  week  and  from  one  end  of  a  city  bkuk  to  the 
other,  it  will  be  impossible  to  use  the  figures  presented 
in  this  Portfolio  to  estimate  jirecisely  what  a  hou.se  of 
similar  size  and  arrangement  would  cost  to  build  on 
a  particular  site  in  }our  own  community.  Your  best 
soLU'ce  for  this  information  is  \()ur  ;iriliite(t  or  local 
contractor.  The.se  men  can  tell  }'ou,  or  show  \'ou,  defi- 
nitelv,  how  much  house  }-ou  can  buy — today  -in  your 
neighborliood. 

QuESTlo.W.AlRKS  ^ent  to  the  anhiticts 
elicited  the  information  included  in  these  ]iages  under 
the  heading  "Construction  Data".  Under  "Heating" 
we  give  first  the  type  of  fuel,  second  the  t\-pe  of  heat- 
ing svstem.  "Winter  air  conditioning",  in  the  definition 
of  the  National  T5etter  Business  Bureau,  means  "at 
lea.st  he;iting,  luimidific;ition  and  ;iir  c  irculation".  Un- 
der "Insulation"  tlie  architect  did  not  always  specify 
whetlier  ;dl   or  on]\-  p;irt   of  th;'  house   w:is   insulated.

By  rRESEXTixc,  these  thirty-odd  i)ic- 
tures  of  houses  and  ])lans  gathered  from  various 
sections  of  the  countr\",  House  &  Garden  liopes 
to  help  its  readers  in  their  tliinking,  A  i^reat  many 
people  today  are  thinking  of  building.  The  long 
lean  years  of  depression  behind  us,  we  can  turn  to 
those  dream  homes  we  regretfully  laid  away.  A 
new  generation  of  home  builders  has  sprung  up 
and  for  them,  too,  there  must  com.e  a  period  of 
thinking  before  they  build.  To  most  of  us  the 
liuilding  of  a  home  is  one  of  the  greatest  events  of 
our  lives.  We  must  not  blunder  into  it  heuUessly. 

Aloxc,  what  lines  should  }()u  think.-' 
And  in  what  order  should  the  various  ])roblems 
the  building  of  a  house  entails  be  considered? 

Despite  the  warnings  of  architects,  most  ])eople 
choose  the  design  of  the  house  first.  This  is  only 
human.  They  visualize  themselves  living  in  a 
Georgian  house  or  a  Cape  Cod  cottage  or  an 
Early  American  home  or  something  strictly  mod- 
ern. Just  now  the  favorite  styles  are  nationalistic 
— of  the  .sort  lived  in  l)y  the  founding  fathers  of 
this  country.  Italian  and  Spanish  types  of  houses 
seem  to  have  lost  their  appeal,  and  so  have  half- 
timbered  houses.  Modified  versions  of  Colonial 
American  t}-])es  as  well  as  authentic  copies  ccjn- 
stitute  the  present  taste.  The  style  chosen,  you 
must  next  see  if  it  is  suitable  to  the  site.  Really, 
the  site  should  determine  the  style  and  the  jjlan. 

Once  this  human  apjieal  of  outside 
style  is  satisfied,  next  consider  the  number  and 
types  of  rooms  )'our  family  and  the  kind  of  life 
}'ou  live  will  recjuire.  Here  you  begin  actual  cal- 
culation both  for  the  present  and  the  future.  If 
you  are  }'oung,  you  must  plan  for  children  grow- 
ing up;  if  }'ou  are  middle-aged,  you  must  ]>lan 
fin  their  marrying  and  leaving  home.  You  must 
plan,  too,  for  your  own  comfort  and  ease  of ' 
living.  American  ])arents  have  a  habit  of  neglect- 
ing themselves;  children  have  a  ])layro(jm  l)ut 
father  can't  call  a  single  room  his  own. 

The  second  stej)  in  interior  planning  is  to  con- 
sider ecjuipment.  What  kind  of  heating?  Shall 
the  house  be  air-conditioned?  What  about   hot 


water?  ^^'hat  kind  of  cook  ,^t(ive  ?  Wiring?  In- 
sulation against  heat  and  cold?  Laundrv  eijui])- 
nient?  \\'ater  suppl_\- ?  Closets?  Baths?  'I'hese 
should  all  be  tabulated.  In  checking  them  u]),  you 
will  find  that  you  must  budget  reasonably. 

For  the  i)ast  few  years  so  much  has 
been  said  about  equijiment  that  jieople  who  Ijuild 
homes  are  apt  to  neglect  the  fact  that  the  fabric 
of  the  house  itself — foundations,  walls,  roof, 
windows,  floors,  etc. — cainiot  be  skimped.  It  is 
fallacious  to  ])ut  a  lot  of  high-priced  efjuipment 
in  a  jerr3'-built  house.  Make  ])rovision  for  it,  so 
that  it  can  be  acquired  as  the  }ears  go  on,  but 
don't  let  the  lure  of  lalior-saving  machinery  i)ull 
you  awa}'  from  the  irrefutable  fact  that  a  house 
which  is  to  last  many  years  or  have  a  substantial 
sale  value  must  be  well  and  truly  built  in  the 
beginning. 

There  are  always  economies  that  can  be  ef- 
fected in  laiilding,  jjut  lie  sure  that  these  are  not 
false  economies.  It  is  no  economy  to  save  $200 
on  waterj)roofing  a  cellar  and  then  spend  $400 
on  a  pump  and  operating  it.  Or  economizing  on 
the  size  of  water  j)ij)es  only  to  pay  the  price 
later  in  an  inadeciuate  bathroom  supply. 

In  short,  solve  }'our  problems  be- 
fore }'ou  have  to  live  with  them.  Solve  the  jirob- 
lem  of  how  }()U  will  use  the  furniture  }'ou  already 
have:  some  ancestral  piece  may  change  the  size 
and  character  of  a  room.  Solve  the  problem  of 
the  t)'pe  of  garden  your  house  will  afford.  Solve 
the  problem  of  the  proximity  of  neighliors'  houses. 
For  the  ultimate  solution  of  all  these  problems 
\(m  should  seek  an  architect.  He  should  be  )'our 
guide  and  counselor  from  the  beginning.  He  can 
anticijjate  ])roblems  that  you  may  never  dream  of. 
'i'hat  is  his  liusiness  and  that  is  how  he  earns 
Ins  fee.  And  the  fee  is  well  earned.

Ax  EXAMPLE  of  the  work  of  one  of  our  great- 
est modern  architecth,  this  research  house  has  been  Inn  It  as 
a  "laboratory"  for  testing  new  planning  principles,  new 
materials  anci  new  methods  of  construction.  Mr.  Neutra 
has  both  his  studio  and  his  residence  here. 

I'our  separate  housing  units,  each  distinctly  different  m 
its  function,  are  united  under  one  roof.  The  left  half  of 
the  first  flot)r  plan  shows  a  scheme  for  a  bachelor's  dwell- 
ing, while  the  right  half  represents  the  "irreducible  mini- 
mum" in  facilities  for  living,  sleeping,  bathing  and  cook- 
ing. The  left  half  of  the  secoiici  floor  was  designed  as  a 
suite  of  living  quarters  including  a  large  porch  and  a  roof 
garcien.  The  right  half  is  developed  as  a  sleeping  unit  of 
two  bedrooms  and  a  bath. 

Built  on  a  stanciardized  wooci  and  steel  frame,  the  walls 
and  roof  of  the  house  are  composition,  the  floors  concrete 
slab  on  precast  concrete  joists.  It  is  noteworth}'  that  the 
use  of  strictly  modern  materials  throughout  this  mociern 
house  permitted  it  to  be  built  for  }-l  cents  a  cubic  foot.  The 
structure  contains  31,()()()  cubic  feet,  which  brings  the  total 
cost  to  $10,540.

Dksimte  the  enormous  pojuilarity  of  the  Cape  Cod  style 
of  architectui'e  it  still  is  true  that  good  houses  of  this  type  are  difficult  to 
find.  The  attempt  to  be  patronizing  to  this  old  ship  captain's  style,  to  make 
it  quaint  or  to  refine  its  few  simple  details,  steals  away  all  its  natural 
forthright  charm.  Notice  the  bold  lines  of  Mrs.  Spence's  house  and  the 
pleasing  decorative  details  that  enhance  them.  The  plans,  too,  are  simple 
and  efficient.  There  is  a  bedroom  and  bath  on  the  first  floor  and  stairs 
lead  up  from  the  pantry  to  a  bedroom  over  the  garage.  There  are  large 
closets  undei-  the  roof.  Completed  in  Mav,  1936,  this  house  cost  $9,800 
to  build  at  about  40  cents  a  cubic  fijot.  It  ci)ntains  24,000  cubic  feet.

The  ExoT.isii  cottage  type  of 
architecture  continues  to  be  a  popular  one 
in  Anienca  and  the  reasons  for  its  charm 
are  evident  ni  the  design  of  this  small 
house  on  the  North  Shore  of  Chicagx). 
The  long,  low  roof  line,  the  irregularity 
of  mass  and  window  spacmg  anci  the  sim- 
ple, rough,  decorati\'e  cletails  give  these 
houses  an  informality  and  ruggedness 
that  su^^iest  livahleness.  As  in  the  moci- 


ern  style  of  architecture  the  floor  plans 
are  unhampered  h\  any  i^eciuirement^  of 
balance  or  formal  arrangement.  In  Mr.

In  siA/nox  1  (if  this  issue  of  House  K'  dar- 
vieii  are  jHiMislu\l  the  four  New  Aniericau  I  lomes  designed 
for  us  In  the  ai-chitects  of  the  interesting  nioJeni  house 
shown  on  tliese  two  [xiges,  which  one  of  them  luiilt  for 
fiis  o\s;i  oceupanc\'.  It  was  originally  planned  to  ha\'e  a 
Hat  i-oof,  hut  coninuinit\-  restrictions  necessitated  a  change 
to  a  sloping  roof.  'J'he  iilan,  hi)We\er,  remains  defimtely 
and  functionally  modeiai.  According  to  Mr.  Hamhy,  the 
whole  house  was  designed  around  the  living  room  and  the 
maunilicent  \iew  which  this  room  comiriands  of  the  nearln 
Woods.  How  effecti\ely  this  concef-ition  was  carried  out 
can  he  judged  from  the  photografihs  on  these  two  pages. 
Below  we  see  tlie  great  groxe  of  trees  rising  hehind  the 
house.  On  the  o[iposite  [xige  is  an  exterior  \aew  and  an 
interior  \iew  of  the  hig  li\'ing  ]-oom.  An  interesting  fea- 
ture of  the  construction  of  this  house  is  the  walls  which 
are  two  inches  of  concrete  ap[ilied  on  steel  reinforcing 
mesh  and  finished  with  stucco.  l<"stimated  hy  the  architect 
to  contain  4(1, OOO  cuhic  feet,  the  house  was  huilt  m  l')31

The  problem  here  was  to  place  a  formal 
type  house  on  a  hillside  plot  which  sloped  a  full  story 
toward  the  south.  Furthermore  it  was  necessary  to  have 
the  garage  in  the  basement  at  the  low  end  and  still 
have  the  principal  rooms  at  the  suimy  end  of  the  house.

This  Georgian  house  was  designed  by  the  architect  of 
House  &  Garden's  "Ideal  House",  published  in  our  Spring  issues, 
and  is  situateci  not  far  from  the  Ideal  House  in  the  Berkley  section 
of  Scarsdale.

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IF  I   WERE   BUILDING 
A  SMALL   HOUSE 


Let  us  return  to  the  site  itself  fur 
a,  moment.  Is  it  large  enough?  A  plot 
100  feet  long  by  100  feet  deep  is  only 
about  a  quarter  of  an  acre,  and  cer- 
tainly the  minimum  that  ought  to  be 
considered  for  a  $15,000  suburban 
home. 

The  tendency  is  distinctly  toward 
larger  plots  and  toward  a  greater  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  of  land  and  house 
being  represented  by  land  than  was 
formerly  customary.  People  have  come 
to  realize  that  whatever  increase  in 
value  takes  place  over  a  term  of  years 
in  suburban  home  properties  takes 
place  in  the  land.  The  house  itself  de- 
teriorates or  at  best  remains  stationary 
so  it  is  obviously  not  only  good  land- 
scaping but  good  business  as  well  tn 
have  plenty  of  land  around  the  home. 

BKIXr,  IX   TIIH   .\RCHI1E(T 

It  is  a  very  good  jiractiee  to  lake 
the  architect  to  the  plot.  Let  him  visu- 
alize and  place  the  house  on  it.  Can  he 
get  the  morning  sun  in  the  breakfast 
room  windows?  How  will  the  other 
exposures  work  out?  And  the  views? 
Are  the  trees  so  located  that  they  can 
be  saved?  It  would  be  sad  indeed  to 
have  to  cut  down  that  spreading  Oak 
that  really  sold  tlie  plot,  just  to  make 
room  for  the  house !  Is  the  drainage 
all  right?  It  is  not  very  pleasant,  but 
frequently  illuminating,  to  visit  the 
piece  of  property  under  consideration 
during  a  heavy  rain.  A  test-pit,  dug 
to  the  depth  of  the  proposed  cellar  floor 
never  docs  any  harm — if  one  is  sure  to 
get  the  owner's  permission  Ijefore  it  is 
dug — and  may  save  a  lot  of  water- 
proofing expense  and  headaches. 

While  w-e  arc  on  the  plot,  we  might 
just  as  well  start  to  check  the  street 
improvements  and  utilities.  Pavement, 
sidewalks  and  curb  are  visible.  They 
are  either  there  or  they  are  not.  But  if 
there,  are  they  fully  paid  for?  Or  is 
there  an  installment  assessment  down 
in  the  tax  office  that  is  a  lien  against 
the  property  and  just  as  inevitable,  ex- 
cept by  payment,  as  taxes?  The  in- 
formed buyer  will  be  sure  to  check  for 
possible  assessments  most  carefully. 
There  can  be  assessment  liens  against 
the  property  not  only  for  the  street  im- 
provements that  can  be  seen  but  also 
for  such  underground  improvements  as 
sewers.  If  there  are  any  assessment 
liens,  the  exact  total  atnount  of  these 
should  be  ascertained  and  taken  into 
consideration  in  agreeing  on  a  fair 
price   for  tlie  plot. 

The  Architect 

BY    LAWREXCE  CR.VXT    WHITE 

If  I  were  to  build  a  small  house,  I 
should  strive  for  three  qualities:  con- 
venience, stability  and  delight — the  an- 
cient architectural  formula  of  Sir  Henry 
^\"otton. 

We  can  assuine  that  stability  will  be 
provided  by  the  builder.  Convenience 
and  delight,  which  are  harder  to  get, 
involve  the  personal  equation;  and  if 
one  indulges  one's  personal  w-hims  too 
much,  the  field  of  possible  purchasers, 
on  the  event  of  resale,  may  be  narrowed 
down  to  zero.  But  there  are  certain 
conveniences,  and  a  few  delights  which 
are,   or  ought   to  be,   acceptable   to  the 


average  man;  and  if  I  add  to  these 
some  ideas  which  are  peculiar  to  my- 
self (and  may  seem  still  more  peculiar 
to  others!),  perhaps  no  great  harm  can 
lie  done. 

I  am  building  my  small  house  be- 
cause I  prefer  to  live  in  the  country, 
and  am  seeking  as  much  sunlight,  pri- 
vacy and  vegetation  as  I  can  afford. 

THE   HOUSE  AXD   IIS   TLOT 

I  want  ]jrivacy,  so  I  buy  a  good- 
sized  lot  on  the  south  side  of  the  road 
in  a  rather  remote  part  of  the  section 
I  prefer.  I  plan  my  house  so  that  the 
garage,  the  maid's  room,  the  kitchen, 
the  bathrooms  and  the  linen  closet  are 
on  the  north  side,  as  near  the  road  as 
the  local  restrictions  will  permit;  the 
dining  room  on  the  east  to  catch  the 
morning  sun;  the  living  room  to  face 
south  and  west,  and  the  bedrooms  to 
face  south,  east,  and  west.  The  south- 
ern portion  of  my  plot  I  will  develop 
as  my  secret  garden,  enclosing  it  with  ' 
a  wall  or  fence  at  least  six  feet  high. 
Perhaps  I  can  afford  a  Yew  hedge 
across  the  southern  boundary;  I  can 
at  least  start  one  and  wait  hopefully  | 
for  it  to  grow.  On  the  axis,  with  the 
hedge  for  a  background,  I  will  put 
something  jjleasant  to  look  at:  a  piece 
of  sculpture — perhaps  only  a  plaster 
east  to  start  with — or  a  fountain,  a 
bench,  or  an  arbor.  If  I  am  fortunate 
enough  to  command  a  view,  the  vista  ' 
will  be  left  open  and  attractively  ! 
framed.  I  will  have  room  for  a  tiny 
lawn,  and  will  plant  herbaceous  bor- 
ders against  the  side  walls.

The  design  of  the  exterior  of  the 
house  will  be  kept  as  simple  as  possible, 
avoiding  conscious  picturesqueness. 
The  walls  will  be  of  one  material  only 
— not  an  ingenious  mosaic  of  stone,  ' 
brick,  wood  and  plaster.  A  single  fea- 
ture— probably  the  doorway — will  be 
enriched,   but   not  overdone. 

I  shall  have  an  open  fireplace  in  the 
living  room.  I  wish  I  could  afford  one    ! 
in  the  dining  room  as  well,  but  I  pre- 
fer to  apply  its  cost  to  insulating  the    ' 
floors  and  partitions  against   sound.  I 
will  be  fussy  about  the  proportions  of     ( 
my   living   room,   and   will   make    large 
^rale  cardboard  models  of  the  room  un- 
til it  satisfies  me. 

I  am  faced  with  a  choice  from  the 
bewildering  array  of  mechanical  con- 
trivances now  on  the  market,  thai  are 
not  only  a  godsend  to  the  housewife, 
but  an  anchor  to  windward  for  the 
possible  eventuality  of  resale.  The  cur- 
rent slogan  of  the  modernists — that 
hou.ses  are  machines  to  live  in — is  be- 
coming truer  every  day. 

\\"\\.\\  all  the  fabulous  recent  progress 
in  mechanization,  the  convenience  and 
delight  of  the  human  being  are  some- 
times sacrificed  for  efficiency.

'I'hc-  foinidations,  at  least  those  en- 
closing ihe  cellar,  should  be  of  poured 
ciincre-le-  unless  the  ground  is  porous 
a,nd  the-  lo])ography  of  Ihe  lot  such  that 
lile  drains  aroun<l  the  foundation  foot- 
ings could  be  arranged  to  discharge  at 
.uiadc-  level.  In  tliat  case  I  might  use 
c  e-meiit  block  or  stone,  well  covered  with 
wakrpieiof  cement  jilaster  on  the  out-, 
side-.  .\t  least  4"  of  cinders  would  be' 
placc-d  under  the  cc-llar  fle;or  to  help 
ke-i-p  Ihe  basement  dry  even  in  the  wet- 
test of  weather. 

Tc-rmile  |)rolection  must  be  pro- 
vide-d  for  the  wooden  structural  mem- 
bers of  Ihe  house.  The  termite  menace 
is  countrywide.  The  foundation  ant 
sujier-structure  must  lie  designed — anc 
the  earth  around  the  house  so  graded— 
that  the  earth  touches  only  masonr) 
walls,  not  the  wood  framing.  A  thii 
ceippe-r  sheet  turned  down  on  the  side:' 
should  be  iilaced  under  the  wood  silki 
as  a  further  protection  against  ter- 
mites. 

The  c-xterior  materials  of  my  hous  j 
would  be-  decided  by  the  architectura  ; 
design,   but   if   I   chose   masonry   wall, 
I    should    use    brick    veneer    or    stom 
\e-neer  on  a  sheathed  wooden  frame— 
I  alher  than  solid  masonry.  This  metho< 
is  less  exjjensive,  provides  more  roon 
for    insulation    and    makes    more    im 
|ie-rvious    walls.    If    I    chose    stucco 
should    give-    it    a    base    of    galvanize< 
metal  lath,  again  on  a  wooden  framed 
wcirk.    Whatever   material    is   used   fol 
the    exterior    walls    I    should    be    sur 
that    Ihe    building    paper    is   aderiuat( 
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Cheap     building     paper     is     a     poor 
economy. 

Roofing  is  sucli  an  important  part  of 
the  house,  both  for  keeping  <Hit  tlie 
rain,  and  for  making  the  house  a  thing 
of  beauty,  that  I  should  find  it  hard 
to  choose  from  the  many  sjilendid  ma- 
terials which  arc  now  nianufaclurcd. 
I  should  remember,  l-.o\vcvcr,  that  the 
roof  must  not  cost  more  in  proportion 
than  the  rest  of  the  house. 


My  windows  would  be  of  steel  if 
the  design  called  for  casements,  for  in 
spite  of  their  faults  they  have  saved 
maintenance  and  adjustments  since 
they  have  been  used  in  small  house 
construction.  If  the  style  of  house  calls 
for  double  hung  windows  I  should  feel 
they  were  quite  adequate  if  weather- 
stripped.  Copper  flashings  over  the 
windows  would  be  included  and  in  most 
cases  I  should  have  copper  pans  placed 
underneath  the  sills,  both  for  my  jjeace 
of  mind  and  my  reputation  as  a  builder. 
I  should  use  copper  for  the  gutters  and 
leaders  and  if  possible  have  hanging 
gutters  rather  than  Ijuilt-in  gutters  or 
wooden  ones. 

The  house  is  now  enclosed  and  I 
may  consider  the  interior.  Of  coiuse 
the  plumbing,  heating  and  electrical 
rough  work  have  now  hern  installed, 
of  which  more  later,  and  the  plastering 
must  soon  start.  I'laster  on  metal 
lath,  I  feel,  will  amply  reijay  the  slight 
additional  cost,  antl  I  must  avoid  un- 
sightly cracks.  Of  course  there  may  be 
a  few,  but  at  least  I  can  feel  that  the 
metal  lath  will  avoid  most  of  them. 

Shall  I  use  tile  in  my  bathrooms,  or 
other  materials?  Tile  on  the  floors,  I 
think,  although  some  other  materials 
are  easier  to  walk  on.  liul  the  harsh- 
ness can  be  compensated  for  by  my  in- 
expensive scatter  rugs.  As  for  walls,  I 
would  select  some  material  which  has 
beauty  and  gives  a  reasonably  steam- 
proof  and  waterproof  surface. 

The  interior  woodwork  would  be 
kept  as  simple  as  possible.  I  might  use 
a  good  stock  trim  if  the  architect  will 
agree,  but  I  shall  make  sure  that  my 
woodworking  mill  runs  it  through  the 
Sander  several  times  or  hand  sand- 
papers it  thoroughly.  I  shall  even  pay 
a  premium  to  have  this  done  and  in- 
sure a  perfect  surface  for  the  painter. 
I  shall  remember  that  real  paneling  is 
expensive  and  if  I  wish  to  keep  the 
cost  of  my  small  house  low,  I  shall  try 
not  to  use  too  much  of  it. 

PLUMBING 

The  mechanical  features  of  the  house 
will  probably  cause  me  some  research, 
because  the  developments  have  come 
so  fast  in  the  last  few  years  that  it 
behooves  even  me,  a  builder,  to  in- 
vestigate them  thoroughly.  A  visit  to 
the  display  room  of  iilumbing  manu- 
facturers will  put  me  in  touch  with  the 
latest  designs.  In  the  community  where 
I  would  build,  a  rigid  plumbing  code 
is  in  effect,  but  were  it  not  I  should 
import  one  and  make  sure  that  the 
plumber  followed  it.  Water  pipes  would 
be  brass  and  sizes  of  supply  jiipes  gen- 
erous. 


Heating  is  a  large  subject  but  among 
other  things  I  should  certainly  inves- 
tigate air-conditioned  heat.  Many  of 
my  clients  have  instalk'd  this  system 
and  very  often  the  cost  is  low  for  a 
small  house.  Insulation  would  be  con- 
sidered along  with  heating. 

Domestic  hot  water  supply  is  a  real 
factor  toilay  and  a  careful  study  of 
operating  cost  versus  initi.il  cost 
should  be  made  to  effect  a  choice  of 
fuel  and  equipment.  Insulation  on  heat- 
ing and  hot  water  pipes  would  be  pro- 
vided, without  quibliling.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  establish  savings  here  but  un- 
covered pipes  are  certainly  inefficient. 
There  has  recently  been  develojied  a 
small  size,  ijolished  copper  tubing  that 
has  a  remarkably  low  heat  loss. 

The  painting  specification  would  in- 
sist on  the  use  of  one  or  two  long- 
established  paint  products  because  I 
have  never  seen  a  good  ])ainting  job 
without  the  use  of  the  best  materials. 
Xo  comiironiise   would   be  made  here. 

The  project  is  now  ready  for  a  final 
estimate  anfl  I  should  piepare  this, 
including  bids  from  my  sub-contrac- 
tors. .\  detailed  list  of  items  which 
could  possiiily  lie  omitted  from  the 
house,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  my  pet 
lu-xuries  and  special  gadgets,  would  be 
lirepaiicl.  ,\  careful  study  would  be 
made  of  tliese  items  and  some  of  them 
I  should  find  would  not  be  justified 
by  the  cost.  These  would  be  ruthlessly 
taken  out  of  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, but  I  should  be  careful  to  re- 
tain those  things  which  would  save  re- 
furnishing costs  and  recurring  exi)enses. 

TIJIE   OF    BUILDING 

If  I  were  to  build  a  house  for  my- 
self I  should  allow  a  generous  time  for 
working  up  of  plans  and  specifications, 
I  should  take  into  consideration  the 
time  when  I  must  vacate  my  present 
living  quarters.  But  these  things  hav- 
ing been  fluly  considered — when  should 
I  liuild?  Personally,  I  should  not  build 
wheir  I,  and  every  other  contractor 
and  sub-contractor,  am  busy.  If  I  am 
thinking  of  economy — and  I  should  be 
when  building  a  small  house — I  should 
arrange  to  start  work  in  December  or 
January.  Then  contractors  and  sub- 
contractors can  afford  to  give  me  low 
prices  because  their  work  is  light,  and 
I  think  I  am  e.xperienced  enough  as  a 
builder  to  build  in  winter  and,  liy  tak- 
ing the  proper  iirecautions,  produce  a 
house  as  good  as  one  built  in  the  sum- 
mer. Il  may  take  a  little  longer  liut 
the  savings  will  re|)ay  me. 

If  I  were  to  build  a  house  for  my- 
self, I  believe  I  should  try  to  enjoy  the 
experience.  ^ly  architect  would  be  a 
man  I  could  work  with  pleasantly,  my 
builder,  one  I  had  confidence  in,  and 
my  sub-contractors  would  be  chosen  for 
their  skill,  as  well  as  for  their  low 
estimates.  I  should  like  to  feel  that 
all  who  worked  on  my  job  would  make 
some  profit,  because  the  workman  is 
worthy  of  his  hire,  and  a  man  must 
have  some  incentive  if  he  is  to  produce 
good  work.  I  should  not  expect  to  get 
something  for  nothing,  but  I  am  sure 
that  if  I  have  the  cob])(.'ration  of  the 
architect,  and  treat  the  workmen  with 
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Pfinnyllaniii  jaruihnuyc  in  Gti'MuJd  I'tiUty, 
Pa.  Siding  and  first  jioor  shutters  painttd  u-tth 
Cahots  DOUBLE- n  HUE.  stamd  flour  shut- 
ters, Cabot's  Green  Gloss  Co/iopaies.  Architect, 
G,   Edwin  Britmbai/gh,  R.   A.,  Philadelphia.

Light  should  be  soft  and  clear,  so

It's  not  suitable  because  it  is  not  prac- 
tical— just  doesn't  give  enough  light. 
The  best  use  of  indirect  lighting  is  for 
effect,  and  then  in  combination  with 
regular  lighting, 

A  keen  eye  nmst  be  focused  as  to 
balance  of  both  color  and  design. 

Use  modern  notes  for  highlights — 
such  as  in  fabrics  for  texture,  in  ac- 
cessories and  in  lamps. 

The  Domestic  Science  Expert

In  spite  of  the  invasion  of  other  in- 
I.  rests,  a  woman's  biggest  job  in  the 
home  is  still  to  manage  the  commissary. 
Because  of  this  she  naturally  turns 
first  to  the  kitchen  in  planning  the 
individual  rooms  of  her  house. 

This  important  room  should  be  so 
placed  that  the  maitl's  or  mistress's 
trips  from  the  kitchen  to  the  front 
door,  the  jjhone  or  basement  will  not 
be  too  long.  The  most  efficient  kitchens 
are  usually  oblong  in  shape.  However, 
if  the  floor  area  is  kept  down  to  the 
minimum  for  the  necessary  equipment 
there  will  be  no  waste  space  and  use- 
less steps.  It  has  been  satisfactorily 
detnonstrated  by  authorities  that  the 
sink  should  be  placed  somewhere  be- 
tween the  refrigerator  and  stove.  Some 
women  prefer  to  have  their  sinks  placed 
to  the  right  of  the  window  because  the 
best  light  for  the  eyes  does  come  from 
the  left.  Others  prefer  to  have  them 
directly  under  the  window,  if  the  view 
is  attractive  or  there  are  children  to 
be  watched. 

There  should  be  ample  work  space 
easily  accessible  to  sink,  stove  and  re- 
frigerator. .\  douljle  drainboard  or 
counter  space  on  either  side  of  the  sink, 
and  working  surface  at  the  stove,  are 
essential  in  a  well-i)lanned  kitchen. 

Now  let  us  turn  our  attention  to  the 
cupboards.  In  modern  kitchens  there 
is  a  space  for  everything  in  a  particular 
place,  located  exactly  where  it  is  to  be 
used,  which  means  that  there  will  he 
cupboard  spaces  above  and  below  work 
surfaces.  The  most  satisfactory  cu]i- 
boards  have  shelves  adjustal)le  to  vari- 
ous heights,  and  drawers  of  different 
depths  and  widths,  depending  on  the 
Ijarticular  thing  to  Ije  stored.  The 
kitchen  silver  and  cutlery  require  only 
a  shallow  drawer  while  the  linen  calls 
for  deeper  ones. 

The  top  part  of  the  cui)')oards,  where 
things  that  are  not  used  very  often 
are  stored,  may  be  closed  by  ordinary 
doors;  but  for  the  space  further  down, 


within  the  average  person's  reach,  it 
would  be  preferable  to  have  doors 
that  slide  out  of  sight — similar  to  the 
tambour  top  of  a  roll-top  desk  or  com- 
mercial kitchen  cabinets.  This  elimi- 
nates bumped  heads  and  the  repetitive 
(  pening  and  closing  of   doors.

It  is  a  great  convenience  and  "maid- 
saver"  to  have  vegetable  bins  built  at 
or  close  to  the  sink  for  keeping  small 
amounts  of  vegetables  used  frequently. 
The  bins  may  have  adjustable  parti- 
tions to  accommodate  different  quanti- 
ties and  kinds  of  vegetables.  With  the 
|)aring  knives  near  at  hand  in  the  cut- 
lery drawer  many  steps  are  saved  in 
the  ever-recurring  ]irocess  of  prepar- 
ing the  vegetables. 

.■\n  exam]>le  of  well-planned  storage 
space  is  the  "liot  cupboard"  built  next 
to  the  stove.  Hooks  are  placed  high 
on  the  inside  walls  for  hanging  frying 
]jans,  saucepans,  roasters  and  double- 
boilers.  .\  little  lower  there  is  a  wide 
shelf  with  vertical  partitions.  These 
coinjiartments  are  handy  for  muffin 
tins,  i)ie  tins  and  other  .semi-flat  uten- 
sils and  eliminate  the  need  for  fishing 
imder  other  utensils  to  find  the  one 
you  want.  There  is  a  drawer  at  the 
bottom  of  the  cujiboard  for  heavier 
equii>nient.  The  uni(|ue  feature  of  this 
drawer  is  the  cover  that  can  be  |)ulleil 
out  with  the  <lrawer  to  serve  as  a  handy 
]ilace  to  step  when  reaching  for  the 
lians  at  the  top  of  the  cupboard.  This 
same  idea  could  very  well  be  carried 
out  in  all  tall  cupboards  ha\  ing  <lra\vers 
at  the  bottom.  On  the  door  of  this 
cupboard  are  hooks  for  hanging  cook- 
ing forks,  stirring  sjjoons,  pot  holders, 
liancake  turners  and  also  a  rack  for 
holding  pot  covi-rs.  In  fact  this  cup- 
board should  hold  all  utensils  u.sed  at 
the  stove. 

All  work  cupboards  should  jjrovide 
toe  space  for  coinfortable  standing  by 
means  of  a  groove  about  two  inches 
deep  built  along  the  base  of  the  cup- 
hoard.  The  to))  of  work  surfaces  should 
have  an  overhang  of  about  an  inch  to 
lirevent  spills  from  trickling  down  the 
front  of  the  cabinet. 

.Some  homemakers  find  it  helijful  to 
have  a  small  table  with  large  rubber 
rollers  that  can  be  moved  about  to  be 
used  as  needed  at  the  various  woi  k 
centers.  If  one  is  used,  sjiace  for  it 
must  be  anticiiiated  in  jjlanning  the 
new  kitchen. 

lOR  BRE.\Ki.\srixr, 

The  breakfast  nook  is  a  usual  feature 
of  the  modern  small  home.  Its  develop- 
ment is  of  particular  advantage  in 
these  days  of  small  families.  Its  useful- 
ness may  be  extended  to  include  service 
for  the  in-between  snack  and  as  a  buffet 
sjiace  for  the  salads,  hors  d'lvuvres  and 
desserts  prejjared  beforehand.  An  addi- 
tional storage  space  may  be  provided 
here  for  the  occasionally  used  large 
platter  and  service  plate  by  building  a 
suitable  rack  at  a  convenient  height. 

There  must  be  a  cleaning  closet 
somewhere  near  but  preferably  not  right 
in  the  kitchen.  This  closet  should  be

Small 
cupboards  are  handy  in  the  bathrooms 
for  towels,  wash  cloths,  soap  and  toilet 
paper.  'Lliey  are,  of  cnuise,  less  obtru- 
sive and  more  atlr.utive  if  set  hack  in 
the  w.iU.  .\lso  in  the  b.ithioom  there 
should  be  either  a  laundry  cl.ule  o\ 
room  for  a  siii.iU  eloihes  h.imper. 

Just  a  wortl  about  the  laundry.  In 
a  small  house  the  laundry  is  marly 
always  in  the  basement.  It  should  be 
])laced  so  that  one  can  reach  it  without 
going  through  any  other  rooms,  such 
as  the  recreation  room.  It  must  be  well 
ventilated,  illuminated  and  suppliecl 
with  i)lenty  of  electrical  outlets.  .\nd  of 
course,  this  loom  is  not  complete  with- 
out   a    lupboard    for    laundry   sujiplies.

If  1  wile  to  build  a  small  home  T 
should  want  to  think  of  that  home  and 
plan  it  in  terms  of  the  family  who 
would  he  likely  to  live  in  it.  I  should 
assume  that  the  family  would  already 
include  a  small  ihild,  probably  two  or 
three   years  old,   and    ihat.    in   selecting 


a  home  there  would  he  in  mind  the 
]iroh.il)ilit\'  of  there  heini;  another  child, 
The  child's  needs  and  interests,  while 
heinu  ( imsidered  in  pLmning  the  home, 
should  not  by  any  means  take  prcce- 
denie  over  or  supplant  those  of  the 
father  aiiil  mother.  K.ither,  each  mem- 
ber ol  the  hiinily  should  be  taken  into 
aciount  ei|U.dly  and  the  home  so  built 
that  e.ich  cm  live  comfortalily,  at  the 
same  time  fuiKtioning  as  a  member  of 
a  family  unit.  'Loo  seldom  are  these 
malters  nivc  n  lluir  due  attention. 

IX    .\IliniIOX   TO   UTILITY 

In  iilanning  the  home  I  should  want 
to  provide  for  the  ease  and  convenience 
that  make  necessary  everyday  work  a 
]ileasure — yes — but  I  should  want  to 
]il.m  for  gracious  living  as  well — I 
should  want  the  entertaining  of  friends 
to  he  a  pleasure;  the  enjoyment  of  the 
out-of-doors  easily  accomplished;  the 
companionship  of  books  an  inviting 
]iossil)ility  ;  I  should  hope  that  within 
the  home  there  might  he  opportunity 
for  work,  hut  0]iportunity  as  well  for 
a  varied  sjieiiding  of  jilaythne  hours 
either  alone  or  with  others. 

With  a  little  care,  the  Iiouse  can  be 
so  ]daced  on  almost  any  lot  that  every 
room  can  have  sunshine  a  part  of 
every  day,  and  the  cheerfulness  of  the 
rooms  is  immeasurably  increased  by 
that  sunshine.  With  a  child  to  be  con- 
sidered, the  ]irovision  of  outdoor  play 
spaci',  so  placed  as  to  be  protected 
from  tralt'ie  hazards  and  within  sight 
of  living  room  or  kitchen  wdndows  or 
both,  saves  many  an  anxious  moment 
for  the  mother,  .\lmost  any  family  is 
grateful  for  the  .i;arage  which  is  a  part 
of  the  house  and  so  placed  that  there 
is  such  room  for  turning  that  one  can 
get  the  car  in  and  out  wdth  ease  and 
(omfort  rather  than  with  exasperating 
irritation. 

In  considering  the  ease  and  comfort 
of  lixin.;;,  one  of  the  first  things  to 
take  into  account  is  the  window  space, 
,ind  almost  anyone  will  testify  to  the 
joy  of  .iiiipli'  wiiul.iws  .so  arranged  as 
to  ]irovi(li'  not  only  a  view  of  all  of 
the  attr,uti\e  jioints  existing  outside 
but  adei|uale  cross  ventilation  for  every 
room  as  well.

One  naturally  expects  to  ilnd  the 
l)cdrooms  on  the  second  floor,  the  mas- 
ter bedroom  with  its  bath,  the  child's 
room  which  may  also  be  his  playroom, 
the  guest  room  and  an  additional  l)ath- 
room.  Ample  bathroom  facilities  save 
more  family  friction  than  probably  any 
other  one  single  item.  The  father  is 
in  a  hurry  to  shave  and  be  off  in  the 
morning  just  when  the  child  needs  to 
be  toileted  and  dressed,  to  say  nothing 
of   the    mother    who    is    leady    for    her

!Much  of  the  difficulty  anrl  worry 
I  an  be  saved  in  caring  for  the  child  if 
his  room  is  in  close  proxiniil>'  to  the 
bathroom,  within  heai  ing  of  the  par- 
ents' room,  and  removed  as  far  as  pos- 
sible from  the  oi)cn  stairway — the  lat- 
ter not  only  for  safety  but  to  remove 
the  temjjtation  of  going  down  after 
being  put  to  bed  and  to  decrease  the 
sounds  of  family  revelry  from  below 
stairs.  Each  room  should  of  course  liave 
amjile  closet  space — |)referably  two 
closets  in  the  master  bedroom  and  addi- 
tional space  in  the  child's  room  fm- 
storage  of  jjlaythings.  ISuilt-in  shelves 
in  the  child's  room  afford  sjjace  for 
toys  and  as  he  grows  older  for  the 
books  he  wants  to  keep  near  him.  In 
many  families  the  masl(  r  bedroom  be- 
comes a  second  living  room  serving  as 
a  ]ilace  either  for  work  or  comfortable 
lounging  and  built-in  drawer  and  cup- 
board space  gives  the  place  for  keeping 
books,  sewing  materials,  etc,  .\  linen 
closet  in  the  hall  and  storage  sjjace  for 
bedding  can  be  combined  if  one  wi,shes; 
but  somehow,  somewhere,  such  s[)ace  is 
necessary — to  disregard  it  is  to  set  up  a 
barrier  to  complele  fulure  satisfaction.

in  ])lanning  this  home,  if  each  mem- 
ber of  the  family  is  to  be  considen-d, 
somewhere,  no  matter  how  small  the 
place,  I  should  want  a  study  where 
materials  upon  which  one  might  be 
working  could  be  left  awaiting  the  next 
hour  for  work  without  the  feeling  that, 
by  so  leaving  them,  one  were  marring 
the  attractiveness  of  the  home,  and  with 
the  assurance  that  where  they  were  left 
they  would  remain  unmolested,  either 
by  a  child  intent  upon  exploring,  or 
a  maid  e(|ually  intent  upon  "cleaning 
up".  Further,  somewhere  in  the  house, 
]irol)ably  in  the  basement,  I  should

as  it  would  nnl  hr  logical  to  have  a  por- 
trait jiainted  by  a  man  whose  reputa- 
tion has  liei-n  made  as  a  landscajie 
painter,  so  should  no  architect  Ije  con- 
sidered othir  than  one  whose  talents 
and  standing  are  of  the  highest  in  the 
variety  of  residential  work  selected. 

While  the  prospective  home-builder

The  process  of  studying  the  details 
of  a  hou.se  is  so  gradual,  as  one  works 
from  consideration  of  one  element  to 
another,  that  by  the  time  specifications 
are  prejiared  a  clear  understanding  of 
what  is  to  go  into  the  building  should 
have  been  gained.

Protect  Your  Investment 


I'l's  A  far  cry  from  the  days 
'  \\hcn  the  lock  was  an  article 
unknown  and  the  pioneer  left 
the  latch  off  for  the  wandering 
traveller.  Today,  we  put  the  last 
and  possibly  useless  security  in 
a  safe-deposit  box,  our  cash  in  checks  and  a  lock  or  two  on 
the  door.  But  often  a  dog  is  brought  into  the  home  and,  aside 
from  the  attention  given  to  its  diet,  training  and  grooming,  tlie 
owners  neglect  the  most  important  and  essential  factor  in 
having  the  dog  work  out  successfully  as  a  guard  and  com- 
panion— that  of  providing  ade(|uate  and  jiroper  facilities  for 
its  housing. 

During  the  course  of  nKinv  }-ears  I  ha\'e  Ijeen  approached 
times  without  number  on  the  jiroblem  of  how  to  keep  the  dog 
at  home,  how  to  prevent  its  straying  all  over  the  neighbor- 
hood, and  I  find  that  the  owner  is  very  much  inclined  to  the 
belief  that  it  is  solely  the  dog's  fault.  'I'he  dog-buying  pul)lic 
must,  hr.st  of  all,  realize  that  the  dog  is  an  investment  from 
which  the  returns  are  in  projiortion  to  the  care,  thought  and 
expense  given  to  its  proper  kenneling.  Tlie  roaming  procliv- 
ities of  any  dog  are  curbed  only  by  providing  him  with  a 
suitaljle  yard  and  a  hou.se  where  he  can  be  at  all  times  when 
his  owner  c;innot  be  jiresent  to  exercise  control  over  him. 

While  it  is  advisable,  and  almost  necessary,  for  a  dog  to 
liave  ;i  yjird  and  to  make  his  home  in  proper  season,  at  least, 
in  the  open  air,  many  dogs  are  kept  in  apartments.  Even  here 
the  dog  should  be  assigned  a  corner  of  a  room  or  section  of  a 
room  as  his.  If  he  is  kicked  and  cuffed  here  and  there  when 
he  .settles  down  to  a  spot  he  would  like  to  adopt  as  his,  he 
will  feel  thiit  he  is  endured  but  not  welcome. 

Xo  matter  how  big  )our  dog  is,  he  doesn't  take  up  so  much 
room  that  a  certain  consideration  should  not  be  given  him. 
When  lie  first  enters  the  home  from  the  shi])])ing  crate  or  the 
ear  in  wliicli  he  is  delivered,  the  reallv  sensilile  thing  to  do  is

kennel  and  yard,  both  safe  and  comfortable 


0  assign  him  his  phicc  indoors  and  his  house-  and  yard  out- 
loors.  From  tliat  moment,  he  will  consider  that  spot  in  his 
laven  as  sacred. 

My  experience  is  that  human  beings  do  not  give  much 
orethought  to  the  housing  and  yarding  of  their  dogs.  The 
Id-fashioned  dog  house  is  only  an  apology  for  what  a  dog 
eally  deserves  as  well  as  needs  for  his  home.  The  dog  house 
f  toda)-  provides  warmth,  comfort  and  protection  from  rain 
nd  snow  by  being  built  as  a  shelter  in  the  truest  sense  of  the 
.vord. 

Yards  are  for  open  air  and  sunshine  while  members  of  the 
'amily  are  busy  indoors  or  away  for  the  day  and  cannot  take 
:he  dog  with  them.  Under  proper  care,  a  yard  can  be  used  for 
day,  or  even  a  clay  and  a  night,  without  distress  to  the 
inimal.  To  this  degree  proper  houses  and  yards  are  a  means 
f  comfort  for  the  owner  as  well  as  the  dog.  Yard  construction 
should  include  a  Ijoard  walk  of  1"  x  12"  (or  thicker)  dressed 
umber  around  the  inside.  On  this  dry  walk  the  dog  may  ex- 
ercise in  wet  weather  without  exjjosing  himself  to  damp  or 
50ggy  ground.  At  least,  a  jjlatform  of  some  sort  should  be  pro- 
vided for  the  dog  to  lie  on  out-of-doors. 

In  kenneling  three  or  four  dogs  at  least  800  square  feet  of 
yard  should  be  allowed  in  any  event.  Increased  yard  space  is 
advised  for  large  dogs  or  when  more  are  to  use  the  one  yard. 
The  yard  equipment  should  include  a  water  pan  and  a  re- 
ceptacle for  it.  In  summer  when  the  weather  is  hot  and  humid 
and  dogs  feel  the  conditions,  the  water  should  be  changed 
several  times  a  day. 

Passing  from  the  yard  for  one  dog  to  the  proljlem  of  a 
kennel  house  for  several  or  many  dogs,  I  want  to  say  a  word 
or  two  about  the  use  of  old  chicken  coops  for  dog  homes.  In 
good  society  this  is  ju.st  not  done.  The  dog  resents  the  indignity 
of  foreign  odors  and  often  foreign  occupancy.  If  }'ou  value 
his  respect  get  him  a  good  home  and  keep  it  sanitar)'.  It  is

H()um.s  --iiouid  he  hiiilt  .^o  the_\'  have  an 
abundance  of  fre.'-^h  aii-  hut  witli  the  sleepin.ij;  (|uarters  free 
from  drafts.  Sunlight  .should  l)e  allowed  to  penetrate  to  all 
corners  by  an  arrangement  oi  opening  up  the  house.  This  will 
aid  in  cleaning. 

Faulty  homes,  poor  .ventilation  and  unsanitary  condition.s 
generally-  are  the  mo.st  frequent  sources  of  diseases  in  dogs. 
House  your  dog  .sensibly,  give  him  regular  attention  and 
remember  that  housekeeping  a  kennel  is  just  as  important  as 
airing  the  bed  )ou  sleep  in  and  keejiing  your  living  rooms  in 
suitable  shajie  for  daily  use. 

In  erecting  the  kennel  house,  the  liest  plan  is  to  have  the 
roof  slope  north  and  the  window  face  west.  This  will  give 
ma.ximum  light  during  the  day  and  be  particularly  beneficial 
in  the  winter  when  sunlight  is  short.  On  sloping  ground  the 
house  should  alwa}'s  lie  set  with  a  tilt  away  from  the  bed  with 
the  slope  away  from  the  house  itself.  Drainage  and  compara- 
tive dryness  are  thus  assured.  Xo  matter  how  large  or  small 
the  house  is,  this  instruction  should  be  observed  because  it- is 
an  element  of  health  safety. 

Fine  cinders  on  top  of  the  soil  for  the  yard  prevent  un- 
pleasant pools  from  forming  when  the  ground  is  clayey  or 
likel}'  to  be  muddy.  Straw  or  cedar  shavings  are  good  for 
bedding  on  the  dog's  bench — cedar,  summer  and  winter;  straw 
in  winter.  They  have  a  freshness  and  a  clean  odor  that  is 
])leasing  to  dog  and  master.  If  such  a  house  and  run  are  pro- 
vided when  a  JHippy  is  first  purchased,  they  will  simplify  the 
work  of  training  him.  No  dog  will  soil  his  home.  Our  jol)  is

A  dog  is  entitled  to  adequate  quarters  where  he  can  be 
comfortal)le  in  all  kinds  of  weather.  If  he  is  not  worth  such 
quarters  he  is  not  worth  having.  Every  pure  Ijred  dog  is  worth 
the  small  cost  necessan,-  to  tit  him  out  as  indicated,  and  if  the 
specifications  given  are  followed,  with  variation  suggested 
by  place  and  circumstances,  the  cost  will  l)e  moderate.  A 
good  home  is  often  more  expressively  appreciated  by  a  dog 
than  is  that  of  some  children  who  like  to  roam  even  when  all 
comforts  and  luxuries  are  given  them! 

And  again,  the  reminder:  Dogs  kept  in  a  yard,  when  not 
[  under  the  control  of  the  owner,  cannot  run  away. 

Do  not  sacrifice  your  dog  to  save  a  few  dollars  or  a  little 
labor  in  looking  after  his  house  and  }ard.  The  dog  is  an  in- 
vestment into  which  you  have  put  }-our  money  and,  like  other 
investments,  the  returns  are  determined  liy  tlie  protection  and 
attention  you  give  to  it.

.■\nd  while  we're  on  the  subject  of  cover  designs, 
the  noble  wedding  cake  that  begins  Section  II 
was  designed  and  executed  by  Mme.

This  and  th.^t  Anorr  iris.  Five  years  ago 
all  Iris  hybridizers  were  working  to  bring  out 
the  perfect  white.  Today  they  are  equally  hectic 
about  producing  what  they  believe  to  be  the  per- 
fect yellow.  All  possible  tones  and  shades  from 
sulphur  to  ruby  golden  are  in  the  catalogs  and 
all  you  have  to  do  is  to  [lay  your  money  and 
take   your   choice. 

The  hallmark  of  the  finished  and  ultimate  Iris 
fancier  is  when  he  takes  to  the  species — those 
wildlings  from  our  own  and  distant  lands  that 
are,  as  yet,  not  too  fancified  by  the  hybridizer's 
magic.  Some  of  the  fairest  and  loveliest  flowers 
are  to  be  found  among  them  and  some  of  the 
most    interesting    tests    for    the    gardener's    skill. 


White  Daffodils.  Just  about  the  time  we 
su|iposed  that  the  fad  for  white  flowers  in  gar- 
dens was  going  into  a  decline,  along  comes  a  new 
manifestation  of  it.  Some  discerning  gardeners 
are  selecting  only  white  Daffodils.  This,  of  course, 
will  put  the  no-scs  of  the  Yellow  Trumpets  out 
of  joint  and  make  some  of  the  Incomparabilis 
type  turn  green  with  envy,  but  then,  no  one  can 
account  for  fads. 

If  you  are  a  white  Daffodil  fan,  what  would 
you  choo.se?  Your  first  choice  would  fall  among 
the  \\'hite  Trumpets.  This  class  includes  such 
worthies,  either  pure  white  or  with  a  faintly 
sulphur  trumpet,  as  Alice  Knigh.ts,  Beersheba, 
Driven  Snow,  Eskimo,  Everest,  La  Vestale,  Mrs. 
E.  H.  Krelage,  Mrs.  Robert  Sydenham,  Peter 
liarr.  Trappist,  White  Emperor,  White  Knight, 
Mrs.  John  Bodger,  Lovenest,  Mrs.  R.  O.  Back- 
house (the  last  two  pinkish),  W.  P.  Milner,  Sil- 
ver Glory  and  Eve.  Among  the  white  Triandrus 
hybrids  are  .\gnes  Harvey,  ^Moonshine  and 
Thalia.  The  Lecdsi  class  will  also  contribute  a 
while — Silver  Star.  Among  the  doubles  are  the 
old  /Mbus  Plenus  Odoratus,  Mary  Copeland,  the 
Pearl  and  Snowsprite. 

GuEi-T  Poe;m.  You  ought  to  know,  and 
would  be  better  for  the  knowing,  the  opening  lines 
of  Gerald  Manley  Hopkins'  "In  the  Valley  of  the 
Elvy,"  because  it  is  a  sweet  lyric  return  for  hos- 
intality.  \\'e  quote  these  lines  from  his  Poems, 
jjublished  hy  the  Oxford  University  Press: 

I  remember  a  house  wdtcre  all  were  good 
To  me,  God  knows,  deserving  no  such  thing: 
Comforting   smell    breathed   at  every  entering. 
Fetched  fresh,  as  I  suppose,  off  some  sweet  wood. 
That  cordial  air  made  those  kind  jjeople  brood 
All  over,  as  a  bevy  of  eggs  the  mothering  wing 
Will,  or  mild   nights  the  new  morsels  of  spring. 


Pre-1  ABRifATlON  1750.  Among  the  items 
shi])ped  to  the  West  Indies  in  the  ISth  Century 
were  "houses  ready  framed."  This  fact  jiuzzled 
us  until,  on  a  recent  visit  to  Jamaica,  we  watched 
native  workmen  building  a  Iiouse.  First  they  built 
a  series  of  sections,  then,  wlien  there  were 
enough,  they  ran  up  the  timbering  and  wall  in 
no  time  at  all  by  joiiting  the  sections  together. 
Perhaps  it  was  framed  .sections  that  our  Yankee 
forebears  shipped  down.  Maybe  native  workmen 
learned  the  trick  of  building  with  them  from  these 
New  England  export   items. 


One-two  punch  pr.\yers.  Just  now  vocif- 
erous orators  are  bidding  us  all  back  to  the  ideals 
of  our  patriotic  ancestors.  So  we've  been  looking 
up  some  of  these  old  codgers.  Parsons  especially. 
And  we  wonder  what  our  present-day  pacifist 
preachers  would  have  done  to  old  Judah  Cham- 
pion. Judah  was  pastor  of  the  church  in  Litch- 
field, Conn.  One  Sunday  morning  when  Corn- 
wallis'  arrival  on  the  American  coast  was  hourly 
expected,  Pastor  Cham])ion's  congregation  wa.; 
augmented  by  a  regiment  of  cavalry  under  com- 
mand of  Col.  Benjamin  Tallmadge.  Seeing  them, 
the  parson  was  moved  to  address  Deity  a  ■• 
follows: 

"O  Lord,  we  view  w-ith  terror  and  dismay  the 
approach  of  the  enemies  of  Thy  holy  religion: 
wilt  Tl:ou  send  storm  and  tempest  and  scatter 
them  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth;  but, 
Iiera<lventure,  should  any  escape  Thy  Ncngeanci', 
collect  them  together  again,  O  Lord,  as  in  the 
hollow  of  'I'hy  lumd,  and  let  Tliy  lightnings  jjlay 
upon  them." 

Not  far  away,  in  Torringt(m,  Conn.,  the  Rev. 
X:ilhaniel  Roberts  was  uttering,  "Great  God, 
we  |)ray  Thee  irmove  Lord  North  from  office, 
by   de;ith   or  otherwise." 

These  ]iatriotic  orisons  fall  into  that  (lass  of 
wallop  whi(  h  i  oxers  term  the  one-two  lainch. 
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Daffodils  and  Gourds.  Tlie  growing  poji- 
ularity  of  the  Daffodil  as  everyman's  flower  in 
this  country  is  well  attested  by  the  19,^6  issue 
of  the  American  Daffodil  Year  Book.  The  product 
of  the  Narcissus  and  Tulip  Committee,  a  section 
of  the  .American  Horticultural  Society,  it  ap- 
proaches this  particular  flower  from  a  number  of 
angles — its  growth  in  various  sections  of  tli  ■ 
country,  reports  of  the  British  Daffodil  Con- 
ference, and  of  the  Virginia  and  ^Maryland  shows. 
The  illustrations  are  of  the  highest  order.  No 
Daffodil  enthusiast  can  afford  to  be  without  this 
annual.

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IHE  CURVJNG   STEP-WALK 


HOUSE  &   GARDEN  S 
FIFTH  FLOWER  PRINT 

For  its  Fifth  Flower 
Print  House  &  Garden 
selects  this  plate  by  Pictcr 
Casteels.  Because  of  their 
rich  colors  and  varied 
forms,  fruits  have  always 
appealed  to  artists  who 
specialized  in  the  horti- 
cultural world,  and  so  it 
has  been  since  the  earliest 
times.  Pieter  Casteels,  a 
Flemish  painter  who  came 
to  London  early  in  the 
klSth  Century,  drew  and 
published  "Twelve 
Months  of  Fruit",  1752, 
a  folio  of  plates  similar  to 
this,  displaying  the  fruits 
of  each  month.  .\  iirint 
from  Casteels'  "Twelve 
Months  of  Flowers"  was 
shown  in  our  July  issue. 
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tLLA  Wheeler  Wilcox  was  riglit  when  she 
said  that  "Siairwa\s  and  gardens,  mystery  and  grace 
seem  part  of  their  environment."  Much  of  the  esthetic 
value  of  a  garden  stairway  is  due  to  the  contrast  he- 
tween  the  stonework  and  the  foliage  and  flowers.  But 
the  horizontal  jiattern  due  to  alternating  Ijands  of  light 
and  shade  caused  by  the  tread  being  in  strong  light 
and  the  riser  in  shade  also  adds  considerably  to  the 
landscape  picture. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  garden 
design  is  a  scheme  whereby  the  garden  is  laid  out  on 
two  or  more  levels.  In  a  hillside  garden  a  series  of 
terraces  connected  by  steps  is  really  the  most  effective 
arrangement,  but  even  in  a  level  garden  it  is  often 
possible  to  create  a  change  of  level  by  grading.  A  clas- 
sical instance  of  this  is  the  Hanging  Gardens  of  Baby- 
lon, the  legend  being  that  a  Median  girl,  weeping 
longingly  for  her  native  mountains,  persuaded  the  king 
to  create  these  unicjue  gardens.  But  though  we  can 
hardly  expect  our  garden  to  be  one  of  the  seven  won- 
ders of  the  world  and  rival  this  great  example  of 
oriental  ingenuity,  two  possible  means  of  relieving  the 
monotony  of  a  level  site  suggest  themselves.  First,  the 
terrace  near  the  house  raised  a  foot  or  two  above  the 
rest  of  the  garden;  and  second,  a  sunken  garden  which 
is  created  by  excavating  a  portion  of  the  site.  In  this 
connection  it  is  worth  noting  that  the  excavated  soil 
need  not  be  carted  away,  as  it  is  nearly  always  possiljle 
by  depositing  it  on  the  higher  level  to  increase  the 
depth  of  the  sunken  garden,  so  that  a  more  imposing 
change  of  grade  is  effected  and  at  the  same  time  a  con- 
siderable reduction  in  the  lal)Or  is  accomplished. 

The  changed  grades  immediately  call  for  a, 
means  of  access;  thus  steps  present  themselves.  The 
simplest  garden  steps  are  formed  by  single  slalis  of 
stone,  more  or  less  flat  on  the  upper  surface,  let  into 
the  ground  without  any  foundation.  If  stones  of  a  fair 
size  are  used,  this  method  is  satisfactory  for  a  wild 
garden,  or  one  planted  in  a  very  informal  manner. 
Severe  frost  ma_\'  heave  the  stones  somewhat,  but  usually 
they  return  to  their  original  position  and  even  if  some 
adjustment  is  occasionally  needed  it  is  not  a  serious 
matter,  either  in  cost  or  inconvenience. 


There  are  two  schools  of  thouglit  witii  regard 
to  steps  in  the  rock  garden.  One  says  that  a  rock  gar- 
den should  be  as  nearly  as  possible  a  cojjy  of  Nature's 
handiwork,  therefore  steps  are  out  of  place.  While  this 
is  a  perfectly  logical  standpoint,  the  other  feels  that  a 
rock  garden  is  after  all  a  garden  and  not  a  rejjlica  of 
a  ])ortion  of  Helvelyn  or  Mount  ^^'ashington;  therefore 
easy  means  of  access  are  not  only  permissii^le,  l:)Ut 
necessary.  Everyone  will  athnit  that  when  suitable 
planting  is  ];laced  in  and  around  tlie  steps  of  a  ro(k 
garden,  it  not  only  creates  an  interesting  feature,  but 
the  charm  of  the  garden  is  decidedly  enhanced.  Cer- 
tainly a  level  rock  garden  is  almost  an  impossibility, 
for  even  if  the  original  site  is  level  some  changes  of 
grade  must  Ije  arranged  in  order  to  give  the  naturalistic 
appearance  which  a  good  rock  garden  must  have.  The 
same  t}'i)e  of  stejis  as  those  mentioned  for  the  wild 
garden  are  suitable  for  the  rock  garden,  though  a 
bolder  and  more  rugged  construction  is  permissible, 
to  be  in  keeping  with  the  aljiine  ])recedent. 

But  for  the  more  intimate  ]ilaces  in  the  garden 
a  substantial  construction  lends  itself  with  greater  ef- 
fect. This  means  that  the  .steps  should  lie  built  with 
cement  and  have  proper  foundations.  Steps  are  like 
icebergs  in  that  the  larger  part  of  their  l)ulk  is  hidden. 
To  prevent  cracking  and  heaving  out  of  position,  the 
foundation  of  the  steps  must  be  below  the  line  of  frost. 
In  I*hiladel]ihia  2_! />'  is  considered  deep  enough,  but 
in  New  England  i'  or  more  is  necessary.  This  natural- 
ly adds  to  the  cost,  but  only  rough  concrete  need  be 
used  to  which  the  cement-man  adds  what  he  (alls 
"plums"  or  large  pieces  of  rock  thrown  into  the  moist 
concrete.  Or  the  foundation  of  the  st«ps  can  be  built 
up  dry  and  grouted  with  liquid  cement.  In  either  case, 
the  work  should  be  done  in  non-freezing  weather,  so 
tliat  the  cement  may  set  properly. 

The  most  common  form  of  garden  step  i-  niaiK- 
of  flagstone  about  one  and  a  half  inches  thick  laid  on 
l)uilt-up  risers  formed  of  small  pieces  of  either  local 
stone  or  flagstone.  The  steps  should  alwa}'s  have  an 
easy  ascent,  the  rise  of  each  one  measuring  not  more 
than  six  inches,  with  a  corresponding  In-ad  of  about 
thirteen  inches.  If  a  five-inch  riser  is  used  the  usual 
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Irciul  i^  riltccii  iii(li('>.  'I'd  pi'cvrnf  i-'iin  Iroiii  sniikiim

<  )ne  III  the  pictures  shows  an  e\'en  more  elahor- 
ate  arrant^enient,  where  a  raised  terrace  emhodies  a 
small  pool.  A  lion's  head  fountain  forms  the  ke\stiine  of 
the  surmountiiiL;  an  h.  (.larden  seats  occu[iy  the  niches  at 
ea(  h  (  ml  and  the  terra(  e  is  com-erted  into  a  veritahle 
Hower  ',^arden  li\  plantinL;  Th\-me,  Pinks,  Arenaria 
and  other  suitahle  plant-  in  the  joints  of  the  stone. 
Were  tlii~  a  thoroui^difare  it  miL^ht  he  considered  over- 
)ilanted.  hut  as  it  form-  a  separate  garden  sanctuarw 
one  ha,-  time  to  thread  one's  wa\  amoiiL;  the  plants  in 
the  pa\in'i.  The  -|eps  run  the  full  length  of  the  terrace 
and  are  shaped  lo  a  jileasin^  outlini'.

Steps  such  as  these  are  shown  in  the  j)hoto- 
',.;ra]ih  at  the  middle  of  the  opposite  JKige.  They  are 
particidarh-  to  he  (onsidered  for  use  in  the  garden 
where  green,  rather  than  the  colors  of  flowers,  is  the 
dominating  motif. 

Where  the  design  of  the  house  is  of  a  more  im- 
jiosing  (diaracter  the  .steps  should  he  designed  in  keeping 
with  the  .st\]e  of  anhitecture  and  with  more  elahorate 
details.  Cut  stonework  and  halustrading  may  he  intro- 
duii'd  and  the  width  of  the  steins  increased  to  give 
greater  dignitw  This  is  especially  true  when  the  steps 
are  in  close  proximity  to  such  a  house  or  are  situated 
on  an  important  axis  of  the  gar<K-n.  But  whether  the 
steps  an-  simple  or  elahorate,  there  is  no  douht  that  they 
add  greath'  to  the  charm  of  the  garden,  dividing  it  into 
iwo  or  more  compartments  and  snuaevtint;  that  there  is 
more  l(j  follow.

Crystal,  -white,  silver,  gra}- 
and  Cliinese  yellow  make  up  the 
scheme  of  the  dining  room,  shown 
above.  The  walls  are  embellished 
with  palm  tree  motifs  in  plaster 
relief,  recalling  the  lovely  designs 
of  the  brothers  Adam.  The  inter- 
esting window  treatment  starts 
with  the  graceful  gadroon  cornices 
in  molded  plaster.  Curtains  of  yel- 
low bourrette  arc  trimmed  with 
tassels  and  fringe  made  from  old 
documents.

~T  AKDi.v  aiiDiluT  c'lcim  lit  of  a  liduse  can  SO  rnlivcn  an 
(.■xterior  and  provide  an  aljundance  of  light  on  the 
interior  as  a  hay.  Ik'ing  primarily  a  usetul  unit,  it 
-liould  n<it  lic'l)uiU  unlrss  it  justifies  its  existence  on 
tiie  interior.  I'^ven  in  its  simplest  form  a  liay  may  easily 
-  cost  aliout  ,SH)0  eoniijared  to  ^20  for  a  single  window — 
consef|Uentlv  it  sliould  be  wisely  designed  and  thought- 
fullv  u^ed.  'J  lie  hay  whose  sides  are  at  right  angles  to  the 
hou-e  shculd  lie  con>idered  in  reference  to  its  interior  usage.  An 
unu.-ual  l)Ut  useful  little  second  story  Iniy  is  .shown  left  from 
Great  Chesterford,  England;  it  is  intimately  related  to  the  hou.sc 
Ijv  having  the  little  attic  window  imnr'diatJy  above  it.  .\nother 
variation  is  to  use  the  1jay  as  a  shelter  over  a  door,  as  at  tin-  right. 
Still  farther  to  the  right  is  a  ground  story  rectangular  liay  with  a 
large  fixed  sash  toward  tlie  front,  casements  at  the  ends,  and 
surmounted  by  a  flower  box.  In  the  modern  version  at  the  ex- 
treme right  the  geometry  of  the  bay  is  mitigated  by  vines  and  lat- 
tice, the  members  of  the  latter  aligning  with  window  muntins.

i  RKSsixc.  clo.se  to  Warwick  Castle  is  a  fine  half-timbered 
louse  dating  from  the  time  when  windows  were 
axed.  Tlie  present  owners  remodeled  it  and  to 
secure  a  cheerful  drawing  room  replaced  the  small- 
i>li  windows  by  a  large  bay  (left).  By  utilizing 
small  panes  of  g'ass  and  making  the  top  tic  in  with 
a  large  oak  lint/l,  the  result  is  eminently  satisfac- 
torv.  Tlie  lMigli:-li  have  devised  a  means  of  affixing  bay  shutters 
that  an'  decorative  as  well  as  ulilitarian,  sudi  as  the  one  at 
the  right,  adapted  from  a  hou.^e  at  Saffron  Walden.  Another 
favorite  em])loyinent  in  England  is  to  have  shelves  align  with 
horizontal  muntins,  and  thereon  to  dis]ilay  glassware  or  jilants. 
.\t  the  extrt'ine  right  is  a  suggestion  whii  li  is  applicable  to  houses 
other  than  those  in  the  modern  maiinei- — a  first  lloor  bay  con- 
tinues down  on  llii'  same  surl'ace  as  thi'  seiond  lloor.  This  is 
one  means  of  attaining  bedroom  fioor  area,  while  a  living  room 
or  dining  room  end  is  often  improved  in  space,  lighting  and 
general  effect   by  a   large  ba_\'.

For  the  house  which 
palls  with  its  .severity,  it  is  better  to  spend  money  on  a 
curved  bay  than  to  tr}'  to  relieve  it  with  superficial  or- 
namentation. ()bser\-e  curved  I  jays,  for  examjile.  To  the 
right  is  sketched  an  informal  use  of  one  having  stairs 
clustered  around  it  to  rise  from  one  garden  level  to  the  next. 
However,  it  is  commendable  by  itself,  as  any  visitor  to  Squire's 
Mount,  Hampstead,  London,  can  observe.  The  original  has  brick 
mull  ions  (the  uprights  between  windows),  while  the  curved  top 
is  laid  up  of  flat  tiles.  At  Wells,  not  far  from  the  Cathedral, 
there  is  an  unusual  arrangement  (shown  beyond  the  margin 
to  the  right),  with  circular  bays  Hanking  an  entrance,  while  sur- 
mounting them  are  .straight-sided  bays.  At  the  extreme  right  is  a 
iiou.se  gone  modern,  and  .softened  liy  a  curved  bay  at  the  cor- 
ner^a  beneficial   infiuence  on  most  rigidly  geometric  liouses. 
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The  use  of  Tulips  in  the  Springtime  l)orcler  of  almost  any  si/.e  was  perfect- 
ly demonstrated  in  Mrs.  Payne  Whitney's  garden  at  the  1936  International 
Flower  Show,  which  won  tlie  Horticultural  Society  of  New  York's  Trophy.

To  PLAN  ;i  garden  of  Tulips  is  a  fascinat- 
ing pastime  and  one  in  which  the  imagi- 
nation can  be  given  full  sway,  for  the  'I\ilip 
presents  itself  in  an  almost  unlimited  range 
of  colors  and  (an  he  |)lantid  to  advantage  in 
a  variety  of  ])laces  in  the  garden,  so  that 
Tulip  time  usually  represents  the  high  sjiot 
in  earl}-  season  gardens.  Here  is  a  flower 
equally  at  home  in  the  f(jrmal  garden  in  solid 
beds  of  color,  scattered  through  the  her- 
baceous borders,  or  planted  in  clumps  in 
the  front  of  shrubbery  borders.  I  know  of 
few  more  lovely  effects  than  a  border  of 
Lilacs  with  'I'ulips  of  contrasting  and  har- 
monizing shades  ])lanted  in  clumps  along 
tile  front  of  the  border.  During  Tulip  time 
we  are  blessed  with  a  wealth  of  material  that 
may  be  used  for  a  ground  coviT  of  contrast- 
ing colors  and  I  will  try  to  place  before  the 
reader  some  planting  schemes  that  ajjjjcal  at 
that  season  of  the  year  even  though  plan- 
ning a  color  scheme  for  someone  else  is  a 
duliious  task,  comparable  to  selecting  a  dress 
for  a  lady. 

In  planning  the  formal  garden,  I  suggest 
keeping  the  bright  colors  in  the  l)ackground, 
leaving  the  paler  colors  and  smoky  shades  in 
the  foreground.  Also  jtlan  to  plant  yoiu-  bullis 
far  enough  ajxirt  to  j)ermit  the  use  of  a 
ground  cover  plant.  I  also  advi.sc  planting 
Tulips  of  contrasting  height  but  of  har- 
monizing colors  together.  This  will  prove  a 
great  help  in  eliminating  the  Hat  apjiear- 
ance  of  so  many  formal  gardens.  A  study  of 
varieties  will  show  a  great  difference  in 
height  of  llower,  and  this  should  be  used  to 
advantage.  I  submit  a  few  examples: 

A  bed  of  Darwin,  the  liisliop,  with  Cot- 
tage Tulips,  Moonlight,  and  a  ground  cover 
of  Myosotis;  Douis  XIV  with  Walter  T. 
Ware  and  a  ground  cover  of  pale  blue  Tansy; 
Dido  with  Hammer  Hales  and  \'iola  Jersey 
Gem;  Princess  Elizabeth  with  John  Ruskin 
and  .■lZy5.v»Wi.vri.V(;/(7c,- Faust  with  Ccsucrimui 
Intra  and  dark  blue  Tansy;  Garibaldi  with 
Chameleon  and  PJilox  divariciiln.  In  each  of 
the.se  e.\amj)les  the  second  variety  is  short  in 
growth  and  makes  a  step  down  to  tiie  color 
of  the  ground  cover.  It  is  not  wise  to  attempt 
this  with  the  strong,  bright  colored  varieties. 


but  by  all  means  give  them  the  advantage 
of  a  harmonizing  ground  ])lanting.  Sucli  va- 
rieties as  Eclipse  with  a  planting  of  double 
white  Arabis,  King  George  V  ])lanted  with 
i'hrirdntJius  allioiii,  Avis  Keiniicott  with 
Myo.sotis,  Carrara  with  Tansy  Lord  Bea- 
const'ield  are  varieties  worthy  of  a  bed  in 
any  garckn. 

It  is  in  the  shrubbery  border  where  s]iace 
is  ])erhai)s  limited  that  Tulips  of  the  more 
e.xpi'nsive  varieties  may  be  experimented 
witii  in  small  quantities,  planted  in  clumjis. 
Such  a  ccjmbination  as  Tuli])  Mrs.  John  '!'. 
Scheej)ers  or  Mongcjlia  planted  in  front  <jf 
Lilac  Paul  Thirion  with  Ncpcin  )iiiis.siiii  for 
a  ground  cover.  Magnolia  or  Inca  Hume 
between  ])lants  of  Mains  l'<irki)iiiiii  with 
}cllow  Polyanthus  Primro.ses  as  a  ground 
cover;  Mrs.  F.  E.  Di.xon  against  a  back- 
ground of  Lilac  Mme.  Antoine  Buckner  and 
a  few  plants  of  Anchusd  myosotidiflorn  as 
ground  j)lanting;  La  France  or  The  Peacli 
jilanted  in  front  of  Spinicn  Irichonirpa, 
using  M}'osotis  as  ground  cover.  These  are 
all  top-notch  new  varieties  of  gorgeous  color- 
ing. E.xpensive?  Yes,  but  to  i|U(ite  .Mr.  Bev- 
erly Nichols,  "So  would  a'ou  1  e  if  \'ou  looked 
like  that." 

With  the  return  to  pojjularity  of  white 
llowcrs  and  the  featuring  of  white  gardens 
and  borders  it  is  a  rc'lief  to  fuid  so  many 
good  white  Tulips  a\'aiiable.  A  garden  com- 
posed of  such  varieties  as  La  Tosca,  Car- 
rara, Vesta,  Miss  Blanche,  with  a  grountl 
jilanting  of  white  Pansy,  .\riil>is  nl piiin  -dud- 
its  doulile  form,  Si-illn  cm}! piniuliild  allxi, 
and  tile  white  Bcllis  pcrciiiiis  should  ])lea>e 
the  most  fastidious  white  gardeners. 

Following  the  suggestion  of  the  new-er  va- 
rieties, in  smaller  cjuantities,  for  the  shrul)- 
bery  border,  we  have  ax'ailable  such  grand 
\-arieties  as  Mrs.  Grullemans,  Glacier,  Wliitc' 
Ciiant  and  Moiuil  l'"\ci'est.  'i'hese  with  a 
background  of  Lilacs  Mme.  Casimir  Perrier, 
.Mnie.  Lemoine  and  an  occasional  |)lant  of 
Spinicii  Vduhoulici  or  S.  Irirliorurpd  and  a 
ground  jjlanting  of  the  white  llowers  already 
mentioned  should  furnish  a  first  class  white 
border  of  fair  size.

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BK'K  c.AKDKXS  have  het'ii  witli  u-  Inni,'  cnou.u;li  to  reveal 
hotli  glariiii,'  faults  and  exeeptinnal  possiliiiitie.-  of  beau- 
ty. Their  drawbaeks  largel}-  s])riiig  from  a  failure  to 
face  the  problem  sciuarcly:  their  beauty  follows  restraint  as 
well  as  understanding. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  wiser  to  admit  at  once  that  all  rock 
gardens  have  not  l)niught  joy  to  tiieir  ownt-rs.  One  freijuent 
error  has  been  an  emphasis  upon  the  rock  instead  of  the  garden. 
"'J'omb.stoncs  to  the  Flowers  that  Might  Have  Been"  is  un- 
fortunatelx'  an  epitaph  that  not  a  ft'W  ha\'e  deser\"e(l;  while 
otliers  tduld  be  aptl\  described  as  good  geological  collections, 
outshining  in  theii'  sparkling  (|uar)/  the  sh\-  blooms  them- 
selves. 'J'hese  tilings  are  too  oiivious  to  dwell  ujxin,  and  most 
dissatisfactions  have  arisen  from  more  subtle  inharmonies. 
All  too  often  rock  gardens  have  been  lumped  under  one 
classification.  Their  ver\  appeal  rests  largel\-  in  tlu'  elasticit\' 
with  which  thev  ma\-  be  made  to  I'lt  clihering  purposes  and 
conditions  of  different  garden  makers.  'l'he\  ma\'  be  all  things 
to  all  men,  but-  they  cannot  be  all  of  them  at  the  same  time! 
A  good  many  of  them  have  been  blindly  asked  to  do  just  this. 
Like  the  fiN-e  loot  shelf  of  tlu'  classics,  a  five-foot  roc'k  garden 
ma\-  be  I'llled  with  the  I'omaiui'  of  far  places,  brave  struggles, 
great  daring,  e.\c|uisite  beauty  of  form  and  color.  It  is  a  bless- 
ing of  delight  to  tho.se  who  garden  {Continued  on  page  92)

Decorated  by  Elsie  de  Wolfe,  this  living  room  of  Ina 
Claire  in  the  Hotel  Pierre,  New  York,  Is  as  sparkling 
as  the  star  herself.

\  17/0  the  rcf^ion  alijii^  tlie  Gulf  Coast  cast  of  the 
Mississippi  River  was  so  remote  tliat  it  tooic  sides 
with  neither  party  in  the  War  for  Indej^endenee.  En- 
glish, Irish,  Scotch,  New  Englanders,  Virginians,  North 
Carolinians  who  desired  to  remain  loyal  or  neutral 
])oured  in  to  seek  as}-luni.  Fort  Rosalie,  vett'ran  of  llie 
liulian  Wars,  with  the  French,  the  British  or  tlie  Span- 
ish colors  flying,  had  already  changed  its  allegiance  and 
its  name  half  a  dozen  times.  Disputed  houndaries  shifted 
back  and  forth,  treaties  were  drawn  up  and  destro\ed, 
lands  were  granted  and  withdrawn  and  gDitlenicn  buc- 
caneers looted  and  swaggered  up  ami  down  the  river, 
misinforming  and  terrorizing  the  settlers  so  far  out  of 
reach  of  news.  In  1/85  the  Georgia  Legislature  ])assi-(l 
an  act  to  annex  the  Natchez  territory,  and  ICngland's 
^\'est  Florida  was  established  for  a  while  as  Georgia's 
Count}'  of  Bourl)on,  to  extend  to  the  Mississippi.  Thir- 
teen years  later  it  became  the  Mississijipi  Territor)-, 
including  what  is  today  Alabama  and  Mississi|)pi. 

As  early  as  171,5  England  had  begun  the  importation 
of  .slaves  from  Africa  to  work  the  growing  jjlantations 
of  Indigo  and  Tobacco.  Rice  had  been  brought  in,  and 
cuttings  of  Fig  and  Orange  trees.  But  it  is  in  1  750  that 
the  economic  history  of  the  Territory  really  l)egins: 
Cotton  is  planted.  Tlantations  ra])idly  multi])ly,  and 
the  ])ro.sperous  ])lanter,  his  credits  established  in  Lon- 
don, Jamaica,  Pensacola,  builds  him.self  a  home. 

Perha])s  it  was  in  this  ])lantation  hou.se  of  the  early 
Nineteenth  Century  that  the  effects  of  climate  and  social 
conditions  on  an  American  ])rovincial  anhitei  ture  were 
more  obviously  reflected  than  in  any  other  region.  Its 
wide  encircling  colonnades  were  enormous  sun-shades 
for  the  planter's  leisurely,  indolent  family.  Shutters  tem- 
pered the  relentless,  sweltering  afternoon  to  a  jileasant, 
drow.sy  time  for  siestas.  The  size  and  dis])osition  of  the 
house  were  proportionate  to  the  extent  of  its  owner's 
lands  and  slaves.  So  far  as  the  classic  forms  are  con- 
cerned, they  were  drawn  upon  naturall}'  and  naively  to 
fulfill  these  climatic  andsocial  re(|uirenients.  They  were 
in  the  current  fashion,  and  the}'  contributed  to  a  house 
an  im])ressive  dignity  that  could  a])pn>])riately  rejire- 
sent  the  security  and  position  of  a  family.  The  classic 
s])irit  was  employed  witii  an  almost  incredible  negligence 
and  disregard  for  the  canons  of  classicism.  Rules  for 
strict  proj)ortion  and  formulas  for  balance  were  good- 
naturedly  overlooked.  What  were  these  everlasting 
squabbles  l)etween  the  Palladians  and  Vetruvians  to  a 
Mississijjpi  planter?  It  was  all  too  hot  and  tiresome. 
A  portico  in  Mississipjji  was  ntJt  a  hair-trigger  prob- 
lem at  all :  it  was  a  pleasant  place  in  the  shade  for  rock- 


ing-ihairs.  And  in  the  bi'oad,  drawling  genuineness  of 
their  unconcern,  these  Mississi|)pians  ])rodured  an  ar- 
(hitecture  beyond  the  wildest  flights  of  those  earnest, 
pseudo-academic  little  carjjenters  in  the  North,  with 
tlu'irdog-eared  little  grammars.  They  produced,  with  "a 
whole  back-yahd  full  o'niggehs",  a  kind  of  heart}'  arch- 
itectural overgrowth  inside  the  house  and  out,  which  is 
as  essential  an  ingredient  of  flavor  as  the  surrounding 
stretches  of  cotton  or  the  everlasting,  sleepy  river.  And, 
in  the  e\ui)eran(e  of  this  romantic,  untiih'  classii  ism 
ol  theirs,  the}'  achies'ed  a  kind  of  informal  elegance 
urilike  an}'  other  architecture:  llic  Classii'  Re\'i\'al  in 
negligee. 

l'\)r  the  modern  adaptation  of  tlu'  ])lantation  house, 
a  site  has  been  selected  on  bluffs  overlooking  a  ri\'er. 
Its  size  is  cut  down  to  meet  the  niodern  budget,  with  a 
regrettabli'  loss  of  sprawl  antl  ampk'ness.  'I'he  emir- 
cling  colonnades  must  be  reduced  to  a  single  porticoed 
faqade  overlooking  the  water,  and  tin-in'ng  what  would 
lia\'e  been  the  rear  elc\'ation  to  tlie  road. 

This  ek'N'atioii  lias  ]>vvn  stripped  of  its  ])rotot\'pe's 
jumble  of  protruding  wings  and  ov'i'rbipping,  superiin- 
jio.sed  verandahs  and  flights  of  stairs.  All  this  j)ic- 
lure.s(|ueness  yields,  however,  to  an  equally  informal 
and  useful  (dbljle.^toned  arid  gra\'el-])a\'ed  court, 
through  which  the  whole  ]>lan  is  gi\'en  access;  the  main 
entrance,  flu'  garden,  tin-  kitiheii  and  the  garage  all 
ojien  from  it.  This  forecourt  has  a  restful  balance  of 
doors  and  windows.  To  one  side  a  jalousied  door  in  the 
wall  leads  to  the  side  garden  and  to  the  other,  balancing 
it,  a  door  leads  to  the  .service  entrance.  The  garage  en- 
doses  one  side  of  the  court  and  is  reached  from  the 
kitchen  wing. 

Outside  the  forecourt  emlosure,  between  house  and 
highroad, lies  a  meadow  of  Blue-grass  femx'd  with  white 
planks  and  dotted  withnioss-covered  Live-oaks,  through 
which  the  drive  runs  to  the  entrance  gates.  The  pillars 
for  these  gati's  are  the  same  tawn\'  brick  as  the  house. 

To  the  k'ft  of  the  house  lit'S  a  small,  secluded  garden 
in  which  to  escape  the  river  vii'w.  (Any  one  living  on 
water  understands  an  occasional  need  fortius.)  'i'his  is 
a  sim|)le,  patterned  garden  of  two  flower  beds  and  a 
Water-lil}' pool  mack' of  old  bricklaidon  four  eas\' steps 
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Designed  to  stand  on  a  high  bank  of  the  Mississippi  or  sonne  other 
Southern  river,  this  house  displays  an  architecture  that  is  a  modernized 
version  of  Old  Mississippi  and  Alabama  plantation  house  forms.  The 
roar  or  river  side  has  a  second-story  living  room  with  an  adjacent  gal- 
lery commanding  the  view.  On  the  front,  an  entrance  court  is  walled 
in  on  one  side  by  the  garage.  The  house  can  be  built  of  tawny  salmon 
bricV  and  roofed  with  bleached  brown  shingles,  with  harmonizing  detail 


to  the  water  level.  It  can  be  reached  tlirough  the 
door  in  the  side  dining  room  bay  window  and  b\-  a 
jalousied  door  in  the  forecourt  wall.  Facing  it,  with 
its  back  to  the  entrance  court,  is  a  walled  terrace 
with  a  roof  of  trellage  embodying  all  that  remains 
of  the  latticed  maze  of  verandahs  so  often  found  on 
these  Mississippi  plantation  houses.  It  is  floored 
with  old  red  brick. 

To  the  left  of  the  house,  a  kitchen  garden  fills  the 
angle  formed  by  the  servants'  quarters  and  garage. 
I  suggest  that  it  be  laid  out  in  square  Ijeds  and  fairly 
formalized.  After  all,  if  you  care  to  make  it  so, 
nothing  can  be  more  decorative  tlian  a  vegetaljle 
garden.  These  beds  could  be  edged  with  Parsley 
and  other  "yarbs." 

The  river  fa<;ade  employs  for  its  high  basement 
story  the  foundation  design  under  the  portico  at 
"D'Evereux"  in  Natchez  (1),  stretched  out  to  the 
iieight  of  the  basement  story  of  the  President's  House 
at  the  University  of  Alaljama  (2).  Segmental  arches 
are  thrown  between  the  piers  to  form  the  dining 
room  loggia.  The  square  columns  for  the  portico 
and  its  white  stucco  wall  come  from  the  Battle 
House  (3),  at  Tuscaloosa,  where  the  stucco  is  col- 
ored to  imitate  pink  and  yellow  marble. 

The  use  of  an  unobtrusive  cast-iron  railing,  light 
in  weight  and  dark  in  color,  so  as  not  to  cut  down 
the  apparent  height  of  the  columns  with  any  inter- 
rupting horizontals,  is  suggested  by  such  a  treatment 
at  the  President's  House.  Segments  of  this  same 
railing  appear  at  the  second-story  windows. 

The  living  rooms  are  moved  to  the  second  floor, 
better  to  enjoy  the  river  views  from  an  elevation 
clearing  the  bluff's  edge.  This  is  a  deliberate  de- 
parture from  any  plantation  plan,  and  includes  the 
device  of  sinking  the  ground  floor  below  the  river- 
terrace  level,  further  to  broaden  the  view  up  and 
down  the  river  between  the  tree  trunks.  The  garden 
schemes  have  been  especially  laid  down  in  paving- 
stone  and  walls,  so  that  the  planting  may  be  allowed 
a  little  leeway  on  the  wild  side,  without  completely

Between 
the  house  and  the  edge  of  the  liluffs,  a  .sector  has 
been  cleared  through  tiie  trees  to  jirovide  a  kind  of 
stage  .setting  for  the  hou.se  viewed  from  the  river. 
This,  paved  with  a  gridiron  of  flagging  on  turf, 
becomes  a  curving  terrace  along  the  river-wall,  wide 
enough  for  a  place  to  dine  out-of-doors.  Stairs  de- 
.scend  among  the  outcropping  rocks  to  the  ledges  of 
wild  rock  flowers  on  the  Ijluffs  below. 

Incidentally,  this  section  of  the  country  was  ac- 
customed to  use  cast-iron  urns  with  a  profligate 
hand  in  garden  decoraticn.  I  have  used  them  to  cap 
pilasters  of  the  garden  walls  and  on  the  entrance  pil- 
lars. Aloes  and  Cactus  are  usually  planted  in  them. 
The  liouse  is  walled  witli  tawny  salmon-colored 
brick  and  roofed  with  Ijleached  Ijrown  shingles.  The 
columns  and  frieze-boards,  and  the  railings  of  the 
"captains'  walk" — which  no  captain  can  ever  be 
induced  to  walk  on — are  painted  white,  and  the 
stuccoed  gallery  and  loggia  walls,  and  the  brick 
river-wall,  are  white-waslied.  Tiie  iron  flower  room 
bay,  the  shutters,  and  the  cast-iron  railings  and 
window  guards,  imitate  the  green  of  the  Aloes  in  the 
urns  on  the  walls.  Also  note  a  local  device  in  cir- 
cular windows.  These  have  been  treated  as  a  dec- 
(jrative  feature,  and  serve  a  useful  purj)ose  beside. 
On  entering  tlie  front  door  one  encounters  first  a 
foyer  with  white  stone  paving  and  wall-paper. 
Straight  ahead  a  broad  staircase  between  walls 
ascends  directly  to  the  living  room  in  which,  for  so 
small  a  house,  as  much  feeling  as  possible  for 
those  generous,  lost  proj)ortions  in  tiie  exterior  has 
been  preserved.  Sleeping  rooms  for  the  owner's  fami- 
ly, with  their  dressing  room  and  baths,  completi' 
the  second  floor.  Below  tlie  living  room  is  tlie  dining 
room  with  one  of  its  walls  glass,  tlirough  whicli 
the  garden  is  visible  through  a  little  flower  room 
that  gives  entrance  to  the  formal  garden  and  lat- 
ticed sitting-out  place.  To  the  right  of  a  stone-paved 
corridor  heat  and  food,  servants  and  deliveries  are 
taken  care  of;  and  to  tlie  left  of  the  staircase  a  guest 
is  provided  with  Southern  hospitality  and  with  a 
little  consideration  for  his  privacy  from  the  family 
activities  upstairs. 

In  the  beginning  of   this  article  you    noted   that 
this   house   design    was    (Conliiuird   on    pugr   .S2) 
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Two  ways  of  planning  the  small  house  are  shown  on  these  pages.  Size 
and  design  are  the  important  points,  as  the  low  cost  might  be  much  higher 
in  some  localities.  On  this  page:  the  house  of  Miss  Marjorie  Stillman,  in 
West  Hartford,  Connecticut,  is  built  of  native  brownstone  and  white  shingles 
with  a  weathered  grey  shingled  roof;  blinds  are  robin's-egg  blue;  insulation 
is  mineral  wool  four  inches  thick.  The  architect,  Walter  P.  Crabtree,  Jr., 
adds  that  two  attic  rooms  were  temporarily  left  unfinished  and  that  the 
cost   of   this    21,362    cubic   foot   house,    at    $.28,   was    $5,850    in    1935 
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The  house  of  Frank  R.  Stamer,  Esq.,  at  Shoreham,  N.  Y.,  was  built  in  1934 
for  approximately  $5,400.  Economy  was  effected  by  reducing  the  require- 
ments to  o  reasonable  minimum.  A  large  living  room  and  a  dining  room, 
overlooking  Long  Island  Sound,  were  considered  essential,  whereas  extra 
bedrooms  and  a  second  bathroom  were  not.  The  exterior  is  white  brick 
and  shingle,  with  dark  green  slate  roof,  and  green  blinds.  This  house  is 
insulated  with  four  inches  of  mineral  wool,  and  the  oil-burning  air-condi- 
tioning plant  is  complete  except  for  refrigeration.  Architect  C.  A.  Patterson 
puts    the    cost   at   about    30    cents    a    cubic   foot   for    18,000    cubic    feet 
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The  best  and  cheapest  tiling  to  do  with  useless  small 
windows  high  up  in  the  wall  is  to  cover  them  up.  At  the 
left  you  will  see  how  the  badly-designed  fireplace  side 
of  a  room  was  transformed  by  a  simple  modern  mantel 
flanked  by  quarter-round  fluted  pedestals.  These  were 
topped  by  concealed  boxes  massed  with  decorative  plants

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''Modernizing  With  Indoor  Gardens", 
might  be  the  title  of  these  two  pages, 
for  in  each  instance  a  bad  feature  of 
the  room  has  been  overcome  by  simple 
remodeling,  incorporating  the  use  of 
decorative  leaves.  Every  house  or 
apartment  has  its  nooks  and  corners, 
radiator  tops  and  window  ledges  which 
can  be  devoted  to  an  indoor  green 
garden.  And  with  the  many  succulent 
plants  that  thrive  indoors  on  a  minimum 
of  light,  varied  by  arrangements  of  the 
feathery  Japanese  Huckleberry  and  the 
equally  graceful  Laurel,  it's  easy  to 
keep  your  house  fresh  and  inviting  dur- 
ing the  Winter.  Here  are  five  effective 
suggestions  by  Harry  C.   Richardson 
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A  modernizing  suggestion  for  the  dropped  living 
room  found  in  so  many  apartments.  Make  a  decora- 
tive feature  of  the  usually  ugly  iron  railing  by  boxing  4^^T^^ 
it  in  with  wood  panel  board  and  inserting  tanks 
kept  filled  with  ornamental  greens.  The  fireplace  is 
also    boxed    in    and    surrounded    with    mirrored    glass 


A  narrow  window  with  a  clutter  of  pipes  underneath 
was  vastly  irriproved  by  the  simple  expedient  of  boxing 
in  the  radiator.  This  box  was  fitted  with  adiustable 
louvres  and  a  stock  metal  flower  box  to  hold  perennial 
indoor  plants.  Curtains  of  off-white  dull  satin  have  a 
bottlegreen   valance  repeating  the   color  of  the   leaves 


One  of  the  hardest  things  to  do  anything  about  is  the 
staircase  that  goes  up  all  naked  and  ashamed  from  the 
living  room.  Here  is  the  solution.  Remove  the  railing 
and  erect  a  partition  containing  a  circular  opening 
backed   by  ground   glass.   Fit  the   opening 

d   plants  or  decorative   green 


Here  Is  an  effective  and  practical  way  of  transtormmg 
an  old-fashioned  wide  doorway  with  sliding  doors.  Close 
it  up  by  means  of  wall  board  and  small  flower  gardens 
on  either  side  of  a  regular  sized  door.

<  )ne  point  where-  all  decorators  agree  is  that  the- 
mo.4  succe.-.-lul  rooms  arc-  worked  cnit  when  clients  express  their 
jin-ferc-ncc--  Irc-c-ly.  Xo  dc-corator  u-ants  tc)  impose  his  \'iew'S  on  a 
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client;  he  wants  to  carr}-  out  her  wishes,  even  if  it  only  in\-c)lves 
the  iKiltern  in  a  jiiece  of  chintz  for  a  chair  cover.  The  whole 
point  in  considting  a  decorator  is  to  get  what  you  really  want. 

There  is  the  (juestion  of  color.  \\'hat  woman  has  not 
imagined  a  beautiful  color  for  her  walls,  ];)erhaps  a  subtle  shade 
of  green  ?  She  tries  to  describe  it.  "It  has  a  little  gray  in  it,  maybe 
a  little  rose.

Tinall}'  the}'  probably  com]3romise  on  ivory  instead  of 
green.  A  decorator  would  show  her  many  colors  not  availal)le 
to  the  general  public,  and  then  when  he  clearly  understood 
what  was  wanted,  follow  through  with  the  ])ainter  to  achieve  it. 
i'his  is  not  always  easy,  even  for  the  expirt.  "AA'e  experimented 
with  fifty  sam]jles  of  robin"s-egg  blue  before  we  found  the  exact 
^hade  to  complement  a  pair  of  crimson  dra])eries,"  William  A. 
Kimbel,  a  well-known  decorator,  admitted. 

"Colors  are  very  decei\'ing  to  the  inexperienced," 
I'^l-ic-  Sloan  Tarley  sa_\-s.  "A  shade  that  looks  sot"t  and  beautiful 
in  the  paint  j)cit  ma\-  be  disastrous  when  ap])lied  to  walls,  for 
c  olor  intensities  as  aou  ]iut  it  on  large  areas.  A  decorator  knows 
this  and  \\-orks  accordingh-. 

"It  is  also  easy  to  go  wrong  in  the  proportions  of 
color.  The  height  of  walls,  size  of  a  room,  its  outlook,  all  have 
to  be  considerc-cl.  .\  roi;m  with  man\-  doors  often  re(|uires  special 
li-c-atment.  The-}-  may  become  an  asset  when  painted  to  blend 
with  the  walls,  or  i'\esores  in  contrasting  color.  Wallpaper  also 
has  to  be  chosen  with  the  room  clearly  in  mind,  not  only  for 
color  but  for  design  and  treatment. 

".\  decorator  dares  use  several  tones  of  a  color  to 
liroduco  an  effect  of  liveness  and  variety,  such  as  cocoa  and 
darker  browns  combined  with  mellows,  like  flowers  in  a  garden." 

"Many  women  think  the}'  cannot  use  cool  colors  in 
north  rooms  or  warm  tones  in  south  rooms,"  says  John  Gerald, 
Director  of  the  Decorating  Dejiartment  of  B.  Altman.  "But  you 
can  u<e  an}'  color  }ou  like  in  a  room,  ])rin'ided  }'ou  select  the  right 
tone.  You  ma}'  want  a  blue  bedrocm,  for  instance.  If  the  room  is 
.-unn}'  and  warm,  }c)u  niight  choose  turcjuoise  blue  combined 
with  white  and  touches  of  mauve.  But  in  a  cold  room,  w'ith 
northern  or  western  ex])osure,  warm  \'iolet  blue,  like  delphinium 
lilue,  with  accents  of  cherry  would  be  better. 

".\  ])ractical  color  scheme  is  the  red,  white  and  blue 
in  the  grayed  tones  of  a  French  uniform — not  the  American  flag 
colors.  They  may  be  combined  in  many  safe  and  interesting 
wa}s.  White  walls,  blue  rug  and  a  dash  c)f  red  in  accessories. 
( )r  blue-  walls,  red  rug  and  a  little  white.  Or  e\'en  red  walls  for 
fo\c-r  oi-  hall,  white  linoleum  llcxir,  and  blue  accent  notes."

and  how  to  grow  them  from  seed 

HELEN  M.  FOX 

So  OFTEN  thing.s  which   appear   arduous    from   the 
distance  are  quite  simple  when  clo.se  at  hand.  For 
example,  raising  Lilies  from  seed  has  appeared  difficult  to 
many  gardeners  who,  if  they  would  regard  the  Lil\'  as  they 
would  any  garden  perennial  instead  of  as  a  comjilicated  , 
liorticultural    riddle,    would    find    that    their    ])rohlems 
would  vanish. 

'J'o  tile  man  who  is  in  a  hurry  and  cannot  wait  tlie  two  or 
tliree  }'ears  for  his  Lily  seeds  to  grow  into  tall  s])ires  hearing 
waxy  fragrant  flowers  I  would  say,  "Lay  down  )our  spade  and 
hoe,  ])ut  away  your  rake  and  seed  pans  and  play  golf  or  go  for 
an  automobile  ride." 

Gardening  is  not  a  ])astime  for  those  who  are  in  a  hurr\. 
Only  the  men  and  women  who  like  to  oljserve  the  slow  unfold- 
ing of  Nature's  processes,  to  see  the  little  seeds  swell  and  send 
out  their  green  spears  and  gradually'  develop  their  true  leaves, 
should  garden. 

A  true  gardener  raises  very  many  of  his  plants  from  seeds, 
cuttings  or  grafts.  From  the  days  of  Andre  Mollet,  wlio  laid  out 
the  parterres  at  St.  Germain  for  Henry  IV  in  loth  Century 
France,  gardeners  have  exchanged  stocks  and  seeds  with  each 
other.  Yet  the  keenest  gardeners  are  the  best  patrons  of  the 
nurseries  because  they  are  always  wanting  to  supplement  their 
own  collections.  The  Lily  enthusiast,  even  if  he  raises  his  plants 
from  seed,  will  buy  bulljs  to  obtain  the  new  sports  and  hybrid- 
and  to  replace  his  own  failures,  l^nless  he  is  wealthy  he  cannot 
purchase  enough  bulbs  to  have  drifts  of  nodding  scarlet  pumi- 
liinis  (the  new  name  for  Iniuifolinni),  starry  conrolors  and 
white  rosy-tinged  trumpets  of  the  regales  in  the  borders  or  grow- 
ing in  rows  in  the  cut  flower  garden  ready  for  the  jars  indoors. 
All  this  any  one  can  have  by  growing  his  Lilies  from  seed. 

Heretofore  it  has  Ijeen  difficult  to  obtain  fresh  seed  of  Lilies 
or  even  to  obtain  any  seed  of  the  man)'  difterent  sj)ecies  and 
varieties.  Lily  enthusiasts  would  enlist  the  coo])eration  of  the 
missionaries  and  army  officers  in  China  and  India  and  the  mer- 
chants in  Manchuria  and  the  Caucasus  to  obtain  their  seeds. 
But  recently  more  dealers  are  oft'ering  them.  Also,  frecjuentl}- 
one  grower  will  exchange  with  another  and  certain  of  the 
botanical  gardens  now  have  them  on  their  exchange  lists. 

A  few  Lily  growers  advise  planting  the  seed  in  the  fall  and 
others  as  soon  as  the  seed  is  ripe,  in  late  summer.  On  the  whole 
I  have  secured  the  largest  ])ercentage  of  germination  from  spring 
])lantings.  The  seeds  of  the  Lilies,  as  with  other  ])erennials,  all 
seem  to  come  up  rjuickest  when  sown  as  the  days  grow  appre- 
cialjly  longer,  generally  between  February  first  and  March  fif- 
teenth. Most  of  mine  arc  sown  in  a  cool  greenhouse.  If  there  arc 
only  a  few  seeds  they  are  planted  in  clay  Azalea  pots,  the  ten- 
inch  size;  if  there  are  many  of  a  kind  they  are  planted  in  flats, 
an  entirely  pragmatic  and  inconsistent  ])ractice.  Often  when  the 
tiny  greenhouse  is  full  and  there  is  no  more  room  for  Lily  seed- 
lings, the  flats  and  pots  are  put  into  a  (('oiiliuiii'ij  on  ptigi-  ')7 )

Xow  there  was.  I  feel  >nre.  a  re.ason  for  this  chan.^'e  of 
feelin"'  other  than  c<inld  be  ascribed  whollv  to  esthetics.

Only 
now  is  a  hardier  and  more  \enturesonie  race  of  s^'ardeners  com- 
ing' into  l)ein_L;'  who  are  in  turn  showing"  sij^iis  of  rexolt  as^ainst 
iusijiidity. 

Xow  tlu'  Scarlet  Sa.L^'e.  Sal-rid  sf'lcndrns.  does  not  measure 
up  to  lirst-class  standards  on  any  count.  sa\-e  that  of  ease  of  cul- 
ture .and  lono-  lastin.^'  bloom.  Its  hue  is  harsh  and  without  de])th, 
its  lolia^-e  while  luxuriant  is  common  and  weedy.  X^ever  does  this 
jilarit  a])])ear  of  ,^"entle  birtli.

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ANV  proplc  make  troulilr  for  f lKinsi'l\i's  li\'  locat- 
ing; their  gardens  in  ])laces  tliat  are  difficult  situa- 
tions for  most  j)lants.  'J'hey  ])laee  them  where  it  is 
loo  wincK',  too  sunn\',  too  dr\-,  too  wet,  or  too  shad) , 
and  then  wonder  why  tlii'ir  plants  fail  to  thri\-e.  If  tlii'}' 
would  l)Ut  take  thought  heforrhand,  their  j^ardcnini^  suc- 
cess would  he  more  assured,  and  lots  easier  of  attainnicnl. 

'\hv  rec|uiri'ments  of  design  often  dictate  that  the  garden 
shall  l)e  ])laeed  in  a  locatitai  that  is  unfortunate  from  a 
horticultural  viewpoint,  and  it  may  he  unwise  to  go  against 
this  mandate,  hut  in  tiuit  case  something  has  to  he  done 
to  mitigate  the  rigours  of  the  site.  If  the  difficulties  are 
recogni/.ed,  this  is  hy  no  means  impossilile.  Aside  from  the 
necessities  of  design  for  the  properl\-  as  a  whole,  tlu'  Icca- 
tion  of  the  garden  should  he  chosen  to  provide  the  happiest 
possihle  j)lace  in  which  to  grow  whatever  sort  of  plants 
one  intends  to  have. 

'I'hc-  average  inhahitant  of  the  tlower  garden  prefers  a 
ric  h,  neutral  soil,  ])lenty  of  siuilight,  hut  not  so  nnu  h  that 
rapid  (lr\  ing  out  takes  place,  shelter  from  the  wind,  ample 
moisture  hut  not  too  much,  only  a  little  shade,  and  no  root 
competition  from  trees  and  large  shruhs.  Locate  tlie  gar- 
den in  such  a  place,  if  it  is  availahle,  or  in  a  place  that 
as  nearly  as  ma_\'  he  pro\'ides  appro\imatel\'  those  condi- 
tions. I'rohahlv  no  one  site  will  oiler  them  all  to  start  with, 
hut  those  that  are  lacking  can  \k-  produced  artificially,  if 
there  are  not  too  many  of  tlum.  'I'o  start  out  with  a  rock\- 
hillside,  dr\'  and  windswept  and  shaclowed  h\'  trees  woidd 
l)e  to  handle  ap  one's  self  with  so  man\'  ohstacles  that  it  is 
uidikeh'  that  all  of  them  would  ever  he  overcome. 

Usuall)'  some  one  adverse  factor  can  he  eliminated 
eiuite  easily  without  detriment  to  the  artistic  c|ualit\-  of 
the  design.  Su])pose,  for  example,  that  the  site  is  wind- 
swept. 'I'hc  thing  to  do  then  is  to  enc  lose  the  garden  with 
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a  good,  suhstanlial  windhreak  that  will  at  least  temper  the 
force  of  the  wind.  There  are  several  sorts  that  will  serve, 
depending  on  the  severity  of  the  e.xpo.sure,  and  type  of 
design  one  is  working  out.  A  masonry  wall  is  ideal,  hut 
it  is,  unfortunatel}-,  (|uite  expensive.  A  suhstantial  fence 
of  close-set  hoards  will  ser\'e,  or  one  made  of  wattle  fenc- 
ing. Such  an  architectural  hackground  may  seem  too  ar- 
til'icial  in  some  situations,  however,  and  a  living  hack- 
ground  will  have  to  he  u>ecl.  I'or  the  formal  scheme,  a 
hedge  is  appropriate.  .And  it  shoidd  jireferahly  l)e  ever- 
green if  it  is  to  repel  the  wind  at  all  seasons  of  the  \-ear. 

Winter  winds  are  often  as  damaging  as  Spring  and 
SLunmer  ones,  for  the\'  hlow  mulches  awav,  prevent  the 
snow  from  remaining  on  the  garden,  and  cause  the  gi'ound 
to  freeze  much  deeper  than  it  otherwise  would.  Various 
sorts  of  Arhorvitae  and  the  Japanese  Yew  make  good 
narrow  hedges,  and  where  there  is  rocjm  for  them.  White 
i'ine  or  White  Spruce  may  he  used.  These  are  ideal  in  the 
northern  states,  and  e\'c  n  on  the  sea  coast  as  far  South  as 
iioston.  Vnr  the  scheme  that  is  less  formal,  or  for  the 
naturali>tic  one,  mi-\ed  hackgrcamds  of  shruhs  and  ti'ees 
will  proN'ide  the  necessary  shelter  for  the  garden  area. 
They  can  also  lie  interesting  in  themselves  for  their 
foliage  and  tlower  dis])la\'s  if  they  are  carefully  cho-en 
and  assemhled  to  make  the  most  pleasing  comhinations. 

Frecjuently  gardens  are  located  in  ex])o.sed  ])laces,  such 
as  lake  shore  hluiis,  where  the\'  are  also  in  line  with  an 
important  \'iew.  Here  it  is  impossihle  to  use  a  solid  en- 
closure, lor  that  would  s]>  lil  the  offsc  ape,  hut  good  groups 
of  shruhs  and  evergreens,  framing  the  distant  picture,  can 
act  as  wind  harriers  for  the  garden  area  itscll.  Of  course, 
from  the  point  of  \'iew  of  ])ure  design,  it  is  (|Uestionahle 
whether  a  garden  should  ever  he  placed  so  that  it  compiles 
with  a  distant  \'iew,  hut  on  this  point  authorities  dilTer. 

I"or  the  unusual  situation  where  no  enclo--ing  harrier 
can  he  used,  whei-e  it  would  he  inharmonious  witli  the 
s])irit  of  the  jjlace,  as  cjn  an  upland  moor  near  the  sea, 
an  informal  garden  scheme  using  those  |)lants  that  are 
at  home  in  sue  h  a  place  can  he  evoh'ed.  '{'here  are  all  the 
Heathers,  Th_\nies  and  sue  h  low  aromatic  heihs,  and  man\- 
charming  rock  ])lants  that  will  thriw  and  which  present 
so  little  resistance  to  the  wind  that  it  merely  rushes  through 
them  without  harming  them  at  all.  A  few  tortured  Muglio 
Pines,  I'itch  Tines,  Cedars  and  Oaks  will  give  the  neces- 
sary high  points,  so  tlr.d  an  unusual  and  interesting  scheme 
ma_\'  l)e  huilt  up. 

l'\'w  gardens  in  the  northern  states  are  too  siuuiy  lor  the 
average  run  of  garden  suhjects,  hut  in  the  South  the  ])rol)- 
lem  of  excessive  sunlight  is  a  real  one.  It  hleachcs  the 
color  from  such  delicate  fiowers  as  Roses  and  Phlox,  and, 
c'oupled  with  dr\'  weather,  ean  reduce  a  lovel)'  garden  to 
a  shamliles  in  a  few  da\s.   Ih're   {('ojiliintcd  on  /xii^c  94)

^^■e  are  tempted  to  suggest  that  you 
might  paint  the  pine  panels  either  in 
color  or  black,  but  the  carrying  out  of 
such  a  scheme  successfully  would  de- 
[icnd  entirely  upon  the  manner  in  which 
you  furnish  the  rooms. 

In  order  to  get  a  good  match  on  the 
pine  with  the  oak,  it  is  purely  a  matter 
of  getting  a  good  painter  who  knows 
how  to  do  the  work.

If  shuttirs  are  to  be  opened  and  shut 
from  outside,  then  any  standard  stock 
Iilind  hardware  can  be  used.  This  would 
have  all  hardware  exposed  on  the  out-

against  the  weather. 

If  the  shutters  are  to  be  ojieratid 
from  inside  of  the  house  the  best  meth- 
od is  to  use  a  shutter  operator,  which 
has  a  stem  going  through  the  window 
frame  and  is  ojierated  on  the  inside  of 
the  room  by  a  small  crank  handle.

We  cannot  tell  definitely  from  your 
description  just  what  your  Plum  tree 
and  Elm  tree  are  afflicted  with.  How- 
ever, if,  when  you  turn  the  leaves  back, 
you  find  a  cobwebby  mass,  they  havr 
]irobably  tieen  attacked  with  leaf- 
rollers;  in  which  case  you  should  spray 
the  trees  with  arsenate  of  lead.  If  they 
turn  out  to  be  aphis,  use  a  nicotine 
spray.  When  you  go  to  your  local  dealer 
to  get  the  sprays,  you  might  take  a  few- 
leaves  along  and  ask  him  if  he  can 
definitely  identify  the  blight. 

Orientation

I  am  quite  sure] 
lliat  with  a  lot  the  size  you  mention,) 
you  would  get  a  good  sweep  of  wind,!

Hcnvevcr,  at  the  end  oj 
a  week  the  'vater  is  so  dirty  that  it  must 
lie  emptied  and  scrubbed  before  it  can 
/•e  used.

Inasmuch  as  you  have  a  constan 
flow  of  water,  copper  sulphate  is  prob- 
ably the  best  thing  that  you  could  use 
As  we  do  not  know  the  size  of  you 
])OoI  we  cannot  tell  you  how  much  tt 
use,  but  one  pound  of  copper  sulphali 
is  recommended  for  sixty  thousand  gal 
1  )ns  of  water.  Vou  will  probably  hav> 
to  [lut  the  crystals  into  a  checse-clotl 
bag,  tie  heavy  twine  around  it  and  at 
tach  it  to  a  jiole  with  which  you  cai 
drag  it  around  the  pool.  Of  course  it  i 
very  poisonous,  so  be  sure  to  get  th 
right  proportion.  The  contractor  wh 
laid  the  cement  for  the  pool  may  be  abl 
to  advise  you  on  this.  If  the  scum  form 
again  later  on  in  the  .season  you  wi 
have  to  repeat  the  treatment,

There 
aic  quite  a  few  jn-ecious  little  bit.s  of 
ll<iial  lie.iuty  that  deserve  attention 
e\(  n  more  th.in  tlieir  husky  cousins  and 
for  (|uite  a   variety  of  reasons. 

I'or  om-  thiiii!,  every  true  gardenr-r 
finds  himself  crowded  for  s]5ace.  "Oh, 
if  tli(  re  were  room  for  just  one  more 
s|i;)t  of  color!"  is  the  constant  sigh  of 
the  enthusiast.  Well,  there  arc  some 
little  garden  gnomes,  reaily  to  gratify 
\our  hearts'  desire.  In  the  matter  of 
neat  ajipearance,  for  instance.  To 
aihie\e  it  without  seeming  finicky  is  a 
line  art  in  itself.  .\nd  what  more  glori- 
ous old-timers  are  there  to  lend  greater 
neatness  than  the  graceful  Lobelias, 
I'orlulara,  chaste  and  dainty  Carjiet  of 
Snow  .\lyssum,  or  that  perfect  sapphire 
.\geratum,    lilue   Ball? 


Speaking  of  Lobelias,  I  often  wonder    .  jr 
why    that    most    charming    of   all   blue 
edging   plants   is  not  found  more  fre 
quenlly   in  gardens  everywhere.  To  bi 
sure,    the    tiny    seedlings   appear    at 
disadvantage  at  first.  The  chances  are 
that,  in  most  cases,  the  fine,  dust-like 
seeds  are  buried  instead  of  scattered  on 
top    of   sifted    soil.    But    given   half   a 
chance,  the  new-born  baby  plants  will^ 
look    out    for    themselves    and    tlirive, 
lustily.  We  set  them  out  when  they  are 
about    '  _•"   tall,  generally  six   or  moref  |vj, 
in  little  clumps,  .V  to  4"  apart.  Their 
gay   flowers  of  various  shades  of  blue  J 
(some  kinds  have  white  eyes)   start  tojUj 
blaze   away   early   in   July.  They   keep 
at    it    until   frost. 

We  owe  a  big  debt  of  gratitude  to 
.\frica  for  sending  us  many  other  iine|Ji  j|„ 
annuals  besides  Lobelias.  Twenty-five 
years  ago  the  arrival  of  the  Golden 
Orange  Daisy  (Dimorphotheca  auran- 
tiaca)  created  quite  a  sensation.  I  think 
another  Daisy — a  blue  one  this  time — 
is  going  to  repeat  the  performance. 
Felicia  Brrgcriana  promises  to  endear 
itself  to  all  who  are  fond  of  our  own 


To  iirnsF.  whose  gardens  <lo  not  ])iovide  sjjace  for  the  noiinal  sized  Petunias, 
the  variety  Rose  Gem  is  .strongly  recommended.  It  is  compact  m  growth  and 
though  its  blossoms  are  somewhat  small,  they  nevertheless  are  borne  in  the 
greatest     profusion.    This    is    a     wholly    charming     and     reliable     little    annual 
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Vlilux  diniumondi.  the  annual  branch  of  a 
most  valuable  garden  family,  is  too  little 
used.  Some  of  the  newer  varieties  are 
especially      good — for      instance,      gif;i-iitrii 


ild  Michaelmas  Daisies.  This  so- 
iled Kingfisher  Daisy  is  fairly  smoth- 
ed  with  tiny  sky-blue  flowers  having 
intrasty  yellow  centers.  The  grass-like 
liage  is  insignificant,  but  we  found 
e  blue  flowers  as  useful  to  create 
•ight  summer  spots  in  our  various 
ick-gardens  as  Plumbago  proves  to  be 
roughout  the  Fall. 
Felicia  has  a  much  broader  spread 
an  it  is  tall.  Each  plant  covers  8" 
uarc,  with  the  flowers  rearing  their 
ads  about  5"  above  the  ground.  Since 
e  young  seedlings  are  not  as  sturdy 
those  of  Lobelias,  we  kept  them  in 
le  frame  until  the  end  of  May.  Once 
itablished  in  various  spots,  Felicia 
ew  ra|)idly  and  flowered  profusely 
here  it  got  the  most  sun.  Dry  spells 
ere  not  detrimental  to  its  persistent 
ooniing  throughout  July  and  August. 
Just  about  one  hundred  years  ago 
!  rummond  first  captured  that  wild 
texas  Indian  of  the  Phlo-^c  tribe  and 
•nt  it  to  the  old  country  to  be  civilized, 
hirty  years  ago,  looking  over  acre 
Itches  of  Phlox  Druuimnndi,  in  both 
urope  and  America,  I  felt  that  civi- 
zation  had  helped  to  bring  out  all  the 
jlor  riots  of  which  any  flower  is 
ipable.    Last    summer's    experiments 


with  some  new  strains  causes  me  to 
wonder  whether  the  wild  blood  of  this 
most  colorful  American  has  finally  been 
subdued. 

In  selecting  these  pastel  shades  in 
our  annual  Phlox  the  breeders  also 
worked  towards  larger  individual 
florets.  Even  on  our  mediocre  soil  they 
measured  over  1"  in  diameter.  A  row 
of  this  Phlox  created  the  impression 
of  a  dwarf  strain  (the  plants  grew  8" 
tail)  of  hardy  Phlox  dccussata,  rather 
than  the  annual  form.  The  colors  were 
uniformly  dainty,  with  an  occasional 
salmon  or  rose  sport,  always  mellowed 
however  by  a  soft  white  or  primrose 
eye.  We  have  always  looked  upon 
Phlox  as  a  short-time  visitor,  most 
welcome  when  the  garden  lacks  color. 
Until  the  arrival  of  these  new  "tamed" 
shades  we  used  to  consider  Phlox  the 
fireworks  of  our  garden.  Since  it  fin- 
ishes blooming  in  about  three  weeks, 
we  do  not  sow  it  in  solid  beds,  but  plant 
it  between  slower  growing  annuals  of 
longer  blooming  season.  These  we  find 
in  both  Petunias  and  Verbenas  which 
constitute  our  annual  insurance  for 
color  from  July  until  heavy  black  frost 
puts  a  stop  to  even  the  hardy  Mums.

Did  "Iluttcr-and-Ei^gs"  is  stepping 
out.  Linaria,  the  little  yellow  meadow 
weed  so  fondly  gathered  by  the  youni;- 
sters,  promises  lo  play  a  more  active 
jiart  in  f)ur  garden.  For  years  it  has 
been  treated  like  a  stepchild  alongside 
of  the  more  pretentious  Snapdragon. 
ll\l)ridi/.ers  however  became  interested 
in  the  little  waif  and  provided  it  with 
a  lot  of  gaily  colored  new  ch'esses.  So, 
lo  and  behold,  I.inaria  "Fairy  Loiuiuet" 
is  wailing  to  be  reieived  in  a  manner 
I.  lilting  her  new  atlire  of  creamy  yel- 
low, [rink,  rose  and  lavender  shades, 
('lardening  on  the  fertilily-jjoor  Long 
Isbind  ])laiiis,  we  have  always  aiijire- 
t  iated  Linarias  because  of  their  frugal- 
ity. They  don't  mind  neglect,  as  long 
as  they  have  sufficient  moisture  to  de- 
\ilo])  f|ui(  kly  and  enough  sunsliine  to 
burst  the  buds.  After  consideralile  ex- 
perimenting We  found  that  they  do  be^l 
if  sown  where  they  are  to  grow  and 
bl  lom.  Ti  an^planling  seldom  pays. 
Thinning  out  the  seedlings  is  necessary 
to  eiKourage  husky  growtli.  \\'e  sow 
ihcm  thinly  in  shallow  drills  along 
with  sui  h  hardy  annuals  as  Larks|.)ur, 
I-^scholi/ias  and  Calendukis.  Dwarf  Box 
edging  afforrls  an  ideal  selling  for  these 
exclamalion  marks  of  deli, ale  colors. 
Our  garden  siiace  is  limited,  fience 
there  is  no  room  for  rambling  Petunias 
to  do  tliiir  nali\e  tangos,  l*"or  twenty 
years  compart  Rosy  Morn  proved, our 
standby.  Last  ye:ir,  by  way  of  experi- 
minling,  we  swiuheil  o\er  to  Rose 
Cn-m.  Here  is  a  hne  exani]ile  of  the  law 


of    lompensalion    in    the    Hower    world. 
\\'hal    the    breeder    gained    in    compact 
growth    and    number    of     Howers    per 
]>lant,  he  paid  for  with  diminished  size  I 
of  individual  flower.   But   for  all  that , 
Rose  Gem  is  a  real  gem  of  purest  water 
We  can  provide  only  shrubs  for  a  bact 
ground  but  can  imagine  liow  attractive  > 
it  would  look  along  a  wdiite  picket  fence. 

^^'c  broadcast  Alyssum  (mixing  one 
ounce  of  see<Is  with  four  ounces  of 
Hour)  early  in  .Xinil,  even  in  spaces  to 
be  used  for  oti-.er  flowers  later  in  tlie  | 
season.  This  includes  the  Rose  l>ed,  m 
s]>ite  of  some  Rose  experts'  advice  to'; 
the  contrary.  It  shades  the  ground, 
self-seeils  freely,  keeps  down  the  weedSj. 
and  makes  the  Rcse  garden  look  bright' 
while  the  Roses  rest. 

In  retros|iect,  last  summer's  fun  with 
ihe  pygmies  among  annuals  l)rought 
out  their  many  valualile  and  admirable, 
characteristics.  \\'ith  the  exception  of 
Xasturtiums,  sadly  beset  by  Aphis  at 
first  anrl  cured  with  Black  Leaf  40,  all,' 
proveil  singularly  free  of  insect  pests 
and  plant  diseases.  Phlox  and  Portu- 
hica  sliowed  decided  jireferencc  for  dry 
sunny  sjiaces,  wdiile  all  others  did  well 
in  either  sun  or  partial  shade.  Where 
shade  guaranteed  moisture,  both  Agcr- 
atuni  and  Lobelia  did  very  well.  Blue 
Kingt'isher  as  well  as  Golden  Orange 
Daisies  made  the  best  showing  wdiere 
they  enjoyed  many  hours  of  hot  sun- 
shine. .\nd  Nasturtiums  bloomed  sur- 
]irisin,Ldy  well,  even  in  poor  soil.

Li  the  garden  the 
results  are  e\'en  more  (lire,  for  aside 
fican  the  cultural  disadx'anlages,  the 
smaller  treasures  are  bound  to  look 
sjilotchy,  stunted  and  underfed.  The 
eye  lei  eives  the  im))ression  that  the 
gard(  n  is  ill  ke|)t. 

Xot  by  any  means  am  I  luliltling 
.\ubrielia  and  Golden  Basket.  'Fhe 
majoiily  of  rock  i)lanls  give  us  garden 
effict  by  massed  color,  and  not  by  in- 
(li\iilu,il  bk:om.  The  so-called  ramping 
plants  do  in  tire  main  make  more  lovely 
garden  ])i(lures  in  average  cases.  This 
is  |)arliculai  ly  true  when  the  flowers 
.lie  viewed  from  a  lillle  dislance.  One 
of  ihe  lovel'est  sjiring  iji(lures  I  know 
is  a  ret. lining  wall  glowing  with 
,\ubiielia  and  Golden  Jiasket,  with 
lure  and  th(  re  a  cool  ]kk  ket  of  Saxi- 
jnifid  ilccipiciis  in  .a  good  cream  form. 
Later  on  lUiie  Gem  Violas  bloom  in 
oilier  pockels  all  through  Ihe  summer, 
while  the  green  mats  of  Sriluiii  alhioii 
hnviiiiHnni  and  .S.  iiiiwinna/iii  tiiin  lo 
while    and    golden    carpels.    Kxircinely 


sinijile,  easy  to  plant,  and  caring  almost 
\.l  oily  for  itself,  this  is  a  garden  filled 
v.  iih  bro.id  salisfyin.g  masses  of  color 
through  all  the  season;  wdiile  later, 
evergreen  foliage  softens  the  stones. 

Where    garden   owners   regard   their 
flowers  as  a  background  rather  than  ait 
absorbing    hobby,    a    planting    of    this., 
type  is  a  far  haiipner  choice.  For  sum-, 
mer     bloom,     (Uranium     lancastrirn.se 
and   G.  napulii^rrum    ((i.  Fiiirrri)    are 
good  massing  jilants.  The  Pinks  wdieo., 
well  chosen  can  also  bring  good  color.l'n'Jr.; 
Diantlius  Roy.fi,  a  hybrid  of  D.  alpiiiz/SW^'ki 
and  D.  n<f;Irrti<s,  is  a   jjleasing  shadej|'-f^ 
wilh  silvery  foliage,  and  a  tendency  to 
bloom    along    for    five    or   six   months. 
D.  .uiai'is,  a  little  taller,  entirely  escapes 
the  crude  ]iink  reijroach  in  its  blooms 
of  soft  flesh-rose. 

The  Bellflowers  are  peace-makers,' 
both  in  white  forms  and  in  lavender- 
blues.  Lse  Cdiii pinutla  turhinata  for 
idants  a  little  farther  back,  and  th.c 
dancing  merry  bel's  of  C.  Miranda  ar 
C.  pK.uliii  idba  nearer  th.e  eye  to  cas 
cade  down  over  the  rocks.  They  wdll  go 
far  toward  offsetting  that  dreary  after 
effect  that  is  so  discouraging  in  many 
gardens  through  mid.summer.  Campan- 
ula jioitinschlagiana  is  another  good 
standby  midway  in  si/.e. 

vMpine  gardens  are  by  naliire  gar- 
dens of  spring  beauty,  for  in  the  ex- 
iremely  fleeling  summers  of  the  great 
heights,  flowers  must  go  through  all 
iheir  cycle  in  a  few  shoil  weeks,  and

SHRUBS  rOR  COLOR 


The  greatest  boon  to  color  at  all 
inies  is  supplied  by  carefully  chosen 
ihrubs,  evergreen,  deciduous  and  flow- 
ring.  Generally  speaking,  large  lcavc<l 
shrubs  are  to  be  sedulously  avoided. 
The  Fragrant  Thyme  is  a  rampant 
filler,  with  the  added  attraction  of  fra- 
grance for  the  garden,  and  a  misty 
:loud  of  lavender  that  harmonizes  color 
:lashes.  Satureia  pygmaea  is  closely 
akin,  with  long  and  somewhat  latci- 
bloom.  Sunroses  are  splendid  for  color 
mass  in  similar  sunny  places. 

For  cooler,  more  heathy  aspects,  tlu' 
Heath  family  is  ideal  with  its  minute 
foliage.  The  Irish  Heath  {Dnboccia ) 
nd  the  Scotch  Heather  in  some  of  its 
;maller  forms  are  attractive  and  will- 
ing, though  the  former  needs  some  win- 
ter protection.  There  is  the  beautiful 
Ijink  Daphne  cncorum  of  trailing  habit 
for  early  summer,  small  Rosa  roulctti, 
a  host  of  shrubby  Western  Peni- 
stemons,  and  a  number  of  prostrate  and 
trailing  dwarf  Brooms.  Just  beginning 
to  filter  through  to  us  is  the  advance 
guard  of  all  those  exquisite  alpine 
R  h  o  (1  o  d  e  n  d  r  o  n  s  i  n  which  t  h  e 
Himalayas  are  so  rich.  English  nur- 
series are  well  stocked  in  a  wide  range 
of  these,  but  unfortunately  our  choice 
is  considerably  curtailed  unless  we 
raise  them  from  seed.  This  isn't  overly 
difficult.  My  last  lot  in  eight  varieties 
germinated  in  from  two  to  four  weeks. 
Growth  is  a  bit  slow,  but  bloom  tends 

#come  while  plants  are  still  small. 
The  summer  Gentians  when  well 
chosen  are  admirable  plants  for  those 
parts  of  the  garden  that  come  near  the 
eye.  Gcntiana  Hascombensis,  a  hybrid 
of  G.  Lagodcchiana,  is  as  good  a  mid- 
season  Gentian  as  I  know  for  general 
use,  being  of  sound  substance,  and  large 
upturned  trumpets  borne  in  clusters  for 
a  good  two  months.  There  is  just 
enough  purple  in  its  blue,  however,  to 
make  it  bad  near  a  true  sapphire  like 
G.  ornata  and  the  Cambridge-blue  of 
G.    Farrcri.     whose    season    somewhat 


overlaps.  G.  sino-ornata  is  still  later, 
October  usually,  and  nearer  to  the  blue 
of  G.  Hascombensis.  These  all  thrive 
with  more  sun  and  less  moisture  than 
do  the  Primulas,  but  should  not  have 
a  hot  exposure. 

I  believe  we  must  admit  that  our 
rock  gardens  would  be  so  many  times 
improved  if  we  would  consider  the  sur- 
rounding region  more  carefully  for  more 
things  than  the  cultural  needs  of  the 
plants.  All  landscape  architects  may  not 
agree  with  me,  but  I  do  feel  that  the 
native  stone  of  a  region  is  not  out  of 
place  in  a  rock  garden,  though  some  of 
it  needs  considerable  clothing  of  its 
less  artistic  lines  and  color.  What  we 
need  in  our  garden  is  not  the  actually 
reproduced  mountain,  but  tlic  sugges- 
tion of  the  mountain ;  and  going  even 
beyond  this,  the  suggestion  of  moun- 
tains as  we  know  them.  With  all  the 
ranges  of  the  world  to  draw  from,  a 
]jrototype  for  almost  any  mode  can  be 
found.  This  was  particularly  brought 
home  to  me  when  captions  on  the 
photographs  of  some  actual  mountain 
i-xenes  on  the  Pacific  Coast  were  cur- 
tailed. Some  score  of  indignant  Atlan- 
tic Coast  and  English  readers  wrote  in 
to  advise  me  to  take  a  look  at  Nature, 
that  she  never,  never  disposed  rocks 
like  that !  I  do  believe  very  decidedly 
that  the  quiet  stratified  forms  of  the 
rocky  ledges  of  the  East  are  far  more 
pleasing  in  gardens;  but  in  our  wild 
volcanic  region  where  a  building  lot 
ujion  one  natural  level  is  an  exception, 
I  cannot  feel  that  we  are  wrong  in 
planting  Nature's  liandiwork.  She  will 
if  we  do  not ! 

The  question  of  level  is  also  one  of 
the  region.  It  takes  but  a  few  inches 
to  jirovide  the  drainage,  particularly 
when  we  realize  that  the  average  Ameri- 
can climate  must  stress  moisture  rather 
than  the  English  problem  of  drainage, 
riic  moraine  has  attained  its  success 
with  us  more  because  of  root  moisture 
than  of  i)oor  fare.  In  a  level  region  like 
the  Great  Plains  States,  these  few- 
necessary  inches  give  ample  suggestion 
of  a  mountain  range.  Hilly  regions  may 
increase  this  to  a  few  feet ;  but  it  is 
rarely  other  than  where  the  great  peaks 
of  eternal  snows  tower  just  beyond  the 
garden  that  precipitous  construction 
seems  in  keeping  with  the  home.  Not 
mountains,  not  rocks,  but  a  garden  is 
our  backyard  goal,  whether  it  be  a 
broad  backdrop  of  color,  or  a  small  bay 
rich  with  the  romance  of  brave  col- 
lectors in  the  dangerous  reaches  of  the 
great  Himalayas. 

I'OOI.S    FOR    MOlSTt'RE 

For  most  .\merican  gardens  the  rocky 
pool  is  the  leal  solution,  providing 
moisture  and  a  cooler  atmosphere 
through  our  long  droughts,  and  a  ra- 
tional setting  for  an  undulating  knoll 
lieyond  the  w'ater. 

For  poolside  and  half  shady  jalant- 
ing,  the  newer  Primulas  are  true  trea- 
sures. That  giant  P.  florindae  bears 
its  fragrant  clear  yellow  whorls  for  sev- 
eral months  in  handsome  masses.  One 
jilanting,  backed  by  a  Cedar  hedge,  is 
heavily  massed  with  the.se,  and  occa- 
sional groups  of  P.  littoniana  drifting 
forward  as  a  late  season  foil.  Earlier 
the  large  drifts  of  Primula  nutans 
along  the  edge  rear  their  exquisite

pa.^oda  heads  of  large  blue  hells,  pow- 
dered oyir  with  wdiite  farina,  I  hold 
Pniinda  nutans  the  most  beautiful  nf 
its  race,  though  fearful  things  have  been 
written  of  its  elusive  nature.  Mine 
thrived  from  seed  to  bloom  on  the  same 
neglectful  treatment  as  the  I'olyan- 
ihuses  received.  Those  who  fear  it 
might  substitute  P.  Wanda  of  the  Julia 
clan  for  a  deep  wine  contrast.  The 
fiery  whorls  of  the  vermilion  P.  Red 
Hugh  group  well  with  the  fragiant 
white  clusters  of  P.  cJiionantlui.  while 
the  glaucous  yellow-jjowdered  foliage 
of  the  latter  furnishes  sharp  contrast 
to  the  soft  crinkled  green  of  the  former: 
Bright  colors  are  a  rational  choice  fm- 
summer's  height,  for  intense  sunlight 
makes  colors  appear  less  bright  by  con- 
trast. Paler  shades  thrill  us  when  spring 
tirst  o])ens — massed  plantings  of  Ane- 
mone vernalis,  Snow-drops,  Angels' 
Tears.  Chioiiodoxas  anci  Scillas;  while 
the  hobbyist  turns  to  the  Kabschia 
Sa.xifrages,  small  spring  Gentians,  and 
ihi-  h.irily  dw.irf  ('yclamen.   For  .some- 


tiling  larger  there  is  the  l'as<|Ucs  Flower 
that  kindly  blooms  again  toward  sum- 
mer's end. 

'J'here  is  .seemingly  no  end  to  the 
treasure  offered  us,  and  so  again  we 
come  back  to  the  jilacing.  We  must 
recogni/e  one  great  truth  here.  In  tlie 
main,  rock  i)Iants  make  satisfactory 
gardens  only  in  massing  of  varieties, 
though  rocks  are  fitting  accents  be- 
tween groujis.  It  is  Nature's  way  in  the 
mountains.  It  would,  I  believe,  be  ours 
if  pur.ses  were  limitless;  but  these 
small  plants  are  i)riced  largely  in  in- 
verse ]iroporlion  to  their  size.  Seeds 
are  the  answer  here,  also  the  road  to 
those  new  things  not  yet  upon  our 
market.  .\  small  bay  with  creviced 
ledges,  or  filled  with  a  wet  moraine,  is 
a  hajjpy  solution  for  growing  the  high 
al]dne  jewels.  Let  the  main  garden  be 
made  up  of  cooler  mass,  then  give  these 
tiny  plants  of  storied  romance  a  small 
setting  of  their  own  where  the  hobbyist 
may  revel  in  elusive  loveliness.

again  the  snlulinn  is  p.ntly  preyention 
and  partly  selection  of  such  ]dants  as 
will  withstand  the  conditions.  Unless 
the  garden  can  be  located  so  that  the 
house,  some  large  tree  in  the  back- 
ground or  a  hedge  or  groups  of  broad- 
leaved  evergreens  .shade  it  for  a  gener- 
ous [lart  of  the  day,  it  will  lie  nece.ssary 
to  gi\e  up  trying  to  grow  tender-flow- 
ered plants,  and  to  rely  on  those  that 
thrive  naturally  in  open,  sunny  loca- 
tions, liven  in  the  North,  Roses  seem 
tn  i\a  better,  are  better  colored  and  the 
blooms  last  longer  when  the  Rose  beds 
an'  shaded  for  at  least  a  j.iart  of  the  day, 
contrary  to  the  usual  belief  among  gar- 
deners. Inste.id,  then,  of  having  the 
Rose  garden  dro])ped  down  in  the  mid- 
dle of  an  open  lawn,  it  may  bi-  em  losed 
with  a  hedge,  or  shrub  border,  which 
will  give  it  more  privacy  and  charm,  as 
well  as  benefit  the  ]ilants  within  it. 

l-..\cessive  sun  is  usually  associated 
with  a  dry  situation,  but  dryness  may 
be  the  result  either  of  lack  of  rain  or 
a  too  ]iorous  soil.  Scanty  rainfall  can 
bc'  overcome  by  artificial  watering  if 
it  is  intelligently  and  conscientiously 
done,  ,\n  underground  irrigation  ,system 
snh'es  the  jiroblem  ]ierfectly,  for  with 
it  you  can  have  "rain  at  your  command" 
in  whatever  quantity  sei  ins  desirable, 
.\  too  ]>orous  soil  can  be  made  more 
leteiilive  of  moisture  by  adding  (|uan- 
tities  of  stable  manure,  leaf  mold,  peat 
moss,  comjiost  or  other  humus-making 
materials,  and  also  by  the  judicious 
admi.xture  of  lime.  The  lime  seems  to 
coagulate  the  soil  in  some  way  so  that 
it  holds  moisture  better.  Of  cour.se  if 
ari<l-loving  jilants  are  to  be  used,  the 
lime  is  undesirable,  and  in  any  case  it 
should  not  be  ap].)lied  at  the  same  time 
as  the  humus-making  materials;  for  it 
will  reli-a.se  certain  food  compounds 
from  them  too  rapidly  and  they  will  be 
lost  before  the  jilants  get  a  chance  to 
use  them.  There  is,  of  course,  always 
the  iKissibility  of  choosing  plants  that 
like  a  dry  situation,  and  creating  in- 
teresting effects  wdth  them.  In  the 
north  there  are  a  number  of  plants  that 
belong  to  the  so-called  "Pine  barrens 
flora"  that  are  seldom  .seen  in  cultivated 


plantations,  but  that  make  lovely  and 
lloriferous  garden  groupings.  The 
charming  little  I>ird's  Foot  Violet, 
especially  variety  Uncariloba,  will  edge 
the  garden  bed  with  masses  of  violet 
flowers  in  ^Vlay  and  again  in  the  fall. 
False  Indigo,  Hoary  Pea,  Kill  Calf, 
Pink  Lady's  Slipjier,  Arbutus  arid  many 
others  of  ecjual  charm  are  available.  In 
the  southern  plain  states  there  are  many 
native  wild  flowers,  and  those  of  the 
dry  hills  of  southern  California  are  un- 
rivalled in  their  beauty.  Stunning  ef- 
fects can  always  be  created  by  using  the 
native  roadside  Asters  and  Goldenrods 
in  generous  masses  in  front  of  shrubs. 

Where  the  only  available  site  is  too 
wet  for  most  garden  plants,  a  definite 
]jrogram  of  drainage  will  have  to  be 
undertaken.  There  are  so  very  few  wet 
ground  or  bog  plants  available  that  it 
is  difiicult  to  make  an  effect  that  will 
be  interesting  other  than  botanically. 
Of  course,  in  a  small  corner  wdiere  water 
stands  about  one  can  grow  Arethusa, 
Pitcher  Plants,  Sun  Dew,  Fringed 
Orchis,  Gentians,  Turk's  Cap  Lilies, 
and  a  few  others,  but  the  display  is  nev- 
er a  profuse  one.  These  things  are  in- 
teresting as  garden  adjuncts  but  they 'i  in. 
are  not  effective  enough  to  be  used  as 
the  mainstay  of  a  large  and  important 
comijosition. 

In  wet  places,  then,  drain  the  land 
with  underground  lines  of  agricultural 
tile,  to  carry  off  the  water,  and  make 
the  soil  less  compact  by  incorporating 
i|uanlities  of  sand  or  steam  cinders.' 
Once  in  a  while  it  is  possible,  by  filling, 
to  raise  the  flower  beds  above  the  sur- 
rounding area  sufficiently  to  keep  them, 
dry,  but  this  will  appear  ugly  ai^  ijf, 
artificial  unle.ss  done  with  the  greatest 
care.  There  is  always  the  problem  of 
holding  up  the  raised  beds.  Koards  of 
low  walls  will  serve,  but  seldom  are 
they  any  help  to   the  picture. 

Many  soils  that  arc  not  actually 
water-logged  are  too  compact  for  suc- 
cessful plant  growth.  Such  soils  abound 
in  the  middle  west  and  on  the  great 
plains.  They  are  potentially  rich  in 
]ilanl  food  but  are  .so  solid  that  watei 
(Continued  an   page  95) 
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;i  air  cannot  penetrate  into  them  to 
ke  these  foods  available  to  plants, 
ch  soils  should  be  underdrained 
kere  possible,  and  treated  to  a  copious 
se  of  steam  cinders  to  lighten  them, 
lese  cinders  have  no  food  value,  of 
arse,  and  if  enough  are  added  to 
astitute  a  major  portion  of  the  soil, 

fertility  of  the  area  vv-ill  be  propor- 
nately  reduced,  and  will  have  to  be 
gmented.  They  are  better  than  sand, 
wever,  for  they  do  not  work  their 
ly  down  into  the  soil  as  quickly, 
d    therefore    remain    effective    for    a 

er  time.  Soils  that  are  not  too  wet, 
t  merely  too  tightly  packed,  can  lie 
htened  by  the  addition  of  lime. 
The  problem  of  shade  is  perhaps  more 
en  encountered  than  any  other  ad- 
rse  garden  situation.  Frcciuently  there 

large  trees  around  the  house,  and 
ey  may  overhang  the  area  where  the 
rden  must  go.  Their  roots  penetrate 
r  incredible  distances  and  draw  all 
s  moisture  and  plant  food  from  the 
il.  If  it  can  be  done  without  distort- 
y  the  design  of  the  property  too  much, 
ate  the  garden  as  far  away  at  least, 
3m  large  trees,  as  the  line  of  tlie 
read  of  their  branches.  Even  then 
ey  wdll  shade  the  area  somewhat  at 
rtain  times,  (which  may  not  be  a 
trinient,  but  rather  a  benefit,  as  we 
ve  seen),  but  their  roots  will  not  be 
ite  so  abundant  in  the  garden  area, 
ne    fortunate    aspect   of   this   is   that 

trees  help  make  the  garden  back- 
ound  and  enclosure  enormously  more 
teresting  than  it  would  otherwise  be. 
such  a  garden,  however,  plants  will 
.ve  to  be  chosen  with  the  shade  situ- 
ion  in  mind.  Some  things  like  Beard- 
1  Iris  never  bloom  well  in  shade,  and 
fact  most  garden  favorites  are  less 
bust  in  a  shaded  spot  than  we  wish 
have  them.  Many,  however,  will  sur- 
ve  and  give  a  respectable  amount  of 
com  if  they  are  relieved  of  the  com- 
tition  of  tree  roots,  and  if  they  have 
enty  of  moisture  and  a  good  soil.  In 
mscly  shaded  places  there  are  a  host 


of  wildings  available  that  can  be  used 
to  good  advantage.  Begin  with  the 
various  sorts  of  Columbine,  and  con- 
tinue wdth  the  Anemones,  Bell  Flowers, 
Dicentras,  Crane's  Bill,  Hepatica, 
Forget-me-not,  Primroses,  Polemon- 
ium,  Vinca  and  Violas.  Use  the  .-Xconi- 
tums,  Astilbes,  Foxgloves,  Doronicum, 
Eupatorium,  Polygonatum,  Trillium, 
Wood  Lilies,  Loosestrife  and  Meadow 
Rue. 

The  matter  of  root  com|ietitinn  can 
be  taken  care  of  either  by  having  the 
garden  outside  the  range  of  tree  roots, 
or,  if  that  is  impossible,  placing  some 
substantial  barrier  between  the  tree  and 
the  flower  beds.  Creosoted  boards  sunk 
to  a  depth  of  two  feet,  sheet  metal  or  a 
thin  concrete  wall  will  deler  the  roots. 
Xone  of  these  need  protrude  aliove  the 
grade  unless  it  is  desired.  Root  iiruning 
has  been  advocated  as  a  solution  of 
this  problem,  but  I  think  this  is  a 
delusion  and  a  snare.  It  works  for  a 
while,  but  it  makes  the  tree  roots 
multiply  enormously,  and  eventually 
they  will  get  over  into  the  flower  bed, 
and  when  they  do  there  are  so  many  of 
them  that  they  do  irreparal)Ie  damage. 
Hedges  and  shrub  backgrounds  around 
tlie  garden  present  a  jiroblem  of  root 
comijetition  al.so,  which  can  be  solved 
in  the  same  way  as  for  trees,  or  Ijy 
leaving  a  narrow  service  path  back  of 
the  flower  beds  and  against  the  hedge, 
wide  enough  so  that  but  few  roots  will 
lienetrate  beyond  it. 

Dense  shade  may  also  frequently  be 
lessened  in  intensity  by  thinning  out  the 
overhanging  trees  or  by  taking  .some  out 
altogether.  The  latter  is  a  wi.se  course 
if  tlie  trees  be  numerous,  as  in  a  wood- 
land or  coppice.  The  ones  removed  will 
never  be  missed,  and  those  left  will 
grow  tlie  better  for  it.  If  a  few  large 
trees  are  causing  the  troulile  they  can 
be  thinned  out  carefully  without  spoil- 
ing their  shape  or  hurting  them  in  any 
way.  If  the  shade  is  so  lightened,  many 
jjlants  that  hitherto  would  not  grow  in 
the   area   will   be    found   to   thrive.

This  part  of  the  garden  is  also  an 
leal  spot  to  try  out  the  Parrot  Tulip 
arieties,  also  the  Bizarres  and  Rem- 
randts.  These  beauties  with  their 
aked  and  striped  feathered  petals  are 
ot  at  their  best  mixed  with  strong 
olors  in  the  formal  garden,  but  in  a 
order  with  the  green  background  of 
erennials  they  are  seen  to  advantage. 
Vhile  they  have  been  sadly  neglected 
f  late  years,   they   should   be  planted 


more  for  unusual  eifects.  The  Parrot 
Tulip,  Fantasy,  is  the  outstanding 
variety  at  jiresent  liut  others  of  like 
habit  aie  lieing  brought  out  each  year. 
The  Bizarres  and  Rembrandts  are 
usually  sold  in  mixture  but  named 
varieties  can  be  procured.  To  those 
who  enjoy  their  gardens  in  the  early 
evening  I  recommend  planting  Tulips 
for  their  fragrance.  Too  often  we  hear 
the  remark,  "It's  a '  pity  Tulips  have 
no  fragrance."  Such  a  libel  should  be 
squashed,  as  anyone  knows  who  has 
ever  approached  a  bed  of  the  variety 
Dido. 

Fragrance  is  more  common  in  the 
Cottage  Tulips  than  in  other  sections 
and  I  suggest  jjlanting  such  varieties  as 
Gt'sncriana  lutca.  Avis  Kennicott, 
President  Hoover,  Orange  King,  Buff 
Beauty,  Rctroflcxa  superba  and  Am- 
brosia for  their  fragrance;  these  in  ad- 
dition to  the  variety  Dido.  This  is  the 
Tulip  I  will  hold  to,  and  were  I  con- 
fined to  one  variety  it  would  be  this 
one,  for  in  addition  to  color  and  form 
it  has  the  crowning  glory  of  a  flower, 
fragrance.

In  sle|is  made  of  these  mate- 
li.ils,  espei daily,  it  is  well  to  slope  the 
treads  \ery  sli.nhtly  .so  as  to  carry  ot'f 
i.iin  w.itir.  Ill  Kloini;  this  care  should 
be  t.iken  not  to  make  the  variation  frinii 
the  horizontal  so  ]uonounced  that  it  is 
n  iticeable  to  one  usiuL;  the  st.iirway  in 
either  direi  tion.

in  tlic  greenhouse.  Only  in  the  liothcd 
I  cannot  hang  over  them  and  watch 
every  move  tliuy  make  with  the  same 
facility  that  I  can  in  the  greenhouse. 
The  soil  for  the  seeds  consists  of  one 
jiart  loam,  one  jjart  sand  and  one  pari 
tlnely-scrccncd  leafninld.  This  is  the 
mixture  \vc  use,  since  our  soil  is  a 
htavy  cl.iy.  Where  the  soil  is  sandy, 
less  sand  and  niire  loam  might  lie  a 
better  mixture.  The  openings  at  the 
bottom  of  the  ]iots  are  covered  with 
several  pieces  of  charcoal,  which  keep 
the  soil  sweet  and  jirevent  it  from 
seeping  out  of  tiie  hole.  At  the  lioltoin 
of  the  Hats  a  layer  of  s|jhagnuni  moss 
is  laid  I"  juevenl   the  soil  from  drying. 

oi'T-OK-nooRs  snwixi; 

Where  ihere  are  nn  hot  beds  avail- 
alile  and  no  greeiiliduse  the  lily  seeds 
can  he  sown  out-of-doors  in  frames. 
Ill  the  New  V(uk  region  they  should 
1)0  sown  between  .\pril  first  and  sev- 
enth. The  frames  must  be  well  draineil 
and  can  be  filled  with  the  same  mixture 
of  soil  to  a  depth  of  from  six  to  eight 
inches.  Perfect  <bainage  should  always 
lie  provided  for  the  Lilies  from  their 
seedling  stage  to  flowering  maturity. 
When  grown  out-of-doors  in  cold- 
frames  the  young  seedlings  should  be 
shaded  by  having  a  lath  screen  placed 
o\er  them.  One  is  freiiuently  advised 
1(1  plant  the  Lily  seeds  right  out  in  the 
garilen.  G.irdeiiers  have  told  of  their 
success  with  this  inelhod,  but  I  have 
always  failed  when  I  tried  it. 

It  is  important  to  jilant  the  seeds 
thinly — that  is,  about  one  inch  apart 
each  way — so  that  the  young  seedlings 
will  not  crowd  each  other.  Crowding 
encourages  damping  off.  ^Moreover,  if 
there  is  sufficient  space  there  is  ni 
hurry  about  transplanting  the  seed- 
lings. The  piots  hlled  with  the  soil 
mixture  are  watered  and  allowed  to 
s'.aiid  for  a  few  h.ours. 


Then  the  sceijs  are  planled  and  eov- 
tii-d  with  soil  as  deeply  as  their  height. 
The  [lOts  or  flats  are  watered  again 
and  stood  on  the  greenhouse  bench  or 
hotbed.  Somelimes  during  the  course 
of  watering  or  after  a  hard  rain  the 
seeds  will  beconie  uncovered  and  ik  ed 
another  layer  of  soil  over  them. 

In  from  ten  da\'S  to  three  weeks  the 
drama  becomes  visilile.  The  little  si  i  <l 
pushes  a  stem  out  of  the  narrow  end 
of  its  o\' lid  sha]ie.  The  stem  seems  to 
;;row  both  down  and  up.  It  grows  so 
quickly  in  both  elireclions  that  it 
|iuslies  against  the  soil  and  is  bent  over 
like  a  luiir  pin  and  ri.ses  u])  into  the 
air  like  tlie  tiniest  of  green  wickets. 
( )nce  up  in  the  air  the  stem  slraighteiis 
out  and  at  its  tip  carries  the  shell  of 
the  .seed.  I'niler  the  giiiund  at  the  end 
of  the  stem  an  ivory  thiikeiiing  is 
formed  which  gradually  grows  into  a 
bulb.  This  first  stem  is  not  the  true 
leaf.  Soon  th.e  true  le.if  grows  out 
from  the  embryo  bulb.  Four  months 
after  the  seed  lias  been  sown  there 
may  be  two  or  thice  tiue  leaves  and  a 
fair-si/.ed,  fully  formed  bulb.  The 
lloweriiig  stem  eventually  rises  fidin 
llie  liulli,  liut  this  may  t.ike  one  or 
e\-eii   two   year-^.

Unfortunalely, 
Lily  seeds  ha\e  liceu  .so  scarce  that  this 
piacticc  has  not  been  followed  and  the 
ueakiiess  of  m.iny  Lilies  may  he  parl- 
1\    due  lo   this  f.K  tor.  (If  loursc.   if  the 
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eardener  is  ahlc  lo  secure  anything  as 
rare  and  choice  as  a  few  mca,E;re  seeds 
of  ]yiirilii  or  rulirUuui.  and  Ihey  ger- 
minalc,  he  will  naturally  not  discard 
them.  liut  once  he  has  a  slock  of  seeds 
from  which  to  select,  only  the  strong- 
est and  best  looking  should  he  kept. 
The  gradual  <letcrioralinn  of  Liliuni 
iifiiilc  in  many  gardens  may  he  caused 
hy  allowing  the  unfit  to  survive.  Per- 
haps, also,  due  to  the  desire  for  in- 
1  leasing  the  slock  of  these  trumjiet 
Lilies  exhaling  their  delicious  l)eri 
lume,  loo  many  ]ilanls  are  allf)we(l  to 
s(  t  seed,  which  weakens  them. 

If  the  seeds  have  been  planted  thin- 
Iv  and  are  giowing  along  niiely  the 
hulhs  need  not  be  movetl  until  the 
auluimi  after  Ihey  have  bi-eil  sown.  I'.ut 
if  tluy  show  signs  of  damping  off,  or 
of  hdlrytis.  they  are  dug  up  and  moved 
to  fresh  soil,  consisting  of  one  part 
loam,  one  part  leaf  mold  and  a  little 
sand.  .\s  the  summer  advances  the  jiots 
are  taken  from  the  greenhouse  or  hot- 
hi'd  .111(1  stood  in  a  coldframe  where 
they  are  sunk  in  soil  to  prevent  their 
drying  out.  Laths  arc  iJUt  over  them 
for  shade.  The  Hats  arc  jilaied  in  a 
lohlframe,   ton,  and  are  also  slia<led. 

.\fter  their  first  summer,  if  the 
v( cdlings  look  big  enough  to  stand  be- 
ing transplanted  to  Ihe  trial  garden  in 
rows,  they  ,ire  moved,  but  if  they  look 
small  they  are  left  in  the  cold  frames 
over  Ihe  winter  and  mulched  with  salt 
hay.  liy  the  end  of  the  second  summer 
the  I^ilies  are  strong  enough  and  big 
enough  to  move  to  the  flower  beds. 
.Many  of  them  flower  Ihe  second  sum-

nicr  and  practically  all  of  them  will 
flower  the  third. 

Lily  seed  should  be  harvested  as  soon 
as  the  pods  are  brown  and  begin  to 
split  open.  Some  late-flowering  species, 
however,  ripen  their  seed  so  late  that 
the  frost  catches  them  before  they  are 
nady  to  be  harvested.  This  is  true  of 
the  tall  yellow-flowered  Hcnryi,  the 
rosy  speciosuni,  and  the  dramatic  white 
and  gold  auratum.  These  Lilies  should 
1)0  cut  off  about  a  foot  from  the  ground 
and  placed  in  a  jar  of  water  indoors 
until  the  pods  are  ripe. 

For  years  we  have  raised  the  follow- 
ing Lilies  from  seed  and  have  them  by 
ilie  dozens.  They  are  listed  in  the  or- 
'lir  of  their  prolificness  and  case  of 
mowing  from  seed  for  me  : 

Of  the  Asiatic  Lilies  there  have  been 
seedlings  of  regale  and  its  beautiful 
hybrids  princcps  and  siilphiirgalc ; 
pumiluvi ;  clcgnns  in  variety  (now 
(.ailed  L.  dauriciiiti)  ;  hcnryi;  callo- 
\uiii:  iL'illinoltiac ;  daviilii :  concolnr : 
pliilippincnsc  jOntiosdiin)!! ;  onratiiiti 
and  spccio.siim.  We  have  also  raised  a 
few  cernuiiiii,  sargcntiac,  tsingtaiicnsc, 
mcdcoloidcs  distichuui  and  ccntifuliuiii. 

Of  the  I^uropcan  Lilies,  seedlings 
have  been  raised  of  candidiDii  wliieh 
came  to  me  from  the  Alihc  Soulliet 
who  has  a  fertile  strain.  The  caniliduiii 
seed  has  produced  a  fine  flowering 
jilant  two  and  a  half  years  from  the 
time  it  was  sown.  We  have  also  raised 
ciiicruiii  (now  Imlbijcntii!  var.  cro- 
Cfuiii),  pi)iiipi)niuiii  (not  good  look- 
ing), L.  iiiii.xiiinn^'iziii,  tmiiiugDiis  and 
Icichllinii. 


The  .\merican  Lilies  have  been  dif- 
ficult for  me,  as  might  be  expected  of 
prophets  in  their  own  land,  and  I  have 
only  succeeded  with  canadense,  parvu)u 
and  superbuiii.  However,  I  buy  good 
clean  bulbs  of  all  the  .\merican  varie- 
ties from  my  Lily-growing  friends  on 
the  West  Coast. 

Some  liandsome  Lilies  either  do  not 
come  true  from  seed  or  set  none. 
Harisoni  does  not  seem  to  produce  seed 
to  its  own  pollen  and  can  be  increased 
by  the  division  of  the  bulb  which 
grows  rapidly  under  the  ground  or  by 
scales.  Testaccum  is  a  handsome  Lily 
with  a  deep  cream,  almost  aijricot- 
colorcd  perianth,  revolute  segments 
and  stamens  tipped  with  orange  gold 
anthers.  It  is  one  of  the  infertile 
hybrids,  but  can  be  increased  from  bulb 
scales.  The  scales  are  pulled  off  from 
the  mother  bulb,  planted  in  moist  sand 
and  in  due  time  it  will  be  found  that 
one  or  more  tiny  bulblets  have  formed 
on  each  scale.  Tigrinuiii  sets  no  seed 
but  forms  bulbils  in  the  axils  of  the 
leaves  whidh  rapidly  grow  into  Lilies 
as  they  drop  on  the  ground  around  the 
mother  plants  or  are  planted  in  the 
frames.  L.  niyriopliylluDi  has  bulbils  in 
the  leaf  axils  as  does  L.  hulbifcrwii 
(which  I  do  not  think  worth  growing). 

To  raise  Lflies  from  seed  gives  one 
a  healthy  stock,  for  the  seed  does  not 
carry  the  fatal  mosaic  disease.  When 
grown  from  seeds  all  plants  are  apt  to 
give  some  variation  in  color,  height 
and  form,  so  a  collection  of  home- 
grown Lilies  will  be  both  healthy  and 
varied.

WINTER  STORAGE 

Tlic  time  to  cut  down  and  di.ii 
tlu'  Dahlias  is  right  after  their 
folia}:?  antl  stalks  have  heen  killed 
liy  the  first  frost.  A  sharp.  hea\y 
knife  is  as  rrooil  an  implement  as 
any  to  slice  off  the  stalks  just  above 
the  f-'roiintl.  Then  fake  a  spade,  cut 
down  for  a  foot  through  the  soil 
all  around  the  plant  and  six  inche  , 
(lilt  from  the  stalk,  and  carefully 
liea\e  out  the  whole  tidier  clump 
and  the  soil  around  it.  Turn  the 
clump  upside  down  to  drain  the 
liquid  out  ol  the  lioUow  stump,  and 
ilr>  for  several  (lays  before  storing. 
Sand  and  slightly  damp  peatmoss 
are  holh  good  storage  mediums. 

Ajiples,  late  Fears  and  all  other 
fruits  intended  for  Winter  storage 
should  lie  hand-picked  just  before 
lliey  are  ready  to  fall  from  the 
trees  and  carefully  sorteil  so  as  to 
discard  any  which  are  bruised, 
wormy  or  otherwise  defective.  I'n- 
le-s  such  fruit  is  in  perfect  condi- 
tion when  put  away,  troiilde  will 
(lev(d(ip  and  sjiread  under  the  beij 
storage  conditions.  An  ideal  plan  is 
111  wrap  eaidi  sidecled  fruit  in  soft 
liapi-r.  and   box.

Certain  salmon  and  scarlet  tones  are 
fine  in  one  another's  company.  Try  the 
two  fine  Sweet  Williams,  Newport 
Pink  and  Newport  Scarlet.

If  you  feel 
that  the  red  of  Lychnis  chalccdonica  is 
loo  harsh,  tone  it  down  by  means  of 
the  companionship  of  a  few  clumps  of 
that  blackish  crimson  Sweet  \\'illiam 
that  has  bron/e  foliage. 

T\I^ES    1)1"    REDS 

Of  course,  reds  are  of  more  than  one 
type  and  each  needs  to  be  handled 
with  care  and  understanding.  There  are 
l)rofound  reds,  as  in  the  ineffably 
sweet  Rose  Etoile  de  Holiande ;  high 
vibrant  reds,  as  in  the  sjsecies  Tidipa 
praestans;  deep  blood  reds  as  the  fine 
Darwdn  Tulip  Eclipse;  angry  reds  as 
Lychnis  Haageana,  and  so  on.  All  have 
their  uses,  and  each  in  its  way  may  be 
made   momentous. 

As  I  look  back  now  at  the  end  of 
tlie  season  over  the  garden  episodes, 
in  my  own  or  the  gardens  of  others, 
that  have  given  me  special  pleasure,  I 
am  surprised  at  the  number  in  which 
red  flowers  have  played  a  jiart.  There 
was  that  moment  when  in  the  cool 
spring  garden  a  fiery  galaxy  of  Scarlet 
Windflowers,  black  stamened,  burned 
above  a  spread  of  warm  purple  .Aubrie- 
tia.  Then  there  were  the  bright  bea- 
cons of  the  grand  scarlet  Tulips,  the 
wild  species,  kindled  on  the  heights

IJul  it  is  a  strange  ei'ea- 
liire  indeed  who  is  not  interested  in  her  own  \V("dd ing  ])repa-\ 
rations;  and  all  ])arents  aie  anxious,  naturally,  thai  tlieii' 
daughter's  wedding  sliall  l)e  e\ervlhing  that  taste  and  affec- 
tionate eare  can  make  il.  Kven  though  tlie  family  fortunes 
are  small  and  the  lamilv's  tastes  of  llie  simplest,  a  small  and 
(piiet  wedding  mav  he  as  ehainiing  an  adair  as  the  most 
])retentious,  provided  the  same  regard  (or  convention  is 
ohserved. 

SometiOK'-,     liowc\!T,     ""conventioii  "     is     cold  used      with 
'"superstition. 

There  is  j)rohal)ly  no  human  event  in  the  world  so  sur- 
rounded hy  superstition  as  a  wedding.  Most  sensihie  people 
ignore  sucli  traditional  warnings  as  that  o(  had  luck  alleiid 
ing  a  wedding  in  May  or  on  a  Friday.  liut  there  is  some- 
thing colorful  and  amusing  ahout  oheying  the  time-honored 
dictum  of  "something  old  and  something  new,  something 
borrowed  and  something  hlue,  and  a  silver  sixpence  in  her 
shoe."  Many  a  hride  has  suffered  ( lom  that  silver  sixpence 
(or  a  more  prosaic  shiny  new  dime)  to  hring  her  new  lile 
luck!   Another  charming  su])erstilioii   is  the  ihrowing  of  the 


Sur 
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hridc's  l)()U(piet  in  the  lirm  lielici  ihal  the  hridesmaid  who  catches  it 
\vill  he  the  next  girl  to  he  married.  Still  another  old  ciislom  i>  the 
Stirling  ol  tiny  silver  favors  into  the  hride's  cak«-.  A  ihiinhle,  a  penny, 
and  a  ring  are  the  traditional  ones,  hut  modern  jewelers  have  invented 
many  others,  as  well.  There  are  even  hrides  who  leave  a  seam  in  their 
wedding  dresses  unstitched  until  llu;  last  minute — hecause  to  wear  a 
c()m])letely  finished  wedding  dress  helore  the  wedding  day  hrings  un- 
imaginahle  disaster! 

There  is  only  oiu;  supeislition  which  seems  to  have  neither  a  deco- 
rative, amusing,  nor  practical  chaiaclei,  and  which  is.  moreover,  often 
confused  with  eticpietle.  This  i>  the  helici  that  il  i^  had  luck  lor  a  hride 
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to  lake  pait  in  licr  own  ucildiii;^'  rehearsal.  Since  reliear-als 
of  weddings  are  a  (•()nij)arali vely  modern  developnienl,  il 
seem-  liard  to  believe  tlial  this  suj)erstilion  lias  any  roots  in 
anti(juily.  lo  lieed  it  may  ])rove  to  he  a  very  real  drawhack 
to  the  wedding  preparations.  For  a  liride  merely  to  ''look  on" 
at  her  wedding  rehearsal  is  never  so  salislaeiory  as  lor  her 
to  take  part  In  il  Iiei-eK.

Before  we  discii-s  in  detail  the  nuuiy  preparalions  for  a 
wedding,  it  seems  logical  lo  lisl  the  expen-e^  vshich  are  under- 
taken hy  the  bride's  family,  and  those  which  belong  lo  the 
groom.  Arbitrary  as  these  rules  may  seem — and  |)erliaps  as 
unreasonable  as  any  superstition  they  ar<-  obeyed  by  all 
those  who  res|)eel  eorreet  social  usage.

First  Pkefahations 

Probably,  the  first  thing  that  ihe  bride  has  done  is  to  invite 
her  friends  lo  be  bridesmaids.  Indeed,  she  may  have  done  this 
years  before! 

There  are  girls  in  the  world  unfortunate  enough  lo  have 
none  but  plain  friends;  and  certainly  a  regard  for  friendship 
is  more  imj)ortant  than  a  regard  for  appearance.  But,  when  it 
is  possible  to  combine  the  two,  the  wedding  party  should  be 
a  memorabb;  jiieture. 

Next  lo  the  difliculty  of  choosing  on<''s  bridesmaids  is  the 
choosing  of  their  costumes.  It  is  extremely  difhcult  for  a 
brunette  who  is  four  feet  eight  inches  tall  to  look  her  best  in 
a  frock  and  hat  identical  U)  one  worn  with  great  effect  hy  a' 
tall  blonde;  but  this  seemingly  impossible  feat  can  be;  achieved 
by  means  of  taste,  care,  and  infinite  patience. 

The  other  ])reparations  for  a  wedding  usually  begin  as  soon 
as  a  date  has  been  set.  First  of  all,  the  church  must  be  engaged 
for  that  date.  There  is  no  one  day  of  the  week  more  correct 
than  any  other  for  a  wedding;  except  that  smart  weddings  are 
never  ])erformed  on  Sunday,  and  a  large  church  wedding 
should  never  be  held  in  Lent.  Protestants  may  be  married 
ipn'etly  during  Lent  (for  Catholics,  a  dispensation  is  re- 
(juired).  I>ut  anything  approaching  festivity  would  be  in  poor 
taste,  if  not  actually  forbidden  by  the  Church. 

The  clergyman  whom  the  bride  and  groom  want  is  asked 
to  officiate.  This  is  usually  the  clergyman  of  the  church  at- 
tended by  the  bride's  family,  although  a  difference  in  religious 
beliefs  held  by  bride  and  groom  sometimes  alters  the  case. 
II  the  groom  particularly  wants  a  certain  clergyman  to  marry 
him,  ihr.  bride  usually  agrees  to  this.  It  is  not  at  all  unusual, 
also,  lor  a  wedding  ceremony  to  be  divided,  and  performed 
by  two  clergvmen. 
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coricct  ill  llic  Soulli  and  in  llic  W('>1— -c^pcciallv  on  llie  Coa>l. 


Before  the  inviiations  or  annoiiiiccmcnis  are  onlered,  sev- 
eral decisions  nuisl  he  made: 

1.  Wliellier  (lie  wedding  is  to  i)e  in  cliurcli  or  al  liiime. 

2.  Wliere  llie  wedding  hreaklasl  is  (o  he  held. 

3.  Wliieli  guests  are  lo  he  asi^ed  lo  the  church  onlv  and 
whieli  to  holh  ceremony  and  wedding  hreaklast;  or.  in  some 
cases,  which  are  to  he  asked  lo  ihe  hreaklasl  only  and  which, 
if  the  ceremony  is  to  he  private,  to  iiolli;  and,  finally,  which 
are  to  receive  neither  in\  italion,  hut  an  amiouncement  instead. 

4.  The  lime  of  the  wedding. 

These  ])oints  having  heen  decided,  a  (h)uhle  list  is  made,  to 
include  the  i  rieiuls  ol  tin-  hride  and  her  lainil\ ,  w  ilh  aildresses, 
plus  the  friends  ol  the  groom  and  his  iamily.  To  avoid  dilli- 
cullies,  this  comhintMl  list  should  Ix;  ])rom|)lly  reduced  to 
alphahetieal  order.  I(  a  secretary  is  employed,  she  may  he 
entrusted  widi  die  task  of  addressing  (he  iinitalions.  Many 
families,  however,  allciid  lo  [\]c,  sending  ol  the  invitations 
themselves,  and  in  such  cases,  it  is  douhly  nec(>ssary  that  the 
lists  he  properly  arranged.  One  nuMuher  of  llie  family  may 
then  he  res|)()nsihle  lor  A  to  I),  the  hiide's  sister  may  take; 
over  I)  lo  I.,  and  so  loi  ih.  II  the  in  vita  lions  are  a  Iamily  alTair, 
however,  only  those  who  have  legihle,  as  well  as  decorative, 
liandwriling  should  he  allowed  to  hel|)! 

II  ihe  wedding  is  a  very  large  one,  a  piolessional  secretary 
is  olleii  engaged  lo  handle  all  invilalions  and  acceplances,  as 
well  as  many  other  details.

Invitations  and  Announckmiints 

All  loiinal  wedding  iinitalions  and  amiouiiccMnents  are 
engraved.  The  three  lorms  which  are  accepted  as  correct  are 
given  on  the  lollowing  pages;  hut  there  are  some  general  rules 
lor  all  wedding  invitations  and  announcements: 

1.  Wedditig  inviiations,  like  any  olher  (Migraved  invita- 
tion, nuist  he  really  engraved,  never  i)rinted  in  any  facsimile 
method. 

2.  The  invitalion  to  the  ceremony  is  engraved  on  the  front 
sheet  ol  while  or  ivory  notepaper,  especially  sold  hy  stationers 
and  jewelers  lor  this  purpose. 

3.  The  engraving  may  he  in  hlock,  shaded  hlock,  script,  or 
Old  English. 

1.  The  iin  italion  lo  the  ceremony  should  he  worded:  "re- 
ipiest  the  honor  ol  your  pieseiice,"  e\ce])t  in  the  vi\>r  of  the 
invitation  to  ihe  marriage  cl  a  widow  or  a  divorced  woman, 
when  it  is  collect  to  say  "'llie  pleasure  ol    your  com|)any."' 

3.  Two  (Mivelo[)es  are  used.  The  inner  one  has  no  glue  on 
ihe  llap,  and  on  llu;  face  ol  il  is  wrilleii  only  ihe  name  of  ihe 
person  lo  whom  it  is  to  he  s(Mit,  not  the  addn^ss;  on  the  outer 
enveloix'  are  written  holh  name  and  address. 

6.  Annonncemenls  are  engraved  and  senl  in  the  same  way 
ihat  invitations  are,  hut  they  are  sent  only  to  lliose  wlo  have 
not  received  invilalions.

A  really  distin- 
guished small  piece,  suitable  for  even  the 
most  luxurious  taste,  it  comes  in  a  satin 
cover  over  either  blond  or  dark  wood.

To  assemble  the  photograph  of  the 
bed  we  sought  out  several  sources.  The 
bed  itself  is  Louis  XV  provincial  in 
pickled  pine  Avith  a  chintz  headboard. 
Since  pickled  pine  is  now  popular  and 
French  provincial  is  enjoying  a  revival, 
ihis  t\  pe  should  prove  popular.  It  came 
from  Angelo  Romano  through  Altman's. 
The  Wamsutta  Supercale  sheets  and  cases 
have  scalloped  edges  and  monograms 
in  pale  blue.  A  Carlin  comfortable  in 
ivory  quilted  satin  comes  from  Saks- 
Fifth  Avenue.  Beside  it  stands  a  fruit- 
wood  Directoire  chair,  a  two-tiered  hon- 
ey colored  lam|j  table  and  an  alabaster 
lamp  with  a  dull  l)lue  opaque  shade. 
These  come  from  B.  Altniaii  &  Co. 


Beside  beds  and  slipper  chairs,  other  essentials  for  the  bedroom 
include  a  chaise  longue,  a  good  chair  and  a  commode.  To  rejiresent  the  last 
essential  we  choose  a  roomy  French  Provincial  commode  in  walnut  (extreme 
right),  accompanied  by  a  gilt  frame  mirror.  These  were  found  at  Kittinger. 

The  small  arm  chair  is  perfect  in  scale  for  the  average  bedroom.  Its  finish 
is  either  blond  or  brunette  and  the  cushion  is  down-filled.  From  Robert  W.  Ir- 
win. It  could  be  used  in  almost  any  type  of  room  except  modern. 

Among  the  advantages  of  the  chaise  longue  we  suggest  is  that  one  arm  is 
long  and  the  other  short — a  small  matter  that  adds  materially  to  comfort.  It 
also  comes  in  blond  or  dark  wood  and  is  finished  in  quilted  satin.  The  legs 
would  place  it  in  the  style  of  Louis  X\  I.  This  was  selected  at  the  Lakeside  \J\)- 
holsteriiig  Company.

The  caterer 
list  be  engaged  for  the  wedding  re- 
ption  and  the  menu  planned,  per- 
ips  with  his  assistance.  The  wedding 
ike  should  be  ordered  at  the  same 
me  and  usually  from  the  same  caterer, 
ich  piece  to  be  put  up  in  its  small 
liite  box.  Sometimes,  a  silver  or 
dd  monogram  in  a  corner  of  the  box 
iiks  the  bride's  initial  with  that  of 
IT  husband's;  or  there  may  be  only 
le  bride's  initial. 

The  music  mii -t  aKo  be  decided 
|Min — not  only  wlial  the  organi-t  in 
le  cliurcii  is  to  play,  iiiil  wlictlier  iir 
u|  there  is  to  be  an  orche^-tra  at  the 
leption. 

Decorations  for  tlic  church  and  for 
le  house  should  lie  planned  with  a 
nrist,  unless  the  wrdding  is  an  in- 
irinal  one  held  in  the  country,  when 
is  often  possible  to  decorate  both 
liurch  and  house  with  flowers  from 
lie's  own  garden  and  the  gardens  of 
luerous  friends.  Tiie  l)oiifiuets  of  ibi' 
aide  and  the  bridesmaids  must  be 
irdered  well  in  advance,  as  well  as  a 
,hite  carnation    for   each   usher. 

If  a  private  train  or  car  is  to  be 
■ngaged  for  the  convenii'iice  of  city 
quests  going  to  a  country  wedding, 
his   arrangement    must   be  made. 

If  wedding  pictures  are  to  be  taken 
bn  the  day  of  the  wedding,  it  is  well 
to  engage  the  photographer  well  in 
•advance.  These  pictures  are  usually 
taken  immediately  after  the  ceremony, 
unless  a  picture  of  the  bride  alone  is 
all  that  the  families  want.  In  this  case, 
the  picture  may  be  taken  liefore  the 
ceremony,  or  even  several  days  before 
the  wedding. 

Wi:[)D!NG  I'RKSEMS 

When  wedding  presents  are  given, 
they  are  always  sent  to  the  bride,  even 
if  one  has  never  met  her  and  has 
known  the  groom  since  babyhood.  It 
is  quite  permissible  to  send  some  small 
extra  gift  to  the  groom,  also,  if  one 
knows  him  very  well  and  especially 
washes  to  do  so. 

The  range  of  possible  gifts  is,  of 
course,  enormous.  Checks  should  not 
he  sent,  however,  unless  one  knows 
the  bride  very  well  or  unless  one  is  a 

ember  of  her  family.  Nor  is  it  cor- 
Fect  to  send  the  bride  wearing  apparel, 
since  a  wedding  present  is  supposed 
to  be  something  that  can  be  enjoyed 
by  both  bride  and  groom.  There  is  an 
exception  to  this:  members  of  cither 
family  often  give  the  bride  jewels — 
sometimes  heirlooms.  And  wealthy  and 
intimate  friends,  if  they  wish  to  do  so, 
may  also  give  pieces  of  jewelry. 

Monogrammed  wedding  presents 
should  always  be  marked  with  the 
bride's  initials — a  custom  arising  no 
doubt    from    the    days    when    a    girl's 


hope  chest  was  begun  when  she  was 
very  young  and  was  added  to  through 
the  years,  as  she  sewed  and  wove  her 
sheets  and  blankets  and  towels.  In  any 
case,  this  is  still  correct  today.  The 
only  drawback  to  giving  monogrammed 
wedding  presents  is  that,  unless  one 
is  very  sure  of  the  bride's  taste,  one 
may  be  giving  her  something  she  not 
only  does  not  want,  but  can  never  get 
rid  of  gracefully.  Marked  wedding 
presents  cannot  be  exchanged,  and  in 
case  of  duplicates,  this  is  especially  a 
disadvantage. 

Whether  a  bride  receives  the  Shcf- 
fitdd  tray  or  the  ormolu  clock,  a  pin- 
cushion or  a  painting,  she  must  still 
thank  the  donor,  at  onee.  This  cannot 
be  sufficiently  emphasized.  Too  many 
brides  of  today  put  off  writing  "'thank- 
you  notes"  until  there  are  so  many 
that  the  pile  is  appalling,  and  then,  in 
an  exhausted,  desperate  rudi,  scrawl 
impersonal  little  notes  in  an  effort  to 
catch  up;  or — even  worse — wait  until 
they  are  married  and  back  from  their 
weilding  trips  to  bciin  to  thank  jieo- 
]jle  for  a  very  real  kindness.  Every 
wedding  present  should  be  checked 
off  on  the  bride's  "thank-yon  list"  the 
day  that  it  arrives.  Of  coiirsi-.  iiridcs 
are  busy;  and  when  one  is  being  con- 
slantly  entertained  and  presents  are 
p.ouring  in,  it  is  no  small  ta^k  to  ihank 
everyone.  But  a  well-bicd  girl  will 
manage  to  do  it,  even  if  she  lia>  one 
(pf  her  bridesmaids  help  her. 

At  some  weddings,  all  the  presents 
are  arranged  in  one  room,  so  that 
;:uests  may  see  them,  if  they  wish, 
(luring  the  wedding  receiilion.  If  there 
is  no  room  which  can  be  coim  niently 
Mt  aside  for  this,  or  if  the  bride  pre- 
fers for  any  reason  not  to  follow  this 
custom,  she  may  invite  a  few  of  her 
close  friends  to  see  her  wedding 
jiresents  a  few  days  before  the  wed- 
ding— perhaps  at  tea-time.  It  is  in 
very  poor  taste  to  exhibit  checks.  The 
bride  may  quite  casually  say,  "We're 
getting  our  living-room  rug  with  L'ncle 
Willie's  wedding  present,"  but  further 
liian  that  she  should  not  go. 

'I  UK    'IliOtlSSEAU 

Old-fa.-hioned  brides  had.  as  a  mat- 
ter of  course,  trousseaux  that  lasted 
a  lifetime,  or  very  nearly  as  long. 
There  were  included  gowns  for  every 
occasion  and  every  season  (which,  in 
those  days,  did  not  mean  as  over- 
whelming a  collection  as  it  would  to- 
day). Silks  that  stood  alone,  cottons 
by  the  bolt,  woolens  in  durable  black, 
blue,  and  dark  red  were  a  part  of  our 
grandmothers'  wedding  trousseaux. 
Nowadays,  a  bride  rarely  has  more  than 
one  season's  wardrcdje.  And  often,  if 
her  family  cannot  afford  much  expense, 
she  may  have  only  two  or  three  new 
frocks  besides  her  wedding  dress. 

The  household  linen  making  up  the 
rest  of  her  trousseau  should  include 
bed  linen,  blankets,  a  certain  amount 
of  table  linen  (for,  since  luncheon 
sets,  embroidered  tablecloths,  and 
cocktail  napkins  all  make  charming 
wedding  presents,  she  need  not  have 
too  complete  a  stock  of  table  linen  to 
start  with),  and,  of  course,  such  prac- 
tical items  as  hand  towels,  bath  towels, 
guest  towels,  and  dish  towels.  There 
is  no  limit  to  the  amount  of  household 
linen  that  may  be  provided  for  the 
trousseau,  except  the  wishes  of  the 
(Coiiliiuied  (in  page  IT)*!  I

Wiien  the  first  bars  of  the  wedding 
march  sound,  the  groom  and  the  best 
man  step  out  of  the  door  to  the  right 
of  the  chancel  (usually  the  vestry- 
room  door)  and  walk  to  the  chancel 
steps.  They  stand  immediately  in  front 
of  the  first  pew.  When  the  ushers  reach 
iliis  pew,  those  on  the  left  turn  to  the 
left,  and  those  on  the  right  to  the  right, 
and  then  they  stand  facing  the  steps. 
Tile  bridesmaids  do  the  same  thing, 
and  stand  in  the  same  way,  unless 
grouping  is  found  to  be  more  effective, 
if  tiiere  is  a  flower  girl,  she  may  stand 
liu  eillier  side.  As  the  bride  and  her 
fatiier  reach  the  groom,  she  slips  her 
left  arm  from  her  father's  arm,  while 
iie  steps  back.  The  bride  and  the 
groom  then  walk  to  the  chancel  steps 
together;  the  bride  does  not  take  the 
groom's  arm,  however.  In  most  services, 
I  lie  part  of  the  service  conducted  at 
I  lie  chancel  steps  is  called  the  "Be- 
linlhal."  and  it  is  in  this  part  that  the 
fallier  of  ihe  bride  gives  her  away;  so 
it  is  for  this  reason  that  he  must  be 
close  to  her.  Having  done  so,  he  will 
step  back  into  the  front  left  pew, 
where  the  bride's  family  sits.  If,  as  in 
many  ceremonies,  the  actual  marriage 
vows  are  taken  at  the  altar  rail  itself, 
the  clergyman  will  turn  at  the  end  of 
I  lie  first  part  of  the  ceremony,  and  the 
bride  and  the  groom  will  follow  him 
to  the  altar,  trying  to  keep  step  with- 
out making  it  apparent  that  they  are 
Irying.  Sometimes,  in  a  church  wilh 
choir  stalls  placed  on  each  side  of  the 
chancel,  the  bridal  party  moves  b;'- 
hind  the  bride  and  the  groom,  and  then 
lakes  its  position  either  in  or  in  front 
of  the  stalls.  This  makes  a  particularly 
charming  picture,  especially  as  the 
bride  and  groom  turn  at  the  end  of 
the  ceremony  and  go  between  the 
Ushers  and  bridesmaids,  down  the 
chancel  steps,  and  then  down  the 
aisle.  But,  in  many  churches,  the  ar- 
rangement is  not  possible;  nor,  of 
course,  is  it  necessary. 

The  newly  married  couple  is  fol- 
lowed down  the  aisle  by  the  flower 
girl  and  the  pages  (if  there  are  such), 
and  then  the  rest  of  the  wedding  party. 
At  some  weddings,  the  maid  of  honor 
and  the  best  man  walk  together,  while 
I  lie  Inidesmaids  walk  two  by  two,  as 
lliey  did  upon  entering  the  church,  fol- 
lowed by  the  ushers;  at  others,  the 
bridesmaids  pair  off  with  the  ushers. 
There  is  no  rule  of  etiquette  about 
this.  The  picture  presented  to  the 
guests  is  perhaps  a  gayer  one  if  the 
bridesmaids  and  the  ushers  walk  out 
together — but  this,  again,  may  be  de- 
cided by  the  bride  and  by  the  circum- 
stances.

To  a  wedding  so  small  that  it  does 
not  require  engraved  invitations,  writ- 
ten ones  may  be  sent,  or  the  guests 
may  be  asked  by  telephone  or  by  word 
of  mouth.  The  bride's  mother  would 
do  this,  or  the  bride,  in  the  name  of 
her  mother.

riiis  brisk  real  estate  activity,  however,  does  not  indi- 
cate anolher  Ixtom — in  the  j)rede])ression  sense  of  the 
word.  It  simply  shows  a  rising  demand  for  accommoda- 
tions and  a  confidence  in  the  future  of  that  section.  Veter- 
ans of  the  1925  boom,  when  literally  thousands  of  ])eople 
came  and  left  each  day  and  tent  colonies  sprang  up  during 
the  night,  claim  that  90  per  cent  of  the  property  changing 
hands  now  is  being  sold  for  cash.  Of  all  buildings  erected 
this  year  or  now  in  construction,  three-fourths  are  unen- 
( iimbejcd.  Although  Miami  Beach  property  is  higher  than 
in  recent  years,  the  price  for  lots  and  improved  land  is 
considerably  less  lliaii  in  the  boom  period  of  '25.  We  un- 
dersland  that  an  ocean  front  lot  which  brought  .$400,000 
then  will  cost  you  about  one-tenth  of  that  amount  toda\ . 
Keeping  i)ace  with  the  j)rogress  in  private  construction,  the 
city  itself  has  recently  built  a  new  storm  sewer,  improved 
many  streets,  erected  two  new  bridges,  added  more  bulk- 
heading  along  the  ocean,  and  continued  its  program  of 
beaiitifyiiig   the  ])ublic  ])arks  and   playgidunds. 

STATE-WIDE — Reports  drifting  into  this  office  indicate  thai 
brisk  real  estate  activity  is  the  keynote  throughout  Florida. 
A  recent  Federal  Reserve  Survey  shows  an  86  per  cent  in- 
crease over  last  year  in  building  contracts  awarded  to 
Florida  realtors,  and  new  homes,  hotels,  and  apartments 
are  sprouting  up  in  all  the  important  residential  districts. 
Judging  from  travel  prophecies,  the  supply  will  equal 
the  demand.  One  transportation  company  which  ushered 
over  85,000  visitors  into  Florida  last  year  tells  us  that  it 
is  expecting  an  increase  of  20  to  30  per  cent  for  1936. 
Important  to  Florida-bound  readers  is  the  fact  that  despite 
the  expected  increa.se  in  winter  visitors,  the  many  new 
property  offerings  in  Florida  this  year  should  have  a  ten- 
dency to  keej)  down  excessive  rentals.

A  breed  that  has  come  to  the  fore  by  the 
force  of  its  all-round  ability  and  worth 


'J'lic  last  .stakf  nf  tlic  (lay!  Icy,  ihiippy  waters,  jiiercing 
autumn  winds  with  air  close  to  freezing — all  are  forgotten  in 
the  enthusiasm  over  the  winning  dog  as  he  streaks  through  the 
dusk  to  shore.  No  wonder  that  field  trials  ha\'e  become  so  jkjjju- 
lar  during  the  pa.st  few  years.  Xo  wonder,  too,  that  the  Labrador 
with  his  limitless  stamina,  sjjeed  and  courage  has  come  up 
as  the  breed  to  be  talked  about  and  read  about  most  b}-  sports- 
men in  ever}-  (i>rner  of  America.  For  in  the  Labrador  there's  a 
hapjjy  combination  of  intelligentc  and  endurance  that  makes 
him  outstanding  in  land  and  water  tests;  and  it  is  this  same 
faculty  for  instinctively  knowing  what  to  do  that  gives  him 
an  un(|ui'stiom-d  place  as  a  guard  ancl  comitanion  in  the  home. 

]^ac  k  at  the  turn  of  the  f'th  Century,  when  the  Xew- 
loLindland  tishiiig  boats  carried  on  a  brisk  trade  with  the  sea- 
port towns  of  I'digland,  the  Labrador  was  brought  over  from 
that  bleak  little  island  for  the  2nd  Earl  of  Malmesbury.  But 
whether  the  Labrador  is  a  descendant  of  the  early  English  curly- 
coated  Retrie\-ers,  or  whether  he's  strictly  a  native  of  America, 
a  breed  e\-ol\C(l  from  the  various  dogs  that  abounded  on  the 
ancient  trading  shijis,   it  is  hard  to  sa\'. 

'I'he  l^ritish  found  in  him  all  of  the  combination  of  qual- 
ities that  go  to  make  up  the  ideal  land  and  water  dog.  First  of 
all,  he  has  an  incredible  "trigger  sense" — is  not  gun  shy  and 
is  blessed  with  a  superior  amount  of  speed  and  endurance  on 
bind  and  in  the  water.  !Moreo\er,  the  Labrador  possesses  an 
iincann\-  inttdligeiice  and  has  a  grand  disposition,  full  of  char- 
acter and  dignity.  He  is  gentle  witli  cliilcjren,  and  as  a  house 
(log  and  companion,  Jew  are  liis  eijual. 

The  general  apjiearance  of  the  Labrador  is  that  of  a 
graceful  dog,  active,  intelligent-looking  with  a  short,  very  dense, 
hard  coat,  compact  feet  with  arched  toes  and  closely  carried 
small  ears.  The  standard  stresses  two  jioints — the  eye  and  the 
tail.    The    former    should    be   neither   too    dark    nor   too   light.

The  following  is  a  resu- 
me by  David  D.  Elliot  of  the 
cardinal  points  to  be  consider- 
ed in  preparing  the  Labrador 
for  ticld  work : 

"Being  an  intelligent 
bretd,  Labradors  are  not  hard 
to  train.  (.)f  lourse,  as  in  every- 
thing else,  one  must  start  the 
light  way.  I'his,  I  am  afraid,  is  not  always  done  and  the  unfortu- 
nate result  is  that  the  puppy  is  thrown  to  one  side  and  lajjelecl 
brainless,  whereas  if  a  trainer  would  only  take  the  trouble  first  to 
gain  the  confidence  of  a  pnpp}'  before  attemjjting  nnv  method 
of  teacliing,  there  would  not  be  so  many  so  unjustl}-  labeled. 

"Gaining  the  ])uppy's  confidence  is  the  first  and  most 
imjiortant  step  in  the  training.  Those  of  the  timid  and  nervous 
type  recjuire  great  care.  One  must  understand  a  puppy  of  this 
nature  much  more  thorouglily  than  that  of  the  more  hardy  type, 
lor  a  wrong  move  during  the  training  of  such  a  pupjn-  ma}- 
result  in  complete  and  jjcrmanent  failure.  After  all,  dogs  are 
very  human,  more  human  than  many  ]:)eople  will  admit,  and  I 
state  without  fear  of  contradiction  that  if  the  trainer  would 
lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  he  is  training  an  animal  and  treat  it 
more  as  a  child,  he  would  meet  with  very  satisfactory  results 
because  the  two  nuthods  of  training  are  more  or  less  identical. 

"One  must  first  gain  tlie  confidence  of  a  child  if  one 
wishes  to  get  the  best  results,  and  at  the  same  time  haveobedi-" 
ence.  Dog  training  is  based  on  this  same  principle.  Of  course;  > 
many  people  lack  the  necessary  qualifications  to  become  trainers 
— such  qualifications  as  proper  understanding  and  sympathy. 
These   are  very    imiM)rtant    factors.    {Continued  on  page   26)

W'itiiout  tliem  one  would  meet  only  i'ailure.  and  ruin  what  might 
]ia\'e  heen  a  n^ally  hi,i;]i-class  retrie\'er,  for  it  is  not  so  much 
what  we  teach  hut  the  manner  in  which  we  teach  it  that  counts. 
■'.Another  essential  point  is  to  keep  your  puppy  enthusi- 
a.-tic  throughout  e\'ery  period  of  his  training.  Should  he  lose 
interest  at  any  ])oint  the  cause  will  generally  be  found  in  the 
fact  that  he  has  liecn  given  some  pa.ticLilar  lesson  too  (jften. 
This  will  frequently  be  found  to  ha])pen  in  cases  where  one  has 
been  too  persistent,  not  allowing  a  reasonable  interval  to  elapse 
between  lessons.  To  keep  a  pujijjy  constantly  repeating  the  same 
thing  liecopies  monotonous,  which  goes  to  prove  the  necessity 
of  proper  understanding  and  sympathy.  One  can  be  kind  with- 
out being  too  lenient,  and  lirmness,  which  is  essential,  need  not 
l)e  confounded   with  cruelty.

To  take  out  a  i)uppy  when  the  trainer  is  in  bad  temper ' 
or  feeling  off-color  is  onlv  inviting  disaster  because  the  moqd^ik  V 
whatever  it  is,  is  in   some  strange  way  sensed  Ijy  the  puppy     .,, 
and  he  will  not  do  his  work  in  the  same  happy  manner^as 
on   previous   occasions.    He   knows    something    is   wrong.    He 
doesn't  understand  what,  and  his  natural  reaction  is  a  slight 
touch  of  fear  which  results  in  faulty  work.  This,  in  turn,  re- 
acts   on   the   trainer    who   throws    all    discretion    to    the    four 
winds  and  unjustly  chastises  or  scolds  the  innocent  I^upp\'  for 
something  for  which  he,  as  trainer,  is  entirely  to  blame.  The 
result  is  that  he  shatters  the  confidence  the  puppy  had  gained 
in  him. 

"One  cannot  lay  down  a  hard  and  fast  rule  for  training 
a  pujjpy  because  it  all  depends  upon  the  individual,  but  one 
thing  is  certain:  no  matter  of  what  nature  the  individual  may 
])e,  s_\mpath\'  and  understanding  will  be  recjuired.  St)me  ma}' 
say  that  these  characteristics  do  not  help  us  in  the  training 
of  our  dogs,  Ijut  they  do.  It  will  help  the  novice  in  marking 
out  his  course  of  procedure  to  ask  himself  if  he  possesses 
these  qualifications.  .\  trutliful  answer  to  the  Cjuestion  may 
]ire\'ent  his  blundering  into  the  training  of  his  dog  without 
metliod."

It  was  eitlier  of 
wood  gilded  or  polished  nie^f,'  raised  only  about 
an  inch,  with  a  siK'ef-  rim  around  it  like  lliat 
rouiia'a  t-ea-board  ;  in  the  center  was  a  ijedestal 
of  |)lasf|r  of  Paris  with  images  upon  it  and  on 
eacti.'end  figures,  male  and  female,  of  tlie  same. 
It  was  \ery  elegant  and  use<l  for  ornament  only."

The  hot  (Diktail  glasses  are  the  lieavie.-t  and  tlie  hir^est,  pref- 
eralil)'  (Lit  erysta]  with  stems  on  secure,  hroad  leases.  'J'hey  should  be 
I  hilleil  before  (otktaiLs  are  ])oured  into  them,  and  the  heavier  they  are  tlie 
hinder  they  sta}-  told,  wliile  the  stems  (ib\iate  the  necessity  for  warming 
them  witli  the  liands.

The  idea  of  liasing  a  i|iiiet  olfuc  ;if  hdini'  where  he  (ould  dictate 
letters  and   hold   conferences   uninterrupted    proved   successful.

Ser- 
vant-' ro(im>  and  >tairs  to  them  were  added  in  ;i  small  rear  w'inj;. 
The  fir.4  lloor  then  was  L^iven  over  to  a  front  livin.u;  room,  a 
(linin.g  room,  with  |)antry  and  kitchen  hehind.  Off  the  dinin.L; 
room  was  huilt,  so  that  it  jirojedi'd  into  a  corner  of  the  garden, 
a  gla-^ed-in  ,-ummer  house  that  serve.-  as  an  additional  living 
room.  I'p-tairs  fcnir  hatlis  were  installed,  the  third  Hoor,  once 
servant-'  room-,  iieing  arranged  as  family  lied  chambers.

"Kno'kl  Knoikl"  can  scarcely 
he  phu'ed  in  silence,  nor  (an  one  long  keep  dumli  around 
"Monopoh"  <ir  "1-lingo".  '1  he  harriiades  of  car(l-])la_\'ing 
i|uietude  seem  aliout  to  fall  hefore  the  after-dinner 
shouters. 

And  \et  thei'e  are  guest.-^  who,  when  am'  kind  ol  game 
is  suggested  after  dinner,  ht'gin  to  ^-hriNel  up  hehind  their 
shirts. 

What's  the  poor  ho-tess  to  do.-^ 

Tiii:i<:i:  are  lioste:-ses  who  si't'm  (jlisessed  with  a  }'earn- 
ing  for  organized  fun.  'I'he\'  are  tlu'  paper-(ap  and 
iioise-maki'r  girls,  and   e\'eryhod\-   )inisl   phiy   something. 

Jhis  is  the  most  di'Wistating  kind  of  hostess. 

'Ihei'i'  are  Iio,~t('sses  who,  at  the  other  extreme,  consider 
diat  period  immediatele  after  dinner  as  an  hour  to  be 
dex'oted  to  digestion  and  a  sprinkling  of  jioliti — ver) 
polite  and  (k'lorous — njn\'ersalion. 

.\nd  thei'e  are  ho.stesses  who,  knowing  the  wa}s  of  their 
guests,  either  |iro\'i(le  for  all  kinds  of  after-dinner  amuse- 
ment or  lii'ing  together  friends  in  groups  according  to 
their  post-prandial  predilei  tions.  Vnr  some  guests  cards 
and  games  can  lie  set  out,  tlu'  \\a\'  one  sets  out  a  tahle  of 
whiske)'  and  si. da,  and  the}'  laii  take  it  or  leave  it  alone. 

I'hose  who  want  to  talk  can  talk  and  those  who  want  to 
])lay  tan  pla_\-  and  nohody's  feelings  are  hurt.  This,  liow- 
ever,  generall}-  applies  to  a  large  Jiarty,  for  there  is  noth- 
ing more  dismal  than  tlu'  sight  of  six  out  of  eight  guests 
ha\-ing  tun  and  the  two  midh -gruMiers  sitting  in  siliMue. 
After  all,  guests  make  the  ])arty  as  well  as  the  hostess. 
Then  again  the  game-pla}ing  set  can  he  invited  at  one 
time  and  the  (onver>ation  set  at  another.  Eacli  set  usualh' 
product-  il>  leaders.  'Jhe  game-ters  invariahlv  develop  a 
romp  who  leads  the  shouting,  and  there  is  usually  some 
guest  who,  without  becoming  a  bore,  lets  herself  go  and 
li'ads  the  talking.  While  the  hostess  can  start  the  con- 
vt'rsational  ball  rolling,  she  ought  to  let  the  guests  take 
it  over.  To  a  ifrtain  degree  a  hostess  .should  be  seen  and 
not  heard. 

But  one  has  t(j  be  careful  about  brilliant  conversation- 
alists. Once  a  New  York  hostess  invited  three  of  them — ■ 
all  men — to  a  dinner  party.  Scarcely  had  coffee  been 
si-rved  than  the  battle  of  tongues  began.  Gradually  one, 
who  \vas  about  to  be  silenced,  remembered  that  his  doctor 
had  ordert-d  him  to  lied  early,  and  he  retired.  Then  it  was 
a  two-some.  By  ten-thirty  one  of  the  remaining  contenders, 
having  taken  many  a  conversational  right  hook,  went  into 
the  M'lence  and  disappeared,  leaving  the  third  cock  of 
the  walk.  .\  memorable  evening,  to  lie  sure,  lait  what  a 
battk'  of  brilliance  and  haw  utterlv  \vearit>d  we  all  were! 


It's  an  art,  this  .selection  of  the  right  guests.  Sometimes 
they  are  selected  because  the}'  have  the  same  general  in- 
terests. Conversation  with  them  comes  easil)'.  Again  a 
hostess  may  invite  people  who  a])parently  haven't  the 
slightest  contact  of  interest  and  find  thev  get  along  beau- 
tifully. ]\Iost  of  us  travel  in  little  crowds  and  it  is  good 
occasional!}'  to  juml.le  them. 

The  Russians  of  the  old  da}S  followed  a  custom  that 
solved  all  these  j)roblems.  When  a  hostess  wanted  to  give 
a  part}'  she  invited  a  guest  of  honor  and  he  invited  the 
guests.  In  that  wa}'  a  congenial  group  was  asseml)lcd  and 
( onversation  assured. 

Down  in  Bermuda  once  dwelt  and  labored  a  fine  old 
parson — the  last  of  a  long  line  of  Port-drinking  parsons 
— who  had  a  neat  trick  to  aid  conversation.  To  his  famous 
Thursda}'  luncheons  he  invited  sometimes  twenty,  some- 
times thirty  peo])le.  His  long  table  was  stretched  across 
the  room  and  down  the  middle  he  l)anked  flowers  so  high 
that  you  had  to  talk  to  the  gue.st  each  side  of  you.  There 
was  ver}'  little  shouting  across  the  Tilies. 

CoxvERS.-MTON  at  table  is  one  thing,  but  conversation 
afterward  a  more  difficult  problem.  If  it  goes  high- 
brow (which  God  forbid!)  some  are  bored.  If  the  topic 
is  business  (which  God  spare  us!)  there's  no  rest  from 
what  we  do  all  day  long.  A  dash  of  gossip  now  and  then, 
if  it  isn't  malicious,  can  spice  an  evening — but  then  there's 
a  difference  between  gossip  and  scandal.  Scandal  ought 
to  be  ruled  out.  Get  a  n:an  or  a  woman  on  their  hobby 
and,  if  they  don't  ride  it  hard,  they  are  usually  interesting 
— even  stamp  collectors  and  gardeners.  Wiien  a  hobbyist 
becomes  informative,  he  ought  to  be  turned  off. 

Banter  can  till  an  evening,  I)Ut  for  this  you  want  wit, 
and  wit  is  one  of  the  Heaven-sent  blessings  bestowed  on 
the  Irish.  You  can  usually  count  on  it  that  a  man  or 
wonian  with  Irish  blood  will  carry  on  brilliant  conversa- 
tion— even  if  they  are  talking  about  them.selves.  Often 
that's  when  they  are  most  brilliant! 

THERE  was  a  time,  a  few  years  back,  when  grim  card 
playing  threatened  e.xtinction  to  the  art  of  good 
talk.  Perhaj^js  it  was  one  of  the  collateral  evils  of  Pro- 
hibition, when  people  drank  .sj)irits  to  e.xcess,  and  an 
excess  of  spirits  never  sharpened  conversation.  Today  we 
are  learning  to  relish  and  enjoy  w'ines,  and  good  wines 
with  good  food  are  the  most  able  abetters  of  good  talk. 
One  was  pretty  sure  to  go  glum  after  bathtub  gin,  but 
nothing  can  loose  the  tongue  for  pleasure  more  than,  say, 
a  glass  of  Pouilly-Fuis.se  with  the  ti.sh  and  a  good  red 
Burgundy  such  as  Richebourg  with  the  roast,  topped  off, 
when  the  fruit  is  served,  with  a  Chateau  Climens  or  a 
(rusted  Port  or  a  brown  Brual  Madeira. 

These  noble  tipples  warm  the  cockles  of  the  heart.  They 
make  you  love  your  fellow-man.  And  that,  after  all,  is  the 
basis   from  which   all   good  conversation   should  spring.

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HAS  your  cook  ever  tumbled  from  the  kitch- 
en Uidder  or  perhaps  cut  her  hands  jjick- 
ing  up  the  pieces  of  your  prized  Wedgwood 
])hitter?  Has  your  shower  ever  shot  forth  live 
steam  and  scalding  water  upon  your  guest  who 
happened  at  the  moment  to  be  under  it?  Has 
vour  dog  ever  evinced  a  sudden  dislike  for  the 
postman  and  sunk  his  teeth  into  the  ankle  of 
tlie  man  who  never  rings  twice? 

Accidents  will  luippen.  But  even  after  the  in- 
juries have  healed  and  the  tem])orary  emixir- 
rassment  of  the  moment  has  been  forgotten, 
their  repercussions  are  apt  to  eclio  through  tlie 
law  courts. 

If  the  injured  party  supjilements  tiie  minis- 
trations of  his  physician  with  advice  from  his 
lawyer,  the  accident  ceases  to  be  a  social  jirohlem 
and  Ijecomes  part  of  that  complicated  ant!  fas- 
cinating game  known  as  "the  law".  Now  tiie 
accident  is  considered  in  accordance  with  a  set 
of  rigid  rules  and  is  spoken  of  in  such  strange 
terms  as  "licensee",  "invitee"  and  "attractive 
nuisance",  all  of  which  have  a  meaning  that 
may  reflect  upon  the  pocketbook  of  the  home 
owner,  who  has  now,  most  unfortunateh-  for 
liim,  liecome  tlu'  "Jcfeiulniil". 

Like  most  complicated  fields  of  law,  the  rules 
wliich  determine  when  an  injured  party  may 
recover  damages  start  from  a  simple  and  under- 
standable principle.  The  home  owner  may  be 
held  liable  only  if  the  accident  was  in  some  way 
caused  by  his  negligence.  If  it  was  purely  an  un- 
avoidable accident,  then  the  injured  party  must 
bear  it  with  a  stiff  u[)per  lip  and  without  the 
solace  of  money  damages.  Legal  recovery  is 
based  upon  fault.  The  difficulties  begin  when 
we  admit  that  there  are  innumerable  kinds  and 
degrees  of  negligence,  and  that  the  duty  of  the 
home  owner  to  exercise  care  is  different  for  dif- 
ferent people. 

Your  milkman,  for  instance,  ])resents  quite  a 
prol)lem.  He  comes  in  the  nigiit  when  darkness 
increases  all  hazards.  He  deposits  your  daily 
allotment  of  milk,  cream  and  butter,  disturbs 
your  slumber  by  his  rattling  of  bottles,  and  de- 
])arts.  You  have  never  seen  him,  and  very  likely 
may  never  see  him.  But  the  law  places  you  under 
a  peculiar  duty  to  him.  While  he  is  on  your 
j)remises  }0u  have  a  greater  responsibility  for 
his  life  and  limb,  tlian  )-ou  have  for  the  safety 
of  your  wife's  bridge  partners,  your  old  college 
chum,  or  vour  mother-in-law. 


For,  in  legal  terminology,  the  milkman  is  dig- 
nified witii  tile  impressive  title  of  business  visi- 
tor and  }-ou  are  required  to  exercise  more  solici- 
tude in  safeguarding  a  business  visitor  than  a 
mere  gratuitous  licensee  which  is  the  law"s  de- 
preciative  description  of  social  guests.  Youi' 
friends  }-ou  need  onl}'  ])rotect  from  hazards 
which  are  known  to  }ou;  }our  business  visitors 
must  jje  guarded  against  both  known  dangers 
and  dangers  which,  in  the  exercise  of  due  dili- 
gence, you  might  have  been  able  to  discover. 

Your  door  step  may  be  l)roken,  }et  because 
you  usually  use  the  garage  entrance,  }()u  niav 
not  have  discovered  the  break.  If  your  milkman 
discovers  it  for  you  and  breaks  his  leg,  or  jK'r- 
haps  onl)'  barks  his  sln'ns  in  doing  so,  tlie  law 
will  re(|uire  )()U  to  dig  into  }'our  jeans  to  console 
your  milkman  for  his  injuries.  But  if  the  discov- 
ery is  made  by  your  wife's  sister's  cousin  who 
lias  come  to  sip  tea  and  while  away  an  afternoon 
you  have  no  responsibility  in  tiie  matter.  If  she 
had  been  injured  after  you  had  learned  of  the 
break  and  had  failed  to  repair  it  proniptl}',  siie 
may  have  recovered  from  you.  But  before  }()u 
learned  of  the  dangerous  condition,  \'ou  were 
not  under  a  duty  to  any  mere  social  guest  to  re- 
pair it.  You  owe,  say  the  courts,  a  liigher  degree 
of  duty  to  A'our  milkman  tlian  to  }our  wife's 
sister's  cousin. 

Your  cook,  as  may  be  ex])ected,  fall>  into  the 
same  categor}'  as  }-our  niilkinan,  Siie  is  a  l)Usi- 
ness  visitor;  l)Ut  she  is  also  a  servant  (strangel_\- 
enougli  the  technical  legal  description  is  in  or- 
dinary Engli.sh).  As  a  servant  she  assumes  all 
the  normal  risks  of  her  occuj)ation.  When  the  fat 
jumps  from  the  pan  and  she  is  burned,  she  ma\' 
not  run  to  court,  becau.se  that  is  a  hazard  of  her 
emi)]()yment.  If  a  ladder  lireaks  and  she  i>  in- 
jured, tlie  question  is  more  coni])licated.  Her 
employer  is  liound  to  use  reasonable  care  to  pro- 
vide a  sturdy  ladder,  l)ut  the  cook  is  bound  not 
to  ascend  unless  she  believes  the  ladder  safe. 

To  trespassers,  you  of  course  owe  practical]} 
no  duty  whatsoever.  If  anyone  chooses  to  in- 
vade your  property  and  tramiile  over  \our 
grounds  without  so  much  as  a  "by  }()ur  lea\'c" 
tliey  do  so  at  tlieir  own  risk.  If  tliey  are  injured 
that  is  tiieir  hard  luck,  unless  the  trespassers 
hajipen  to  be  cliildren.  For  tiiem  tlu'  law  may 
apply  a  different  set  of  rules.

WlllLE  it  i-  line  that  there  is  much  thrill  in  growing  the  new 
and  initried  \arietie?,  yet  many  Rose  lovers  preler  investing 
their  ganlen  budget  in  varieties  to  which  time  has  added  tlie  patina 
ol  (juality  and  aihiplal)ility  to  his  conditions.  The  process  is  slow,  as 
>ehl()in  two  reasons  in  succession  are  alike,  and  it  takes  several  years 
(il  varied  conditions  to  average  the  score  and  qualify  a  new  variety 
satisfactctry  lor  general  and  permanent  use. 

One  of  tlie  most  important  features  of  the  French  Rose  Societv  is 
an  annual  review  ol  the  Ros(>s  disseminated  five  years  previouslv, 
anil  in  that  >>liort  lap>e  of  time  ca>ualties  are  already  formidable. 
\\\  America  none  of  those  foreign  novelties  are  introchiced  in  com- 
nieice  without  a  ])reliminary  test  by  our  nurserymen,  but  that  test 
i>  bv  no  means  final;  it  is  onlv  a  first  process  of  elimination.  This 
explains  whv  a  relatixclv  i-mall  numi)er  of  the  annual  crop  of  nov- 
elties (»f  the  world  actually  sees  American  distribution,  and  of  these 
(|iiite  a  leu  are  onlv  of  ej)h(*meral  appearance,  '"extras"  in  the  Rose 
mo\  ie>. 

ll  i>  generally  agreed  that  nio>l  new  Ixodes  are  good  at  their  point 
ol  origin,  but  how  far  ihev  will  tra\(d  from  there  is  the  im|)ortant 
(pie>[ion.  riiey  have  to  face  ])ubli(t  favor,  ])redilections  or  ]nejudices 
ol  colors,  \aried  climate  and  soil  conditions.  Ease  or  diilicultv  ol 
culture  are  also  great  factors,  and  >ome  of  the  mo>t  b(>autiful  Roses 
ha\e  I  alien  by  the  wayside  because  they  recjuired  elaborate  culture 
which  only  a  lew  fans  were  willing  or  able  to  give  them. 

in  order  to  bring  to  date  a  list  of  Roses  which  time  lias  consecrated 
a>  "old  standbys""  and  worthv  of  our  modern  gardens,  we  go  back 
to  the  '"Standardized  Rose  Names"  ])ul)lished  by  the  American  Rose 
Society  in  1921.  fifteen  years  ago,  and  then  we  will  dissect  the  in- 
troductions of  each  year  up  to  1930.  That  list  of  1921  comprise^ 
oxer  2000  Hybrid  Teas,  and  we  only  find  30  which  have  survived 
to  our  days  as  live  commercial  varieties:  in  other  words  only  30 
\arieties  the  ]nd)lic  demand  for  which  is  sufficient  to  warrant  nursery- 
men growing  them  and  offering  them  in  their  catalogs.  Let  us  bear 
in  mind  that,  after  all.  the  public  at  large  is  the  supreme  court  of 
la-t  resort  which  decrees  the  varieties  to  be  dropped  and  the  ones 
In  be  grown.  The  nurseryman  ]u\s  to  be  conservative  and  grow  only 
\  a  rieties  that  he  knows  he  will  sell.  A  noveltv  mav  be  forced  upon  the 
public  by  extensive  publicity,  but  its  permanence  depends  upon  its 
leccption  by  the  liome  grower,  generally  based  on  long  run  per- 
loruiancc  .  These  30  \arieties  which  can  be  considered  as  standard 
lixiiiK'-  in  our  Rose  gardens  are —

Wv.  w  ERE  strolling  through  Bobbing  Court,  the  Kent 
garden  of  the  late  ^^'.  R.  Dykes.  It  was  Iris-time. 
\\'e  had  come  to  inspect  seedlings  D}kes  had  not  lived  to 
see.  George  Dillistone,  treasurer  of  the  Iris  Society,  was  in 
the  group  and  the  Murrells,  who  also  have  many  splendid 
Irises  to  their  credit  and,  towering  al)ove  us  all,  the  jjatri- 
arch,  George  Yeld,  his  long  white  beard  tossed  carelessly 
b}-  the  breeze. 

Finally  we  stopped  before  a  }ellow  Iris.  Its  falls  showetl 
purple  blotches.  I  said  I  didn't  like  them.  "But  it  can't 
help  them,"  IMr.  Yeld  whis])ered.  "Its  ancestors  were  like 
that."  Just  as  if  you  said  condolingly  of  a  youthful  dyj)- 
somaniac,  "Well,  his  grandfather  drank  too." 

It  gave  an  insight  into  the  vast  knowledge  some  of  these 
plant  hybridizers  carry  with  them,  especially  a  man  of 
such  wide  experience  as  Mr.  Yekl,  who  has  been  hyf)ridi/- 
ing  Iris  over  fifty  years. 

In  this,  the  first  of  a  series  of  short  profiles  of  Moi  -who 
make  our  fiowcrs,  House  &  Garden  chooses  to  honor 
George  Yeld  because  he  is  the  ideal  hybridizer.  \Miile 
many  men  in  the  nurser\'  and  sejd  trade  have  created  some 
of  the  noblest  and  most  interesting  flowers  and  shrubs  with 
whiih  our  gardens  are  enriched,  it  is  the  amateur,  the  sci- 
entifically-minded amateur,  who  appeals  first  to  us. 

The  true  hybridizer  doesn't  just  make  his  crosses  will}- 
nilly.  A  knowledge  of  parentage,  of  the  laws  of  heredit\ 
and  a  wide  ac(|uaintance  with  plant  habits  go  into  the 
equipment  of  the  ideal  hybridizer.  Besides,  he  must  have 
infinite  ])atience  and  a  hard  heart.  Goethe  said  that  the 
real  arti.st  kills  his  own  children.  The  real  hybridizer 
pos.sesses  not  alone  the  eye  to  see  the  one  worth  while  seed- 
ling in  a  thousand  but  also  the  ruthlessness  to  destroy  all 
the  rest.  This  ruthlessness  is  the  mark  of  successful  h\- 
bridizers,  whether  they  be  Edward  Steichen  in  his  Del- 
phinium fields,  or  Grace  Sturtevant  in  her  Irises  or  J.  H. 
Nicolas  among  his  Rose  seedlings  or  Prof.  Saunders  with 
his  Peonies.  The  successful  hx-bridizer  is  known  by  what 
he  destroys. 

He  may  also  be  known  by  his  good  si)ortsmanship.  He 
is  aware  that  his  prize  l)eauty  of  this  year  may  he  supersed- 
ed by  someone  else's  creation  a  year  from  now.  He  is  con- 
stantly elevating  his  standards  or  seeking  a  new  ideal  t}']>e. 
Only  once  in  a  blue  moon  does  popularity  follow  a  hybrid 
for  a  long  time.  Mr.  Yeld  is  uni(|ue  in  this  experience.  His 
"Asia,"  distriljuted  twenty  years  ago,  still  wins  prizes  at 
flower  shows. 

What  vastly  stretching  fields  of  ruthlessl}-  destroyed 
seedlings  lie  behind  Mr.  Yeld's  achievements,  no  one  but 
he  can  know.  For  not  alone  has  he  been  successful  in  hy- 
bridizing Iris  but  he  is  equally  famous  for  his  achieve- 
ments in  Daylilies,  the  Hemerocallis. 

A  schoolmaster  in  Yorkshire — and  a  brilliant  one  thev 
say — he  found  leisure  to  begin  his  work  with  Irises  in

1883.  Out  of  the  hundreds  of  tlu]U>ands  of  seedlings,  he 
has  chosen,  u])  to  the  present,  over  forty  worth)'  of  recog- 
nition. "'Memor}'"  was  among  the  earliest,  followed  by 
"Arac"  and  "Neptune"  and  "Forester."  Those  still  ranked 
as  headliners  are  "Lord  of  June",  1911;  "Asia",  lOK); 
"Emir",  1918  and  "Sir  Michael",  1925.  The  la>t  was 
named  for  Sir  ^Michael  Foster,  cjne  of  the  earliest  of  En- 
glish Iris  hxbridizers.  To  him  Mr.  Yeld  owes  the  inspira- 
tion that  plunged  him  into  making  Iris  crosses  in  the 
neighborhood  of  fift}"  years  ago. 

The  Iris  work  started,  Mr.  Yeld  turned  his  attention  to 
Daylilies.  He  began  hybridizing  Hemerocallis  aljout 
1890,  using  three  native  strains — H.  flava.  Jhiniorlicrii 
and  Middeudorpii.  By  1892  he  had  produced  "Ajiricot", 
the  first  h}-brid  Daylily  of  record  and  still  one  of  the  best. 
Then  have  followed  "Gold  Dust",  "Orangeman",  "Tan- 
gerine", "Halo",  all  in  U>0(),  with  "Miranda",  "Win- 
some", "Radiant'',  "Aurelia"  and  "PxTrha."  in  later  }ears. 
In  1930  he  produced  two  smaller  types — "Miniken"  and 
"Moidore",  from  crossing  the  tinx-  //.  ikuih  and  the  wild 
type  H.  fliiva. 

While  others  have  worked  in  this  same  field — Bertrand 
Farr,  Amos  Perry,  Willy  Muller,  A.  B.  Stout,  Carl  Bet- 
scher,  Franklin  B.  Mead  and  ]Mrs.  Thomas  Nesmith, 
George  Yeld  still  leads  the  Daylily  procession. 

Beside  all  this,  ]\Ir.  Yeld  has  maintained  a  lively  interest 
in  Rock  Gardening.  For  many  years  he  edited  the  .Al|)ine 
Society  Journal.  He  was  the  first  jjresident  of  the  English 
Iris  Society.  Little  wonder  that  in  1925,  the  Royal  Horti- 
cultural Society  gave  him  its  high  award — the  Yictorian 
Medal  of  Honor. 

Though  his  years  are  mounting  up  toward  the  century. 
Mr.  Yeld  still  writes  prolifically  al)out  his  favorite  flow- 
ers, writes  with  the  same  wide  knowledge,  subtle  wit  and 
keen  standards  of  judgment  that  make  him  such  an  agree- 
able companion.

If  eU'N'ators  were  alwa\s  installed  in  houses  at  the 
linu'  the\-  were  huilt,  there  would  lie  no  S])ecial  proh- 
lem  in\ol\-e(l,  "\'our  architect  could  include  one  in  the 
plan  as  easil\-  as  he  would  prox'ide  an  extra  closet. 
iUit  sue  h  is  rather  seldom  the  case.  More  often  the  con- 
x'eniencc  and  usefulness  of  an  elex'ator  is  recognized 
some  time  aftc'r  the  house  has  lieen  huilt,  and  such 
recognition  is  in\arialil\'  followed  h\'  the  i|uestion, 
"Where  could  we  ]iut   it .'"

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A  vcr_\'  sensible  jiroccdure,  in  case  ynu  have  not 
yet  huilt  your  house,  is  to  ask.  your  arehiteet  to  provide 
a  space  wlierc  an  elevator  might  suljsequentl}-  he  in- 
stalled, even  if  you  do  not  want  one  installed  immedi- 
atel}-.  Such  i)rovision  need  not  involve  any  waste  of 
space,  as  storage  or  coat  closets,  or  even  extra  sjiace  in 
the  halls,  make  it  usable  until  such  time  as  the  elevator 
is  ])ut  in  place. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  your  house  is  alread}'  built 
and  if  you  are  confronted  with  the  problem  of  installing 
an  elevator  in  a  house  which  apparently'  was  never 
designed  for  one,  j'ou  need  not  be  discouraged.  Most 
home  elevators  installed  by  the  various  manufacturers 
have  been  placed  in  just  such  houses,  and  the  engineers 
have  become  very  ingenious  at  solving  the  problem 
of  "where  to  put  it". 

Every  house,  of  course,  presents  its  own  individual 
])roblem.  Manufacturers  will  gladly  send  trained 
representatives  to  make  a  survey  and  recommend  a  i)rac- 
tical  solution.  So  man}'  and  varied  are  these  solutions 
that  we  could  not  attempt  to  picture  all  of  them;  in- 
stead, we  show  on  these  pages  a  few  topical  examples 
of  how  it  might  be  done.  Other  plans  will  readily  sug- 
gest themselves,  depending  on  the  type  and  size  of 
ecjuipment  used. 

Much  could  be  written  aliout  the  various  types  of 
elevators,  some  of  which  we  have  included  in  our 
diagrams.  There  are  elevators  of  large  and  small  capac- 
ity; enclosed  elevators,  in  which  the  car  travels  in  a 
shaft,  and  open  elevators  in  which  the  car  is  guided  U[) 
and  down  by  means  of  a  vertical  rail.  There  are  ma-

OXK  of  the  advantages  of  the  Geortiian  style 
of  architecture  is  that  it  can  be  interjireted 
in  so  many  \va\s.  This  house,  for  example,  is  a 
free  interpretation  and  includes  many  details 
familiar  to  tiujse  who  know  old  Georgian  houses 
here  and  in  England. 

The  wall.;  are  brick  veneer  painted  white, 
the  roof  slate,  the  window-sash  steel  frames 
set  in  wood.  Green  slnitters  give  finish  to  the 
windows. 

One  reaches  the  house  through  an  entrance 
court  which  is  protected  l^y  a  high  brick  wall 
with  open  work.  This  forecourt  is  paved  witli 
brick  laid  in  the  old  Roman  overlapping  tish- 
scale  design. 

The  garden  side  has  a  wrought-iron  gallerx' 
and  a  slightly  Ijowed  window  which,  by  the 
way,  is  a  pronounced  Georgian  feature. 

In  mass  (architects  alwa}s  speak  of  houses 
and  buildings  as  "mas.ses")  the  hou.se  consi.sts 
of  a  main  structure  with  two  supporting  wings. 
One  is  a  service  wing.  Beyond  tliis  a  trellised 
arljor  leads  to  the  owner's  garage  with  space 
for  one  car.  Other  cars  are  housed  in  the  garage 
at  the  stable  group.  Tlie  other  supporting  wing 
has  a  sun-porch  with  the  master's  Ixith  and 
dressing  room  in  the  peak  of  the  gable. 

This  house  resulted  from  a  successful  and 
sympathetic  cooperatitm  between  the  owners — 
who  knew  what  they  wanted — and  the  profes- 
sions. Mr.  Embury  was  architect,  Margery  Sill 
Wickware,  decorator,  the  Rutli  Dean  As.soci- 
ates,  landscape  architects,  and  Edward  C.  Em- 
bury did  the  game  room  murals.  For  interior

'I  he  se(  (ind  t_\pe  of  air  i  onditionim^  ma\'  he  termed 
the  auxiliary  systi'iii.  In  this  type  thi'  heating  s_\-s- 
tem  is  practicall)'  indi'pendent  of  the  air  (ondition- 
inu;  .s\-stem.  Heat  is  ])rovided  li\-  a  radiator,  or  convec- 
tor,  svstem  and  conditioned  air  is  circulated  through 
ducts.  The  air,  hi'sides  heint^  filtered  and  humidified 
in  till'  conditioner,  is  tempered  l)\'  a  heatint^  coil  from 
the  hoiler.  In  mild  weather  and,  of  course,  in  summer, 
the  conditioiuT  ma\-  he  opt'rated  independenth'  of  tlu' 
heatin.ti  s\stem. 

I  he  au-xiliarv  t\|n'  offers  a  considerahle  range  (jf 
teinjierature^  throui^iiout  tlu-  various  rooms  of  the 
house.  The  heating  elements  in  the  indi\-idual  rooms 
may  he  made  adjustahk',  l)\-  nu  aiis  of  orifice  valves,  to 
supi)]y  relati\'ely  much  or  little  heat,  as  desired.  'l"he 
kitchen  might  he  set  for  (kS  ,  the  dining  room  tor  70 
and  the  li\'ing  room  for  75  ',  for  e\ampli',  in  projjor- 
tion  lo  the  relative  (tegri'es  of  activity  in  those  rooms. 
The  air-conditioning,  heing  relieved  of  the  task  of 
heating,  would  he  uniform  in  all  rooms  where  sU|)|)lied, 

If  the  owner  selects  this  t\pe  of  S}-stem,  tln'refore, 
he  ma}-  install  hrst  the  heating  units  and  sub.se- 
(|Ucntly  the  air-(  onditioning.  He  would  he  well  ad- 
vised, howe\'er,  if  he  is  huilding  a  new  house  to  [)r()- 
\i(le  (huts  to  an\'  seiond-lloor  rooms  which  he  plans 
later  lo  (ondition.  These  (huts  add  \'er\'  little  to  the 
expensi'  if  installed  at  the  tinu'  tlu'  walls  are  heing 
erec  ted  and  sa\'e  considerahle  troul  lU'  later  on.  Thctirst 
tloor  du(t>  do  not  (ijn--titule  much  of  a  ]irol)lem  and 
need  not  he  |iro\i(led  luitil  the  air  conditioner  is  jHit  in. 

The  third  tvpe,  (ailed  the  split  system,  combines 
two  methods  of  heating,  both  of  which  derive  their 
heat  from  a  single  boiler.  Certain  rooms — bathrooms, 
kitchen,  garage,  and  sometimes  the  whole  second  tloor 

are  heati'd  In'  radiation.  ( )ther  rooms  are  air-con- 
ditioned li\-  a  sxstem  of  ducts,  the  air  being  heated  by 
a  mil  lo(  ated  in  the  conditioner. 

In  describing  these  sxstems  we  beliex'e  we  have 
made  it  clear  that   if  \()u  are  bu\'ing  a  new  heating 


Tfie  "auxiliary  tyP®"  ^i''  concJitioning  system  utilizes  botfi  ra(Jia- 
tor,  or  convector,  tieat  and  the  circulation  tfirough  ducts  (shown 
in  gray)  of  filtered,  humidified,  tempered  air.  In  mild  weather, 
and  in  summer,  the  air  may  be  circulated  independently  of 
the  radiator  heating  system.  During  the  heating  season,  orifice 
valves  on  the  radiator  will  permit  regulation  of  the  heat  sup- 
ply in  individual  rooms  to  meet  varying  needs.  A  cooling  coil 
and   dehumidifier  may  be  included   in  the   conditioning  system 
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"Direct-fired"  air  conditioning  is  a  refinement  of  the  old-fash- 
ioned gravity  hot  air  system  which  bears  little  relation  to  its 
bulky,  undependable  forbear.  Warm  air,  filtered  and  humidi- 
fied, is  circulated  quietly,  under  constant  pressure,  to  all 
the  rooms  in  the  house  (kitchen,  bathrooms  and  garage  may 
have  individual  vents  to  exhaust  the  air).  Return  ducts  are 
shown  In  this  drawing  in  gray,  supply  ducts  in  white.  Sum- 
mer cooling    and   dehumidification    equipment  may   be   added 


]ilant  }0U  need  not  take  any  steps  whicli  will  he  wasted 
when  \-c)u  subse(iuentl_\'  incoriiorate  air-tonditionint;. 
However,  it  is  imiwrtant  that  you  tell  your  architeet 
or  heating  contractor  what  you  j)lan  eventually  to 
provide  in  the  way  of  air-conditioning  so  that  they 
may  design  the  sxstem  accordingly  and  install  such 
equipment  and  connecti(jns  as  should  proj)erly  he 
huilt  in  at  the  time  of  construction.  The  remaining 
elements  of  the  S}'stem  can  then  easily  be  added  to 
form  a   complete,   balanced   air  conditioning  s\stem. 

Regardless  of  the  system  used  there  must  be  some 
ty|)e  of  automatie-  fuel  burning  e(|uipment — auto- 
matic, becau.se  uniformity  of  temperature  and  (|uick 
respon.se  to  control  are  necessary.  In  every  air  contli- 
tioning  s\stcm  the  controls,  such  as  thermostat,  ai|Lia- 
stat,  etc.,  are  of  prime  importance. 

There  are  man\'  types  of  automatic  fut'l  bLuning 
e(|uii)nient  on  the  market  which  are  readily  adapted 
to  meet  conditioning  requirements  and  which  also  in- 
cor])orate  all  \car  'round  domestic  water  heating. 

1.  There  is  the  highl}'  efficient  gas  furnace  which 
is  com]iletely  automatic  and  readily  usee!  with  condi- 
tioning eijuipment.  This  type  includes  the  specially 
designed  gas  furnace  as  well  as  the  coal  furnace  using 
gas  conversion  burners.  l"he  gas  heating  s\sti'm,  be- 
sides being  one  of  the  cleanest,  has  many  advantages 
which  favor  its  u.se  with  air  conditioning  e(|uipment, 
chief  among  these  being  its  excellent  methods  of  con- 
trol. Relative  cost  of  the  fuel  must,  naturally  be  con- 
sidered. 

2.  There  is  the  oil-burning  furnace  which  is  com- 
])lctely  automatic  and  very  successfully  used  with 
conditioning  equipment.  The  oil  burner  is  a  mechan- 
ical device  for  ])rc)ducing  heat  automaticalh-  and 
safely  from  licjuid  fuels.  'J'here  are  two  connnon  t\pes 
of  oil  burners;  gun  and  rotary  burners,  and  there  are 
specially  designed  oil-burning  furnaces  in  which  a 
different  burning  principle  is  em])loyed,  the  emulsi- 
fied oil-air  mi.xture  being  introduced  at  low  jiressure 
into  the  large  combustion  chamber  of  the  boiler.  This 
is  said  to  insure  quietness  and  complete  combustion. 

The  ,gun  ty]je  burner  is  characterized  by  an  air 
tube,  usually  horizontal,  with  the  oil  supply  pipe  cen- 
trally located  in  the  tube  and  so  arranged  that  a  sprav

Against 
it  has  been  massed  shrubbery  and  trees. 
At  the  corner  opposite  the  glassed-in 
linrch  is  a  platform,  with  garden  chairs 
and  umbrella,  a  favorite  spot  from 
which  to  review  the  garden,  the  houses 
an<l  towering  skyscrapers.

intriguing  name  fif  the  ntirnct'ivc  nui- 
.uiiirr  doctrine.  It  was  originally  devel- 
oped by  the  courts  to  impose  liability 
upon  railroads  for  accidents  wdiich  oc- 
curred because  turntables  had  been  left 
unlocked.  If  you  lived  near  a  railroad 
center  when  you  were  a  child  you  will 
rememlier  this  now  fast  disa]jpearing 
device  for  swinging  an  engine  around. 
The  turntables  had  an  irresistible,  and 
often  fatal,  attraction  for  children. 
They  loved  to  climb  upon  them,  start 
the  machinery  and  go  round  and  round. 
Hut  every  so  often  a  child  would  be 
thrown  from  the  table  and  crushed  in 
the  ])it  in  which  it  revolved. 

The  chiklreii  were  obviously  tres- 
jiassers  and,  under  tlu-  established  law 
the  raihoa<l  had  no  responsibility  for 
their  injury  or  death.  The  courts,  how- 
ever, felt  that  .something  had  to  be  done 
to  compel  the  railroads  to  lock  the 
turntables  or  keep  them  guarded.  They 
therefore  invented  a  new  legal  rule, 
called  it  the  doctrine  of  the  attractive 
nuisance  and  ini|)Osed  large  verdicts 
ujion  railroads  which  left  their  turn- 
tables unprotected. 

In  many  states  this  doctrine  has  been 
applied  to  home  owners  and  if  children 
are  injured  while  playing  with  an  at- 
tractive nuisance  on  your  property,  you 
may  be  held  responsible  even  though 
you  have  done  nothing  to  cause  the  ac- 
cident, and  the  children  are  actually 
trespas.sers  on  your  land.  .\n  attractive 
nui.sance  is  anything  that  may  be  dan- 
gerous and  that  attracts  children.  It 
may  be  a  twisted  tree  whose  branches 
form  a  labyrinth  into  which  the  neigh- 
bor's children  love  to  climb.  It  may  be 
an   incompleted  foundation  at   the  rear 


of  your  property  (the  place  where  you 
intended  to  build  a  cottage  for  the  gar- 
dener). In  any  event,  if  there  is  any- 
thing on  your  property  which  might 
jirove  dangerous  and  in  which  children 
customarily  play,  the  law  charges  you 
with  the  duty  to  fence  it  off  to  keep  the 
children  out,  or  in  some  other  way  to 
see  that  its  dangers  are  removed. 

All  of  these  rules  have  certain  catch 
words  which  enable  lawyers  to  talk 
as  if  they  were  certain  about  the  law, 
when  actually  they  can  tell  very  little 
about  the  outcome  of  any  case  until  the 
vrrdiet  has  been  rendered.  What  is  neg- 
ligence? Was  the  broken  door  stej) 
something  you  could  have  with  reason- 
able care  discovered?  Should  you  have 
known  your  dog  was  vicious?  These 
([uestions  make  every  law  suit  a  gamble. 

The  answers  are  given  by  the  twelve 
good  men  and  true  who  have  been  im- 
paneled to  sit  as  a  jury.  A\"hen  all  is 
said  and  done,  it  is  not  rules  of  law,  luit 
the  temper,  mood  and  digestion  of  that 
cross  section  of  humanity  sitting  in  the 
jury  bo.x  \vhich  decides  whether  or  not 
an  owner  is  legally  responsible  for  in- 
juries sustained  on  his  property. 

There  is  only  one  way  that  the  owner 
of  property  can  secure  protection  from 
actions  for  damages  and  that  is  by  in- 
surance. It  is  strange  that  fire  insur- 
ance should  be  universally  accepted  and 
that  liability  insurance,  which  is  equal- 
ly imiiortant,  .should  be  so  frequentl.\ 
disregarded  l)y  owners  of  homes.  A  fir. 
may  destroy  your  home,  but  an  acci- 
dent, followed  by  a  large  money  judg- 
ment for  damages,  may  not  only  taki 
your  home  but  may  al-so  strip  you  of 
practically  all  your  earthly  possessions.

Another  feature  of  the  mtiin  floor  i; 
the  tiny  liliiaiy.  This  is  to  <aiabli 
k'atlur  to  "oel  away  from  il  all."  The 
diminutive  si/e  serves  lo  discourage 
visitors  and  its  iinsition  offers  a  chance 
hir  the  old  gentleman  to  sneak  in  and 
out  wilhoul  lieini;  seen,  'i'here  arc  t\vc| 
coal  clnsels  in  the  hall,  one  for  visilorslj 
and  one  for  the  family.  'I'iic  telcphon 
may  lie  answered  from  cither  the  li\ 
ing    room    or    llie    recreation   room. 

Ifpstairs  there  may  he  leojtimaU 
criticism  that  there  is  no  natural  day- 
li.i;lit  ill  the  hall,  licsidc  being  doncl 
for  ((ononiy's  sake,  the  bedroom  doors 
are  left  npin  anyway  during  the  day 
sn  that  it  becomes  not  re;illy  a  halll 
bul  simply  a  corridor  between  the 
\arious  rooms. 

The  master's  bedroom  has  long! 
closets  for  each  of  its  occupants.  And 
in  the  hay  window  there  is  a  dressing 
table  for  .Mother  and  a  desk  for  Father.l 
This  terrace,  looking  out  as  it  does 
over  the  garden,  would  be  very  usable, 
Their  bathroom  al.so  serves  the  guestl 
loom.  This  is  jiartly  so  that  during  the 
great  majority  of  the  time,  when  there 
are  no  house  guests,  these  two  rooms 
may  be  used   as  a  suite. 

The  d.iughter's  room,  also  to  the 
south,  is  sriuarc,  making  it  a  very 
pleasant  little  place  for  her  to  primp 
or  entertain  a  friend.  She  has  a  ter- 
race with  a  high  parapet  on  the  north 
and  west  for  .sun  bathing. 

The  two  terraces  to  the  north  an<l 
east  may  he  used,  but  most  people 
would  sim]ily  roof  them  over  as  decks. 
A  terrace  is  only  as  good  as  its  out- 
look and  on  so  small  a  lot  your  own 
garden   is  llie  only  dependable  outlook.

Flower  Painter  to  Queen  and  Empress 


AmoXC.  our  finest  examples  of  old 
llnwi  r  prints  are  those  made  frnm  ihe 
Imely  watei -( oliii  s  of  I'ierre  Joseph 
Kedoute.  We  fei  1  th.il  a  few  facts  on 
the  life  and  works  of  this  unique  flower 
artist,  tlie  "Raphail  of  Roses",  would 
not   be   without    inti-resl. 

]>orn  in  the  little  town  of  .St.  Hulieil 
in  I'lelgium  in  1"-^'',  rieiie  Joseph 
Kedoute  found  himself  in  an  artistic 
atmosphere  fiom  his  earliest  years, 
.Memheis  nf  his  family  fnr  several  gen- 
eialinns  haii  been  artists.  In  his  im- 
mediate family  his  father  and  brothers 
were  all  artists,  and  from  his  father  he 
le, lined  the  jiiimiiiles  of  drawing  and 
|iainting   while  still  a   \ery  young   hoy. 

l!ut,  like  so  many  other  artists,  he 
fell  thai  the  little  town  of  his  birth 
offered  no  great  s<  ope  In  either  his 
talenis  or  .amnitions.  We  are  told  that 
he  spent  his  boyhood  in  I'landeis  anil 
llnll.md  where  he  delighted  in  visiting 
the  museums  and  cathedrals.  In  his 
hnme  he  acipiiied  some  reputation  for 
lioitiail  painting  and  had  nuiny  sitters. 
.\nd  yet  he  was  only  hfteen  years  old 
w  hen  he  set  out   for  I'aris. 

lie  tarried  letters  of  introduction 
fidin  promimiit  persons  thai  would 
have  aidecl  him  tn  establish  lumself  in 
Paris.  Dreaming  over  his  future,  he 
forgot  the  letters,  ami  they  must  have 
been  Inst  enroule,  for  he  arrived  with 
only   his  talent   lo  recommend   him. 

Fortunately  an  elder  brother  w.is 
established   there.  This  brother  was  in 


great  demand  as  a  ])ainter  and  dcc- 
niatnr  of  interiors,  and  painted  the 
walls  and  ceilings  of  many  a  lovely  old 
French  hotel  with  the  garlands  of  flow- 
ers, baskets  of  Roses  and  the  jjastoral 
SI  flies  so  much  in  vogue  at  that  period. 
With  these  the  young  Pierre  Joseph 
lu  Iped   his  brother. 

This  type  of  work  did  not  altogether 
please  him.  Il  was  loo  restrained,  and 
he  feared  lo  lose  that  sure  and  delicate 
Puuh  that  was  his  in  the  field  of  his 
own  (hoosing,  flowers  and  fruits. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  celc- 
hialed  botanist  LTIcritier,  for  it  was 
he  who  persuaded  Redoute  to  devote 
himself  entirely  lo  flower  painting,  in 
whiih  he  so  excelled,  not  only  for  the 
beauty  nf  his  coloring  but  for  the  ac- 
curacy of  his  drawdng.  One  of  the  first 
botanical  works  illustrated  liy  Redoute 
was  "Stirpes  Novae",  ftu'  which 
I.'Herilier   wrote   the   text. 

l''rnm  then  on  he  de\'0led  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life  lo  the  flowers  that 
he  painled  so  exquisitely.  He  had  the 
good  fortune  to  iiass  his  life  in  some  of 
the  most  beautiful  gardens  of  his  day, 
ind  ihe  flowers  that  he  jjainted  were 
those  with  which  he  had  lived  intimate- 
ly  and    Inved. 

The  beauty  of  his  drawings  attracted 
the  attention  of  Oerarde  Van  Spaen- 
donck,  one  of  the  greatest  flower  paint- 
ers of  all  time.  Redoult:  was  asked  to

rJoute.  He  also  instructed  her  daughters, 
the  princesses,  iir  this  art  which  was 
so  inuih  of  a  iiart  of  a  young  lady's 
education  in  those  days.  The  princess 
!Marie,  who  was  an  ardent  .sculptor, 
often  left  her  cold  jilastcr  for  the  warm 
and  gracious  watir-colors  of  flowers, 
in   whiih  she  excelled. 

'J'he  Queen  of  Pelgiuni  called  Re- 
doute "my  good  master".  When  she  left 
France  to  become  queen  she  spent  some 
of  her  last  leisure  monienls  jxiinting  a 
bou(|uel  which  she  had  chosen  and  ar- 
ranged in  an  ingenious  emblem  and 
which  she  presented  to  Redoute  as  a 
grateful  souvenir  from  liis  royal  pupil. 
In  return  Redoute  has  dedicated  one 
of  his  rarest  and  most  beautiful  works 
to  the  "Kline  <les  Pelges."  'I'his  book, 
calk'd  the  "('lioix  de  Soixantc  Roses", 
was  imblished  just  four  years  liefore 
his  death. 

A  touching  story  is  told  of  Marie 
Antoinette  which  shows  us  that  among 
her  last  anrl  most  a.nreeable  moments, 
the  llowi  rs  she  loved  pl.iyed  a  part. 
Clothed  only  in  an  old  black  <Iress  and 
a  ]>air  of  stockings  which  she  meiideil 
lierself,  she  jiassed  the  last  hours  of  her 
life  imprisoned  in  a  damp  and  gloomy 
cell  in  the  old  Concicrgerie.  .\  kind 
woman,  Madame  Richards,  had  charge 
of  her.  Not  without  danger,  she  Jiro- 
cured  each  day  for  her,  whom  it  was 
not  permitted  to  call  otherwise  than 
the  widow  Capet,  a  boui|uet  of  flow- 
ers. She  brought  her  the  flowers  she 
loved  best — Tuberoses,  Gillyflowers  and 
Carnations.  The  good  woman  was 
found  out,  denounced  and  thrown  in 
]iris(in. 

,\KTIST   .AND   BOT.VXIST 

Redoute's  name  has  been  most  often 
linked  with  that  of  the  Empress  Jose- 
jihine,  wife  of  Napoleon  I.  Josephine 
was  passionately  fond  of  flowers,  and 
when  ]Malmaison  was  hers  to  do  with 
as  she  liked  she  created  one  of  the  finest 
gardens  in  France.  To  this  garden  she 
attached  a  famous  botanist,  Ventenat, 
and  a  famous  artist,  Re<loute.  Her 
garden  was  fille<l  with  rare  plants  from 
all  over  the  woild,  but  her  chief  de- 
light was  in  Roses.  In  KSOO  only  one 
lumdud  varieties  were  known.  Of  these 
at  least  one-third  were  of  the  single 
variety.  In  18i5  she  succeeded  in  form- 
ing what   was  then  a  unique  collection 


of  Roses.  In  her  Rose  j.^aiden  site  unit| 
some  two  hundred  and  lifly  varietii 
She  iiupiuieii  all  the  latest  noveit 
fiom  k.ngland  and  Holland.  Owin: 
her  interest  in  the  Rose,  compctitii 
became  very  keen,  and  this  ilowi 
w  hich  had  been  hitherto  little  cultivati 
in  France,  became  the  leading  Frenil 
tlouer.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
KS2S  the  number  of  varieties  had  ii| 
creased  to  2500  and  by  1845  to  501 
Today  wc  should  not  be  far  off 
Liiving  the  number  of  varieties  i| 
111,000.

tt.xt,  and  in  these  twenty  copies  all 
the    plates    were    colored    by    RedouJ 
himself.    One    very    special    copy    wa 
printed  on  vellum  and  to  this  was  adda 
all    the    original    drawings.    It    is   sal 
that   the   Empress    Josephine   acquire] 
this  copy  for  the  sum  of  84,000  franc 

The  most  beautiful  of  all  his  booll 
is  'Tes  Roses",  for  which  he  made  1/1 
drawings.  It  is  not  generally  knowl 
that  a  few  co]iics  of  this  work,  (I 
which  only  100  copies  were  printeJ 
1  ad  the  text  in  English.  If  you  ha\| 
any  of  these  lovely  Roses  you  arl 
without  any  doubt,  looking  at  a  ro:| 
that  giLW   in   Josephine's  Garden. 

.■\fter  the  Roses  his  next  lovelieJ 
book  is  "Choix  des  Plus  Belles  Fleursl 
published  in  Paris  in  1827  and  dedl 
rated  to  the  princesses  Louise  ani 
^larie  d'Orleans.  It  has  144  flower  anI 
fruit  jirints  and  ainong  them  you  wil 
find  more  Roses  and  all  your  favorit| 
ijarden  flowers  as  well.

outstanding  of  whom  were  P.  Bess; 
Madame  Vincent  and  Pascal.  The  fir: 
of  these,  Panacre  Bessa,  was  co-arti 
with  his  master  in  the  illustration 
several  fine  botanical  works,  anion 
others  "Traite  des  Arbres  et  Arbustcs' 
with  500  fine  colored  plates.  He  ah 
illustrated  several  very  fine  books, 
which  the  best  known  is  "L'Herbier  d 
I'Amatcur",  with  600  colored  engraving] 
of  flowers. 

Madame  Henriette-.'Xntoinette  "Vinj 
cent  was  born  in  Brest.  She  was  a  pup 
of  Redoute  and  "Van  Spaendonck  ani] 
became  herself  a  teacher  of  flowe 
painting.  She  has  left  us  two  of  th 
most  beautiful  collections  of  flowe 
jirints  that  were  ever  done.  They  arj 
.iniong  the  rarest  of  all  flower  prints 
Her  entire  printed  work  consists  of  onl; 
about    fifty   plates.

devoted  himself  for  more  than  65  years 
of  his  life,  up  until  the  time  of  his 
death.

request,  promised  him  that  he  should 
have  it.  Rut  with  tlie  customary  routine 
of  administration  a  dry  and  brutal 
refusal  was  written  out.  Handed  to  the 
Minister    with    other    papers,    it    was 


signed  witliout  being  noticed.  So  su, 
prised  and  indignant  was  Redoute  c 
receiving  this  reply  that  he  fell  ill.  Tw 
days  later,  on  June  19th,  1840,  he  die 

.\mong  others  of  talent  and  fan 
w  lio  will  be  always  remembered,  he  lii 
in  the  quiet  old  Paris  cemetery  of  Pci 
Lachaisc. 

Perhaps  no  better  epitaph  for  th 
great  flower  artist  could  be  found  tha 
certain  lines,  written  by  himself,  in  tt 
jireface  of  one  of  his  finest  works:  ' 
here  consecrate  my  paintings  to  tl- 
disciples  of  botany,  to  the  rivals  of  ir 
dustry,  the  friends  of  art,  the  lovers  ( 
nature  and  to  the  pupils  devoted  to  tli 
study  of  an  art  that  my  illustrious  pr« 
decessor,  Van  Spaendonck,  has  carrie 
so  far,  and  to  which  I  have  given  a 
my  love  in  exchange  for  a  little  fame

We  would  suggest  tliat  you  stain  the 
floors  a  dark  brown  and  paint  the  walls 
yellow  with  off-white  woodwork,  ilake 
the  drajH-ries  of  chintz  in  red,  yellow 
an<l  green  an<l  do  an  ui)holstercd  chair 
in  red  linen  with  a  white  trim.  You  can 
use  hooked  rugs  or  rag  rugs  in  colors 
that  will  go  with  tlie  chintz.  Or,  if  you 
cari)et  the  floor,  do  it  in  green.  Have 
a  while  l)rds]iread  in  candlewick  or  a 
knitted    f.diiie. 

Color  Scheme  for  Outside   Paint 

jl/y  lioiiie  is  Iniilt  of  Bedford  stone 
up  to  tlie  second  story.  This  second 
story  is  of  shingles  at  the  present  time, 
painted  a  reddish  l>ro-en.  This  needs 
painting,  and  I  have  almost  decided  to 
do  it  in  a  shade  matching  as  nearly  as 
possible  the  stone  shade  -eitli  i,.'indo-:.i' 
saslies  in  robin's  egg  blue.

in  most  cases,  regular  greenhouse  cor 
d  it  ions,  and  there  are  so  many  factor 
to  be  considered  that  we  should  advis 
consulting  a  good  book  on  the  subjec 

Occasionally  fair  results  can  be  ha 
by  taking  cuttings  in  the  late  Fall  an 
keeping  them  in  sand  in  a  tight,  shade 
coldframe  through  the  Winter  and  fo 
lowing  Spring,  when  some  of  theiu  ma 
be  sufficiently  rooted  to  be  planted  ot 
in  good  soil.  For  this,  take  cuttings  c 
the  current  season's  wood,  with  a  sma 
sliver  or  "heel"  of  last  year's  wood  a 
their  butts.  Remove  all  the  needles  fror 
the  lower  third  of  each  cutting  and  Sf 
upright  in  the  sand,  press  the  sani 
firmly  about  them,  water  well,  and  kee 
the  frame  closed  so  as  to  lessen  evapo 
ration  from  the  cuttings.  The  length  c 
the  cuttings  varies  from  two  to  si 
inches,   depending  on  the  species. 

We  do  not  know  of  any  preparatio 
for  destroying  cutworms,  but  they  ai 
usually    controlled    by    putting    bits 
])oisoned  bran  mash  on  the  soil  surfai 
around   the   ))Iants.

The  Sjianish  and  Silx'rian  Iris  can 
be  jilanled  in  any  good,  reasonably 
well-draincfl,  somewhat  acid  soil.  All 
l.\']>es  should   receive  full  sun. 

In  general,  the  best  Iris  fertilizer  is 
bone  meal,  combined  with  a  little  old, 
tlioidunldy  dcciimposed  manure.

tine  and  Mary  Wallace;  and  one  Poly- 
anlha,  Lafayette,  are  with  us  today. 
Four  other  Hybrid  Teas  had  a  spurt 
because  of  their  color  but  jieople  soon 
tired  of  their  poor  jilant  liabits. 

1922  gave  the  world  120  names,  of

NEW   SITES  FOR  OLD  HOUSES 

By    THOMAS    HAMILTON    ORMSBEE 


>UBSTANTIAI-  old  houses,  built  by 
raftsmen  who  knew  how  to  achieve 
eauty  by  restraint,  lined  the  straggling 
ingle  street  of  a  forgotten  New  Eng- 
nd  village.  Their  construction  and 
he  care  with  which  ornamental  detail 
if  doors,  windows  and  cornices  had 
leen  executed  bespoke  similar  niceties 
vithin,  despite  weather-beaten  walls 
nd  general   disrepair. 

"What  good  are  they  ?"  My  grand- 
ather,  with  whom  I  was  making  a 
lentimental  journey  to  his  liirthplace, 
ut  short  my  admiration.  "If  they  were 
here  men  could  earn  incomes  ade- 
luate  to  support  them  it  would  be 
lifferent.  But  here—!  Before  1800  this 
iva.s  a  prosperous  town.  A  man  made 
noney  and  built  a  fine  house.  He  could 
ifford  to.  Squire  Fulham  would  turn 
in  his  grave  if  he  could  see  his  mansion 
the  home  of  Polacks  and  fast  falling 
into  its  cellar.  The  town  is  dead  and 
the  houses  soon  will  be.  Beauty !  I  see 
leaking  roofs  and  rotting  sills." 

Twenty-five  years  ago  fine  old  houses 
were  indeed  doomed  to  die  with  the 
town,  but  today  it  is  a  different  story. 
With  motor  trucks  and  modern  methods 
a  Mahomet  act  can  be  accomplished. 
Old  houses  beached  by  changing 
economic  currents  are  moved  from  im- 
poverished localities  and  unattractive 
neighborhoods  to  new  sites  where,  un- 
der present-day  conditions,  families  of 
adequate  incomes  can  enjoy  them  as 
year-round  homes  and  dwell  in  them  as 
nicely  as  did  the  original  owners. 
\\  here  once  such  moving  was  only  pos- 
sible for  men  of  great  wealth  or  heavily 


endowed  museums,  it  is  I>eing  done 
today  in  competition  with  new  building 
for  men  of  average  income. 

Just  as  moving  full-grown  trees  is  an 
art  made  commercially  possible  by  20th 
Century  nurserymen,  so  dismembering 
and  reconstructing  old  houses  as  a 
practical  undertaking  has  come  into 
being  within  the  last  decade.  Further, 
a  small  group  of  men  within  the  antique 
trade  have  become  specialists  in  this 
work.  Finding  old  houses  that  can  be 
bought  for  removal  is  the  easiest  part  of 
their  work.  Taking  them  down  and 
putting  them  together  again  is  where 
their  skill  and  experience  come  into 
play.  No  two  old  houses  of  our  colonial 
or  early  republican  days  were  built  just 
alike.  Their  craftsmen-builders  had 
their  own  structural  tricks  and  ways 
of  working.  Nothing  was  standardized, 
everything  individualized.  So  dismem- 
bering and  reassembling  their  houses 
requires  sound  mechanical  skill,  pa- 
tience and  flair.  Otherwise,  irreparable 
damage  will  be  done. 

The  men  who  specialize  in  this  type 
of  construction  have  two  methods  of 
work.  The  first  consists  of  carefully 
taking  the  old  house  apart  bit  by  bit, 
marking  each  by  number  and  color  so 
it  can  be  returned  to  its  exact  location 
when  construction  is  under  way.  By 
the  other,  known  as  flaking,  roofs,  side 
walls  and  partitions  are  cut  into  as 
large  sections  as  can  be  transported  by 
heavy-duty  motor  trucks  and  then  put 
back  in  place  on  the  new  site  much  as 
a  portable  structure  is  assemliled.

Whether  a  house  is  to  be-  dismem- 
berecl  o]-  llaked,  everylhiiii;  removable 
is  lakeii  out.  Doors,  window  sashes, 
tiim  (other  than  i)iiiwHiisK  ^s  well  ;is 
liardwarc   tmd   the   like,   are   shifted   to 


a  dry  shed  or  barn  and  there  stored 
until  reconstruction  has  |iro.nressed  far 
enough  for  them  to  be  returned  to  their 
proper  i)ositions. 

Now  everything  is  ready  for  the 
ch.imatic  tearing  apart.  With  fluking, 
ihe  roof  and  walls  are  marked  off  in 
gicat  sciuarcs  related  to  the  timber 
framework  beneath.  Then  it  is  only  a 
matter  of  sharp  saws,  mu.scle  and 
patience  before  the  house  has  been  re- 
duced to  panels,  loaded  on  trucks  and 
started  toward  the  new  location.

The  task  is  not  as  siniiile  with  clis- 
membering,  but  it  too  starts  at.  the 
ridge  pole  and  gradually  works  to  thi- 
sills,  ^\^lile  one  crew  is  clearing  away 
the  roofing,  another  is  taking  off  the 
exterior  siding.  If  this  happens  to  be 
the  old  wide  clapboards  great  care  is 
e  xercised,  as  they  are  original  and 
weirth  using  again.  This  may  or  may 
not  be  true  of  the  weatherboarding  un- 
derncath  as  old  builders  were  wont  to 
cconomi/e-  by  using  slabs  or  second- 
hand hmiber  where  it  wouldn't  show. 
(  )n  the  other  Iiand,  where  the  exterior 
siding  is  of  shingles  the  side  walls  un- 
<leincath  are  often  of  wide,  soft  wood 
plank.  These  take  the  place  of  both 
weatherboarding  and  sujiporting  stu<ls 
and  are  of  course  numbered  in  sequence 
and  carefully  removed  to  be  used  again 
for  the-  same  purpose.  Shingles,  whether 
roof  or  sidewall,  are  never  saved.  They 
are  invariably  too  weather-beatc-n  tf^be 
practical.  Lath  and  jilaister  are  also  dis-

loss  as  they  are  usually  in  bad  order 
and  would  have  to  be  replaced. 

If  the  studding  is  in  good  condition 
it  is  used  again,  but  if  it  is  badly 
warped  or  of  oak  it  is  left  behind.  Oak 
aged  for  a  hundred  years  or  more  is  a 
good  substitute  for  concrete.  Driving 
nails  in  it  just  cannot  be  done.  When 
the  studding  is  taken  out,  all  window 
frames  and  doorways  are  removed  and 
stored  for  future  use. 

Xow  comes  the  removal  of  stairways, 
featherboard  partitioning,  flooring  and 
paneling,  in  order  mentioned.  Offhand, 
one  would  schedule  the  latter  as  one 
of  the  first  things  to  be  takeri  out  but 
the  building  ways  of  the  old  workmen 
make  it  impossible.  As  a  means  of 
stopping  drafts  they  put  all  paneling 
in  from  joist  to  joist,  that  is,  below  the 
upper  surface  of  the  flooring  and  above 
the  lower  surface  of  the  ceilings.  After 
floors  and  ceilings  are  out  it  is  a  sim- 
ple matter  to  loosen  all  paneling  and 
take  it  out  in  large  units.  Wherever 
possible,  whole  side  walls  are  removed 
as  single  pieces.  The  stairways  are  also 
taken  out  intact,  especially  the  more 
elaborate  one  in  the  front  hall.  Loaded 
on  a  truck,  they  are  taken  away  as  a 
unit.  Prying  loose  the  old  wide  flooring 
is  a  difficult  operation.  The  original 
Iiand-wrought  nails  have  rusted  fast 
and  if  too  much  leverage  is  used  the 
boards  will  split.  It  is  here  that  the 
flair  for  taking  old  houses  apart  comes 
in,  and  men  accustomed  to  the  process 
do  manage  to  salvage  the  old  flooring 
with  surprisingly  little  damage. 


.■\t  the  same  time  the  paneling  makes 
its  exit,  the  large  hearthstones  are 
pried  from  position  and  moved  on 
planks  and  rollers  to  a  waiting  truck 
and  all  that  remain  are  the  chimney  and 
timber  skeleton.  Oddly  enough  the  con- 
struction of  the  latter  is  much  like  that 
of  a  modern  steel  structure  with  eight-, 
ten-  or  twelve-inch  timbers  hewed  from 
tall  trees  replacing  steel  girders  and 
with  mortises,  tenons  and  pins  taking 
the  place  of  angle  irons  and  rivets. 

By  this  time  each  joint  of  the  frame 
has  been  numbered  and  given  its  color 
code.  Now,  with  a  simple  derrick  and 
plenty  of  ropes  and  pulleys,  the  job  of 
dismembering  the  frame  commences. 
The  pins  that  make  the  mortise  and 
tenon  joints  tight  are  pulled  or  driven 
out.  Starting  with  the  roof,  rafters  and 
purlins  come  first.  Then  the  yardarms 
that  brace  the  plate  and  summer  beams, 
followed  by  these  timbers  themselves. 
Second-floor  joists  come  next,  to  be 
followed  by  the  corner  posts.  Each  of 
these  main  structural  timbers  must  be 
removed  with  caution  and  ingenuity. 
There  can  be  no  sawing  apart  or  prop- 
er re-erection  will  be  impossible. 

The  first-floor  rafters  and  sills,  the 
main  timbers  that  rest  on  the  founda- 
tion walls,  are  usually  too  badly  decayed 
to  be  used  again.  The  general  practice 
is  to  use  new  timbers  for  these  mem- 
bers, so  the  old  ones  are  left  behind. 

While    this    work    is    progressing,    a

How  to  get  bathrooms  in  recon- 
structed houses  is  a  nice  game  of  in- 
genuity for  both  owner  and  architect. 
I'erhaps  there  is  a  small  bedroom  that 
can  be  divided  and  provide  baths  for 
two  main  bedrooms.  Again,  by  shift- 
ing the  location  of  a  partition  but  a 
few  feet,  space  for  a  bath  can  be  found. 
In  one  old  house,  once  a  tavern,  the 
dance  hall  on  the  second  floor  was  re- 
duced by  nearly  ten  feet  and  the  space 
made  into  a  combination  bath,  and 
dressing  room.  Thus  the  rural  ball- 
room has  been  translated  into  a  large 
master  bedroom  with  all  present-day 
appurtenances.  In  another  house,  a 
dark  storage  space,  six  by  eight  feet,  be- 
came an  ex'celletit  bath  by  having  a 
window   cut    in  the   exterior   wall. 

In  the  all-important  question  of 
kitchen  and  servant  quarters,  be  mod- 
ern from  start  to  finish.  The  old  farm- 
house kitchen  was  both  living-room  and

Whh  the  plans  for  re-erection  com- 
plete, everything  is  ready  for  a  second 
raising  of  the  old  timber  frame.

(These  steps  of  course  apply  to 
a  structure  that  has  Iieen  takeii  apart 
piecemeal,  as  with  a  flaked  house  the 
I  oofs  and  walls  are  returned  to  posi- 
tion as  panels  and  making  the  cracks 
of  the  cutting  tight  is  the  only  other 
operation   necessary.) 

Such  features  as  the  main  stairway, 
panelings,  etc.,  having  been  cleaned 
and  repaired,  are  now  brought  in 
through  large  o|ienings  in  the  side 
walls  and  put  in  place  licfore  enclosing 
is  coni|)lete.  There  are  two  schools  of 
thought  regarding  the  installing  of 
window  frames.  The  fust  <!ors  not  hold 
with  modernizing  llicm  in  the  least, 
while  the  other  believes  in  adapting 
them  for  weights  and  sasli  cords.  Where 


this  is  done,  the  old  frame  is  cut  in 
half  vertically  and  a  new  e.xterior  with 
weight  bo.xes  and  all  applied.  To  have 
windows  that  will  rai.se  and  lower  in 
other  than  a  guillotine  manner  is  of 
course  an  advantage,  but  it  is  a  ques- 
tion whether  so  much  loss  of  the  an- 
tic|ue  is  desired. 

After  enclosing  is  completed  and  the 
interior  ])artitions  are  in  place  the  lath- 
ers and  jilaslerers  make  their  apjiear- 
ancc.  According  to  taste,  wood  or  metal 
lath  or  any  one  of  the  various  jilaster 
boards  can  be  used  as  foundation  for 
the  plaster. 

The  ne.xt  details  are  the  window  sash, 
interior  trim  and  the  final  siding  of  the 
outside  walls.  Whether  the  latter  is  to 
be  old  clapboards  or  new  material,  the 
underboards  ought  to  lie  covered  with 
a  good  sheathing  jiaper  or  quilting  for 
insulating  against  cold  winds  of  Winter 
and  the  hot  .sun  of  Summer. 

In  taking  the  old  house  a])art  a  bit 
of  siding  may  give  a  clue  to  the  or- 
iginal color  outside  while  under  the 
various  coats  of  ]iaint  and  jiajier  in  the 
interior  the  owner  may  get  glimpses 
of  the  scheme  of  decoration  when  the 
house  was  young.  We  may  not  realize 
it,  but  17lh  Century  Americans  were 
]iartial  to  color  in  the  home  and  used 
a  number  of  very  effective  off-shade 
tints  now  largely  forgotten.  If.  in  de- 
molishing, these  can  be  discovered,  and 
samples  jireservcd  lo  lie  niatclieil  later 
on,  the  results  \\i\\  be  authentic  and 
at  the  same  time  give  the  house  an 
individuality  and  atniosjilure  that  will 
not   be  met   with  elsewhere.

;is  ever  they  were.  When  living  in  the 
(iiuntry  1  :ilways  made  wild  cherry 
lii;indy  in  bulk  and  pultinf^  it  into  at- 
iKiclive  I  lot  lies  offered  it  to  friends  as 
(liristinas  K'f'^-  Ma<lc  with  a  .syrup  of 
siiKar  ;iiid  fine  hrandy  it  was  as  good 
;is  ;iny  liqueur  I  ever  tasted.  The  chcr- 
I  ies  themselves  were  <lark  and  uni)alat- 
;ihle,  lull  they  f;;ive  to  the  li(|ueur  the 
f.iiiilly  liillcr  n;ivor  th;il  ;id(le(l  to  its 
i]i;nnis.  Motorists  lietweeii  Montreal 
.111(1  (,)uel)ec  in  ;\ugust  will  surely  note 
the  frie/e  of  small  hoys,  rampant 
;iu;;iiiisl  a  liaekground  of  hooked  rugs, 
ih:il  lines  tile  roadside.  Each  has  a 
li.isket  filled  with  cornucopias  of  red- 
dish wild  cherries,  and  their  cries  of 
'ii'  cell',  iV  ren',"  (five  cents)  ring 
;ihove  the  noise  of  the  motor.  We  pur- 
(  luised  and  tried  to  eat  these  bitter 
wares,  but  one  bite  of  these  cherries  was 
enough.  Jiut  .some  one  must  like  them 
or  there  would  not  have  been  so  many 
(onfidently  vociferous  little  boys,  and 
we  did  indeed  meet  many  walkers  along 
the  road  who  carried  branches  of  the 
fruit  and  ajjpeared  to  be  consuming 
them  willi  reli.sh. 

From  the  white  blooms  of  the  Elder 
was  fn;ide  a  thdicious  and  delicate  wine. 
Elder  flower  water  was  also  made,  and 
was  sovereign  for  keejiing  the  com- 
plexion in  good  condition,  vinegar  from 
the  pale  blossoms  was  esteemed  in  chest 
.iinietions,  ;md  :i  cooling  lotion  to  ease 


liiuises  was  concocted  by  pouring  boil- 
ing Wilier  over  the  blossoms.  They  were 
.sometimes  also  mixed  in  the  batter 
of  pancakes.  Indeed,  the  Elderberry 
bush,  so  generally  now  ignored,  was 
one  of  the  country  dweller's  first  friends 
in  need.  Small  wonder  it  is  found  so 
frequently  clustered  about  old  farm- 
stead,s,  screening  the  pig-sties  and 
veiling  heaps  of  refuse  and  discarded 
f;irm  wagons.  Even  the  young  buds  and 
shoots  were  pickled  and  made  into 
sala<l.s,  the  leaves  and  Iiark  had  their 
u.ses  and  the  berries,  while  making  a 
wine  less  good  than  the  flowers,  were 
still  thought  well  of  and,  well  blended 
with  sjiices,  they  were  made  into  pies, 
jiuddings,  chutney  and  ketchup.  And 
it  was  a  crop  that  never  failed,  what- 
ever might  hapjien  to  the  more  temjier- 
amental  strawberries  and  rasplierries. 
The  Mulberry  in  this  country  at  least 
is  surely  the  forgotten  fruit.  I  know 
of  no  use  that  is  now  made  of  the  teem- 
ing fruit  of  this  prolific  tree.  The  na- 
tive Mulberry,  Morns  rubra,  is  widely 
distributed,  and  when  the  colonists 
found  it  to  be  so  plentiful  in  the  stark 
new  land  they  were  elated,  having  in 
mind  the  easy  feeding  of  the  profitable 
"silke-worme",  but  the  leaves  of  our 
Mulberry  were  found  unsuitable  to 
these  fastidious  "beastes".  But  the 
thrifty  colonists,  doubtless  remembering 
to  how  many  uses  was  put  the  Euro- 
pean Mulberry  (in  Eitgland  they  were 
raised  under  glass  as  well  as  in  tlie 
open),  did  not  let  it  go  to  waste.  I  find 
recipes  for  wine,  brandy,  pies,  jam, 
puddings,  syrup  of  Mulberries,  honey 
of  Mullierries,  and  ways  to  jjre.serve 
them  whole.  One  wonders  a  little  at  all 
this  for  it  has  to  be  confessed  that  the 
l;iste  of  the  fruit  is  insipid.  Doubtless 
spices  are  the  answer,  freely  used,  and 
I  note  that  the  wine  was  fortified  by

A  stretch  almost  anywhere  along  the 
Atlantic  coast  will  yield  the  resourceful 
housewife  much  valuable  material  for 
several  uses.  There  she  will  find  the 
bunched  gray  Bayberries  for  manufac- 
ture into  scented  candles;  Cranberries, 
inevitable  accompaniment  to  the  nation- 
al domestic  bird,  and  the  plump  bloomy 
little  Beach  Plum.  Baybcrry  candles  are 
still  sold  locally,  the  Cranberry  bog  has 
come  to  be  an  important  enterprise  in 
certain  localities,  and  I  know  of  no 
jams  or  jellies  that  e.xcel  those  made 
from  the  P)each  Plum.  They  have  a 
wild  tartness  and  a  faintly  bitter  flavor 
that  add  immensely  to  their  zest  and 
make  them  especially  acceptable  to 
serve  with  meats.  In  May  the  Beach 
Plum  bushes  flutter  over  the  dunes  and 
along  the  beaches  like  so  many  expec- 
tant brides,  arrayed  in  purest  white.  In 
the  late  summer  the  red-purple  fruits 
hang  thickly  and  are  easily  harvested.

"  Tossuins  and  'simmons  come  to- 
gether an'  bofe  is  good  fruit."  .\ny  one 
born  southwards  will  remember  llow 
the  tall  round-headed  rersimmon  tries 
are  the  objei  t  of  interist  not  only  to 
'possum  and  piikaninny,  but  to  many  a 
"white  chile".  IJut  the  opossum  prob- 
ably luw'er  makes  the  mistake  of  eating 
the  fruit  before  the  frosts  haye  had  a 
ill, nice  lo  act  upon  its  unpleasing  qual- 
ities. '1  his  I'.mnot  be  said  of  the  greedy 
speciniens  of  huinaiiity,  black  or  while, 
who  lime  ami  again  get  for  their  pains 
a  inoulh  full  of  "fur"  and  an  oddly  con- 
torted faie.  .\  i.ill  peisinnnon  trc'c  stood 
in  the  midsl  of  our  Sweet  Potato  patch 
in  .Maryland  .iiid  wry  expeiieiice  liiwer

The    persimmon,    Diospyrus   virgi 
iaxuiu,  mu.st  have  been  one  of  the  £ 
fruits  to  be  noted  by  the  hungry  settlcj 
for   it   is   frequent   in  open  woods  a^ 
sandy  jil.ices  from  Rhode  Island  sou 
wards.    Hut    I   never   knew'   of  any  il 
being  made  of  the  fruit  save  as  a  ml 
for   the   casual   wayfarer,    the    childi 
and  the  oiiossums.  ;\n  early  traveler 
Virginia,  however,  wrote  home,  "Tl,i 
have  a  plum  which  they  call  pcssimi; 
like  a  medler  in  England  but  of  a  deep 
tawnie  colour."  .And  after  describing  ti 
strange  effect  of  it  when  eaten  unri 
he  .goes  on  lo  say  that  when  it  is  ri 
il  is  "a  reasonable  pleasant  fruit  soirj 
what  lushious.  I  have  seen  our  peo] 
[lUt  them  into  their  baked  and  .soddj 
jiuddings;    there  be   those   whose  tasi 
allows   them   to   be   as  pretious  as  tj 
1-higlisli    .\]iricock."    I    have    search, 
through    many    old    cook    books    but! 
ha\e  found  no  uses  for  the  "pessimin 
in  early  colonial  cookery.

\ery  little  the  meaning  of  pirivacy  in  his 
home  grounds,  but  he  is  learning  from 
the  luiroiiean  and  the  .Asiatic.  The  aji- 
preciation  of  it  comes  with  the  older 
civilizations.  We,  a  new  civilization, 
will  want  it  more  and  more  as  we  learn 
to  understand  il.  Even  now  we  feel  the 
neetl  of  quiet,  relief  from  the  rush  of  life. 
.\nd  there  is  no  quiet  without  jirivacy. 

To  obtain  privacy,  jdaiit  along  your 
boundaries  to  hide  the  garage  ne.xt  door. 
I'laiit  out  the  front  street.  Endcavor 
to  kee[)  opieii  any  attractive  views  of  the 
neighbors'  lawns  and  trees,  imless  by  so 
doing  your  own  jirivacy  is  ilestroyed. 
If  .so,  jilant  out  the  views.  Privacy  of 
your  outdoor  areas  is  as  essential  to  a 
well-ordered  place,  however  ,s]nall,  as 
the  privacy  of  your  dining-room. 

Xext  determine  one  or  two  (or  per- 
haps three)  vistas  running  the  direction 
of  your  longest  dimension.  By  vista,  or

Take  a  view  and  partly  obstruct  it, 
a  jnoci'ss  that  always  makes  the  view 
more  distant.  The  art  is  to  show  that! 
there  is  something  to  be  seen  but  to 
make  the  observer  proceed  in  order  to- 
see  more  clearly.  Try  another:  the  ele- 
ment of  surprise.  It  helps  to  give  3.

seem  greater  tlian  it  really  is,  an  illusion 
in  perspective.  Do  tliis  with  the  greatest 
of  care,  and  don't  get  caught,  for  a 
faked  perspective  that  is  noticeable  to 
the  ej'C  is  anything  but  attractive. 

A  gateway  at  the  end  of  an  a.xis 
brings  to  the  mind  of  the  observer  the 
feeling  that  it  leads  to  something  lic- 
yond,  and  with  this  feeling  there  is  an 
added  feeling  of  distance. 

In  the  color  scheme,  remember  that 
blue  and  mauve  flowers  when  placed 
far  off  seem  further  away  than  they 
arc  in  reality.  And  remember,  too,  that 
the  foliage  of  small-leaved  trees  antl 
slirubs  when  planted  at  a  distance  ap- 
pears to  be  further  away  than  the 
foliage  of  coarse  leaves.  In  other  words, 
the  foliage  of  the  Locust  at  the  end 
of  an  a.xis  will  suggest  more  distance 
to  the  observer  than  the  foliage  of  the 
Catalpa.  These   are  simple  rules. 

TO   GAIN   DIST.^NCE 

Another  one  is  to  keep  the  bound, iry 
lines  undefined  in  places  where  there 
are  attractive  features  on  adjoining 
properties.  For  instance,  if  there  are 
woods  on  the  adjoining  lot,  plant  trees 
so  that  the  woods  will  grow  over  the 
lioundaries  and  into  your  own  lot,  using 
same  variety  of  tree  as  already  in  the 
woods.  Before  you  know  it,  your  neigh- 
bor's woods  will  be  a  part  of  your  own. 

The  accompanying  illustrations  show 
a  little  place  in  Chestnut  Hill,  Philadel- 
phia, where  some  of  these  rules  have 
been  followed.  The  lot  is  only  100' 
on  the  street,  and  180'  in  depth  (less 
than  half  an  acre).  The  house  is  neither 
large  nor  small,  its  outside  unarchi- 
tectural.  Inside  are  an  entrance-hall, 
living-room,  dining-room  and  library 
besides  kitchen  and  pantry  on  the  first 
floor.  It  is  situated,  fortunately,  back 
(about  40')  from  the  street,  where 
motor  traffic  is  continuous   and  noisy. 

Complete  privacy  has  been  obtained 
by  high  fencing  in  conjunction  with 
shrubs  (mostly  evergreen)  and  trees 
along  the  street  and  side  boundaries, 
there  being  houses  but  80'  away  on 
either  side.  Seclusion  is  thus  assured 
at  all  seasons  of  the  year.  At  the  rear 
of  the  lot  views  have  been  allowed  to 
include  lawn  and  trees  of  an  adjoining 
neighbor,  whose  house  is  hidden. 

Three  important  a.xes  have  been  de- 
veloped running  parallel  to  the  length 
of  the  property.  One  is  from  the  front 
door  looking  in  the  direction  of  the 
street.  Another  from  the  French  door 
in  the  living-room,  looking  to  the  rear 
and  into  neighbor's  property  in  the 
distance.  The  third  runs  the  entire 
length  of  the  property  from  front  street 
to  rear  line  and  crosses  the  uncovered 
terrace. 

In  addition  to  these,  there  are  three 
cross-a.xes  running  at  right  angles  to 
the  a.xes  mentioned.  One  in  front  of 
the  house  across  the  Woods  Garden ; 
one  in  the  rear,  across  the  Enclosetl 
Garden  and  through  the  Miniature 
Orchard;  and  one,  of  short  length  but 
important,  from  the  living-room  look- 
ing across  the  terraces  (covered  and  un- 
covered) to  a  fountain.  The  purpose 
of  these  a.xes  is  to  give  distance  from 
all  view  points  and  also  unity  of  com- 
position. 

The  area  between  house  and  street 
is  devoted   to   a   Woods   Garden,   orig- 


inally an  ugly  front  lawn  without  pri- 
vacy. An  old  Ash,  Pin  Oak  and  two 
lieeches  give  shade  to  Holly,  Rhodo- 
dendron, Laurel,  Andromeda,  hundreds 
of  Ferns,  evergreen  groundcovcrs,  wild 
flowers,  and  bulbs.  A  marble  figure 
symbolic  of  Spring  is  the  only  archi- 
tectural decoration  in  tlie  \\'oods.  It 
is  placed  there  to  give  distance  wlien 
viewed  from  the  Enclosed  Garden  at 
the  rear  of  the  lot. 

The  Terrace  with  marble  fountain,  at 
the  side  of  the  house,  is  sheltered  from 
adjoining  property  by  more  high  fenc- 
ing covered  with  vines.  An  old  Spruce 
and  Horsechestnut  give  shade  and  se- 
clusion. The  Terrace,  paved  with  flag- 
stone and  brick,  is  the  out-door  living- 
room  throughout  Summer  months.  A 
moss-covered  wall  separates  it  from  the 
Woods  Garden.  There  are  three  jets  of 
running  water  on  this  small  terrace, 
the  fountain  on  the  axis,  a  dijiping- 
bowl  for  watering  pots,  a  bird-bath 
against  the  wall.  The  continuous  sound 
of  water  helps  one  to  forget  the  noise 
of  traffic  which,  though  invisible,  is  all 
too  near. 

.'\  small  breakfast  terrace  with  table 
and  marble  liird-bath  adjoins  the  living 
room  at  the  back,  and  a  gate  through 
a  high  fence  (concealing  the  drying- 
yard)  coimects  the  terrace  with  the 
Summer  kitchen,  making  meals  acces- 
sible and  easy  to  serve.  The  axis  from 
the  living  room  French  dour  passes 
across  this  terrace.  Sentinel  linns,  three 
liairs  of  them,  guard  the  axis.  They 
are  jilaced  at  regular  intervals  to  form 
a  secjuential  line  for  the  eye  to  follow. 
This  arrangement  has  the  same  effect 
on  the  observer  as  a  sequential  plant- 
ing of  trees.  A  diminutive  lawn  with 
stepping-stones  leads  to  an  Enclosed 
Flower-Garden  30'  x  -10',  a  8'  high 
hedge  making  the  enclosure.  A  pool, 
raised  up  and  suggesting  a  well,  with 
stone  figure-head  spurting  water,  is 
the  central  feature  of  the  garden,  and 
two  old  Cryptomerias  are  silhouetted 
against  the  western  sky. 

The  next  area  (to  right)  is  a  Minia- 
ture Orchard;  old  Apple  and  Pear 
trees  give  dense  shade,  and  Rhodo- 
dendrons (with  underplanting  of 
Ferns)  give  enclosure.  A  millstone  table 
with  carved  basket  decoration  marks 
the  center  of  the  orchard.  Around  it 
there  are  chairs. 

THE  VALt'E  OF  SEPARATION 

Each  of  these  areas  is  hi<ldcn  from 
the  outside  world,  and  each  is  lived  in 
as  if  it  were  a  room  of  the  house  itself. 

.So  this  little  half-acre  lot,  though 
constructed  on  a  limited  budget  and 
crowded  into  small  area,  contains  five 
distinct  parts.  And  the  various  axes 
cross  these  parts,  drawing  them  to- 
gether, and  holding  them  firm  as  the 
threads  of  a  firmly  woven  fabric.  Per- 
haps there  is  a  feeling  of  unity  in 
composition,  perhaps  a  feeling  of  .se- 
clusion and  privacy,  and  especially  a 
feeling  of  distance  from  an  occasional 
distant  glimpse.  These  are  what  the 
architect  has  wanted.  Study  the  pic- 
tures and  see  if  they  do  not  suggest  a 
property  larger  than  a  small  backyard. 

The  result  has  come  from  some  of 
the  few  mentioned  rules.  Try  them  and 
see  if  you  are  not  surprised  at  your 
ability  to  give  the  half-acre  lot  a  feel- 
ing of  space.

again.  Wiekei',  woo<l  and  iron  arc  the 
best  frame  materials  for  the  movable 
pieces,  while  for  benches  and  similar 
permanent  pieces  the  choice  may  well 
lie  between  wood  and  cast  stone. 

Since  night  air  is  damp  even  in  a 
midsummer  drought,  all  equipment  that 
goes  into  the  garden  shelter  should  be 
chosen  with  an  eye  to  its  durability  to 
withstand  moisture.  This  applies  to  pil- 
lows and  all  falirics,  as  well  as  to  the 
furniture  proi)er.  Don't  plan  to  cart  a 
lot  of  perishable  things  indoors  every 
time  a  cloud  appears  in  the  sky,  or  your 
shelter  will  become  an  olijcct  of  scorn 
instead  of  pleasure. 

Finally,  don't  overdo  it !  Not  every 
garden  can  l>e  ini|)rovcd  by  a  real  shel- 
ter— for  many,  es|)ecially  small  ones, 
the  resting  si>ot  had  better  be  no  more 
than  a  good  open  bench  at  a  strategic 
point.  A  garden  house  is  not  a  be-all 
and  an  end-all;  properly,  it  must  de- 
serve and  justify  its  use  and  placement.

CHRISTMAS   WHEN 


W  E 


WERE   YOUNG 
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ALL  my  life,  Christmas  has  been  ushered  in  at  mitliiighl,  not  with  the 
L_  jingle  of  sleigh-bells,  the  slither  of  lalling  snow,  but  with  the  snap 
and  sputter  of  fireworks  out  on  the  lawn.  To  a  Northerner,  fireworks  mean 
only  one  thing — the  Glorious  Fourth;  to  a  Southerner,  they  mean  Christ- 
mas, and  Christmas  only.  All  througli  the  day  they  crackle  and  at  night 
the  prize  rockets  are  set  off^  to  cleave  their  glittering  arcs  against  the 
winter  sky.  For,  with  our  mild  seasons,  a  "white  Christmas"  is  almost 
unknown;  so  our  children  make  Christmas  bright  with  fire. 

The  charming  scene  that  Mr.  Brissaud  has  drawn,  in  the  costumes 
of  the  'Nineties,  comes  midway  in  the  procession  of  my  Christmas  memo- 
ries. It  conjures  up  a  happier  picture  than  the  Christmases  of  my  early 
childhood,  in  the  days  of  the  rehabilitation  after  the  Civil  War.  For  in 
those  days  poverty  stalked  abroad;  finances  were  strained  to  the  breaking- 
point;  and,  although  everyone  tried  valiantly  to  make  Christmas-time  as 
gay  and  open-handed  as  ever,  the  preparations  were  necessarily  meagre. 

But  as  time  went  on,  trees,  parties  and  receptions  were  gradually 
reinstated  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Christmas  holidays.  Once  more 
neighbors  exchanged  visits;  once  more  the  inevitable  bowl  of  eggnog  ap- 
peared, sometimes  made  by  the  host — from  a  precious  recipe  handed 
down  through  the  years — sometimes,  alas,  by  the  cook.  (Or,  worse  still, 
an  ambitious  but  inexperienced  chatelaine.) 

Again  the  mistress  and  her  kitchen  staff  started  weeks  aliead  to  pre- 
pare the  supplies — succulent  fruit-cakes,  spicy  mince  pies,  blanc  manges, 
quivering  jellies,  fat  turkeys,  glistening  hams,  sausages — enough  to  feed 
an  army.  Again  the  great  houses  were  decked  with  evergreen  garlands, 
without  and  within,  and  wreaths  were  hung  in  every  window — as  they  had 
been  before,  as  they  are  still  today.  Then  and  now,  the  darkies  arrive 
early  on  Christmas  singing  spirituals,  and  hover,  beaming,  in  the  back- 
ground to  await  their  gifts — for  every  smallest  pickanimiy  will  be  re- 
membered. This  has  been  Christmas  ever  since  I  can  recall. 
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Cliri>lnias   t)f   my   cliild- 
d  was  wliite  and  dazzling, 
ri>j)  with  frost  and  silent 
w  :  tlie  world  seen  through

ntastie  Avorld  of  icicles, 
sery.  life  for  my  brother 
ull  of  excitement  and  an- 
tiri|)alion.    Our  excilctnent    and    anticipation    began   long   before   the 
ioli(hiys  and  icaclu'd  tlieir  climax  on  Christma>  Eve  when  thev  be- 
came  almo>t    uid)earable.   Driving  out   through   the   city   or  into  tlie 
villages  we  would  see  the  many  preparations  for  the  feast:  the  bustle 
of  people,  the  children  going  from  house  to  house  in  holiday  clothes, 
le    carnival    ol     the    animals,    as    you    have    probably    seen    it    in 
J^'lroiischka — the  strong  bodies  of  young  peasants  topped  by  fantastic 
masks  of  the  goat,  the  stork,  the  boar. 

During  tlie  last  week  before  Christmas  the  house  itself  seemed  to 
assume  a  different  and  thrilling  atmosphere.  A  room  in  my  father's 
)ig  house  had  been  closed  off  and  i)ehind  it>  locked  doors  mysterious 
activities  were  in  progress,  activities  which  were  kept  secret  from  us. 
It  was  the  same  thing  everv  vear  and  everv  vear  we  were  consumed 
bv  the  same  curiosity.  At  last  evening  came.  Together  with  my  father 
we  went  to  the  house  chapel  for  vespers  and  for  a  whole  long  hour  we 
had  to  keep  still  and  be  attentive.  But  even  that  ordeal  came  to  an  end. 
And  now  we  found  ourselves  in  front  of  the  closed  doors.  By  that  time 
we  reached  a  state  of  absolute  frenzy.  In  response  to  an  order  by  my 
father  the  doors  were  thrown  open.  Beyond,  in  the  center  of  the  room, 
stood  an  immense  Christmas  tree  ablaze  with  lights.  It  was  a  new 
miracle  each  time.  The  shock  of  the  first  impression  Avas  so  overwhelm- 
ing that  we  were  incapable  of  moving.  My  father  then  would  break  the 
spell  and  laughingly  push  us  towards  tlie  Christmas  tree.  The  rest  of 
the  evening  was  drowned  in  a  haze  of  pure  rapture,  in  overflowing 
gratitude  towards  everybody  and  tlie  world  at  large. 

Whenever  I  think  ..f  Cliristmas  I  think  of 
Xa  Danish  Cliristmas.  It  may  of  course  he  merely  that  ehihihood 
Christmases  are  immeasurahly  superior  to  grown-up  Christmases,  for 
my  Danish  experiences  all  date  from  my  childhood.  Still  I  think 
that  nowhere  in  the  world  are  Christmases  so  jolly,  so  gay  and  so 
solemn  as  in  Cojienhagen. 

One  Christmas  I  especially  rememher,  was  hlessed  with  the  ideal 
weather  for  sucli  an  occasion;  crisp  and  clear,  with  enough  cruticliy 
snow  to  make  the  man-made  tinsel  look  tarnished,  so  hright  and  spark- 
ling were  the  crystals  underfoot  and  on  all  the  trees.  The  real  fes- 
tivities take  place  on  Christmas  Eve.  We  were  invited  to  dinner  at  my 
mother'^  dear  hrothei's  house.  Uncle  Kai.  Darling  little  "'Bet",  mv 
grandmothei-.  was  the  most  feted  guest,  then  Mother  and  Unctle  Kai  and 
Aunty  Tuttie,  and  my  two  little  cousins,  Gerda  and  Mogens. 

Dinner  started  with  "Risengrod",  a  sort  oi  rice  porridge,  and  the 
excitement  was  great  over  this,  as  somewhere  in  the  porridge  was  an  al- 
mond, and  the  lucky  one  who  found  it  in  his  plate  won  a  prize,  usually 
a  delicious  fruit  mad(>  of  marzijian. 

The  piece  de  resistance  was  the  roast  goose,  stuffed  with  prunes  and 

apples  and  decorated  with  little   Danish  Hags.   This   always  hrought    ^ 

forth  great  applause.  After  the  meal.  Uncle  Kai  opened  the  hig  douhje    ,3U  -ttl^SA^f 
doors  into  the  drawing  room,  and  there  stood   the  Tree  shim-         (    PH>f<  !';    W3'i{>^f>  I 
mering  with  silver  stars.  Hut  hefoie  touching,  or  even  ^u 

remotely  peering  at  anything,  the  Ceremony  of 
the  Tree  had  to  he  gone  through.  The  en- 
tire household  joined   hands,  old   Inge 
horg,  the  cook,  was  hauled  out  of  the 
kitchen,  in  tears  of  joy  (lor  no  Dan 
ish  Christmas  is  complete  williout 
tears),  and  we  danced  round  the 
Tree  singing. 

Dear,  sweet,  warm  people!  How 
strange   it   is   that   Scandinavians 
are  usually  thought  cold  and  a 
little  dreary.  They  are  so  gay, 
so  generous,  so  human. 

Some  day  I  hope  to  have  an- 
other Christmas  in  Copenhagen 
— hut,  alas,  it  will  he  peopled 
mostly  with  ghosts,  gentle 
ghosts,  and  not  too  sad.  x\nd  I 
shall,  strangely  enough,  he  a 
"Grown-up".  And  most  likely 
■ihall  find  myself  in  tears. 
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THE  Cliristnias  tree  stood  tall  and  well-ganiisli(Ml  in  the  liigli- 
sludded  ball  room  which  was  our  nursery  world,  play  room- 
dining  room-selioolroom.  We  were  proud  of  our  tree;  had  we  not 
l)een  Inisy  for  weeks  cutting  and  pasting  silver  and  gold  paper  into 
chains,  covering  walmits  and  pine-cones  with  gold  leaf  and  silver 
leaf,  folding  and  snipping  colored  tissue-paper  into  ingenious  hags 
that  looked  like  nets  when  duly  weighted  with  sugar-plums? 

Santa  Clans  did  not  come  to  Rome.  We  were  told  that  American 
children  believed  he  brought  the  toys,  and  that  in  Germany  it  was 
the  Christ-child  who  Inought  them,  while  in  Rome  it  was  the  Befana 
(a  corruption  of  Epifania)  wlio  in  the  shape  of  a  lat  old  woman,  half 
scare-crow,  half  figure  t)f  lun.  would  be  lound  seated  by  the  hearth 
with  presents  in  one  hand  and  a  rod  in  the  other  to  distribute  rewards 
and  })unishments.  With  these  various  legends  to  choose  from  we 
nevei'  tloubted  that  it  was  Mamma  and  no  other  who  provided  the 
bounty. 

Rome  was  alive  with  its  own  Christmas  spirit.  The  first  sign  of 
it  was  given  some  time  in  Advent  by  the  pifjerari,  the  shaggy  shep- 
herds who  came  in  from  the  campagua  playing  their  bagpipes  in  the 
streets  to  herald  the  glad  event  with  rustic  strains.  Then  there  were 
the  wonderful  cribs  or  presepi  to  be  seen  in  all  the  Churches,  elab- 
orate presentments  of  the  stable  in 
Bethlehem.  The  one  at  the  SS.  Apos- 
toli,  the  Church  opposite  from  where 
we  lived,  filled  two  rooms  with  a  rich 
perspective  of  mountains  and  pas- 
tures; all  in  fairy-tale  scale,  cap- 
tivating to  a  child.  In  the  foreground 
we  saw  the  stable  and  the  Holy  Child 
'^  lying  in  a  manger  with  Mary  and 
Joseph.  At  Twelfthnight  the  Three 
Kings  appeared  on  the  scene  bearing 
their  gifts,  and  for  the  Romans  this 
was  the  time  for  making  presents. 

The  Ara  Coeli  crib  was  of  all  the 
most  renowned.  There  the  Holy  Child 
was  no  less  than  the  miraculous 
Santo  Bambino  in  person,  swaddled 
in  votive  jewels,  the  darling  of  the 
Romans. 

Our  Christmas  was  filled  with 
happy  images  whose  memory  en- 
dured and  was  perhaps  the  most 
precious  of  all  our  gifts. 


CHRISTMAS     festivities     in     New 
York,    in    the    early    70's,   wer 
conducted  in  a  manner  rather  dig- 
nified than  liihirious.  We  had  no 
young  guests.  We  had   no  tree. 
There  was  for  us  children  the  ex- 
citement of  well-filled  stockings, 
of  many  presents,  and  a  foregath- 
ering of  amusing  elders  at  a  mid- 
day meal. 

Mine  was  a  town-wintering  family,  hut  on  so  great  an  occasion 
as   Christmas  the   family  gathered   either   at   Hauxhurst,   my   grahd"*^' 
father's  country  place  in  New  Jersey,  on  the  first  spur  of  the  Palisades, 
or  else  at  my  great-grandfather's  place,  Highwood,  which  was  a  little 
farther  north,  ahout  opposite  Forty-second  Street. 

Our  day  hegan  with  as  early  an  excursion  as  she  would  hear  to 
my  mother's  room  for  our  stockings,  with  which  we  returaed  to  bed. 
Then  came  an  enforced  waiting  till  the  elders'  breakfast  hour  of  nine 
o'clock  when  we  found  all  our  larger  presents  displayed  on  a  three- 
tiered  side-table  in  the  dining  room;  then  a  drive  to  church  with  our 
father  and  mother,  and  one  of  our  unmarried  aunts;  a  return  (pink 
with  churchly  heat  and  hymn-singing)  to  find  our  uncles  and  their 
wives  arrived  or  arriving;  then  Christmas  luncheon,  full  of  jokes 
that  we  laughed  at  and  fortunately  could  not  understand. 

At  the  evening  meal  we  were  only  allowed  to  come  in  at  dessert-time 
to  say  good  night  and  watch  the  youngest  of  us  walk  proudly  the  length 
of  the  cleared  mahogany  dining-table,  from  end  to  end,  while  my 
father  and  the  old  butler  held  the  candelabra  out  of  the  way.  This  was 
a  nightly  custom,  the  origin  of  which  I  have  never  discovered. 

So  domestic  a  Christmas  was  essentially  Victorian  .  .  .  something 
like  it  was  usual  in  all  old  New  York  families.  Decorous  rather 
than  decorative,  perhaps,  but  we  liked  it  like  that.  Both  Hauxhurst  and 
Highwood  have  long  since  been  pulled  down,  but  both  had  seen  gen- 
erations grow  up  in  them,  and  houses  of  that  sort  hold,  as  long  as  they 
live,  an  atmosphere  of  kindly  tolerance  for  the  young. 
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HITE,  hluc  and  silver  enricli  the  preparations  for  a  festive  riiri-tma'-  dinner.

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\'KKV  one  wlio  lias  hivn  to  C'hartifs  ("atlu'dral  or  \\'L'st- 
niinster  Alilie\'  or  an}'  of  a  Mori.'  or  nwre  of  thunhc"^ 
in  England  and  on  tlic  Continent  will  remember  the  great 
cireular  window  tiiat  fills  the  west  wall  of  the  nave.  It  is 
referred  to  as  the  Rose. 

Splendid  e.xamples  are  found  at  Canterbury,  Peterborough  and 
J.iiuoln  Cathedrals,  and  Cheltenham  Cliureh,  in  England.  On  the 
Continent  they  beeame  more  eommon.  Some  Freneh  cathedrals  have 
tiiree  circular  windows— one  for  tlu-  nave  and  one  for  each  tran- 
se|)t.  The  earlier  t}i)es,  dating  from  the  l.Uh  Century,  show  simple 
tracer\'.  Later  Rose  windows  grew  so  elaliorate  and  complicated 
that  the  traci-ry  is  scarcely  to  be  rei  iigni/i'd. 

Where  the  tracer)'  is  simple  and  radi.iles  from  a  central  jioiiit, 
they  are  often  known  as  \\  heel  or  Catlieiine  windows,  to  sx'niboli/.e 
the  s|)iked  wheel  on  whiih  Catherine  of  Alexandria  was  tortured, 
so  legend  sa)'S,  in  the  early  days  of  Christianity.  This  simple 
tracery  is  invariabl}'  seen  in  the  "jiii'rced"  windows  of  the  early 
Christian  era.  'I'he  glass  and  stone  used  wt'igli  more  tlian  one  might 
think;  and  tlu'  fir.^t  windows,  radiating  frcim  a  central  |K)int,  could 
not  be  of  a  \'er)'  open  design — it  was  a  risk  to  maki'  the  stone  sup- 
ports too  thin.  The}'  were  realK'  (  inles  of  slone  pierced  to  admit 
Miiall  j>anes  of  glass. 

'^'  Still  another  name  is  MarigoUl  window.  Cathedral  architects 
drew  their  inspiration  frnm  llower  petals  in  designing  the  niullions. 
TIun  design  was  a  logical  deN'elopnu'iit  of  the  earl}'  jiierced  tra- 
cer}'. Architects  had  discovered  that  Gothic  arches,  when  proper- 
ly 1  traced,  would  sup]M)rt  each  other  with  a  mutual  give-and-take 
of  stress  and  strain.  .Xpphing  this  |)rinc  i|ile  to  the  Rose  window, 
the}'  (ould  build  up  a  \'eritable  llower  of  radiating  arches,  form- 
ing an  intricate,  open  design,  the  large  interstices  filled  with 
glowing  glass.  'I'he  windows  were  dedicated  to  the  A'irgin  and  the 
universal  concept  of  the  nobilit}'  of  motherhood.  'I'o  many  devout 
believers  one  of  the  appellations  of  the  \  irgin  is  the  M}'stic  Rose. 
Wherex'cr  found,  the  Rose  window  dominates  its  end  of  the 
nave,  and  in  it  is  concentrated  all  the  beaut}'  that  ]>attern  and 
richly  tinted  glass  can  give.  Also,  since  the  Rose  window  faces 
west,  its  glory  is  liest  revealed  in  late  afternoon,  in  the  valiant 
light  of  the  sun  before  it  sinks  below  the  horizon.  Then  the  colors 
are  clear  and  shining,  and  to  one  who  stands  inside  in  the  dim 
>hadows  the  whole  window  is  revealed  with  the  dazzling  splendor 
of  a  n>agniticent  jewel  fasliioned  from  the  whole  world — the  sap- 
phire o*f  the  sfa,  the  emerald  of  young  grass  in  Spring,  the  gold 
of  Autumn  leaf,  the  rubies  of  ripe  fruit,  and  the  amethysts  of  dusk. 

0  lietween  these  great  achievements  of  the  Gothic  Era  and 
the  simple  hcjnie  window  at  this  time  of  year  there  may  not 
appear  to  be  the  slightest  c:onnection.  And  yet  to  tho.se  who  see 
with  eyes  accustomed  to  penetrating  both  light  and  darkness  the 
two  may  not  be  so  far  ajKirt.  Both  are  S}'mbols  of  belief.  Both 
attained  their  e.xalted  ])ositions  on]}'  after  long  struggles.  And  both 
look  out  ujion  a  worhl  that  Icxht}',  seemingly,  would  threaten 
their  existence. 


p  Man}',  man}'  }ears  of  battling  ujtward  had  to  ]jass  before  both 
a  church  and  a  home  ceased  being  a  fortress.  In  the  beginning, 
such  windows  as  they  had  were  mere  slits  high  up  in  the  wall,  far 
above  the  reach  of  foes.  The  safety  of  the  home  and  those  who 
dwelt  in  it  had  constantly  to  be  defended.  In  the  history  of  the 
window,  in  its  gradually  increased  size  and  slow  lowering  down 
to  the  positions  we  know  today,  is  written  a  vast  chapter  of  civil- 
ization. Centuries  jiassed  before  a  cathedral  dared  to  till  the 
whole  end  of  a  nave  with  a  Rose  and  a  house  fling  out  its  casements 
where  its  owners  chose. 

In  those  beginning  days  a  man's  home  was  his  castle,  isolated, 
barred  and  grini.  'I'odav  a  man's  home  is  i)art  of  a  communit}', 
a  segment,  colorful  or  plain,  in  the  patterned  mosaic  of  men  and 
women  and  children  who  live  and  work  side  by  side  in  peace.  To- 
da}'  the  window  can  be  looked  into  as  easily  by  the  passerby  as  it 
can  be  looked  out  of  b}'  those. who  live  within.  It  is  the  s}'mbol 
of  one  of  the  fundamental  beliefs  of  civilization. 

'%  The  past  decades  have  seen  the  windows  shot  out  of  many  a 
church  and  cathedral,  and  many  a  house  put  up  its  bars.  Those 
who  look  out  from  the  serene  safety  of  their  homes  in  this  country 
today  cannot  help  l)ut  wonder  what  people  in  other  lands  see  from 
their  windows  and  with  what  scant  security  they  dare  look  out  from 
them  in  these  closing  days  of  the  j'ear.  Easy  enough  to  shrug  and 
say,  'Tt  can't  happen  here." 

Just  as  the  Ro.se  window  is  a  symbol  of  faith,  so  is  the  window 
of  a  home.  In  its  simple  jjanes  blooms  as  fair  a  rose  of  belief  as 
e\'er  blossomed  in  a  cathedral  wall.  A\'hen  one  is  darkened,  the 
other,  too,  will  lose  its  glory.  To  those  who  now  look  out,  secure 
and  hapi)y,  frcm:  their  windows,  the  day  ma}'  come  when  they  will 
be  forced  to  defend  their  faith  forthrightl}-  and  with  determination. 
There  haven't  been  many  candles  lighted  in  windows  of  Russian 
homes  these  past  twenty  Christmases.  There  jjrobably  won't  be 
man}'  wreaths  hung  up  in  Spain. 

'^  As  a  Rose  window  is  most  glorious  when  it  is  lighted  from 
without,  so  the  window  of  a  house  shines  most  brilliantly 
when  it  is  lighted  from  loitli'ui.  One  has  to  be  inside  the  church 
to  enjov  the  Rose.  One  can  be  outside  the  home  and  catch  glimpses 
of  its  jo\'.  For  that  reason  the  window  pla)'s  such  an  important 
])art  in  Christmas.  ]More  and  more  we  share  our  Christmas  good- 
will with  those  outside.  The  tree  in  the  window,  the  candle  against 
the  pane,  the  wreath  on  the  sash  are  also  for  those  who  pass  by  sadly 
or  gaily  in  the  dark. 

For  the  star  that  is  Christmas  lights  a  path  we  all  can  understand 
because  we  all  tread  it.  All  of  us  seek  peace,  security,  contentment. 
Our  faith  may  be  faltering  or  great;  we  may  come  gallantl}'  along 
the  path  to  attainment  or  struggle  uphill  all  the  way.  Eventually 
we  hnd  that  which  we  seek  in  something  so  simple  we  ma}'  have 
overlocjked  it.  In  the  light  from  that  Christmas  star,  whether  it 
shines  through  the  m}'riad  glass  of  a  Rose  window  or  from  a 
humble  |)ane,  there  is  no  overlooking  the  thing  we  seek,  for  at  the 
end  of  the  piath  we  .shall  tind  it.  And  in  its  j)resence  we  may  rest.

'*  Awa  -''  I^EPLACE  flames  have  been  vibrant  centers  for 
real  homes  since  lire  was  discovered.  However  dis- 
tant the  present  fireplaces  with  heat-hurling  mech- 
anisms may  he  from  the  reflecting  sides  of  a  cave, 
words  need  never  Ije  uttered  when  flames  jubilate  and  dominate 
a  room.  ^Morose  or  malevolent  guests  at  the  hearthside  are  apt 
to  become  genial  despite  dour  inhibitions.  Even  without  the  cup 
that  electrifies,  unpremeditated  confidences  may  follow  the 
soothing  stimulus  of  the  fire-dancing. 

Apparently  the  crackling  fire  is  in  chief  demand,  for  noisy 
Oak  is  most  easily  obtainable  in  mo.st  fuel  markets  which  sell 
wood  for  the  fireplace.  Or  are  sparks  exj)ected  because  of  the 
fascinating  fire-screens?  Fireplace  appurtenances  of  brass  or 
copper  or  iron  or  other  material  control  sputtering  fuel  and  recal- 
citrant flame-zanies,  but  the  logs  themselves,  willing  and  honest, 
will  offer  whatever  sort  of  fire  the  hearth  prefers. 

Some  woods  which  seem  intent  ujron  sounds  are  either  the 
most  frequently  sought  or  the  most  readily  accessible.  Oak  is 
available  from  here  to  there  in  one  species  or  another,  and  Paper 
Birch  is  sure  to  be  demanded  for  its  chalky  bark.  How  reminis- 
cent of  foaming  waters  and  frothing  clouds  al)ove  fragrant  for- 
ests! White  Bircii  is  articulate  with  the  voices  of  enfolding  snows. 

Su])erior  firej)lace  fuel  is  Apple  wood.  Silent,  steady  heat  from 
gnarled  Apple,  remnant  of  a  fallen  orchard  which  Ijlossoms 
again  in  the  fireplace,  is  the  epitome  of  comfort.  The  form  of  the 
branches  or  even  twigs  and  chips  is  held  in  oyster-white  ashes, 
perfect  in  original  form  until  disturbed. 

Sleek,  satin-sheathed  Beech,  white  fibers  chastely  ornamenting 
formal  surroundings,  offers  heat  dependable,  and  light  enough 
for  a  Lincoln.  Maple  and  Elm  give  generously  of  their  heat 
units,  but  release  few  sparks.  The  hard  Maple  of  many  talents 
is  widely  praised,  and  the  well-liked  Elm  releases  its  calories 
less  reluctantly  than  it  accumulated  them,  yet  as  majestically. 

Backlogs  of  Hickory,  White  Ash  or  Chestnut  may  be  in  coun- 
cil with  the  steel-hard  Api)le,  handsome  Beech  and  firm  ^Nlaple. 
Fine  old  monarchs,  happily  holding  the  heat  until  some  giddier 
woods  catch  the  evanescence. 

The  White  Birch,  Betula  papyrifcni  (not  the  "Old-field"  B. 
popitlijolia  which  is  also  a  white-l)arked  Birch  Ijut  an  insult  to 
a  fuel  dealer),  is  not  only  smart  in  the  wood-basket  or  carved 
wood-box.  It  is  perfect  for  the  first  firing  after  the  kindling  has 
set  Ijright  example.  Birch  bark  instantl}'  absorbs  the  spirit  of 
the  occasion  and  communicates  it  to  the  coarse-grained  fibers 
beneath,  laughing  at  its  own  jokes  as  long  as  there  is  a  coal  to 
flicker.  The  wood-chest  may  contain  the  silvery  tousled  chunks 
of  Yellow  Birch,  too,  with  useful  fuel  (|ua]ities.  Birch  fires  ex- 
])ect  to  be  frequently  replenished  but  their  flames  command 
respect.  They  do  not  have  the  wanderlust  of  the  sparking  Oak, 
l)ut  both  contain  tannic  acid  in  super-abundance. 

Tannic  acid  contrilmtes  to  the  rich  fragrances  in  the  deep, 
growing  forests,  but  concentrated  in  firepits  it  is  as  wayward  as 
a  S])ring  wind.  Maple  and  Elm  are  not  guiltless,  l)Ut  they  are 
less  erratic. 

For  jolly  little  piles  beside  the  hearth  the  wave-ridged,  deep- 
grooved  American  Hornbeam  with  its  "Blue-Beech''  bark  and 


its  Beecii-like  heartwood  is  hot  as  a  fuel  and  mysterious  in  its 
hou.sehold  role.  Aromatic  Sassafras  with  its  sketchy  tailoring 
and  irres'stible  aroma,  sweet  without  being  sugary,  holds  it< 
light  a.shes  in  the  same  form  as  the  sticks  and  also  hints  of  Aj)jjle 
with  its  flames.  The  wood  of  Speckled  Alder,  its  bark  almost  as 
lenticel-filled  as  that  of  Cherry,  is  luxuriously  yellow  and  excit- 
ing for  secondary  use.  To  name  our  fuels  from  the  wood-che.st  or 
the  heaps  upon  the  tile  is  to  feel  even  deeper  kinship  with  the 
sparkling  warmth. 

Many  a  wood  sends  forth  perfume  which  permeates  like  in- 
cense. The  Norway  Pine,  rich  in  resin,  is  pungent  as  ma)-  Ije 
without  the  wealth  of  .stifling  smoke  which  rolls  from  several  of 
its  kin.  Juggernauts  like  White  Pine  are  too  powerful,  their 
sudden  heat  too  intense,  their  retreat  correspondingly  depressing. 
Norway  (Red  Pine)  chips  are  thrilling  for  kindling.  The  touch 
of  a  match,  the  race  for  light,  the  overwhelming  of  the  abrupt 
heat  cause  excitement  for  a  long  moment,  tiien  satisfaction. 
Fagots  of  hardwood,  criblike  above  the  Norway  Pine  chips,  and, 
finally,  against  the  sturdy  backlog,  the  fuel  which  is  to  bring 
forth  the  flames  of  the  evening.  .  .  .. 

Backlogs  of  the  slow-to-burn;  flames  from  the  sna])ping  Oak; 
or  the  steadier  and  e(|ually  heat-filled  hardwoods;  mad  flare.4- 
from  Black  Cherry  or  jesting  ones  from  fuel  trimmed  from  our 
very  own  trees-for-shade.  East,  West,  North  or  South.  Kindling 
and  fagots  and  firewood,  flamewood  and  wood  for  its  spice. 

]\Iost  fireplace  wcxid  is  cut  in  30-inch  lengths.  In  some  of  the 
larger  cities  only  4-foot  lengths  are  available  and  the  owner 
of  a  compact  firepit  must  make  otlier  cuts. 

A  cord  contains  1,000  ])ounds  or  less  according  to  the  nature 
of  the  material  itself  and  the  length  f)f  time  it  has  seasoned. 
Some  fire-builders  favor  wood  which  has  seasoned  for  two  }'ears. 
Others  scoff  at  this.  Although  the  wood  Ijurns  quickly  it  has  no 
stamina.  Three  or  four  months  may  prove  to  be  sufficient  time  for 
seasoning,  after  which  certain  woods  will  burn  with  maximum  heat. 
This  heat  is  variable  since  moisture  content  is  not  stable,  even 
in  a  given  species.  The  size  of  fibers  and  the  manner  of  growth 
may  also  differ  in  a  single  sort.  Wood  ma)-  absorl)  moisture  after 
it  has  been  dried,  but  when  properly  .stored  in  sheltered  l)ins  it  is 
soon  ready  to  put  its  best  flames  I'orward. 

Tree  lovers  know  that  wood  must  be  cut  before  it  perishes  from 
insect  injuries,  languishes  from  ravages  of  fungi  or  decays  from 
old  age  whicli  it  cannot  equably  endure.  However  sad  it  is  to 
watch  trees  transformed  to  smoke,  the  wood  has  had  its  glor\- 
and  is  changed  to  plumy  gases  which  in  turn  will  be  ab.-^orbed  by 
air  and  earth  and  given  Ijack  to  liark  and  bough  and  bole  if  Man 
does  not  tout  liis  destructive  prowess  too  prominently. 

Tliere  are  many  practical  considerations  as  to  the  heating 
value  of  wood.  Hood's  comparisons  of  certain  woods  with  coal 
will  interest  the  practical  engineer  who  expects  his  firejjlace  to 
heat  corners  as  well  as  hearts.  The  heat  from  one  cord  of  ch'y 
Oak,  according  to  Gottlieb's  analyses,  equals  that  from  1,700 
j)ounds  of  anthracite  coal.  One  and  one-half  cords  of  .seasoned 
Spruce  or  Birch  equal  2,300  pounds  of  bituminous  coal.  One 
and  three-quarters  cords  of  Poplar,  Pine  or  Cottonwood  e(|ual 
2.(S()0  pounds  of  sub-bituminous  or   [Cotilinucd  on  pai^c  i>>^) 
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C.iy  spiiikliiiL;  ( 'lirisini.T<  '^ifls  are  those,  wliich  nnl  mily  shine  in  tliemselves, 
liul  are  deslinid  to  lellec  1  the  .^hinvir  of  iheir  future  suircunuliiigs.  A  cock 
or  two,  for  instance,  would  make  a  masterpiece  of  a  livinj;  room  manteh  Ciive 
a  |iair  of  tlie  wini-  cuoleis.  like  ihe  one  shown  ahove,  to  the  lady  who  takes 
]iriili  in  lier  dining  room.  Any  of  the  vases  will  make  <le|)endable  table  accents, 
while  the  decanters  are  bound  lo  jx  rforni  wontlers  with  heretofore  bare  .si<le- 
hoaids.  Occasional  ]iieces  of  silver,  always  a  welcomed  <;ift,  will  ijrovide  a 
lu^tious  I'lnish.  whatever  the  setting.  All  are  <;ift,s  with  a  truly  Christmas  spirit. 
For    information    regarding   the    sources,   turn   to   page   97.    Merry    Christmas! 
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Hv  xot",  asks  Shaw,  'iiavf  a  l)it  of  romance  in  business 
when  it  costs  nothing?''  So,  evident! \',  tliink  those  wlio  are 
reviving  the  ancient  business  of  the  herbalists,  or  dealers  in 
medicinal  and  culinary  herbs  and  simples.  Starting  not  so  many  )'ears 
ago  in  England  with  The  Herb  Farm  and  its  shops,  and  Culpepper 
House  with  its  several  thriving  branches,  interest  in  the  industry  has 
sj)read  across  the  Atlantic,  and  herb  farms  and  herb  shops,  even  herb  tea 
rooms,  are  springing  up  in  our  towns  and  about  our  countryside  in  rather 
surprising  numbers.  And  apparently  the  enthusiasts  who  are  recalling 
to  life  this  very  old  industry  are  finding  it,  in  the  words  of  Cowper,  "a 
Ijusiness  with  an  income  at  its  heels".  But  there  is  infinitely  more  than 
income  to  Ije  had  of  it. 

To  make  the  rounds  of  some  of  these  establishments  is  an  en- 
lightening and  altogether  delightful  experience.  One  steps  out  of  the 
hustling  and  bewildered  present  into  the  more  .spacious  past  and,  after 
contact  with  old-time  simplicities  and  homely  customs,  inhaling  the 
fragrances  of  an  older  da_\'  which  may,  happily,  still  \)e  of  the  present, 
finally  emerges  with  an  unaccountably  cjuieted  sjjirit,  treading  a  gentler 
rh)thm,  aware  as  Henry  Beston  has  it,  of  "Ijeauty  and  that  unfolding 
content  and  occupation  which  is  one  of  the  lamps  of  jjcace".  ^^'e  have 
had  a  jiart  for  the  moment  in  something  ancient  which  has  yet  re- 
mained sweet  and  wholesome,  have  accjuired  a  richer  sense  of  history 
and  an  infinitely  more  tender  feeling  for  earth  and  its  kindly  products. 

When  the  photographer  and  I  set  forth  to  see  what  some  of  these 
new  herbalists  were  about  we  had  no  idea  what  we  were  going  to  find. 
We  were  just  interested.  We  returned  tilled  with  resjject  at  the  knowl- 
edge displayed  by  these  20th  Century  pioneers  in  a  new-old  industry, 
and  at  the  scientific  thoroughness  tliey  are  Ijringing  to  Ijear  upon  their 
undertakings. 

We  went  lirst  to  Washington  and  made  our  way  directly  to  The  Cot- 
tage Herb  Garden  which  is  within  the  Close  of  the  National  Cathedral, 
]\lount  St.  Albans.  He  who  travels  in  a  short  article  must  reach  his  des- 
tination speedily,  so  it  is  with  regret  that  we  pass  swiftly  through  the 
beautiful  gardens  that  surround  the  Cathedral,  the  design  and  carrying 
out  of  which  are  the  work  of  Mrs.  Florence  Bratenahl.  The  Cottage 
Herb  Garden  was  also  conceived  and  brought  to  being  by  the  genius  of 
Mrs.  Bratenahl,  and  is  under  the  care  of  All  Hallows  Guild,  the  Gar- 
den Guild  of  Washington  Cathedral. 

Approaching  a  jncturesriue  Ijuilding  near  the  Norman  Gate  of  the 
Bishop's  Garden  one  is  attracted  i)y  a  little  walled-in  garden,  the  wall 
planted  with  sweet  herbs,  and  entering  the  gate  finds  one.self  in  the 
quaintest  setting.  There  are  rows  and  rows  of  little  plants  in  pots  (herbs 
and  Ivy  from  Canterbury  and  such)  which  visitors  may  carry  away 
with  them  in  memory  of  this  enchanting  spot.  To  the  right  is  a  patch 
of  ground  devoted  to  herbs  named  in  the  Bible,  with  Jonah's  Gourd 
rampant  among  them,  and  another  section  to  the  herbs  mentioned  by 
Shakespeare.  And  then  before  one  is  the  porch  of  the  little  semi-circular 
shop  which  occupies  a  corner  of  the  Ivy-clad  Baptistry.  The  porch  is 
hung  with  drying  herljs  and  set  with  little  pots,  and  through  the  open 
door  a  rare  fragrance  reaches  out  to  greet  the  visitor.   But  l)ef(>re  one 
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rntiTs  ;itti-iilinn  is  (  ailed  In  the  ii-|  nodiu  tion  of  a  |  iriinitiw  ilr}iii^  shuil 
I  ln>c  uihKt  the  walls  of  Uir   i>a|ili-tr\. 

Tlu-  tin\-  sill)])  is  alxiut  as  pic  turrS(|Uc  a  s])ol  as  tnuld  well  lie  ima.Ljiiied. 
It  is  pi'L-sidt'd  o\-cr  hy  ^liss  Eli/.ahi'th  Ellirott  I'oe  who,  as  _\cju  enter, 
takes  the  lid  from  a  jar  of  scented  herlis  and  nives  _\'ou  a  wliiff  to  put  }'ou 
in  till'  rij^lit  frame  of  mind  for  wliat  \  ou  are  ahoiit  to  enjoy.  The  ceilinL; 
of  tlio  narrow  shop  is  liuiiii;  with  sweet  herhs  and  the  walls  are  lined  with 
>lielves.  Upon  tile  shehcs  are  all  manner  of  deli.qlilful  things:  jars  of  dif- 
ferent sizes  (onlainiiiL^  dried  or  powdered  herbs  for  \'arioiis  uses,  nose 
lierl)S  and  eulinary  lieilis;  and  one  lomer  is  devoted  to  the  making  of 
luri)  leas,  where  the  lillle  (  ontaiiiei's  are  lahelled  Camomile,  Sage,  Pepiier- 
miiit,  and  the  like,  all  complete  with  a  s(|uat  Ijrown  pot  for  hrewing  the 
leas,  and  e\'eii  a   laggot  of  Sassalras  bark. 

'['here  are  halli  hags  of  sweet  herlis  done  up  in  wash  satin  that  max 
lie  used  to  scc-nl  the  hath  and  then  hung  up  ami  driecl  and  used  again, 
there  are  tin}'  sac  lui>  for  the  |)ocketliook  (presumalih-  to  make  one's 
spending  swcel);  there  are  S(|uare  ])ackets  of  crackling  \'etiver  or  Cus 
('us  roots  to  place  among  linen,  jars  of  an  esjieciall}'  delicious  Garden 
l)iiui|Uel  I'olpoui'ri,  jai's  of  hones'  made  from  the  llowers  of  herbs,  de- 
lightful old  plants  and  all  the  books  conceriK'd  with  herbs  and  their 
Use  aiicl  culture.  'I'here  is  also  a  corner  cle\'oled  to  the  preferences  ot  cliil- 
di-eii  where  peppermint  sticks  may  be  had,  as  well  as  lemon  and  lime 
drops,  hoarliound  drops,  hone\'  patties  and  the  like.  In  one  corner  is  an 
old  c  Icised  l''rankliii  stove  with  an  iron  pol  Lipon  it  and  Miss  Toe  told  me 
thai  in  Winter  the  shop  is  steam\-  with  the  fragrance  of  brewing  herbs. 

In  connection  with  The  Cottage  Herb  Cardeii  are  a  greenhouse  and  a 
propagating  house  whence  comes  the  supply  of  })lants  for  the  little  pots 
and  for  the  Hortulus,  or  garden  enclosed,  which  is  the  heart  of  one  of 
the  large  lioxwoocl  gardens  within  the  Close.  In  the  greenhou.se  I  ffr.st 
-aw  that  ancient  herb  known  as  Fat  Hen.  Shoemaker's  Heels,  or  Good 
King  Henr}',  Chvuopod\um  Boi!iiS-IIc)iri(  us,  of  which  Evelyn  says, 
"'I'lie  Toi)s  may  be  eaten  as  S])aragus  or  sodden  in  Pottage,  and  as  a  ver\- 
>alubi'ious  Esculent".  But  adds  "  'tis  insipid  enough".  Here  too  I  first 
learned  the  deliciousness  of  .\mbrosia,  both  fresh  and  dried,  and  when 
wc  left,  so  reluctantly,  this  time-haunted  spot,  Miss  Poe  gave  me  a  nose- 
ga\-  of  all  the  sweet  herbs  in  the  garden  which  I  carried  along  with  me 
and  kept  fresh  for  many  days.  A  charming  gesture.  More  than  fifty 
thousand  visitors  have  enjoyed  The  Cottage  Herb  Garden  this  summer, 
and  sureh'  all  who  go  tlu'iv  must  vow  to  go  again — and  soon. 

Turning  northwards  we  made  our  way  to  The  Herb  Farm,  Hackle- 
barney  Road,  Chester,  New  Jersey,  which  is  on  the  estate  and  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  .Vlfred  Kay.  The  Herb  Farm  offers  an  im- 
pro'-ixc-  dc-moiislraticin  in  the  scientilic  growing,  drxing  and  curing  of 
lurb:-,  ancl  tlic'ir  manufacture  into  blends  for  use  in  cookc-ry.  Here  order 
:i!ii|  be;iut\'  and  ])racti(al  usage  go  hand  in  hand;  the  best  of  the  old 
nic-llioiN  have  been  rc'tained  and  the  most  up-to-date  and  authentic  of 
the  lu-w  adopted.  W'e  saw  first  the  great  sunlit  room  with  its  long  tables 
ill  '.■.hich  till   -tri])ping  of  the-  lierl),~  i.~  carried  on  {Coutuiiu'd  on  jxige  99) 
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X  A  dc'lightrul  little  hook  entitled  "L:i 
Xuit  de  Noel,"  Moiiseigneur  Chabot, 
erstwhile  Cure  of  Pithiviers  tells  us 
of  the  ancient  and,  I  have  no  doubt, 
^lill  current  Christmas  customs,  superstitions 
and  traditions  of  the  peasants  of  France.  The 
.^acredness  of  Christmas  is  exemplified  and 
glorified  by  the  different  local  customs  in  the 
different  provinces,  but  everywhere  the  fami- 
ly reunion  s]nrit  is  paramount.  All  celebra- 
tion centers  around  the  Midnight  Mass,  pre- 
ceded by  a  Gros  Sou  per  ( fast  meal )  or  fol- 
lowed liy  a  rcveillon  (feast  meal).  Family, 
servants  and  pets  all  gather  together  in  the 
big  kitchen-dining-room  to  partake  of  the 
traditional  meal  and  to  take  part  in  the 
Christmas  rituals  ])e(uliar  to  their  own  par- 
ticular ]jrovince. 

In  the  .\u\-ergne,  before  sitting  down  to  the 
meal,  the  oldest  member  of  the  family  lights 
a  great  big  candle,  makes  the  sign  of  the 
cross,  puts  out  the  tlame,  i>asses  the  candle  on 
to  his  oldest  .son  who  in  turn,  rises,  lights  it, 
makes  the  sign  of  the  cross,  ])uts  out  the  flame 
then  passes  it  on  to  his  wife.  Each  person 
present  dcTes  the  same,  in  order  of  their  age. 
The  baby  of  the  family  then  lights  the  can- 
dle, makes  the  sign  of  the  cross  and  places 
the  candle,  still  lighted,  in  the  middle  of  the 
table  in  the  center  of  a  tremendous  loaf  of 
Christmas  bread.  The  candle  burns  through- 
nut  the  entire  meal  and  is  then  extinguished, 
not  to  be  lighted  again  until  New  Year's 
morning,  when  it  is  kept  burning  all  day 
while  visitors  call. 

Dinner  over,  they  visit  the  Creche,  sing 
songs,  then  go  to  midnight  mass.  Some  peas- 
ants believe  that  the  animals  represented  in 
the  Creche  talk  to  each  other  at  midnight; 
but  you  must  never  try  to  hear  what  they  are 
saying,  for  if  }'ou  do  you  are  sure  to  die  al- 
most immediately  if  not  sooner. 

In  Brittany  when  the  ])easants  come  home 
from  midnight  mass  all  the  animals  on  the 
farm  are  gi\'en  doulile  rations  of  food. 

Menus  for  the  Christmas  meal  vary  greatly 
according  to  the  different  localities.  For  in- 
stance, in  Marseille  eels  and  a  sauce  known 
as  a  raito  might  be  served.  In  Orleans  the 
rcveillon  would  consist  of  [)ork  in  all  forms, 
Boiidins  (l)lood  sausages)  and  crepinettes 
( tlat  sausages).  In  the  Beam  the  feast  might 
consist  of  cabbage  .soup,  roast  duck,  fresh 
sausages,  pate  de  joie  gras;  w^hereas  in  Pro- 
vence they  would  have  a  <gros  soiiper  consist- 
ing of  eels  or  codfish,  snails,  cardans,  celery, 
joHgnsse,  confitures,  dried  fruits,  nuts,  a  big 
bocal  or  jar  of  grapes  or  cherries  preserved  in 
alcohol  or  Cognac,  pun  ralendo,  followed  by 
])lenty  of  vin  mil   (mulled  red  wine). 

Reading  all  this  in  Mon.seigneur's  little 
book,  I  remembered  having  once  visited  a 
museum  in  France  in  which  one  of  the  rooms 
represented    the    kitchen-dining-room    of    a 
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wealthy  peasant  in  an  ancient  agricultural  farm-house  in  Pro- 
vence. The  room  was  completely  furnished  with  authentic  furni- 
ture and  utensils  of  the  period,  the  tal)le  set  ready  for  the  gros 
soHper.  There  were  three  tablecloths  and  three  candles  in  pewter 
candlesticks  symbolizing  the  Holy  Trinity;  white  octagon  china; 
sturdy  tumblers;  a  big-headed  nail  by  each  plate,  to  pull  the  snails 
out  of  their  shells;  a  roll  by  each  plate;  a  l)ig  brown  shiny  jug  for 
the  wine;  wheat  growing  in  two  little  saucers  s}'mbolizing  fertility 
of  the  future;  a  Rose  of  Jericho  by  way  of  floral  decoration.  On 
a  side  table  were  laid  out  the  desserts  and  Christmas  bread  with 
its  sprig  of  Holl}'  for  good  luck. 

THE  CEREMONY  OF  THE  GROS  SOUPER 

The  different  niembers  of  tlie  family,  domestics,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  livestock  in  the  way  of  dog  and  ])et  mag]jie,  were  most 
realisticall}-  represented  in  life-sized  waxwork  figures  made  Ijv 
tlie  sculjjtor  Ferigoule;  the  figures  represented  the  moment  when, 
before  sitting  down  to  eat  the  gros  soiiper,  the  grandfather  is  Ijless- 
ing  the  Yule-log  by  sprinkling  it  with  hot  wine. 

All  this  I  am  afile  tcj  descril)e  minutely,  having  recently  had 
the  good  fortune  to  run  across  a  copy  of  Vic  a  Id  Campagnc 
containing  a  marvelous  ])hotograpli  of  this  selfsame  ro(jm,  to- 
gether with  a  descri])tion  of  the  meal  the  peasants  would  consume. 

What  a  grand  idea  it  would  be,  thought  I,  to  rejiroduce  this 
Christmas  meal,  table  and  alb  I  tlid.  but  I  regret  to  say  that 
lovely  as  the  table  was,  the  menu  had  a  few  disapjiointing 
moments  in  it,  or  maybe  we  just  aren't  (|uite  French  enough.  Any 
way  it  was  fun  and  here  is  how  I  did  it. 

Starting  at  the  beginning,  the  three  tableclotlis  were  easy.  I 
hai)pened  to  have  three  red  ones  which  jjroved  appropriate  and 
very  gay.  Also,  believe  it  or  not,  we  hapjien  to  own  a  set  of  china 
exactly  like  the  ones  in  the  picture,  fiut  wliere,  oh  where,  to  find 
the  wheat?  I  finally  found  some  in  an  artificial  plant  shop  in 
tile  form  of  sheafs.  They  were  expensive  but  perfectly  lovel}',  so  I 
bought  two.  The  fact  that  they  wouldn't  Ije  actually  growing  had 
to  ije  overlooked.  The  Rose  of  Jericho  was  a  great  problem.  After 
looking  hopefully  through  Rose  catalogues,  with  no  luck,  I  re- 
sorted to  the  encyclopedia,  onl\'  to  find  that  it  isn't  a  Rose  at  all, 
but  a  strange  little  plant  that  grow^  in  the  deserts  of  Arabia.  Soon 
after  it  blooms,  it  shrivels  up  and  dies  in  the  shape  of  a  ijall.  It  is 
known  as  the  Resurrection  jjlant,  because  when  it  comes  in  con- 
tact with  water  again  it  opens  up  immediatel}'  and  the  seeds  rolled 
u[)  inside  of  it  germinate  very  cjuickly;  hence  the  idea  of  the 
Resurrection,  I  sujjijose.  Old-fashioned-cocktail  glasses  took  the 
place  of  tumblers;  a  nail  for  each  person,  three  candles  in  three 
candlesticks,  and  the  table  was  .set. 

Xow  for  the  menu.  The  idea  of  eels  as  appetizers  I  discarded 
instantl)-.  I  hope  \'ou  agree.  The  hrauddde  of  codfish  ])roved  to 
be  most  delectable  and  was  a  great  success.  You  will  find  the 
recipe  ijelow.  I  almost  omitted  the  snails  too,  but  decided  that 
would  be  cheating  too  much.  These  I  found  in  cans,  ready  to  be 
-Stuffed  into  their  shells,  which  are  sold  separately  but  at  the 
same  shop.  In  preparing  them  I  followed  the  recipe  given  on 
the  can,  Ijut  added  a  few  Ijread  crumljs.  I  liked  everything  about 
them  except  the  snails,  but  many  people  love  them.  I  had  a  ter- 
rible time  finding  out  what  car  Jons  were,  and  then  discovered 
that  the)'  are  listed  in  man_\-  seed  catalogues  as  Cardoons,  but 
nobody  apparently  has  ever  heard  of  them. 

I  did  finally  locate  some,  however,  in  an  Italian  grocer}-  shop: 
great  big  gawky,  spiky,  green  things  vaguely  resembling  over- 
grown Swiss  chard  or  celery  with  a  strong  flavor  of  artichoke. 
The}'  are  definitely  a  new  taste  sensation  and  cooked  as  per  either 
recipe  given  below  are  most  delicious  and  certainly  something 
new.  The  celery  -we  ate  raw;  it's  always  good. 


Xow  for  the  desserts.  .\s  far  as  I  can  make 
out  a  foug'isse.  is  a  fouacf  or  a  galettr  and  a 
galette  is  puff-paste  cut  in  circles,  marked 
with  criss-cross  lines,  painted  with  egg  and 
baked  to  a  golden  brown.  Eaten  with  any 
good  home-made  jam  they  are  simply 
scrumptious.  Recipe  below.  Dried  fruits, 
nuts  and  raisins  are  known  in  France  as 
mcndiants  when  served  together.  I  served 
them  in  individual  little  baskets  lined  with 
green  leaves.  The  big  hoc(d  of  cherries  I  was 
able  to  du|)licate  exactly,  having  put  some 
up  in  Cognac  early  in  the  summer.  The}'  are 
preserved  raw  with  their  stems  on,  and  ^irt?  .' .,;i  !j^r..*pi 
j)a.s.sed  with  the  after-dinner  coffee.        /         "  ^y 

The  Pan  calnido  dr  Xoel  is  evidentl^PU^-'^'  HBfl*"' 
first  cousin  to  the  Italian  panetoni  proC'Ur-''..pj(,^^  ^^  C»V 
al;le  in  most  Italian  Neighborhoods.  If  }(ju 
should  want  to  make  it  yourself,  my  recipe 
below  may  not  be  authentic,  Ijut  it's  goocL 
The  vin  ctiit  is  ncjthing  more  nor  le>s  than 
mulled  red  wine. 

HK.^XD.ADE  OK  S.ALT  CODFISH   FOR  EIGHT 


Soak  2  pounds  of  salt  codfish  in  plenty 
of  cold  water  for  twelve  hours,  changing  the 
water  frecjuently.  Drain  and  put  it  on  to 
cook  in  cold  water  to  cover  well,  and  bring 
it  ever  so  gently  to  a  bare  simmer.  Reduce 
the  heat  even  more,  cover  and  continue  to 
simmer  for  about  an  hour.  In  the  meantime 
peel  and  boil  until  cooked  2  good  sized  po- 
tatoes. When  the  fish  is  done,  drain  it  well 
and  pick  it  over  carefully,  removing  bones 
and  any  discolored  pieces  there  may  be. 
Xow  cut  a  fresh  piece  of  garlic  in  two  and 
rub  it  well  over  the  inside  surface  of  a 
large  heav\'  enamel  pan.  Drain  the  jjotatoes 
and  ])ut  theni  through  the  ricer  into  this 
pan,  and  add  the  fish,  broken  into  pieces. 

Xow  with  a  wooden  potato  maslier  or 
spoon  work  the  two  together  vigorously  until 
well  mixed,  then  add  graduall}',  drop  by 
drop,  beating  all  the  while,  1  cup  of  luke- 
warm olive  oil.  X'ow  place  the  pan  on  a  very 
low  flame  and  beat  constantly  while  it 
heats,  then  work  into  it  another  '4  cup  of 
olive  oil  and  about  I' 4  cups  of  cream,  into 
which  you  have  grated  the  rind  of  1  lemon 
and  which  you  have  heated  to  the  scalding 
point.  Season  to  taste  with  salt  and  i)lenty 
of  freshly  gr(jund  blaik  pep|)er,  antl  when 
hot  and  very  light  and  fluffy  pile  it  in  a 
mound  on  a  hot  ]jlatter.  Sprinkle  over  it 
34  cup  of  ciiojjped  green  pitted  olives  heated 
in  a  little  olive  oil,  l)Ut  well  drained;  and 
garnish  the  edge  with  whole  pitted  olives 
also  heated  in  the  same  manner.

EXPLICIT  ill  the  liome  of  Rnltert  L.  Davison.  Director  of  Housing  Research  of  the 
Jolui  B.  Pierce  Foundation,  is  the  spirit  oi  in(|uiry  ami  in\estigation.  In  arriving  at  a 
solution  of  the  problem  of  planning  a  >mall,  economical  country  house.  Mr.  Davison  and 
his  collaborator,  Mr.  John  Callender.  have  left  no  (juestion  of  design,  orientation  and  con- 
struction unexplored.  Among  the  significant  results,  we  point  especially  to  these:  The  sec- 
ond floor  is  planned  off  center  in  relation  to  the  ground  floor,  placing  the  staircase  conve- 
niently at  the  side  of  the  first  floor,  conveniently  in  the  center  of  the  second;  providing,  al- 
so, a  roof  over  the  porch  and  garage  and  a  terrace  over  the  living  room.  The  house  is  pre- 
cisely oriented  with  the  wide  expanse  ol  living  room  windows  lacing  somewhat  west  of 
south,  a  simple  device  which  provides  the  rooms  with  (juanlities  oi  sunlight  and  solar  heat 
in  winter  yet  minimizes  these  factors  in  summer.  Construction,  based  on  extensive  research 
pointing  toward  a  system  of  prefabrication,  fundamentally  comprises  the  fastening  of 
strong,  horizontal  panels  to  widely  spaced  supporting  colunms.  Fireplaces  are  equijipcd 
with  Hues  which  transfer  to  all  rooms  of  the  house  heat  which  would  olherwise  largely 
be  wasted.  A  sound  deadening  material   is  applied  to  llie  living  room  ceiling.

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IN  considering  annuals  for  the  Mid-South  it  is  im- 
portant to  find  out  where  tiiey  come  from,  as  those 
from  climates  simihir  to  ours  are  most  likely  to  do  well 
for  us.  Since  lieat  and  drouglit  are  our  two  main  prolj- 
lems,  we  should  look  for  plants  that  have  been  condition- 
ed to  these  difficulties  in  their  native  habitats. 

Among  the  California  wildllowers,  California  Po])- 
pies,  Phacelia  and  Nemojihila  have  proved  to  be  good 
annuals  for  the  Mid-South.  Godetia  is  unsatisfactory. 
Coming  nearer  home,  we  have  success  witli  tlie  'I'e.xas 
Blue  Bonnet  and  Drummond  I'hlox  from  Texas  and, 
from  the  southeastern  states,  witli  Calliopsis  and  the 
annual  Rudbeckias. 

Most  of  the  annuals  from  soutliern  Europe  do  well 
for  us.  For  soft  colors  we  look  to  I.arksjjur,  Snap- 
dragon, Scabiosa,  Calendula,  Xigella,  Silene,  Statice 
and  Matthiola.  Mexico  provides  us  with  our  brilliant 
Marigolds,  Zinnias,  Tithonias,  Ageratums,  Cosmos. 
Nasturtiums  and  Hunnemannias.  South  American  an- 
nuals are  good  material  for  .southern  gardens,  with  the 
exception  of  tho.se  from  the  mountainous  countries. 
Salpiglossis,  a  native  of  Chile,  is  very  beautiful  in 
northern  gardens,  but  is  a  failure  in  the  South.  And  we 
do  not  have  much  success  with  Heliotrope,  wliich  is  a 
native  of  Peru.  Nicotiana,  one  of  our  Ijest  annuals,  is 
from  Brazil,  as  is  Portulaca  (indispensable  for  bloom- 
ing in  spite  of  heat  and  drought).  Our  dependable  Pe- 
tunia is  from  soutliern  South  America.  Browallia  ( from 
Colombia)  and  Cleome  (from  Tropical  .America)  will 
also  endure  our  Summers. 

SOUTH  Africa  would  seem  to  be  a  likely  source  for 
annuals  for  the  Mid-Soutli,  but  it  has  not  j^roved 
so.  With  the  exception  of  Anchusa  capeusis.  South  Afri- 
can annuals  do  very  poorly  for  us.  Nemesias  are  poor, 
and  Lobelias  to  be  successful  at  all  must  he  jjl anted 
very  early,  and  even  then  will  not  do  well  unless  we  have 
an  unusually  wet  season.  One  would  expect  the  .\frican 
Daisies  to  revel  in  our  Summers,  but  for  the  most  part 
they  are  disappointing.  I  planted  Ursinia,  the  Jewel 
of  the  Veldt,  and  Venidium,  the  Monarch  of  the  VehU, 
with  high  liopes,  but  with  the  first  dry  weather  the}' 
curled  up.  I  was  told  that  tliis  was  what  they  did  on 
the  Veldt,  that  they  were  merely  con.serving  their  ener- 
gies, and  would  burst  into  bloom  again  with  the  next 
rain;  l)ut  tliey  never  revived.  I  saw  .^gatha^a  at  the 
florist's,  and  was  so  charmed  with  the  little  French  l)luc 
Daisies  that  I  bought  some  plants  for  the  garden.  But 
they  never  amounted  to  anything  out-of-doors.  Brachy- 
come,  the  Swan  River  Daisy  (from  Australia)  never 
does  much  for  us,  either,  nor  does  tiie  Cape-marigold. 
But  I  think  the  troui^le  with  the  latter  is  due  to  the  ty]ie 
of  soil  rather  than  to  the  climate,  for  we  u.sed  to  have 
them  when  we  lived  near  the  coast  wliere  the  soil   was 


liglit  and  sand)'.  I  remember  ])lanting  them  when  I  was 
a  little  girl,  s])elling  out  the  long  name  DiiiwrpholJiccd 
niirdutiard,  and  muttering  it  over  the  seeds  as  I  put 
them  in  the  ground.  And,  like  some  grown  up  gardeners, 
I  was  much  prouder  of  knowing  the  name  than  of  my 
success  with  the  flowers.  ']"he  only  one  of  this  group 
of  Daisies  that  we  can  count  on  is  .\rctotis,  which  usu- 
ally does  very  well,  and  is  valuable  for  its  gray  foliage 
as  well  as  the  fresh  blue  and  white  Daisies. 

THE  best  thing  that  has  ha|)pened  to  southern  gar- 
dens in  man\'  \ears  is  the  introduction  of  Cro- 
talaria,  a  grei'U  manure  croj)  from  the  tro|)ics.  'I'wo  var- 
ieties can  be  bought  at  the  local  seed  stores.  C.  spcc- 
liihihs  is  a  tall  plant,  growing  to  five  or  six  feet,  much 
branched,  and  with  fresh  gray-green  foliage  and  long, 
erect  racemes  of  yellow  ])a])ilionaceous  flowers.  StrikiuL' 
in  form  and  foliage,  it  is  interesting  in  the  border  even 
before  it  blooms.  C.  rctiisn  is  similar,  but  smaller,  and 
the  flowers  are  marked  with  a  dark  red-brown.  There  is 
al.so  a  white  form.  Crotalaria  is  an  especially  good  hot 
weather  plant  because  its  leaves  stay  fresh  and  crisp 
all  Summer. 

To  keep  a  garden  continuall}'  in  bloom  over  a  long  ]>e- 
riod  it  is  necessary  to  ])lant  lavishly  some  of  the  connnon 
and  easily  grown  annuals,  such  as  Larkspur,  Ageratum, 
Coreopsis  and  Cleome.  If  they  are  allowed  to  seed  them- 
selves they  become  pests,  but  pests  are  sometimes  of  value. 
.\geratum  comes  up  so  thickly  that  it  chokes  out  every- 
thing else  unless  it  is  continuall\'  weeded  out,  but  there 
are  always  little  ]ilants  to  transjilant  ti^  bare  spots  in  the 
flower  beds. 

Every  year  when  Calliopsis  comes  up  in  all  of  the 
beds  I  leave  a  few  plants  in  each  ])hue.  I  like  a  flowtT 
that  is  all  over  the  garden  when  it  blooms.  1  like  the 
monotony  for  a  short  time,  and  in  a  carefully  ])lanned 
color  scheme  it  is  delightful  to  find  an  aci  idental  har- 
mony where  a  dark  red  Callio|)sis  has  come  up  of  its 
own  accord  beside  /.ilinin  iiiiihclliiliiiii,  (ir  the  unex- 
pected discord  of  red  and  wllow  with  the  coral  spikes 
of  rcutsteniDU  IxtrJuitus.  Calliopsis  grows  so  (|uickly 
that  it  does  not  hurt  the  permanent  jjlants  if  it  is  pulled 
up  as  soon  as  its  brief  period  of  ])loom  is  over. 

Cleome,  which  flourishes  in  every  farm  )ard,  can  be 
u.-^ed  effectively  in  a  more  sophisticated  setting.  With 
the  pink  Phlox,  Millie  Hoboken,  and  Zinnias — some 
frankly  magenta,  and  a  few  of  a  very  dark  purjjle — it 
will  bloom  all  Summer,  and  still  be  blooming  in  the  fall 
with  Phy.so.stegia  Vivid,  and  a  fresh  sui)ply  of  Zinnias. 
The  ex(|uisite  white  form  is  verv  desirable  but  dilTuult 
to  obtain,  as  the  \-ariety  usuall_\-  sold  as  white  is  not  a  pure 
white.  Cleome  is  a  good  foliage  plant.  It.-^  largt',  dark 
green,  five-lobed  leaves  make  an  interesting  p,-itteni.

Chiislnias  plants  is  the  I'oinsettia.  a  native  of  Mexico  which  is  now  avail- 
aide  ill  hotli  pink  and  white  as  well  as  the  usual  red.  To  keep  it  at  its  hesl. 
-ive  it  a  sunny  window,  hut  guard  it  carefully  against  the  slightest  chill. 
The  ideal  temperature  for  it  is  from  6.5  to  70  degrees,  and  the  soil  in  the 
pot  should  he  kept  as  close  to  "slightly  damp"  as  possible.  When  the 
leaves  fall,  cut  hack  nearly  to  the  soil  level,  and  repot.  It  is  diflicull.  how- 
ever, to  handle  a  Toinscltia  so  it  looks  right   the  second   vear. 
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Azaleas  are  exctdlent  gift  plants  at  this  season,  and  available  in  a  variety  of 
flower  colors  and  forms;  Kutherfordiana  and  Hinodigiri  are  two  of  the  liest 
lv|)cs.  All  ol  them  like  ample  watering,  plenty  of  light  and  a  reasonably 
cool  spot  near  a  window.  Alter  the  blossoms  fall,  which  may  not  be  for 
several  weeks,  give  an  Azalea  a  still  warmer  place  and  water  botli  soil  and 
foliage  frequently  so  as  to  coimteract  the  dryness  of  the  room  and  help  the 
plant  to  make  the  new  growth  which  will  be  essential  to  its  future  well-being. 
When  .S|)ring  is  well  advanced,  set  the  j)lant  outdoors  in  shade.

Africa.  Inilia  and  <ilhcr'  liopical  countries  give  us  the  various  s|)eci('s  of 
I'andanus,  oi  which  the  striped-leal  t\pc  (  \  eitchii  I  is  sketched  here.  They 
arc  essentially  gracci  ul  foliage  ])lants,  and  well  ada])ted  to  house  conditions, 
il  given  sunlight  and  legular  ample  watering.  About  once  a  week  the  leaves 
should  be  cleaned  with  a  soil  cloth  or  bit  of  sponge  di|)ped  in  cool,  clear 
watei'.  '\\\'\s  will  remove  accmnulated  dust  and.  bv  (  leansing  the  pores  of  the 
leaves,  maintain  their  natural  lunction  as  the  "breathing  "  part  of  the  jiiant. 
Snppoil  (he  leaves  with  one  hand   while  doing  this. 


Christmas  Heather  gives  the  impr(>ssion  of  a  flower  that  is  very  hard),  and 
for  this  reason  nuui)  ])eo|)lc  are  inclined  to  pay  no  particular  attention  to 
watering  it.  Actually,  though.  Heather  is  one  of  those  indoor  plants  which 
need  a  great  deal  of  water.  Be  sure,  though,  that  you  do  not  allow  any 
water  to  stand  around  the  base  of  its  pot,  or  the  needle-like  foliage  will  be- 
gin to  drojj  and  the  tiny  countless  flowers  will  begin  to  shrivel.  In  other 
words,  these  notably  decorative  plants  like  jilenlv  to  drink,  but  they  quickly 
resent  being  obliged  to  wallow  in  it. 


Camellias  are  alwavs  welcome,  alike  for  theii  blossoius  and  for  their  rich 
green  foliage.  The  coolest  part  of  the  house  is  a  Camellia's  preference — 
best  of  all  a  window  without  a  nearby  radiator  so  that  the  coolness  of  the 
glass  will  help  the  jjlant  retain  and  gradually  develop  its  buds.  While  in 
l)loom,  water  luoderately  at  regular  intervals,  but  guard  against  so  much 
moisture  that  the  buds  begin  to  drop  before  they  have  a  chance  to  open. 
Light  spraving  of  leaves  and  buds  with  clear,  cool  water  will  help  com- 
iial  the  harmiul   influenie  of  too-dry  air.

The  later  they  go  into 
the  ground,  however,  the  more  important  hecomes  the  ^\'inter 
niukh  a])i)lied  after  the  ground  does  freeze,  for  the  simple  rea- 
son that  the  plants  will  have  had  scant  time  to  estahlish  their 
roots  and  so  withstand  the  heaving  to  which  unprotected  ground 
is  suhject. 

So,  if  your  tree,  shrub,  Rose  and  even  perennial  and  hull) 
])lanting  has  not  yet  heen  completed,  do  not  despair.  If  the 
weather  gods  are  kind,  \'ou  ma\'  have  a  week  or  two  left  for 
work  that  will  he  ri(hl\'  rewarded  next  Spring.

rrunilis.  Then  make  a  garlic  paste  by 
creaming  together  4  good  tablespoons 
of  butter  with  salt  and  freshly  ground 
Mack  pepper,  2  shallots,  1  clove  of 
gallic  chopped  very,  very  fine,  about 
1  tablespoon  of  chopped  parsley,  a 
(lash  of  nutmeg  and  a  small  dash  of 
red  pepper.  Open  the  can  of  snails  and 
drain  them  well.  There  should  be  24 
of  them,  and  you  should  have  24  shells 
into  which  to  stuff  them.  Wash  the 
shells  and  dry  them  well.  Now  put  a 
little  paste  in  each  one,  insert  one  snail 
in  each  and  fill  the  rest  of  the  hole  with 
the  rest  of  the  paste.  Place  the  snails 
fa(e  up,  side  by  side  in  a  baking  dish 
just  big  enough  to  hold  them  so  that 
tliey  won't  topple  over,  then  sprinkle 
them  with  bread  crumbs.  Place  the  pan 
in  a  hot  oven  about  six  or  seven  min- 
utes 111  heat  through,  or  until  the  'butter 
actually  boils  u])  in  the  shells.  Serve 
at  on(<\  tlic  snails  to  be  t-xtracted  with 
the  aid  of  a  large-headed  nail  placed 
liy  each  person's  plate  at  table. 

C\RDO(_)NS  FOR  EIC.HT 

'Remove  and  throw  away  the  outer 
tough  branches  of  2  big  bunches  of  car- 
doons.  Pull  the  stalks  apart  as  you 
would  celery,  cut  off  the  green  leaves 
and  prickles  and  scrub  them  well  with  a 
little  vegetable  brush.  Cut  the  pieces  in 
three-inch  lengths  and  parboil  them  in 
water,  containing  the  juice  of  1  lemon, 
for  fifteen  minutes.  Drain  them  and  let 
the  cold  water  run  over  them  a  minute; 
then  peel  off  or  pull  off  the  thin  outer 
.skin  and  strings  as  you  would  prepare 
rhubarb.  Now  put  them  temporarily  in 
warm  water  containing  more  lemon 
juice,  while  you  make  the  following 
sauce  in  which  tJicy  are  to  be  cooked 
slowly  for  another  hour  and  a  half. 
Cook  1  tablespoon  of  chopped  onion 
in  1  tablespoon  of  butter  without 
browning;  then  add  1  tablespoon  of 
Hour,  cook  together  a  minute  or  two 
and  then  add  gradually  4  cups  of  boil- 
ing water.  Salt  and  pepper  to  taste  and 
add  1  .small  piece  of  bay  leave,  some 
parsley  and  1  whole  carrot.  Add  the 
cardoons,  well  drained,  and  simmer 
gently  for  the  above  stated  time.  When 
done,  drain  well,  place  in  hot  dish  and 
pour  over  them  some  cream  sauce.  This 
is  made  by  melting  2  tablespoons  of 
butter  and  cooking  in  it,  without  brown- 
ing, for  three  minutes  3  tablespoons  of 
flour,  and  adding  gradually  2  cups  of 
thin  hot  cream.  Cook  in  double  boiKr 
a  while,  then  .season  to  taste  with  sail 
and   freshly  ground  pejjper. 

.\nother  method  of  .serving  these  is  to 
|)inire(l   exactly  as  above,  only   instead 


of  pouring  cream  sauce  on  thcni,  lay" 
them  hollow  side  up  in  a  buttered  Pyrex 
dish,  and  stuff  them  with  equal  quanti' 
ties  of  freshly  grated  parmesan  chcesi 
and  soft  bread  crumbs.  Moisten  wiUi 
a  little  cream  and  sprinkle  with  salt  an<fi 
pepper.  Dot  well  with  butter  and  hake? 
in  moderate  oven  until  lightly  brownrd. 

FOUG.\SSE   OR   GALETTES    FOR    EIGHT 

Put  1  pound  of  sweet  butter  into  a 
bowl  and  work  it  with  the  hands  until 
it  is  the  consistency  of  putty,  soft  and 
pliable,  and  squeeze  it  to  extract  any 
water  there  may  be  in  it.  Now  put  4 
cups,  or  1  pound,  of  flour  in  a  bowl 
with  1  teaspoon  of  salt.  With  the  fiiiL;rr- 
tips  work  into  this  lightly  2  tablespoons 
of  the  butter,  and  then  add  gradually 
V/i  cups  of  ice-water,  still  using  your, 
hands  to  mix  it.  Knead  it  lightly  untilj 
it  makes  a  smooth  ball.  Toss  onto  a] 
lightly  floured  table  and  roll  it  out  tot 
about  three  eighths  of  an  inch  thick  in 
a  rectangular  shape  about  fifteen  ini  lies 
by  twenty  inches.  Place  the  dough  bmi- 
zontally  in  front  of  you,  shape  the  but- 
ter into  a  slab  about  six  by  twelve 
inches,  lay  it  perpendicularly  in  front 
of  you  on  the  center  of  the  dough.  Fold 
the  flap  of  dough  on  the  left  to  cover 
the  butter,  then  fold  the  right-hand  flap 
over  to  the  left. 

The  butter  is  now  completely  covered 
and  out  of  sight,  and  the  whole  secret 
of  puff  paste  is  to  see  to  it  that  the  but- 
ter never  breaks  through  to  the  surface. 
Roll  the  paste  away  from  you  to  make 
a  longer  rectangle.  Now  give  it  a  turn, 
which  means  to  turn  it  so  that  it  is 
horizontally  before  you.  Now  fold  the 
dough  so  as  to  form  a  square,  flopping 
the  left-hand  third  to  the  right  and  the 
right-hand  third  to  the  left.  Press  light- 
ly with  the  rolling  pin  and  place  in  the 
refrigerator  to  rest  for  twenty  minutes. 
Then  take  it  out  and  be  sure  to  place 
it  before  you  the  way  it  was  before.  Roll  j| 
away  from  you  as  before  until  you  have  j 
a  rectangle  three  times  as  long  as  its 
width.  Be  careful  not  to  roll  it  too  thin 
the  first  two  or  three  times.  Place  it 
horizontally  before  you  and  fold  froiu.. 
left  to  right  and  right  to  left  as  befor"^ 
to  form  a  square.  Let  it  rest  again  for 
ten  minutes  and  repeat  the  process  until 
you  have  rolled  and  folded  it  eight 
times. 

Place  on  ice  to  chill  thoroughly.  Then 
roll  the  pastry  out  once  more  until  about  I 
three-eighths  of  an  inch  thick,  then  cut 
as  many  circles  as  you  can  out  of  it  with 
a  three  inch  cookie  cutter.  Place  on  a 
cookie  .sheet  .so  that  they  do  not  touch

Both  the 
syrup  and  the  brandy  should  be  cold 
and  well  mi.xed  together.  Adjust  the 
new  rubbers  carefully  and  seal  tight. 
■  Place  jars  in  cool,  dark,  dry  place  until 
i  December,  when  they  will  be  ready  to 
use.  These  are  passed  with  after  dinner 
coffee,  one  or  two  to  each  person.  P>Iack 
cherries  may  also  be  preserved  in  abso- 
lutely pure  alcohol,  omitting  the  syruij 
entirely.

Then  add  4 
nioic  brown  eggs,  one  at  a  time,  coii- 
liiming  the  beating  with  the  spoon  until 
Very  smooth  and  i)erfectly  mi.xed.  When 
the  sponge  has  doubled  its  size,  make  a 
hole  in  the  egg  luixture  and  drop  the 
s|H)iige  iiuo  it.  Fold  the  egg  dough  over 
to  (over  it  and  coiuinue  beating  until 
well  lil(  ndcd  t<igether  anri  smooth.  Place 
the    <lough     in    a     big    buttered     bowl, 


sprinkle  lighlly  with  flour  and  pat  the 
surface  down  smooth  and  flat.  Cover 
with  a  cloth  and  put  in  warm  place  to 
rise  until  twice  its  bulk   (70°  F.). 

When  risen,  beat  again  with  tin- 
wooden  spoon  until  it  is  reduced  to  its 
original  bulk.  Sprinkle  with  fiour  again 
lightly,  pat  it  out  smooth  and  flat,  cover* 
and  let  it  rise  again.  In  the  meantime 
prepare  Yz  cup  of  lightly  floured  seed- 
less raisins,  J4  cup  of  chopped  candied 
orange  peel  and  the  same  quantity  of 
lemon  peel,  and  Y\  cup  of  blanched  split 
almonds  (all  lightly  floured).  When  the 
dough  has  doubled  its  size  again,  di- 
\  ide  it  into  two  equal  parts.  Into  one 
half  of  it  work  in  the  floured  fruits, 
then  i)ut  the  mixture  iirto  a  buttered 
bowl.  Put  the  plain  part  into  a  separate 
buttered  bowd.  Cover  with  plates  and 
filace  in  refrigerator  for  several  hours. 

\\'hen  completely  chilled,  toss  the' 
]ilain  dough  onto  a  floured  board  and 
]}ai  it  out  into  a  flat  circle  about  an 
inch  thick,  then  put  into  the  center  of 
this  two  thirds  of  the  fruited  dough 
and  fold  the  plain  dough  around  it  to 
cover  it.  Then  put  the  whole,  smooth 
side  up,  into  a  copiously  buttered  round 
sponge  cake  tin.  Poke  a  deep  hole  in 
the  center,  make  a  pear  shaped  piece  of 
the  rest  of  the  fruited  dough  and  drop 
it,  small  end  down,  into  the  hole.  Xow 
brush  the  wdiole  surface  with  the  yolk 
of  1  egg  mixed  with  a  little  milk,  cut  a 
few  gashes  around  the  middle  of  the 
lough  with  scissors  or  a  sharp  knife,  put 
in  warm  place  to  rise  to  twice  its  size. 
Pake  in  moderate  oven  about  one  hour 
and  a  quarter.

For  this  any  good  claret  may  Ije  used, 
but  made  with  a  Cote  Rotie  or  a  Cha- 
teau Neuf  du  Papc  it  would  be  even 
better.  lioil  2  cups  of  water  with  1  cup 
of  granulated  sugar,  4  sticks  of  broken 
stick  cinnamon  and  4  cloves,  for  live 
minutes.  Then  add  2  lemons  cul  very 
thin,  and  cover  and  let  stand  ten  min» 
utes.  Then  add  6  glasses  of  claret  and 
heat  gradually,  but  do  not  allow  it  t" 
boil.  Put  it  into  a  brown  jug,  if  you  havt 
one,  and  serve  it  very  hot,  A  silvci 
spoon  |)laced  in  each  glass  will  jireveiv,

A  number  of  annuals  are  jiroof  a- 
gainst  midsummer  drought.  Some,  such 
■  IS  PliiKilia  caiiipdiiiilaria,  wdiich  conies 
fiom  the  dry  or  desert  regions  of  south- 
ern California,  will  not  grow  where 
lliere  is  too  much  moisture.  .Antotis, 
I  )iniorphotheca,  Portulaca  and  Statiie 
also  need  a  fairly  dry,  well-drained  soil. 
Sanvilalia,  Rudheckia,  Petunias,  Agcra- 
tum,  Cosmos  Orange  Flare  and  dwaif 
Zinnias  are  definitely  drought  resistant. 
Last  summer  when  there  was  no  rain 
for  over  a  month,  the  group  of  plants 
least  affected  was  a  border  of  salmon 
coloied  Lilliput  Zinnias,  annual  .Agera- 
tuiii,  and  .Sweet  Alyssum.  Mexican  Zin- 
nias are  also  invaluable  for  undiminish- 
ed bloom  in  dry  weather.  They  are  ex- 
tremely floriferous,  and  the  little  yel- 
low, or  red  and  yellow,  flowers  are  most 
attractive.  I  do  not  know  wdiy  they  are 
not  used  more  often.  Cosmos  Orange 
Flare  has  proved  a  splendid  annual  for 
our  climate.  It  blooms  over  a  long  peri- 
od, and  its  vivid  color  does  not  fade  in 
the  sun.  Narrow-leaved  jilants,  such  as 
Calliopsis,  ISIexican  Zinnias  and  Cos- 
mos Orange  Flare,  having  less  leaf  .sur- 
face exposed  for  evaporation,  adajit 
Ihemselves  very    well   to   an   insufficient 


water  supply.  Other  plants,  such  as 
Stat  ice  sinuata,  are  able  to  endure 
drought  because  water  is  stored  in  the 
thickened  parts  of  their  stems.  This  an- 
nual Statice  is  absolutely  drought-jiionf 
It  has  crej^c  paper  flowers  of  Iaven<lrr, 
yellow,  or  Market  Grower's  Blue  abo\c 
rosettes  of  basal  leaves.  Statice  sinunta 
is  a  low  plant  suitable  for  edging. 

Two  other  drought-resistant  edging 
jilants  are  Browallia  and  miniature 
Marigolds.  Sweet  Alyssum  is  not  only 
drought-])roof,  but  is  one  of  the  l:i-t 
annuals  to  be  killed  by  fro.st  in  the  F.il!, 
.sometimes  blooming  until  Christmas. 
Petunias  are  good  for  dry  places,  and 
with  the  many  new  fluted  and  frilled 
varieties,  ihey  are  no  longer  commoii- 
jilacc.  The  dwarf,  fluted  Petunia,  !Mar- 
tha  Washington,  has  proved  especially 
desiralile   for   the   South. 

Xemophila,  Nemesia,  Hunnemannia, 
lirowallia,  Torenia  and  the  annual 
Pinks  are  for  the  edge  of  the  bordi  r. 
The  Chinese  Pinks  are  valuable  be- 
cause they  bloom  early  and  late,  and 
even  a  little  in  Winter.  Grown  as  an- 
nuals, they  are  really  short  lived  per- 
ennials, and  sometimes  live  over  foi  i 
year  or  two.  Torenia  is  a  good  li"i 
weather  fjlant,  and  it  will  endure  <  \- 
Ireme  drought,  but  it  must  have  nn  na- 
ture to  <lo  well.  T.  founiieri,  from  (  n- 
rhin-China,  is  light  blue  with  a  velvety 
royal  purple  lip  and  a  bright  yell'iw 
throat.  T.  fltiva  (usually  listed  as  m 
baillonii),  from  India,  is  yellow  with  a 
brown  throat.  There  is  also  a  white 
form.  The  Bride.  Torenias  bloom  pro- 
fusely all  Summer  and  late  into  the 
Fall,  the  leaves  turning  red  with  the 
cold   weather. 

The  large-flowered  Browallias,  B. 
spcciosd  and  B.  s.  major,  are  greenhouse 
jilants,  and  are  not  satisfactory  in  the 
garden.  But  Browallia  elata  is  a  de- 
lightful litlle  plant  with  inten.sely  blue,

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white-tliroated  flowers,  or  all  white 
(lowers — the  latter  being  less  attractive. 
Xeinophila  is  particularly  desirable  be- 
cause it  is  one  of  the  few  annuals  to 
bloom  in  the  early  Spring.  If  sown  in 
the  Fall,  or  allowed  to  seed  itself,  it  will 
blonm  in  April.  The  pale  blue  form, 
which  is  the  best,  may  be  planted  to 
lildoni  with  Myosotis  alpcstris,  Cow- 
slips, Arabis,  Violas,  the  pastel  Tulips 
and  Intermediate  Iris.  California  Po]j- 
jiies  will  also  bloom  in  April  if  sown 
early  in  the  Fall. 

In  the  Fall  a  southern  garden  is  re- 
juvenated after  the  long  Summer,  and 
it  should  be  ablaze  with  late-blooming 
annuals.  Those  susceptible  to  frost,  such 
as  Tithonia  and  the  Klondyke  Cosmos, 
planted  farther  north  with  the  hope  of 
"a  fairer  Summer  and  a  later  Fall  than 
in  these  parts  a  man  is  apt  to  see",  will 
liloom  two  or  three  months  for  us  before 
lliey  are  caught.  Last  year  the  vermil- 
ion, orange,  pale  yellow  and  light  blue 
of  Tithonia,  Marigolds,  Crotalaria  and 
Agcralum  made  a  striking  combination 
in  a  long  border.  But  Tithonia  grows  to 
twelve  or  fifteen  feet  here,  and  it  is  out 
of  scali;  in  a  border  eight  or  ten  feet 
<lre|).  This  year  I  am  going  to  put  it  at 
the  fool  (if  the  garden  where  it  will 
have  the  luotcrtion  of  the  fence.  It 
needs  lo  be  ])lanted  against  a  wall  or 
feme,  breause  the  shallow  roots  are  not 
ad(<|uate  for  ils  heiglit  and  spread,  and 
it  is  apt  to  Lie  lilowii  over  in  the  y\u- 
tunni  storms  even  if  it  is  well  staked. 
'Ihunbergia  is  a  gay  amuial  vine  for 
late  Smnnier  and  Fall  bloom  in  the 
ro(  k  gaiden  or  on  a  low  wall.  'J"he  flow- 
ers are  a  rich  yellow  with  dark  brown 
thiD.its.  They  will  seed  themselves  and 
come  up  again  year  after  year. 

When  and  how  lo  ]il:mt  the  seed  is 
an  iini)oil.int  consideration  in  dealing 
willi  amuials.  .Seedlings  of  some  sorts 
(.111  be  bought  from  nurserymen,  but 
for  the  most  part  they  are  better  .sown 
where  they  arc  to  grow;  and  some,  such 
as  Poppies  of  all  kinds,  1  luiineinannia, 
I'liaiclia,  ( 'riilal.ii  ia,  Lniiinc  and  Ne- 
niiiiihila  nnist  be  .sown  where  they  are 
lo  grow.  The  best  lime  to  sow  annuals 
out-of-doors  is  a  <lebalable  question  in 
the  South.  We  cannot  go  by  a  rule 
such  as  sowing  I'oiipies  on  the  last 
snow — when  we  are  likely  lo  have  no 
snow.  Most  gardeners  are  coming 
around  lo  the  idea  of  Fall  .sowing  for 
all  hardy  annuals,  although  there  are 
.some  who  still  think  that  the  Winter 
lo.s.ses  are  too  heavy  to  make  it  practical. 


Since  plants  from  Fall  sowing,  when 
they  do  come  through  the  winter,  are 
much  larger  and  finer  than  those  from 
Spring  sowing,  I  think  it  is  much  better 
to  take  a  chance  on  it,  and  to  sow  again 
in  the  Spring  if  necessary.  Nigella, 
Nemophila,  Larkspur,  Shirley  and  Cal- 
ifornia Poppies,  Matthiola,  Arctotis, 
Hunnemannia,  Cleome  and  Silene  can 
be  sown  in  the  Fall ;  Texas  Blue  Bon- 
net (Lupinus  subcarnosus)  and  An- 
cliusa  capensis  must  be  sown  in  the  Fall 
to  be  successful  in  this  climate. 

If  hardy  annuals  are  sown  in  the 
Spring,  it  is  safer  to  follow  the  old  rule 
of  doing  it  when  the  first  trees  are  com- 
ing into  leaf,  than  to  go  by  the  dates  on 
the  seed  packets,  which  are  usually 
meant  for  use  farther  north.  The  im- 
portant factor  in  growing  annuals  in 
the  South  is  to  start  them  early  so  that 
the  plants  will  be  big  enough  to  with- 
stand the  heat  when  it  comes.  It  is  bet- 
ter to  plant  early  and  replant  if  the 
seedlings  are  killed,  than  to  wait  until 
later  when  they  are  sure  to  be  affected 
by  the  heat.  There  are  e.xceptions  to 
this.  Calendulas  should  be  planted  late 
as  they  are  cool  weather  plants,  and 
will  not  do  well  with  us  when  they  are 
planted  to  bloom  in  July  and  August. 
It  is  useless  to  sow  Torenia  or  Thun- 
bergia  early  as  the  seeds  will  not  ger- 
minate until  the  weather  is  very  warm. 
Phacelia  should  be  planted  in  March 
or  April.  Phacelia  and  Nemophila  will 
bloom  within  si.x  weeks  of  the  time  they 
( onie  up.  They  must  be  sown  where 
they  are  to  bloom,  but  they  need  to  be 
sown  in  fine  soil.  The  seeds  of  Hunne- 
mannia and  Crotalaria  have  a  thick 
coat  and  should  be  scarified  before 
planting;  otherwise  they  may  not  ger- 
minate. Tithonia  should  lie  planted  the 
last  of  Ajiril  so  that  it  will  begin  to 
bloom  in  August. 

Certain  cultural  ])oinls  mu.st  be  kept 
in  mind  if  one  is  to  succeed  with  annu- 
als. y\s  a  whole  they  are  sun  lovers,  but 
Torenia,  Niuusia,  Nemophila  and  Nic- 
otiana  ]ircfcr  light  shade.  As  a  whole 
anmi.ds  like  a  slightly  acid  soil,  but 
Dianthus  and  Hunnemannia  need  lime. 
Nemojihila,  Calendulas,  Cosmos,  Lark- 
spur, Nigella  and  African  Marigolds 
must  have  moisture.  Nasturtiums,  Por- 
tulaca,  Browallia  and  Sanvitalia  thrive 
in  poor  soil.  Nemesia  and  Tithonia  pre- 
fer light  soil.  Torenia  likes  a  rich,  light 
soil.  .Since  we  have  such  a  long  bloom- 
ing season,  I  usually  sow  Alyssum, 
Drummond    Phlox,   Browallia,   Zinnias

ANNUALS 

and  Marigolds  three  times  so  that  there 
will  be  a  fresh  supply  when  the  first 
hatch  dries  up  or  blooms  out.  I  sow 
them  in  April,  June,  and  again  in  July. 
Crotalaria  should  be  sown  in  .\pril  and 
early  in  June.  Torenia  keeps  reseeding 
itself  all  summer.  Numberless  little 
plants  come  up  around  the  big  plants 
whenever  it  rains. 

It  is  a  common  fallacy  that  annuals 
are  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  and  hence 
to  be  avoided,  while  perennials  prac- 
tically take  care  of  themselves,  and 
should  almost  entirely  fill  the  borders. 
It  is  true  that  the  border  should  be 
planned  around  perennials,  but  annuals 
must  be  relied  upon  for  delicate  color 
schemes  and  for  quick  effects.  All  gar- 
dens are  subject  to  the  uncertainties  of 
the  weather,  but  southern  gardens  arc 
particularly  so,  and  annuals  are  neces- 
sary to  repair  the  damages.  When  gar- 
den Phlox  is  ruined  by  a  month  of  dry 
weather  in  the  early  Spring,  nothing 
can  be  done  about  it  for  that  season. 
But  Drummond  Phlox  can  be  resown 
if  drought  kills  the  first  seedlings.  And 
annuals,  important  to  all  gardens,  are 
indispensable  to  those  in  the  Mid-South 
where  we  expect  to  find  bloom  for  nine 
or  ten  months.

Heretofore  in  describing  the  repro- 
ductions in  House  &  Garden's  series 
of  flower  prints,  the  honors  have  been 
.iccorded  the  artist.  In  this  instance, 
showing  a  Begonia  print  from  Thorn- 
ton's "Temijle  of  Flora",  the  editor 
overshadows  the  individual  artist  who 
was  Philip  Reinagle,  A.  R.  A.  Several 
artists  contributed  to  lliat  volume  but 
the  idea  and  the  financial  responsibility 
was  shouldered  by  Dr.  Thornton. 

Robert  John  Thornton,  ]M.  I),  came 
by  his  diversions  naturally.  His  father, 
lliinucll  Thornton,  was  a  jihysician 
who  gave  up  his  medical  practice  to 
follow  the  less  exact  and  less  remuner- 
ative iiursuit  of  literature  and  editing. 

His  son,  born  17.^^8,  showed  an  early 
bent  for  science.  It  is  said  that  at  school 
he  collected  natural  history  objects  and 
started  a  small  garden  and  menagerie. 
.\t  1.^  he  Went  up  to  Cambridge  (or 
lines  one  go  dm,.')!  to  Cambridge?) 
where  he  started  stuflying  for  the 
church.  Evidently  his  vocation  was  not 
along  spiritual  lines,  for  he  switched 
to  medicine.  Though  he  walked  the  hos- 
jiital  wards  and  for  a  long  time  was 
leduier  in  ^Nleilii.il  liotany  at  Guy's 
Hos]iilal,  Loniliin,  he  a|iparently  di<l 
not  lake  his  M.  I),  degree  until  St.

of  1797  reveals  that  ])r.  Thornton  was 
charging  one  guinea  each  for  a  section 
to  contain  two  color  plates  with  ac- 
companying letter  press  by  himself. 
Costs  mounting  up,  the  jirice  rose  to 
2,S  shillings  a  section  until  the  whole 
work  cost  40  guineas.  Thornton  in- 
duced several  well-known  artists  and 
engravers  to  draw  the  plates,  ■wdiich  are 
distinguished  by  the  picturesque  land- 
.scape  background  given  each  plant. 
Most  of  the  text  was  written  by  Thorn- 
ton and   published   as  a   book  in   1807. 

The  su]>ply  of  botanical  plates 
]iroved  greater  than  the  demand.  ]More- 
over  he  issued  no  uniform  sets.  No  two 
collections  were  the  same;  Thornton 
sent  to  each  subscriber  what  he  thought 
he  would  like  !  A  mi.xture  of  engraving 
jirocesses  were  used,  some  arc  mezzo- 
tints hand  finished,  some  aquatints, 
.some  stijiple — all  expensive. 

]!y  1811,  nearly  ruined,  Thornton 
aiijjlied  for  an  .\ct  of  Parliament  giving 
him  ijermission  to  organize  a  lottery  of 
his  botanical  -ivorks.  This  being  grant- 
ed, it  was  advertised  as  the  Royal  Bo- 
tanical Lottery  under  the  patronage  of 
George  III.  There  were  20,000  tickets 
at  two  guineas  each,  and  10,000  prizes 
of  a  total  value  exceeding  77,000 
]iounds. 

The  lottery,  however,  docs  not  seem 
to  have  heliied  Dr.  Thornton  very  much 
rmaiicially.  In  spite  of  his  very  numer- 
ous other  jiulilications,  medical,  political 
and  liotanical.  Dr.  Thornton  died  in 
18.^7  almost  penniless.  There  are  three 
editions  of  the  large  folio  and  numer- 
ous e<litions  of  the  small  folio  of  the 
"Temiile   nf    Flnra."

llie  whole  so  nuu  b  nio?e  sprightly  and 
able  (ban  here,  ft  is  why,  when  you 
relurn  from  a  long  slay  abroad,  tin- 
food  seems  sud<lenly  tasteless,  and  you 
spr.iy  it  wilh  large  quanlilies  of  sail.

Garlic — perennial.  Fresh  bulbs,  or  the 
foliage,  are  less  violent  than  the  dried 
bulbs  of  commerce.  Plant  Garlic  sets 
the  same  as  Onions,  or  use  seeds. 

Laurel — shrub.  As  bay  leaf,  famous  for 
soups  and  stuflings.  The  I^aurel  for 
herb  use   is  Laurus  imliilis. 

Lavender — perennial.  Not  a  kitchen 
herb,  of  course,  but,  with  a  famous 
household   use   in  scenting  linen. 

!Mint — perennial.  The  variety  for  juleps 
and  mint  sauces  is  Spearmint.  Its 
cousin,  Peppermint,  is  coarser  and 
biting.  Should  be  cooked  with  many 
green  vegetables.  Plants  brought  up 
from  the  mid-South  are  definitely 
superior,  for  several  years,  to  plants 
grown  in  the  North.  I'lant  out  of 
the  way,  as  it  spreads  rapidly. 

P.irsley — biennial.  Decorative  for  gar- 
nishes as  well  as  for  flavoring.  The 
curled  leaf  kinds  are  generally  pre- 
ferred lo  the  firm-leafed  varieties. 

Pimento — annual.  Most  of  the  Sweet 
Pejipc'rs  are  vegetables,  but  Capsi- 
cum ainntiii,  the  Pimento,  is  pro])erly 
classed  as  an  herb.  These  are  small 
and  hot.  Dried  and  ground,  a  variety 
grown    in    Hungary    makes   pajirika. 

Saffron — 2  varieties.  The  .Saffron  of 
classic  literature  is  a  fall  flowering 
Crocus.  The  orange-colored  instils 
are  the  llavoring  as  well  as  the  dye. 
.\s  this  is  very  expensive,  many  peo- 
ple- use  an  .aniuial,  Cnrthnnius  tinclo- 
litis,  whose  orange-colored  flowers 
are  dried  an<l  ground  as  a  substitute 
for  the  Crocus  .saffron.  For  the  aver- 
;ige  herb  garden  it  is  as  satisfactory. 

Sage — |ierennial.  l^xcellent  for  stuf- 
fings, and  in  rooking  pork. 

Summer  Savory — annual.  Nice  when 
mixed  in  salads,  or  cooked  in  wilh 
vegetables. 

W'inti-r  Savory — perciniial.  -Similar  to 
Summer  Savory,  but  a  little  coarser. 

'P.nragtm — perennial.  lUiy  pot  plants. 
Principally  used  for  vinegar.  Use  cup 
green  Tarragon  leaves  to  pint  of 
vinegar.  Put  away  uncorked  for  two 
weeks.  .Strain,  lioil  five  minutes,  and 
cork  for  use. 

'Phymc' — small  shrub.  Good  for  sauces 
and  stuffings.

1.  GUADELOUPE 


WHAT  will  }our  tri])  to  Florida  and  the  West  Indies  be  like?  Will 
you  slick  to  the  main  street  to  see  the  side-walk  cafes,  the  Cathe- 
dral, and  the  Castle,  or  will  you  w^ander  off  to  discover  for  yourself  the 
real  charni  of  the  Islands?  If  your  eyes  are  open,  you  will  find  on  every 
hand  interesting  decorative  ideas  that  can  adapt  this  same  charm  to 
}our  own  house  and  garden. 

In  the  combinations  of  architecture  you  will  see  the  influence  of 
I'renchman,  Spaniard  and  Englishman  who  once  clashed  for  possession 
of  the  Indies.  You'll  see  old  houses  of  s(|uare  cut  stones  shaped  by  a 
hundred  hands  and  an  overseer's  whij),  interiors  high-panelled  in  satin- 
wood,  ancient  mahogany  tables  of  a  size  and  style  unknown  in  our  cen- 
tury. Everywhere  are  thumbjjrints  of  a  vivid  ])ast  that  w'ill  give  depth  to 
your  picture  of  the  country,  and  you  will  come  home  brim  full  of  old 
world  ideas  that  are  new,  and  must  be  tried  out  in  your  own  home.
